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'I'm: Choir lias usually been a much- 
abused body during the Easter term, 
and its performance of the Chapel Ser- 
vices lias called forth complaints long and 
loud from various quarters. No one can 
fail to observe that, at this time of the 
year, there is always a f^rt-nt lark of enthu* 
siasm for music, partly owing to the fa<ft 
that there is no particular motive for sing- 
ing, and partly, no doubt, to the feeling 
that the Choir has done all that is required 
of it at the previous concert, and may 
therefore be perfei^Uy justified in seeking 
a peaceAil retirement during the Easter 
term. Well, whatever the reasons may 
he, the result in Chapel this term has, on 
the whole, been most defdorable; and wo 
feel that on some occasions it must be 
rather difficult for those seated at the end 
of the Chapel, to imagine that the Choir 
is not maintaining a strit^tly religious 
silence during parts of the service. 

What, then, is to l>e done ? how arc we 
to rouse the Choir from their annual fit 
of tor]x)r ? these are the questions which 
naturally suggest themselves to anyone 
who has the least interest in music, but 
the difficulty is how to supply the remedy. 
We are ourselves perfeciuy convinced 
ihat if a concert (and by this we do not 
mean a bond fide " School Concert ") 
■were given during this term, as well as at 
Midsummer and Christinas, wc should see 
the good effe<ft of this instantly working 
in the performance of the Chapel Ser- 
vices. Perhaps some of our teaaers may 



recoUedt a certain letter, bearing the sig- . 
nature of " F." which appeared in our 
columns about a year ago: the writer cS 
it tells us that Herr Joachim once played 
in big School, while the Choir assisted 
with glees, and wishes to know why the 
same arrangement is not continued now. 
The MeUor somewhat damjied his ardour 
by answering that the aforesaid gentle- 
man was not always at hand ; the truth 
of which remark our rea<K rs will scarcely 
fail to realize. Unfortunately for us, Hc-rr /lC 
Joachim is not a man who can be obtained 
at a moment's notice ; but is the musical 
taste of the School so extremely acute 
that anyone inferior to him will not be 
accepted, but looked upon as a semi- 
barbarian ? we hardly think that is the 
case ; and, consequently, we must draw 
the conclusion that our deficiency in 
music is owing, not to the inability, but 
to the unwillingness to get good profession- 
als. We propose, therefore, that in the 
Easter term a Part-song Society be 
started, members of which will subscribe 
enough to cover the expenses of the a<fl- 
ual music bought, and the time of the 

Erofcssionals. The subscription would 
e inconsiderable among an average 
amount of members, and would enaUe 
the Society to give one or perhaps two 
concerts in the term. These remarks 
are, unfortunately, too late to produce any 
great effetf) upon the singing of this temi» 
but we do earnestly hope that some such 
plan may be started next year, to increase 
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and develope the taste for one branch of 
an Art which is suflfering to leverely at 
present.

Wf. have heard many accusations 
brought against Rugby School, but 
never till a few weeks ago had we 
heard it charged with starving those 
sent to it. Wht n we read the letter 
from "Paterfamilias" which we pub- 
lidied in our last number, we were 
amused at what seemed to us an entirely 
uncalled-for complaint. But we find that 
what was there alleged is supported by 
Other correspondents, and that had it not 
been for our ignorance and want of ob- 
servation , we should have discovered on 
all sides half-starved boys, oppressed by 
numberless petty t3rrannies imposed on 
them by those mysterious individuals, 
"the swells." One Old Rugbeian — for 
such from his letter we judge him to be— 
mourns over the inferioritv in this respe<5t 
of Rugby to other Public Schools, and 
enumerates, in almcist pathetic terms, a 
series of restrictions on his lil>erty. We 
can hardly imagine any more oppressive 
regulations than those of school etiquette 
which he mentions: for instance, he was 
not allowed to turn up his trowsers, and, 
worse still, he might not wear a flower in 
his button-hole ! And then think of the 
dread punishment which was threatened 
should he venture to break these tyran- 
nical rules — he would be considered 
" calm !'■ We can well imagine that in 
such circunistances life could hardly have 
been worth living, and we must admire 
the long-suflering nature of " Floreat 
Rugbsa," who, after all he suffered in his 
Rugby career, can still utter SUCh a wish. 

Seriously, we think uur correspondents 
very much exaggerate the natureof these 
restri<f\ions, and, indeed, if it were worth 
while, we could point out to them various 
mistakes into which the\ have fallen- 
such, for example, as that we get up at 
5.0 every morning, and can obtain no 
food till '^.30; or, again, that small fel- 
lows are not allowed to wear gloves, even 
in the coldest weather. But perhaps the 
only really serious allegation is that fel- 
lows do not receive sufficient food ; and 
in support of this we are informed that 
they come home with enormous appetites. 
Surely it would be more reasonable to sup- 
pose that these appetites were merely the . 



natural result of the good healthy exer- 
cise that is obtained here ; and if, as seems 
to be implied, they drop off at the end of 
the holidays, we can only say that the 
sooner the fellows come back to Rugby 
the better for them— if not for the pastry- 
cooks of the locality in which they Uve.

The President, in opening the meeting, 
spoke of the loss the Society had sus- 
tained in two of its best members, H. Y. 
Oldham, and E. Solly. 

In connection with the Society's room, 
he gave notice that it would be open on 
hall-holidays, from two to three, when the 
different collections would be accessible, 
members only having the right of ad- 
mission at other times. He then called 
on Dr. lex Blake ^n.) to give his descrip- 
tion of Pompeii and other places in Italy. 

Passing over Florence and Rome, as 
being sufficiently well known, Dr. Jbx 
Blarb first spoke of Naples. The situ- 
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ation of the place is very bcautifiil, only 
Burpaaaed, in his opinion, by that of 
Prnfenno, and Constantinople, with its 
evw-flowini; salt river. The climate is 
lovely, with almost perpetual sunshine, 
and quite warm. The connection of the 
place with Virgil was spoken of, and the 
poet's tomb, still shewn there. In the 
neighbourhood are the remains of the 
old roadfroni Baioe to Naples, f^o massive 
that the ancients believed it to have been 
made by Hercules, also the Liicrine and 
Avttinine lakes, which were connected with 
each other and with the sea by Augustus, 
to form a harbour. The way from Naples 
to Pompeii lies along the shore, the dis- 
tance lieing 14 n iles : the first half uf 
the way is lined with houses on the out- 
skirts of Naples, which is now the largest 
town in Italy, and along the rest there 
are iiund>ers of villas. Fotnpcii is now 
half disinterred, half still covered up. I n 
its main features it is quite unchanged 
from Roman times : there are the old 
carriage ruts in the streets, shewing the 
w idth of the Roman carriages ; in fad\ 
their life is seen in every detail, wanting 
only the living inhabitants. The streets 
run squarely with regard to one another, 
not at haphazard as in modern towns. 
At the west end of the town there is a 
street of tombs, some of which are very 
beautiful anti iinagmative. 

A Korr.an house was next described, 
illustrated by a plan of one of the best 
in Pompeii, known as the house of i^ansa. 
In size it measures 300 feet long by 100 
wide. The ground floor was largely let 
off in shops, by which the owner must 
have made a good IDCOnie ; yet these 
were so arranged as not to interfere in 
the slightest with the privacy of the house. 
Passing through the principal entrance, 
or vestibulum, a large room or court is 
first come to, the atrium, in the centre of 
which was a cistern or fountain, the im- 
pluvium, where tame fish would be kept. 
On each side of the atrium were the 
ake, with bedrooms. Beyond this came 
the fauces, a narrow passage connecting 
the atrium with the ituier and private 
part of the house, uito which men would 
not penetrate, unless friends of the family. 
In this part of the house were the dining 
room, tne private rooms of the family, 
the kitchens, &c. There was also a pri- 
vate entrance from these rooms to the 
street, known as the ** portienm ostium«** 



of \vhich Horace speaks in the line, 
" Atria servantem portico falle client em." 
From the kitchen, also, there was another 
entrance for servants. ' Beyond this, 
again, was a garden, with a large cistern 
for water, as the Romans were very par- 
ticular about their water supply. Three 
sides of this house are bounded by streets^ 
the fourth probably was the city wall. 
Other houses in Pompeii, known as the 
house of Aclccon, and the house of Dio- 
med, the latter a suburban villa, were also 
spoken of. In one house the skeletons 
of 18 women were found, in another place 
those of two men trying to escape. 
These people were probably killed by 
suflbcation, froui the scoriae and ashes in 
the air, which were mixed with water 
thrown out by the volcano, and turned to 
mud, so that in some cases a(flual casts 
of the figures in mud were made. Our 
knowledge of the faCls of the eruption 
comes from a letter of Pliny to Tacitus 
describing it. The eldttr Pliny was killed 
by it, having gone to see it in the in« 
terests of science. The rest of Pompeii 
must be seen in the museum at Naples, 
whither most of the bronzes, statues, and 
other relics have been taken. Among 
these are bronze heads of Plato, Bere- 
nice, and Scipio Africanus, portrait 
busts, exquisite statuettes, a bronze tri- 
clmium, a kitchen, urns, brooches, 
surgical instrunu-nts of elaborate kinds, 
scissors, dentists' tools, etc. .\ pair of 
stocks were found, with skeletons a(ilually 
in them. There are wall paintings in 
great variety, though none so good as 
those found a few years ago in the Tiber, 
at Rome. The floors of most Roinati 
houses were made of s])lendid mosaics, 
the walls were covered with pstintings, 
the ceilings were of timber. Very few 
houses were more than two stories high: 
there is one case of three stories at Pom- 
peii, thought to be unique. Their win- 
dows were filled with glass, thick and 

greenish: none of those looking on the 
street were less than seven feet above the 
ground. Warming was efleAed by flues 
or hypocausts. 

The President thanked Dr. Jex Blake 
for his exceedingly interesting le«5lure, 
and the meeting then ended. 

There were 60 present. 
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On Saturday. Feb. i8th, Mr. Nisbet 
moved " That the closure system pro- 
posed by the Government is unneces* 

sary and vicious in principle." 

Mr. NisBRT urged that no rule could 
be framed more calculated to drive away 
all spirit of restraint ; the Speaker could 
only judge the sense of the House by the 
noise on either side. Of course it will be 
urged that it will be rarely put in force. 
But how can we be sure always of a fair 
Speaker? Even now the Prime Minister 
is subservient to a clique nf Radicals. 
Fancy the spec'^acle of a Gnvt miuent 
pledged to reform leaving the House less 
tree than they found it I

attack was on detail rather than urinci- 
pie. The rules were merely passed to do 

what had hitherto been done by the iiooil 
sense of the House. A Government that 
worked the closure badly would discre<lit 
itself in the country. On the other hand, 
it would give private members a chance. 
Tlie system hati been trieil in every free 
parliament. In Denmark the threat was 
sufficient. Why should closiire require a 
larger iiinjority than any bills did ? Sir 
StafForti Northcote had strongly testified 
to its need. 

Mr. KiNODON argued that Mr. Nisbet's 
attack on the details carried the system 
with it. How was tlu- Speaker to know 
what the sense of the House was ? If 
there was obstruAion no-one could speak, 
and so no question could be talked out. 

Mr. MiLi.hR would ask Mr. Nisbet 
■whether the Liberal party had ever l>een 
forward to check b«edom of speech. At 
present it was impossible to do work at 
all. The example of Europe ought to 
weigh with us. He hoped the word clo- 
ture would soon be acclimatized. 

Mr. AlTKEN pointed out the delays of 
last session, the waste of time, the wear- 
ing of the valuable lives of tninisters. A 
chan^ had been brought about in the 
House by the extension of the franchise, 
and there were more men to talk. In old 
days there was a higher class of people 
in the House. Now members forced their 
opinions and must be checked. There 
was no chance of constituencies being 
silenced ; the feeling of the country was 
dead against that. No Prime Minister 
would M so suicidal as to try it. 



Mr. Stbri. said the question at issue 
was the existence of parliamentary rule 
altogether. The Irish party had been 
used as a stalking horse by a veiy small 
minority. The result was that such ques* 
tions as those relating to India got no 
discussion at all. Closure was an evil, 
hut, he contended, a necessary one. The 

{ Keform Bill was passed by a majority of 

I 3 : surely if such a hill was earned by a 
hare majority, sucli a question this 
might be. Again, each party would dread 
noming more than the reputation of 
stifling discussion. But if the closure 

1 were enacted at all. it u nu Id be tolly to 
leave it inoperative I \ 11 inanding too 
large a majority. Liberals must be con. 
tent to make a small sacrifice. 

Mr. Chambkklain replied by shewing 
that the other rules effei^lively answered 
with Mr. Kingdon's objei^ons. These 
other rules were part of the procedure rules 
proposi cl. Under then> Mr. Gorst could 
not spt )k 105 times, nor Lord Randolph 
Churchill 345 times in one session. At 
present each member speaking for five 
minutes would occupy 4^ days of 12 
hours each, and there was no limit to the 
number of times they could speak in com- 
mittee. Such a state of things could not 

1 be allowed. 

Mr. Nisbet retorted on Mr. Steel for 
saying that Conservatives always followed 

I their leader. Who followed Gladstone? 
He hail no doubt that the country would, 
on the closure question, turn out the 
Government, if consulted.

LECTURE l.N BIG SCHOOL. 

On Thursd.ay, Febniary i6lh. Mr. Wo<.>d con- 
tinue I his series of • Sketch LeC'tures." The 
subject of his second lecture was whales A whale is 
a mainin.i; nnd therefore a warm-blooded creature. 
It posM'S!ves much of the external strusfture of a 
fish, but mtemallv, is more like the land i.na.'U- 
mals. Like all creatures formed for burri wmg, 
whether through the earth, the air, or tlie water, it 
is of theshaiH- of a cylinder with a point, and, like 
most such h.xs its pr<>|>elliiig power behind. There 
are two large .divisions of whales — the Northern, or 
whalebone whales, and the Southern, or sperm- 
acetti whales. .\8 the whale lives very deep down 
in the water, where there is but little light, it only 
has a very small eye, and the external ear is also 
exceedingly small, owing to the fafl that water 
conJuds sounds so well. The vertebr.e extend all 
al> the lx)dy TKey have onl> tiny indications of 
legs. But the arms exist in the right place, formed 
on the same principle .as our own. though modified 
to suit the surroundings Thev move bv means of 
their tails, of which the screw propeller is a clumsy 
imitation. The tails arc of iinmcns<: size, often 
one tliird of the length of the whale They feed 
mostly on cuttles, which arc sometimes of monstrous 
size, and therefore tliev need exceptionally strong 
teeth These are placed in the lower jaw aud fit 
into cavities in the upper, l'll•ln^; warm-blooded 
animals thev need a covering of some non-con- 
duding m.Tteri.Tl to retain their heat, and this is 
supplied by fatty matter stored in nmiierous little 
vesicles just under the skin. These \esicli!'s being 
elastic, enable it to sustain the immense pressure 
of the water at a Hf-nth gn nter than that at which 
the pressure will force water to saturate com- 
pletely a piece of oak. When whales wish to sink 
they contrad their bodies by means of strong 
muscles, and thus make themselves heavier than a 
corresponding bulk of water. Mr. \\ ood then ex- 
plained the respir.ili ir\ s', stern of whales, .and their 
manner of .so atr:iti:ig a large numl>er of blood 
tubes, which thev have I It ween the ribs, as to en- 
able them to stay uniicr water for an hour or more, 
though they breathe atmospheric air. The method 
employed in capturing whales was next described, 
and this brought to a close a most interesting lec- 
ture, lUiiB'.raled. like the former one, by crayon 
sketches. 

The room was well tilled by the School. 
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In his third leaure Mr. Wood continued his 
aoconnt of whales. Last time he had described 
Mmlbera whales; the northern whales diflered 
from them in the nature of their fuoJ. and con- 
aequently ihe Ixines of the mouth were dif* 
ferently modified. In the spermacetti whales 
the nasal lx>ncs were nearly straight, and the chin, 
so tu speak, was blunt, and only its centre was 
occupied by the lower jaw. In the whalc-bone, or 
Greenland whales, on the other hand, the chin 
was oval and the lower jaw occupit-d most of it. 
This difference was made bpcaiis<: their food was 
different. The furmcr feil on immense cuttles, the 
latter on little shell tibh about li to 2 inches long, 
called Clio boTtaits There is also a difference in 
the teeth of the two kmds. The spermacetti have 
thick ireth pl.-iced m the lower jnw ; the Gntmland 
whales have teeth or rather long flakes o( horn 
(for horns hair, feathers, teeth, nail';, scales, and 
beaks are ali nnHliticatiuiis <>f the same subst.mce) 
placed m the upjK-r y.r,: I hese flakes arc exceed- 
ingly numerous atid m.iiieiise sixe. sometimes 
sixteen feet in leii|.;'.h a:i.l I'Mirteen inches in 
breadth, and t«o m thickness at the base. Al the 
f'therend the fibres of which they are comjKiscd 
spill apart, and thus the whole forms an immense 
sieve at each side of the creature s mouth when it 
is cijMned This sulistance is what is wrongly 
called ■■ A h:i;c hi iiir. — iMnu^ly. because it is not 
bone at all Inside the open mouth of a whale the 
jolly-lK>at of a man (if war, uith all iis oars out. 
can easily float, yet its throat is so small that it 
would choke if it tried to swalU a lu rring When 
it wishes (O feed it drives \Mth ni<M;th wide ojien 
through a shoal of Clios.thus engulfing thousands : 
then, by means of its tongue, whu h is fastened 
round the edRcs and prutruil*-?; upwards, it expels 
all the water (for it is d< < p down in the seal 
throujjh the whalebone, and can then swallow the 
clios at pleasure ()f thi.s whalelxine there are 
some three humlred plates on each side of its 
upper jaw. and as the whalebone is worth £ 170 a 
ton, a large w hale is ver>' valuable. 

Mr. Wood, havisiK thus finishc<l the account of 
the lar^;est cre.ttLiics under water, turned to s<nne 
of the smallest, and linik the common water 
bfetle Dy.iCHt marginalis. fiTfit. This creature has 
three pans of k>;s, of which the second j air is 
used ff>r hopping on land, and the third for swim 
ming in water. This pair is .set with strong 
bristles which fold up as the ^ re-aiire makes the 
li.ick stroke, thus enabling it t 1 feather Its vital 
organs are vcr\ small L'liih r its smd^s it secretes 
a larne quantity of all, winch enables it to remain 
under water for a very long time The '.sater- 
boatnien, or \clciinla (back sswnimers) breathe in 
the same way Tliev posses* a saliva which they 
pour through a small Lieak, and which causes a 
dull aching pain .\fter describing the very curi- 
ous creature known as Raitulra Immrtf . (or which 
Mr. Wood suggested the name <A water <ladily," 
he descril>e<l the may-fly {Ephemera]. 1 hese crea- 
tures though only living some few hours m their 
perfeA state, p.iss twt) years previously in the 
water. The l.arva makes a scmicircuhir burrow in 
a mud bank under water, which it lines with a kind 
of cemirnt. anil in which it lies .\fter passing 
through the pupal state it emerges as a winged 
creature of a green colour, with two long hairs at 
the end of its tail. But. unlike all other inseifts. 
it has yet another change to undergo In a fttw 
minutes it again splits its skin and comes out as a 



brown Insed with three long hairs at its tail The 
former of these two states is called the " pseud- 
imago. When once it has liecomc a perfeA 
inse^ it never eats, and can live long without its 
bead. Mr. Wood then descntied the rat-tailed 
maggot, the mud fish, and some other creatures, 
and thus brought the lecture to a close. 
The room was crowded.

Oba« Sib,— As an Old RvgbaiBn. I bn«a nad 
with some iniemst a letter in yonr last issae sianed 
" Patta'iamtlias," ealUflg Btteatkm to one of thn 
petty tycaaaist tMdk taa sn-arilsd " swells " aia 
said to exeteiae over the amsflar boys. The 
iastaooa in particnlar to which he allndes is one 
unknown to me, but ia praeiaely aimilar to many of 
tboae CBstoms which m>m time to time have been 
failKidBCed into the School, and about which I 
have heanl laaiqr O. R.'s bitterly complain.

Thus I never 
enjoyed the privileges belonging to that supenor 
class. For instance, I might not walk about (s<j I 
was told) in the muiUlicst weather with my trousers 
turned up, I might not wear gloves in the coldest 
weather, nor was I alloweil to walk aU>iit with 
boys in other houses, for fear of being considered 
" calm ' This last is a custi.>in that is a just cause 
of complaint against Kugby as compared with 
other Schools, and which tends so greatlv to mar 
that union in after life of Old Kugbeiaiis every- 
where, which we all would wish to see perfected. 

It is the great priviUrge of those who have been 
at F'ublic Schools 1(1 have had a chance of making 
many friends and ol torinmg associations pleasant 
to recall in alter life, and it seems a i;reat pity on 
makini|{ a start in sc1i<k>1 life id be confined almost 
exclusively to those wh<> happen tO bOSVd ud 
lodge at one particular house, 

Now surely these traditions migiit be rooted out ;

SiH, — I write un a well-worn and disappoiB 
subjc-<ft— the Rugby School Wimbledon VIII. 

As all who are interft»te<! in Rifle Shooting 
know, the Council of the .National Rifle Association 
have decided to abolish the use of the " back 
position " in shooting up to the 600 yards range. 
Consequently, the teams competing (or the .\sh- 
burton Shield next July will staud np at the 200 
yards range, and lie in the " forwanl poaition" at 
500 yards. 

This change will rob the scientific shot of all his 
advantages. For instance,' he will no longer be 
able to say (unless he has remarkably alaady aervea 
and a strong arm), that his rifle was perfedly 
motionless when he fired it. He will no longer be 
able to prediA (with tolerable oertatnty) the des- 
tination of each buUet, or to cotnpara notes with 
the rest of the team : in short, shooting will be no 
longer a science, and such a thing as a Vernier 
sight elevator will be comparatively useless. 

Ttic Rugby VIII, Sir, shoald take heart at this. 
There is at last some reasonable hope that they 
may repeat their solitary viiftury of 1861. whan 
the^ beat Eton and Harrow , their sole opponents. 

Since the " back position has come into general 
use, ttie Rugby VIII has always gone up to 
Wimbledon handicapped far too heavily to hope 
for innmai land handicapped, too, by themselves. 

For the following reasons :— (i) The Rugby VIII 
(until last year) never shot in the " back position ;" 
they kbew that all the other Schools did so. but 
notwithstanding this they lay down complacently 
on their stomachs, year after year, and made 
mis.sijs. 

(2) The Rugby VI 11 never used a Vernier Such 
things were not heani nf H11I still thev.iM' used 
sometimes ■■ Finders were niaile Ix'fctre forks ' — 
or Verniers, was the motto <.f the Kuj^liy VIII in 
this matter, (as perhaps it is now), arivl they moved 
their sights up and down with finger and thumb, 
an eighth of an inch or a quarter of an inch as it 
might be 

(3I The members of the VIII shot caL.h for him- 
self They h i 1 no idea of shooting as a team. 
They kept no score book, nor dt I they take notice 
of the insidious breeze. 

The refinements. Sir. so conspicuously wanting 
in our VIII afe now, happily, no longer essential. 
The value of the Vernier is half gone now that the 
" back position " is a thing of the past. Com> 
pariaon and registration are under these new 
regnlatlons, comparatively oaelen. 

The objeA of the N. R. A. in making these 
changes is clear ; they want the shots to be fired 
under the same conditions (as neariy as possible) 
as those whkh one would experience in war. The 
world, with the exception of Rngby School, has 
made shooting a game. The N. R. A. have at last 
comi! to their senses, and have endorsed the Rag- 
beian feelings on the subjeA. 

Seriously. Sir. we may reasonably exjicrt to siee 
Rugby higher than slie has been for many years, 
in the list of Schools for Let a few fellows 

with some muscle in their arms make up their 
minds to form a team to sh(H>t, and we sh.tll yet 
repeat our victory so faintly remembered amid the 
many sncoeedinf years of rain and disgrace.

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The Athletics are coming round again, 
and with them the usual prognostications 
of the issue of the various events. Our 
readers by this time will probably have 
settled on their champion for the Mile, 
Half-Mile, Hurdles, &c., and therefore 
any wise prophecies which we might 
venttire to put forward would be quite 
useless and out of place. But we have been 
repeatedly beset by the complaint that 
the Athletics are going to be "so stale " 
this year, and we are asked to account 
for this melancholy faifl. It is hartlly 
necessary to say that this cry comes, for 
the most part, from non-athletes, whose 
brains, if thcv possess any, He in their 
heads, certainly not in their heels; and 
we can only infer that their unkind prophe- 
cies spring from the inward refledlion that 
they, in all probability, will notdistinguish 
themselves very nuicli duiin^^ tlic- two 
days. We will, however, refrain from 
any comparison with athletes of former 
years,— comparisons which, however in- 
vidious they may prove, will go a very 
Uttle way towards mending matters, and 
arct moreover, utterly worthless. It does 
not matter, after all, whether the time of 
the Mile this year is fivi- seconds more, 
or the Weight is put one-eighth of an 
inch less than in tormer years, provided 
there is keen competition, and the right 
man gets the prize. The essential obje(5t 
of the Athletics is to promote a general 
healthy enjoyment, and therefore, even 
under the supposition that they will not 



come up to the average of former years 
(a supposition which we beg to disbelieve), 
there is no cause to grumble, but rather 
to hope they will prove an enjoyable Iwo 
days to the whole School. 

We had occasion to say one or two 
words to the Sixth last term on their use 
of their canes during matches, and now 
that the Athletics are so near, a few 
words on the subiecf^, will not, we think, 
be quite out of place. Ev<»yQiie is 
aware that ladies must find it a very 
difficult matter to obtain a decent view of 
the sports, and unless the Sixth do their 
duty properly they cannot get a view at 
all. We are delighted to see that those 
nervous members of the Sixth, owing, 
doubtless, to the bitter words that ap- 
peared from time to time in the Meteor 
last term, have shaken off a great part of 
their shyness, and now use their canes 
like men ; we can only hope, therefore, 
that those who have got into the Sixth 
this term will follow their example, and 
do all in their power to make the .\th- 
letics of 1 88a go off without a hitch of 
any kind.

Ol k Readers have noticed in our columns 
this term several letters written on the 
nmch vexed subjc(fl of Lawn Tennis. 
One of our correspondents, "J.," wishes 
more Lawn Tennis Courts to be made in 
Reynolds', another in the Close, iu front 
of Mr. Scott's House, but ndther of these 
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projjosals seem likely to come to anything. 
It IS not our duty to say here whether it 
is better that such should he the case or 
not ; three Courts are not many for a 
large School like this, and Reynolds' 
Field, could, we think, tputet without 
much difficulty, a small amount of its 
large area to give more employment to 
those of us who do not play cricket, and 
are popularly designated as •* loafers." 
But, at the same time, as pointed out by 
" XXII.," it would obviously be very in- 
convenient for Mouses not on the Hill- 
morton Road to trudge up to Reynolds'; 
and therefore we think, as he does, that 
if there are to be any Courts there, they 
should be made and kept up at the 
expense of the members of the Houses, 
or one of the Houses, near there ; and 
this proposal "J," in our present number, 
quite agrees to. However, what we want 
particularly to call attention to here, and 
what we see with most pleasure, is that 
the opposition to srhemes for new Courts 
comes from genuine cricketers. It is an 
indisputable fa<fl that last year the play 
of our XI. was quite spoiled, owing to 
its members spending the greater part 
of their time, not in pra<flising on pro* 
fessional ends, and thereby improving 
their play, but in playing Lawn Tennis ; 
the result of which ro rse of ai5\ionwas, 
as could only be expected, disastrous. 
The opinion delivered on our XI., as it 
appeared at Lords' last j'ear, by two of the 
highest authorities in the cricketing world, 
Messrs. I. D. Walker and A. J. Webbc, 
was that it had in it the makins of a good 
XL, but that, as a matter of it was 
one of till' wn-st I-'levcns they had ever 
seen there, and they put this down to 
Lawn Tennis. This opinion, coming 
from such high authorities, cannot but 
meet with the respect it deserves; and 
it -should be our objetft this year to ciuo 
our Uult. To do this, we think that aome 
stridl limit should be imposed on the 
Tennis playing of our crickclers ; that 
in fatft, no one who has any distin<^tion at 
Cricket, or is even in Belows, should be 
allowed to go nn, say, at tlie most, more 
than two Courts a week. If this rule was 
brought striiftly into force, we should soon 
find our Eleven improve ; the material is 
there, let us make the most of it. And, 
moreover, we venture to suggest that if 
Eleven fielding were begun earlier in the 
term, it would be the better for us in the 
end.

Meeting hbld on pEnRUABV 35TH. 

The President exhibited some pottery 
from Tripontium, whicli liad been got 
that day l)y C. E. Sayle and H. Townend. 

Mr. Bloxam (m.1 exhibited a milk bowl 
made of grass, wnich had been brought 
from the South Sea Islands in 1H24. 

Mr. CuM.Mi.NO (H.) also exhibited some 
mounted plants, ana said a few words to 
exhort associates to take up Botany. 

Rev. T. N. Hutchinson (h.) showed 
one of Voss's new ele<5lrical machines. 
The evening was a very bad one for 
eleAricity, but he managed to get a quick 
scries of sparks. He also illuminated a 
vacuum tube, showing that the machine 
could be used as a Ruhenl«»rff*s coil 
and battery. 

A. G. H. Wise (a.) exhibited a native- 
made basket and some shells froin N< w 
South Wales, and from the South Pacific 
Ocean. 

Mr. Bloxam (11.), with reference to Mr. 
Hutchinson's exhibition, said that 60 or 
70 years ago Mr. Walker used to come 
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down to le(flure on Natural Science, and 
used to bring with him the newest im- 
provements and inventions. He remem- 
bered receiving a very severe shock. 

J, A. Chamberlain (a.) exhibited under 
the microscope the trachice and spiracles 
of the common water beetle (Dytieus 

marg^ualis) to ilhistrate Mr. \\'o(xI"s first 
lecfture in Big School, He also exhibited 
thr larva of a small fly (Carethra plumi- 
corrtis), and showed, by means nf two 
sketches, the difference between the larvsB 
and pupal states. 

Mr. DoNKiN (m.) then gave a short 
description of the Siren, an instrunK iit 
for determining the number of vibrations 
corresponding; to anv given note. He 
traced the nse of the instrument from 
Dr. Hooke's toothed wheel of 200 years 
ago (a model of which was exhibited) to 
Seebeck's perforated disc, and then to the 
Siren itself. With the help of the 
acoustic bellows, the weird tones of the 
instrument were fully brought out, to the 
considerable amusement of the audience. 
Mr. Donkin concluded by referring to the 
aid the instnmient on a large scale gave 
to the important subje(51 of fog signal- 
ling. 

A. G. BoscAWEN (a.) read a paper on 
the mountains of North Wales. He 
divided them into three groups: (1) the 
Snowdouian \ 2) the Berwvii 1 VI the Plin- 
limmoii. The Snowdoniai; range extend 
along Carnarvunshire, and contain the 
greatest heights. The Berwyn mount- 
ains extend along the South of Merion- 
ethshire, and are important as including 
the North Wales coal-field, where coal, 
lead, and other minerals are found. The 
Plinlimmon mountains rise in Mont- 
gomeryshire, and extend south into 
South Wales. 

Mr. Bloxam remarked that Mont- 
gomeryshire was a very interesting 
county, as having been the boundary 
between the Romans and Britons. 

G. C. Richards (m.) read a paper on 
the School collc(5\ion of Beetles. There 
was one beetle about the size of one fifth 
of a pin's head, **neeedless to say, his 
especial pet." We ought to have a local 
collection ; Winchester has one of 245 
species, and we are so superior to Win- 
chester. 

The meeting then ended.

At a Meeting held on Saturday, March 
iith. 

The President made some remarks re- 
ferring to the Marlborough Report, on 
••Unnatural History." and a slight dis- 
cussion ensued, in which Mr. Bloxam 
and the Rev. T. N. Hutchinson took 
part. 

Then Mr. Gumming (11.) exhibited some 
limpets on some South African shells in 
the Arnold Museum. The lines of the 
shells could be cleariy seen in the lim- 
pets. 

Mr. Bloxam (h.) exhibited the sword of 
a South Sea Islander ; the cocoa mat of 

a Sanilwich Islander; some pseudo- 
antii}uities of the Thermes. viz.: 1020 
inscribed in .Arabic capitals, which were 
not introduced till 1400, and a warrior 
with a coat of mail of Henry II.*8 time, 
and 1 III Iinet of Henry V'lII.'s. 

The Kev. T. N. Hutchinson then gave 
a very interesting ledlure on '* The Kye." 
It consists of (i)the white of the eye, 
which is in front of the transparent 
cornea ; (2) the choroid, which is filled 
with pigmentum nigrum, to prevent in- 
ternal refledlion, resembling lamp black. 
In front of the choroid han^s the iris and 
pupil. There are two series of muscles 
(i) concentric, (a) radiating, for regulat- 
ing the diaphragm. The iris gives the 
colour to the eye. At the back hangs 
the ccUulary process, consisting of 70 
folds attached to a lens. Behind the 
choroid is the retina, i-300 in. thick, 
divided into different pieces. The whole 
is filled with vitreous humor. The lens 
is solid and consists of concentric zones, 
half water and half albumen. This he 
proved by the eye of a codfish, which 
was on the table. The tiLmients float in 
the vitreous humor, being fragments of 
cells. Change of health, etc., affiedH the 
eyesight. 

A. H. Trevor, Esq., then read a paper 
on ••Seals in Newfoundland." There 
arc three kinds.(i) Harp Seal, (2) Hooded 
Seal, (3) Harbour Seal. The harp seals 
are marked with lines, whence their 
name. They colie<5l in Oi^lober, taking 
advantage at the Polar current. On 
coming to the top of Newfoundland, 
some go one way and the rest the other — 
the majority to the Gulf Stream, where 
they get very fat on cods. In January 
they go back, being met by the ice, on 
which their young are bom, from March 
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5-10. These in a fortnight chaDge their 
skins, and in a month are one-tnird the 

size of the old oit s. They shout, whine, 
and make noises like boys. Of the skins 
boots are made, which, however, smell 
horribly. (2). The Hooded Seal keeps 
on the east or outside of Newfoundland. 
It is very savage. Neither male nor fe- 
male ever leave the young. They have 
breathing holes in the ice ; and on their 
heads is a sort of semt-lootball. This 
seal lias only one whdp, and therefore 
must become extindl. (3). The harbour 
or leopard seals are yellowish, with spnts. 
They never go near ice ; are quite mute, 
and great poachers, for while men are 
taking salmon out of one net they take 
them out of the other. They have stones 
inside. 11) for tlie tape-worm, (2) to make 
them sink. He also described the Fir 
Seal ; and the process of catching seals, 
by waking' them tip and driving them to 
land; and also the process of making 
sealskin jackets. He then concluded 
with an account of beavers, reindeer, 
arctic ftnees, and martim. 

The meeting then terminated.

After lamenting that the proportion 
between speakers and non -speakers was 
so unsatisfactory, he said that the ques- 
tion before the House was, Is it fair to 
damage the Land Aii, sup{)osing it will 
be damaged, by such acftiori ? Some say 
that it will not be damaged, others that it 
will. This last is the vii.w of the Home 
Rulers, and perhaps of the Tories. .■Xt 
present the Government stands higher in 
Irish opinion than any English Govern- 
ment has stood for some generations. If 
this is done away with, there is no choice 
but a military garrison or Home Rule. 
The House of Lords have passed the 
A(ft ; will thcv now allow a few share- 
holders in Irish land to tamper with their 
work ? Surely, four years, rather than 
four months, are required for the trial of a 
new A€i. Why ^o into the antecedents 
of the Commissioners 7 Into the com> 



plaints of both sides, which show the 
impartiality ol the decisions ? All that is 

asked is to allow Liberal legislation to 
have fair play. Mr. Gladstone only 
demands this. 

Mr. Griffith-Boscawbn pointed out 
that Mr. Aitken had not proved his point. 
There was no wish to damage the Land 
Adl. Certain grievances reauire a rem- 
edy : that is all. Where is the evidence 
that the Government is strong in Ireland ? 
Mr. Gladstone was really malicious, and 
was staying legislation in order to dam- 
age the Upper House. He was also 
arrogant ; he wanted to parade his 
majority. Again, he was anxious to 
hide the badness of the working of the 
Adl ; so he added cowardice to arrogance 
and malice. 

Mr. Jkssel said that the Lords had 
mismanaged the Supreme Court of Api^eal 
till it was handed over to (he judicial 
peers, aiul now they were trying to mis- 
manage the Land A(ft. Lord LJeacons- 

I field would not have allowed Lord Don- 
oughmore to propose such a motion. 

I Mr. Nisiii T said it was entirely 
unprecedented to propose a vote of cen- 
sure in the Commons on the Lords. It 
was also useless. It was hardly to the 
point to discuss the Land Act, but as the 
proposer did it he would reply. The 
Court was hopelessly encuml>ered ; the 
Government was unpopular ; the proph- 
ecies of its supjMjrters were falsified, and 
an enquiry was absolutely needed. But 
perhaps Mr. Gladstone's resolution is 
only brought on to make the Procedure 
Rules seem necessary. 

Mr. CHAMBERI.AIN thought it no objec- 
tion that it might provoke a contest with 
the House of Lords. It was the old 
story of the express train and the cow. It 
might be awkward for the cow, but it 
would hurt no one else. The House of 
Lor<ls had ap{K)inted a Committee at a 
most inopportune time, in spite of the pro- 

1 test of the Government, and a Committee 
largely composed of Irish landlords. 
Such conduct was not even dignified. 
The House of Lords had no right to 
make government impossible, to ally 
themselves with Pameli. But, we were 
told, they were remedying their just 
grievances. What were their grievances? 
Not being able to go on charging an 
uniust rent, liut was Mr. Gladstone right 
in his aAion 7 He was only following the 
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precedent of the Reform Bill times. The 
delay was to be regretted, but whence 
this new eagerness on the part of the 
Tories for Government measures ? Mr. 
Chamberlain concluded with an appeal 
to Conservatives to place the interests of 
their country Ixrfore those of their party. 

Mr. Miller asked whether the House 
of Lords was to be allowed to oppose 
the wish of the country to be guided by 
Mr. Gladstone. Tin- majority that now 
followed Mr. Gladstone had surprised 
even the honourable opposer. The Lib- 
erals were united in supporting their 
rights. 

Mr. Wise gave some vivid details to 
show the failure of the Land Adt from 
Mr. Sexton's point of view. 

Mr. Marshall (o.r.) thought Mr. Glad- 
stone justified in saying that the House 
of Lords must not oppose the wish of 
the nation. On the other hand, he hardly 
thought him wise : for the hereditary 
house had no right to oppose the eleiflive 
house, and when they did so, it was, per- 
haps, the wisest course to leave them to 
expose themselves. 

Mr. GaiFFiTH-BoscAWEN, in reply, de- 
fended the Cmiunittee for being one-sided, 
beca^ise no one on the other side would 

join thL'in. 

Mr. AiTKEN, in conclusion of the debate, 
replied to Mr. Nisbet that it was not 
necessary to take any further measures to 
show the necessity of closure. He 
sutuined up the case for the motion, and 
the House then divided, when the voting 
was,

SCHOOL STEEPLECHASES. 

On Tuesday, March 14th, the School 
Steeplechases were held in splendid 
weather, that left nothing to be desired, 
unless, perhaps, a little more water in the 
brook, which was very low in places, and 
afforded unusually easy jumps.

However, in the field first before the last 
jump, Madeley and Richardson passed 
Higginbotham, the former running very 
strongly, and finally winning easi!>. 
Richardson second, and Higginbotham a 
good third ; a good many others also 
went tlie whole course, Kelvey (E.A.S.), 
Hughes (P.H.S.I Young (P.B.S.) Watson 
(H.L.W.), and Home ( P.P. fi.), all com- 
ing in.

bhxxl IS brought by the Ijranches of the dorsal 
vessel Mr Wood then desLTi)>ed their OervOOa 
system, and the poison ghmd and fang. 

Spiders .ire very cireful of their ej;gs. which they 
enclose in a hollow sphere of silk When they 
wish to make these, thev v.r^.: funn .1 sii.illow 
saucer, in which they placi' snr.ic i ,;i;s . then they 
enlarge the saucer .imi put mi ire e>;^;s in it. and go 
on till tbe whole is complete, narrowing it towards 
the top. If these balla am taken awajr tbe apidera 

sccin quite unhappy. 

Of gossamer spiders there are many species. 
Karly in the rnomin^; thmisands m:iv l>e found 
climt>ing ny: M.i U i ..;f ^ir.i-is .a- an', siiii.iljle objcC^ ; 
when .It the top thevemit nuiTilxrrless threads, as 
the sun comes out and heats the air, thus caus;n.^ 
it to rise, these thre.^ds are drawn up with it. 
At last the spiders too are carried up with the air. 
where they remain till the moisture settles on the 
threads in the evening, and thus weighs them down. 

Mr. Wood next described the spinnarets, and 
three different kinds of thread which sjiiders pro- 
duce : the first for. the cross pieces of their webs, 
tbe second, which is glutinous, for the spiral threads, 
and tiie third, a sort of loose silk, for binding 



down large inseAs when caught. If a spider has 
bad many weba broken in succession, it will be 
nnaUe to kna more, and will then take po e aeaawm 
of tbe web of some smaller spider wbilat it la 
— aion tbread naaterial. 

Mr. Wood nve bk fifth lefinre in Big School 
on Marcb 91L After deacribiog two aorta of 
burrowing apiden, be paned to tbe tnqMloor 
spider, of wbich tbere are aevend qpeeiea. Tbey 
make a burrow something in tbe abape of a atock- 
ing. in some sloping bank, and Ibia tbe inaide with 
two or three layers of silk, to pcevent tbe eartb 
finom Calling in. The mootb of tne tabe tbey dose 
with a spiral thread, which th^ oovcrwitb eartb: 
then tbey make another layer of tbread, and 
another of earth, and ao on tdl tbe door is suffi. 
ciently thick. The last layer of earth is always of 
cxaaiy the same materials as the awnoaadiag aoO. 
One sp(x:ies forms two doors. 

Another curious spider, known as the hunting or 
zebra spider (Salticus), is able to move ojually fast 
all ways. ,^nd to jump. It is a dark velvety black, 
prettily m. irked w ith silver lines. Mr, Wood next 
.les. I itK.<l the Italian spider (Tarantula), whose bite 
IS supposeil to cause madness wbich can only be 
cured by music and constant <laneing. 

The water spider is very common, of a dark 
colour, with long hairs on its legs. It pass<!s 
the whole of its younger and the greater part of its 
ailult existence in the \v,-»ter. although it breathes 
atitii'spherii; .iir It s]>insa web under water of an 
oval sli.ipe w ith an entrance at the bottom ; it then 
giKs to the tiipofthe w.iter. catches a bubble of air 
with Its hairy hind legs »hu li ;l ; '. > - , 1:1 ils cell, 
and rej>eats the process till iheeell is luli l luis its 
cell is the prototype of the ilivHig bell .Vt the top of 
this kind oi nest the spi<ler l ay its t^^^y^. .uid draws 
a thick web beneath iheiti un !■ r \khich she sits 
an<l guards them till they are li.iu h< d. and burst 
the wi. h Mr Wootl then told an aiicedote to show 
that spiders jiossessed the power of reasoning. 
Huiug thus finisheil his sketcli of spiders, he 
turned to what he saul was a favourite iiiseCt of his 
— the cockroach. 

The male is a beautiful ruddy brown, so th-it 
their ixjpul.ir name of black l>eetlcs is epiite wrong. 
,as they are neither black, nor beetles. At the end 
of their IxKlies are f .ur claspers, ipiite short in the 
males, but longer in the females. The former have 
very graceful, long .anteniicc, and verv prettily 
marked wing c.\ses The latter haveiui w ing cases 
or wings. They dejH.sit tiieir eg^s in curiouslv- 
forined horney pouches wliu h the female carries 
for soirie time in lis c.l.isper. till it cm hiid a suit- 
able place to dejHjsit them The voracity of cock- 
chafers IS verv uiL.ii. and they adt as scaveogan, 
thus prt i)anrig the earth for higher beings. 

Mr. Wood took for the subject of his sixth lecture 
" The life history of Ants, and to remove all mis- 
r.mceptions. explaincKl at once th.U thi so r.illed 
'.chile ants weri- not ants at all . thev '.vire much 
more nearly allied to dragon Hies .Ants are hvmen- 
optera, that is to say, they have four membranous 
wings joiue'l together in flight by hiniks. so ,xs to 
appear only two. These hixjks. in the case of ants, 
are very slight, not like those of bees and wasps 
which are vcr>' strong, since these are needed 
through the whole life of these inse<fts. whereas 
ants only fly once, and then for .1 very short time. 
Ants are divided into three large classes, perfeA 
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males, perfcd fL-males, and itnjjerfetfl females, or 
.15 they nrc sumctinufH c;iI1l'<I. neuters. The male 
is of no conscqvicnce ; all tin- wnrk is done by the 
impcrfetft females or workers, of which there are 
two great divisions. soUiicrs ami workers ; the 
former class is divided into otTiccrs and privates, 
and these classes are aRaiti subdivided, rank going 
according to the size of the head, so that the head 
of a general is about as lar^re as the bead and body 
of a pri\ate. TIil- workers are divided into nurses, 
nesttnakers, fcKxi |>rovidors, etc. Mr. Wood next 
took the common wood ant as a typical 
species, and sketched the different classes of it. 
Ants only iis<' their wings to find mate's .-n I whi n 
the\ have .Tttamed this objedi they snnyi thrm off, 
and do [lot, as is somctiriu-s said, bilr tlirni off. 
The weil known green-fly lAphis) scr\e Un ni as 
cows, and supply them with a sweet liquid, of 
which they are very fond In some northern 
countries a strong aronuiiic \iiiLt;ar is made by 
boiling ants in water. There are sotne sorts of 
beetles which are only found in aiits' uests. Ants 
keep domestic servants, and s<>me are so highly gen- 
teel that they can do nothiuK fur tlieuisehcs. Imt w ill 
Starve in the midst of plenty, unless looked after by 
Workers 

Mr W(K<d then descrilnzd the driver ants, which 
con-.e in great armies, eating up every living thing, 
and thus clearing the hc>uses i^f all insect plagues. 
Thi \ have been known even to kill a horse The 
curious burial rites of ants werp next described 
Workers are buried all to^'ethi r on tt.c spot where 
they die . warriors are buried, each in a separate 
grave, in the proper burial place Ants have very 
bad sight, but keen scent. They have no brains, 
but yet, as Sir John Lubbock has Mid. UlfijOOllM 
next to man in point of intelleA. 

This concluded the last of Mr. Wood's leAuM, 
and be was heartily applauded on finishing.

"Another Patkhfamilias." — We cannot pub- 
lish your letter. It can hardly be meant seriously, 
and if it is, we do not think it cal cu la t ed to 
advanoe tbe caute yon support. 
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At the commencement of the Stimmer 
Term the first thought of all Rugbeians 
up till now has been to criticise the 
pel forma nee of OUT representatives at 
Prince's in the preceding holidays. But 
this year, alas ! there were no represent- 
atives to he criticised, an event unpre- 
cedented, we believe, in the annals of 
Rupby, and, we sincerely hope, never to 
occur ajjain. Failing this interesting 
topic, we turn our attentions to the XI. 
In this quarter questions and sttimises 
are rife as to what will be its general 
nature and charadler, when it 6nall)- 
comes before the eyes of the world in the 
two London matches at the end of the 
term. Twelve weeks of careful all-tx>und 
pradlice leave plenty of time for im- 
provement, and as the most casual among 
us can discern, there is room for it. The 
fa<5l that there are nine places to be filled 
up is a matter of great account in esti- 
mating the probable strength of an XI. 
The match against Balliol College last 
Thursday, defeated though we were, and 
that seriously, ran hardly be taken as a 
true critchon of the power of our team, as 
they will hereafter be developed. For, in 
the first match of the term, an eleven sn 
largely composed of new members must 
not be expe(fted to make much of a stand 
against older and more expenenoed 
players. Possible nervousness, and un- 
doubted want of confidence in each other's 
aAion and style of playing, are great 
impediments to success. An eleven, to 



be perfeA, must »£k as one man, and each 

member must be able to rely implicitly on 
all the rest, and to be relied on. And 
this result is only attainable by long 
pra<5lice together, for which none have 
more opportunity than a school team. 
But in the above-mentioned match there 
were many more glaring faults in all 
departments of the game, which it would 
be well to remedy as soon as possible. 
Of the batting we say nothing. It speaks 
for itself. But the bowling, though at 
times fairly good, was very far from per- 
feiflion ; a certain erratic tendency, and 
want of pitch, were very noticeable. 
Successive full-pitches to the off and on 
are not a very likely method of getting rid 
of our adversaries. Tlie fielding, too, 
was far from up to the mark. Balls were 
allowed to travel by which a little exer- 
tion could easily have averted. And a 
certain want of smartness in picking 
up and throwing in testified to the fact 
that matters were not as they should be. 
Of all foults slovenliness in fielding is 
most conspicuous, and is certain to give 
a team a bad name, whereas smartness of 
fielding covereth a multitude of sins. 
Hut all these defedts can be reflified, and 
no doubt will be, after a little practice. 

And now a word to another se^ion of 
the cricketing crnimunity. we mean the 
devotees of "Let-pass.* This is, no 
doubt, a very excellent Kaine, but is it 
absolutely necessary that it be played in 
the middle of Old Bigside, therrhy cutting 
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up all the pitches, and making them 

worse than they are already ? If people 
wish to play it at all, let them go to the 
School House side of the Three Trees 
(now. alas ! three only in name), where 
the ground may l>e cut up at pleasure.

THE ART MUSEUM. 

We are again indebted to friends of 
Rugby School for a most interesting and 
attractive colle<5tion of pictures and other 
Objetfls of Art. Foremost among these 
lenders is the Rev. A. .\. Isaacs, who. it 
will be remembered, stripped his walls 
last term that we might enjoy about sixty 
examples hy the most famous painters of 
the present century. Mr. Isaacs now 
contributes about thirty pictures, chiefly 
water colours, by such great artists 
as Turner, David Cox, Copley Field- 
infx, Miller. &r. Among the oils, two 
large pictures by T. S. Cooper, R.A., 
the umous animal painter, repre> 
senting groups of cows nn ! slieep, 
are especially tioticeable, being both 
exeesMvely lifelike and highly fin- 
ished. t\ Sunset by Danby, and a Sun* 
rise by Copley Fielding, especially deserve 
inspection ; likewise some works by 
David Cox, and a charming view of 
Rochester from the Medway, by Jas. 
Crock. We have also to thank W. 
Barfoot, Es(}. of Leicester for some 
choice examples of water colour. Two 
works of W'. Hunt are especially beauti- 
ful, one, a rosy-faced country boy. gazing 
admiringly at the work that some artist 
has left on an easel, the expression of 
intense enjoyment on the boy's face being 
cleverly depicted ; and the other, a beauti- 
ful study of a bird s nest with eggs, sur- 
ruundeii witii moss and apple MOSSOm. 
Mr. liarfoot also lends two drawings of a 
Quasi-historical chara<5ler, by G. Catter- 
molr, in one of which " The Murder of 
Duncan," is vividly portrayed, without 
being in the least tneatrical. T. R. 
Wilkinson, Esq. of Manchester, contri- 
butes a series of pictures by the late W, 
Hull, which will certainly command the 
interest of all members of the School, 
and of all who are accpiainted with Oxford 
or Cambridge. Streets, churches, col- 
leges, "quads," old gardens, in fa<fl all 
possible objedls of interest are most faith- 
fully and artistically represented. Of the 
Oxford pictures, perhaps tlie most beauti- 
ful is the view of \\ adham ("ollege ; of 
the Cambridge scries, the sketches of St. 
ohn s Bridge, Some W hitby pictures 
y the same artist are perhaps still more 
pidluresque, especially a view of the 
coast at Whitby, with its long line of 
breakers, which almost comes up to a 
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Copley Fielding, that was on view last 
term. In two of the large glass cases 
ar«- nriaiii,'. il varied and valuable col- 
letltions of old enamels, and specimens of 
Oriental metal work, lent by Wm. Grim- 
shaw, E.sf|.. of Sale, near Manchester. Ii 
is itnpossil)lL- to notice all the examples 
shown, but we consider that the suit of 
steel armour itiiaid with a golden pat- 
tern of the most intricate description is 
extte;n( l\ Ik autifttl and worthy of care* 
ful uispection. 

It is to be hoped that all memliers of 
the School, even those who plume them- 
selves on their Philistinism, will go to 
inspect this loan colleiflion, reco>;nising 
the kindness that the owners have shown 
in disarrangn)g their houses for our 
pleasure and profit.

EXCURSION OF THE NATURAL 
HISTORY SOCIETY. 



We found the Castle at Drandon as 
interesting as a heap of ruins from the 
hands of Simon de Montfort's followers 
at Kenilworth could be. Here while the 
botanists of the excursion were unable to 
find the rarity which grows nowhere else 
near, the archaeologists, after a short dis- 

appearanc(', experienced no difficulty in 
discovering mediaeval pottery ad. lib. 
Wolston Church, an early Norman cru- 
ciform church, was well worth the delay 
caused by having to obtain the keys from 
the other extremity of the village. Our 
next move was for Ryton, through the 
fields, but we trust there is some other 
way than threading two fields left for hay 
and then fording a cascade of the Avon, 
bereft of one's nether appurtenances. In 
a short time, however, all was again 
ready, including a sketch of the wmile, 



and in a few minutes vvc arrived at our 
next church. This time, however, a

grass, soircl, and the fruit of the citrus 
aurantiuni. Our next rendezvous, though 
which was the more interesting — the re- 
stored church or the village and the 
spinnics, crammed with lychnis diurna 
and blue bells — we leave to individual 
tastes to decide.

LECTURE IN BIG SCHOOL. 

Mr. R.Tmsomc began his licluie ciitiilfil "An 
Histiinc.il Sketch i-f the Ma|> uf Lnnland, by re- 
viewing the state of the c. tuiitrv in the earhtst 
times If'innd .tisiI luijilrintl wcrv tin ii jmnrii lo 
the contiiiciit wlii!st the Th.nnt s arniciiise were 
tributaries of the Kiiiiie. whuh tloweil into the 
Atlantic. The chinate w.is verycoM, but gradually 
got waniirT tl.c ariim.ii.s and pl.iiits Ix^k-'O to 
sprt ail iiHn t!u- country from (he I^rist : ;ind as 
licl.in.i waa the first p.nrt cut oft l y the sea there 
are fewer kinds of both there, th.in anywhere else 

Turiuiit; to th-- mountain ranj^'es, NIr K.iiiMjnie 
pointed out that far the greater part of them 
extended along the west eo.isf This has had a great 
erfect on tin- lievelopinent of England, fori! tnakes 
iherainfallon the west niucli liiglierlhanontbeeast, 
and causes the rivers on the former side to be 
short and swift, whilst on the LTttt-r they are long, 
slow and navigable. It also affeds the soil, in as 
much as the best soil is the sill brought down by 
the rivers, which is deposited by the slow riven on 
Ibeir course, whilst the very swift ones carry it Ollt 
to aea. Thus we find that the west coast has very 
poor s«iil and the e,-»st very rich. The soil of tM 
country is ctassifie<l in three divisions -ii) very 
hard, coinciding with tlie mountains and high no , 
(a) moderately soft soi], fairly higb up. good lor 
pasturage: (31 it iml rich soil, goodditBate, long 
■low rivers. gi>od for a|;ricultaf«. 

We now come lo (he population, wbicb (like all 
living thingsi has spread from east to west, driven 
by want of food, or fleeing before other nations. 
The first inhabitants were thooe of the Stone 
ages (the Paleoiific and Neolific). These people 



had found ikullt, and were aboit. thiek-aet. and 
curly-haired. Their weapons wen of etooe, and 
they lived entirely by the cbaae. These mm 
driven out br the Ganls. a Celtic nee froai th« 
continent, who were in their tun driven to the 
extrame western coasts by the Cymri or WUsh. 
Here their name may be traced in the present 
Galloway and Galway, The Welsh were in poases- 
sion of the island when Julius Caesar came. The 
Romans changed the population very little, but 
they made great improvements on the face of the 
country. Towns first sprang into existence under 
them, and roads were for the first titne made. The 
Romans were followed by the English from 
Schleswig and Holstein whi re they lived, divided 
into three tribes [iites. I'n^rlish. and Saxons. They 
came over r.i the Vili > eiiti:rv an<l took alxmt 150 
years to conquer llie i^ilaii i 1 hey forced the older 
inhabitants to the western districts of Strathclyde. 
Wales, anil Cornwall and then by the great vic- 
ories of I>e rhain and Chester, separated these 
divisions from e.ieh other To the English we 
owe the names that end m ham, and the divisii>ns 
into shires. The English were followed by the 
Danes and Normans, but neither made UUCh im- 
pressii n on the country. 

Turning again to the divisions of the OOOntiy, 
Mr Knnsome said that below the Shire comes the 
Hundrerl. a division of no fixed size, but compris- 
ing the land allotted to one hundred families. 
Below the Hundred comes the Township. In 
ecclesiastical divisions there cotne first the two 
provinces of York and Canterbury, representing 
the two great divisions of the Church— the one 
Briish founded by Avian, the other Koman. 
founded by .\ugustine. liclow these come the 
Bishopricks. then the .\rohdeacoiiries. corres|x>nd- 
ing with the Humireds. and l.istly the Parish 
corrcspf>ndlng vMth ;l-.e township 

The '.]rH{ nih ilutants of England lived entirely 
l>v ihe •.hase The ( i nul:, w u: e a peMjile given to 
pasluring. and the Ivom iiis une the lirst to intro- 
duce agriculture Fhcv drained and embanked 
largely, so that they tirsl gamed for cultivation the 
rich Soil, near the lower parts of the big rivers. 
The ist.ind thus became an emporium of corn, and 
this brought it commerce ns well .\iUT the Romans 
left, the slate of the countr\ retrograde<l in most 
pl.ices , wherever any progress was ma<le, it was 
the work of mmiks, wht se con<!ncl at this tune 
must not be jmlged from their I. it' r idJeiirss and 
luxury. From lofyb. however, when the .Normans 
came to England, up to 1346, the date of the Black 
Death, the couniry steadily progressed. The 
Black Death, by making the supply of labourers 
quite unequal to the demand, caused a great part 
of the land to be turned into pasture. This result 
was also aided by our conne<5iion with the Nether- 
lands, where there was a good market for wool. ' 
The result on the face of the country' was the clear- 
ing of the Uplands, and the draining of the fens. 
It also caused the wealth of the country to go into 
the higher land The felling of the trees was also 
accelerated by the demand for charci'al for the pur- 
pose of smelting iron The English, however, scH)n 
began to naaufadure for themselves, and the land of 
hard rodt and poor soil came into use If a line 
be drawn across thecoiiniry from Hull to Bristol, 
it will be found that all the liest land is south and 
west of it. and the worst north and south, ll is 
rather curious that this linr also divirirs pretty 
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aocmatdy tbe two parties both in the wars of the 
Rose* and the war between the Parliament and 
Cbarles: tbe leawo bring that the richer part of 
ooitntry wbieh wished for law and oider. in the 
one caae supported tbe Yorkists, in the other tbe 
Pariiament. 

This condnded the leftnre. There were about 
ICO members of tbe School present, and about 130 
people in all.

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Is it necessary, we wonder, that absenc e 
during a few years from Rugby should 
breed tn Old Rugbetans a feeling that the 
School has sadly degenerated since they 
honoured it with their presence ? Such 
is the thought which passes through 
our mind as we read tne letter from 
" X. Y. Z.," which we publish m another 
column. If our correspondent's infor- 
mation is trustworthy, the School is in- 
fleed to be pitied, and it becomes almost 
a mockery to utter the wish Fkmat 
Rugbeia." The only consolation we have 
left us is that It has sunk so low that it 
cannot well sink lower, but is subje<fl, on 
the contrary, to a rea<5\ion, if only a very 
slight one. A gloomy picture indeed, but 
one which those who know the School 
best will see most ground for refusing to 
accept. .\ casual visit to Rugby and a 
cursory glance round the studies of one 
house, is not enough to warrant anyone 
in bringing against the School the rliarj^'e 
of being enervated by a-stheticisni, — a 
charge which, we venture to say, is en- 
tirely disjiroveil bv the facfls. On the 
face of his statements our correspondent 
finds himself in a difficulty owing to our 
having won our match against Marl- 
borough, and is obliged to take refuge in 
a j)lea upon which it is almost impossible 
to argue, namely, that our vi(flory was 
due only to chance. If this plea is once 
allowed, the opposite also must be true, 
and defeats need never be feared, seeing 
that we may always reckon them as 



"virtual vi(flories" prevented by chance 
alone from being realities. 
But to pass mm such vague charges, 

wb.it remedy, it may be asked, does our 
correspondent suggest ? His letter is 
truly disappointing in this resped^ ; after 
' telling us oi our degradation, after point- 
I ing out our shame, the only practical 
suggestion which he makes is that we 
should banish Lawn-tennis from the Close. 
We do not think the suggestion will meet 
with favour in the School, and we do not 
wish to give it any encouragement our- 
selves, ft is no doubt very important 
that fellows who are playint; for the XI. 
should not spoil their cricket by lawn- 
tennis ; but we need not put a stop to the 
game to ensure the fulfilment of this con- 
dition. It only requires a little exertion 
! on the part of the head of the XI. to pro- 
cure regular prai^tice by all its members, 
without any interference with the amuse< 
ments of other people. 

For ourselves, we are in favour of mak- 
ing cricket compulsory for every fellow 
for his first two years. The proposal may 
seem drastic, but it at least has the uierit 
of being certain to effect its objec't. Of 
late years bicycling and other rivals of 
cricket have received such a stimulus, 
that tlie number of constant cricketers 
has been reduced, and some, who with a 
little care would make good players, 
never take to the game at all. Two 
seasons would be sufficient to show 
whether a fellow had the making of a 
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good crickt-tci in him, and tu v to such 
an one a taste for the eame. Besides, we 
have before our eyes the excellent results 
of a compulsory system in football, and 

wliy it should not answer as wlH in 
cricket it is hard to see. If such a change 
as this is made, we shall probably hear 
no more of th.it always much-abvised but 
never yet extinct class, the loafers. In 
short, in spite of a few drawbacks, re- 
membering that some change is needed, 
it will be hard to find one more likely to 
succeed than that which we recommend. 



We must confess that we should like tfi 
see rather more use made by the School j 
of that somewhat expensive luxury, 
Reynolds" field. We believe that we pay 
annually a rent of more than fifty pounds, 
and ft \v woulil !)<■ found bold enough to 
assert that we get, even approximately, 
our money's worth, by our present way 
of usinj^ it. As it is. the field is useful in 
the Football Term, as it affords two extra 
good-sized grounds, which are a good 
deal used for Little Si<les. at any rate, if 
not so nuu h for lielows, by such Houses 
as have the misfortuue not to possess 
one of the three or four first names in the j 
Sixth, but in the Stimmer Term tt h'es \ 
almost iisri. ss. Now tliis sliouKl not be j 
so: at a meeting in 1^78 of the committee 
eledted by Bigside Lev6e for settling the I 
fiituTC of Ri-\ Holds' field, .iiiil the amount 
tjf money to be exp< iideil u])on it, the de- 
cision unanimously arrivetl at was that it 
should be kept sol« 1\ tnr a I^wer (i round, 
as regarded Crit k- t, i)rovided with pavil- 
ion (already exi>ti:ig) and nets of its own, 
and used by no-one in or al>ove Belows. 
Further, it was dec{<]ed to spend ^100 
on levelliufi tlie ^'roiind. Now if this has 
been done, il tiiese tiecisions were arrived 
at by the committee, why have they not 
been carried out ? It is trm- that th<- , 
ground is used for ("ncket by periiaps the 
two Houses nearest to it, but very little; 
and as for nets, though we must confess 
to having occasionally seen one of these, 
it sfcnu il to be < xclusively the ])roperty 
of one House. In fact Reynolds' has be- 
come almost a recreation groimd for one 
particular House, and if the School will 
not take the trouble to interest themselves 
in the matter, quite rightly. But why, 1 
we ask, should not the School set to work 
and improve this state of thinf^ ? It is 



no use stopping an occasional allowance, 
and levelling a few square yards; but a 
large space should be made fit for play at 
the same time. And a few lawn tennis 

courts might be made there, as proposed 
bv a rorresj)ondent last term, either by 
the School, or to be kept up by a partic- 
ular House. Something of tins sort surely 
ought to be done, and this excellent field 
used to the utmost.

Oxford, .May 30th, 1882. 

Dbar Sir,— In answer to your appeal 
your conxspoiidcnt sits down once more 
to chronicle, as far as in his humble 
power lies, the doings of Old Rugbeians 

up at Oxford. The task would be more 
agreeable, wt re tliere more of them to 
mention than there are; though, indeed, 
it must be taken into consideratioti tliat 
it is oidy a few weekt> since luy last letter, 
and there has not been so very much 
scope for gaining distini^tion in the inter- 
val — even to Old Rugbeians. 

To bfjjin with rowing, which in Oxford 
ranks the highest of all things, 1 may 
mention that the Eights were rowed on 
about a fortnight ago. and resulted in 
Exeter going head of tlie river. Kugby 
was representi d by Cohen |R.\V.), Kemp- 
aon (C.£.>. liurton (Cli.H.), and 



Forshawe fC.HH.i, who rcnved in the 
Balliol, Christchurch, Trinity, and 
Oriel boats respectively ; and this, I think, 
completes the list, which somehow or 
other seems shorter than usual. In 
Cricket you will doubtless all be aware of 
the la£l that the .\ustralians inaugurated 
their tour in England by a match against 
the "\'arsity, which resulted in a decisive 
vittorv for the former by nine wickets — 
though the 'Varsity played up very 
pluckily in their " Follow-on." aided by 
a good innings of 56 on the part of 
Leslie. The last-named gentleman also 
distinguished himself in the Senior's 
match at the beginning of the term, by a 
score of 126, but he has been prevented 
from taking part in several matches, 
owing to the Schools. We were also 
rejiresented in the Senior's matcli by 
Evelyn, and in the Freshman's match by 
Cave, who captained one side, and 
Kempson. Inglis has also l)pen scoring 
heavily. I hear, in College matches. 

In the 'Varsity Racquets agains 
Cambridge, Leslie again played for 
Oxford, both in Single and Double ; but 
not with the same success as last year, 
as he was unfortunately beaten in hoUl, 
being evidently out of his old form.

Where all is uncertain it would 
i)e invitlious to mention names, hut I 
think 1 may with some degree of conti- 
dsnce predidl two or three firsts in Mods, 
and at least one in Greats, though the 
exannnations have lately grown so stiff 
(hat it has become a harder thing than 
^ver to get a First in anything. 

He'fore coIU•lll<lill^,^ I tnav mention that 
in the Union M. li. Sadler iS.H.) con- 
tinues to be as shining a light as ever, 
and that Hopkins (C.B.H.), brought for* 
ward a motion at the beginning of the 
term, condemning the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in Ireland, with considerable 
success.

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LECTURE IN BIG SCHOOL. 



On Thursday. June tst. Mr Kansonie i;n\L- his 
lecture on "The Industrial develDpinent of 
England." After briellv recapitulating some of 
the fentiircs of his former h?^ure. he proceeded to 
examint- itito the cau>ies which have changed the 
chief Centres of population from the south and 
east to the north and west of a line drawn from 
Hull to Hnsiol In the time of the civil wars the 
iiouth and east were the populous and wedtfeifparts. 
Now it is the opposite. The great cause oi this 
I h.iri^e is the rise of »he manufactories, the staples 
of which Were wool, cotton, silk, and flax. In very 
early times fine wool was grown in the upland 
distrids. which were cleared of forest and drained 
where necessary. This ffrowth of pasturage was 
assisted both by our connexion with the Nether- 
lands and by the high r.ite of wages after the 
Black Death in 1346 From the reign of Jobn to 
the battle of Waterloo our conneAioii with the 
Netherlands was maintained, and ihey wcm always 
in alliance with ns against the Pranch> Tbtm wm. 
howmer. no lane nannfiiaiireol wool in Enitland : 
each hoaaehola span what was reqaired for itsdf. 
and no more. In the fanr t ecnth oentniy. however, 
weavers settled in London 'and Bristol, near to 
good pastures and centres of trade. In Ntirwieb 
also tne mannfafture was Introdaeed bv refugees 
from abroad. In the sixteenth century the linen, 
silk, and cotton manufaAories were introduced, 
the tast-tnuDed into Lancashire which has always 
heen its chief home. The pm^^ress was. steady : 
but these were no faAohes, each person woridng 
at his own house, and selling his stock to itinerant 
merchants, who in turn sold it to the retail dealers. 

In the manufacture of all textile fabrics there arc 
two processes (ii sfiinnini; (21 weavmn The warp 
IS fastened to a be.^m (oriKinally to the branch of 
a tree) and the weft is p,ns-M».1 thriniL;li it at right 
anj-lcs. The whole art';iii^;emenl is calleil the loom, 
a wont i>riL.';ii iHi iiichii!Ii< m.'iclime. and applied 
bv a writer m itu tiurteenth lenturs to Noah s ark 
The f)riL;:iKil nuihiHlof spinning; w.is li\ means of 
the liist.itt .inii s))iinlle, anil it is still m use 111 .\sia 
amonf: the Turc iiiiniis It was rejilaucl bv the 
spinning' wheel wtuLh .1 pcrsfui turneil with one 
han l v^hile with the i>ther piiUin;; otT the thread. 
This w.is in use till tlie last century, bill in 1735 a 
means was founil bv which the shuttle was not 
thrown, but jurke<l b\ strings. Up till tins time the 
uiMviiii^ li.td always biNSii done much faster tliaii 
the spinning but n vriffs of inventions reversed 
thiK statr . ■! tliiiJi;s Kii hariJ .Vrkwright brought 
intii II-.!' till i-tn tirrof spinning hv rollers : Har- 
gri-.iMs i;i\i-titeii ;l,t spinnint; jenin.the j;crm of 
the nii'dern pri>i:ess .\rkwrif;ht s tnnrliine pro 
duced coarse thread for the warp, Harj^re.ives tine 
ihrcafl for the .vouf In 1779 they were combined 
in Croniptiin's iiuile, which pnxluced what w.as 
then thought exccedinj-lv line thread — 10 skeins 
going to the poun<l ; bv 1^30 this was incrcas(!<i to 
350 skeins to the |>oun<i, with 840 \ards of thread 
in each Owing to these inventi>»ns. the exporta- 
tion of m.itiuf.'iftured cotton enonnousK rose, and 
the importation fell. This was the first step 
towards the sbiftiiij of the population. In 1785 
Cartwright, a oonntry clcrj^yman, invented a 
machine for weaving, and now the faAory system 
canu- 111. bill vMthout the smoke which we associate 
with 11 to-day. It was the rise of thft iron mann- 
faAunm that prndnced th^ smoke. 



Kven in Roman times furnaces for smelting iron 
were in us<! For this piir|W)se charcoal was used, 
and the abundance of wood supplied plentv — 
bussex. owing to its large forests, being pre- 
eminent for iron. Besides the charcoal, a good 
blast of air was needed to obtain a hifh heat. In 
the earliest times the situation of the furn;iccs was 
chosen with a view to this: rather later bellows 
were introduced , then two pair of bellows worked 
alternately, and lastly bellows worked by water. 
To obtain a fast stream the roanufadurers turned 
from the wooded country to tlie more mountainous 
and barren parts. Hut by the end of the sixteenth 
century the supply of charcoal haJ been almost 
exhausted ; and several statutes were passed to 
furoid th(! felling of timber, lest none might be 
left for the royainavy. The scarcity of Charcoal 
I induced a young man named Dudley to nse coal 
{ for smelting, which he found ansmrsd eqnallv 
I well. This discovery, however, was not mncn 
I uMd. for the smoke was deemed a nuisance, and 
there was very little demand for iron. But in iTte 
! Dudley's invention was again brought into use, 
I and qwead very quickly, so that at the picaent 
I time tbera are only two charcoal funtaeas hi 
I existence, one at Ulverstone. and one on the river 
I Leven. They both prodnee very good iron. The 
. search for coal, required for sowlting. caused a 
I new influx into the country of rock and bad soil. 

and helped to change still moce the distributkm of 
' the population. 

At the beginning of the eighleentb century steam 
engines of a very rough kind were in nse for putnp- 
: ing the water from mines, but it was not |iu 178s 
I that, at Soho. near Birmingham. Watt made an 
I engine in tbeir present form. Three years after- 
wards he set one np in a cotton mill, and then their 
use spread rapidly, so that now, as has been said, 
man only moves material from one machine to 
aniither. The icsult of the introduction of these 
m,icliines has Iwen to increase two or three hun- 
dredfoM the atri.'urn i>f wmk ime in.Tn can do, 

It just about this tune that lucottii itives were 
iiitr III. , i up till the time of William III. stage 
Co.ii -irs .ui i horses were the modes of iHinvevance. 
ihi-s ' 1 r the most p.irt travellf i .i:<j:ik: tlii- old 
Knm.ui r^a^ls. The Kuiijaiis m.nlt- the (ir%t roads 
111 lhi> island. Ion.; p.ive 1 str.uKht roads which so 
astonished the Fii^lish wlicn thev iounil them, that 
thev .ascribed their making to su(Hrrn;itural deities, 
who were suppose 1 to have made the milk^' w.av. 
Tli?-sf deities were known as Watlingers wheiue 
the name o( Wathng Street. The ne\t roadmakers 
to the Romans were the monks, whose interest it 
was to give facilities lor pilgrimages for this reason 
also tht \ were great bridge makers .^fter the 
Keforniatum. co.iclies were introduced, but they 
were seriouslv discouraged on the tiinuiid that they 
were draught v ami gave those wlin rode in them 
rheiimaiisMi ' Imt as the inaiiufactures grew the 
the trafhc In-caiue too great fur the mails, and in 
1761 the Dukeoi Hridijesvater and Brindley made 
the first canal. The invention rapidly s|)read. and 
n lievcd the highwaxsof nearly .all the gomlstrathc , 
but in turn canals gave way to a great extent to 
tiamways The firsl tramways known were 
merely parallel lines of smooth stone . these 
were succeeded by courses of wochI litted to 
the wheels which had a flange These 
tramways were much useil in the early part 
of the eighteenth century. It wax only by chance 
that inm rails chom to be used 176a The iron 
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trade was mach depressed, and it was suggested 
that iron rails should be temporarily laid down, 
and taken up again wbea the trade revived. But 
once laid dmm, tbay were foond to be so success- 
ful that they soon superseded wood rails. On these 
lines it was found that ten horses could draw as 
much as four hundred had done formerly. 

The first locomotiife made was a small model in 
1782 ; bat they were first brought into use by 
George Stevenson who. in 1814. made the " Blu- 
eber." which drew ei^t loaded trucks at the rate 
of 4 nilaa an hour. But any Itirtber extension of 
the inveation was ridicnlad en all aides, " H was 
nouenae to suppose a loeomolh* codd go to miles 
aa hoar " said one critic, " such idau an unworthy 
of DOtioe " said the Quarttrly Rtwkm. woold the tniin 
go aphnt the lyind ? what woold hnpnen if a oow 

Sit m the way ? and many mora sneh qneationa. 
owever, in i8w. the liverpoot and MancJwstcc 
railway wae made and wesfoiUowed by numbaitoH 
othera. 

The nndt of the growth of all theee indnatries 
Is. aa has been said tSbtnc, to transfer the popo- 
latim from soath and east to north and west of 
the imaginary line across the country, and this 
nmolt is still going on. The Reform Bills of 1832 
and tSBff were both mainly direAed to taking repre- 
sentatioa from the decaying caastitaendes 01 the 
aoath and giving them to the rising north.

Once more Speech Day has come rournl 
iipoti us, liiinf,'ing with it the usual 
amount of excitement and turmoil, and 
placid eujoytnent to many, and once 
lunre we have to betake ourselves to that 
fair building which would not, we fear, 
inspire the casual observer with the rev- 
erential awe that it should. To prt sciit 
and past Rugheians, however, it appears 
otherwise ; to them it calls up a fond re- 
membrance of past glories achieved and 
honours won, and by them it should be 
looked upon with, at all events, respe(ft. 
It may be several years before the desired 
change takes place, but we feel sure that 
the recent acquisitions to the School, for 
whicl) every Kupbeian ouK'ht to feel 
thankful aiitl pro\i<l, will ere loufi extend 
to a Speech Koom. All hail to the bless- 
ing when it comes ! Meanwhile, let us 
make the lu'st of what we have ^ot, by 
doing all m our power to make the 
Speeches of 1882 rank on a level with 
those of former years. On the actors we 
would forbear to hazard our humble 
criticism until after the event: the de- 
claimers will be just audible, we hope, 
the School uproarious in the right places, 
and the audience not hyper-critical. 

We have chosen an unfortunate time 
to venture our remarks on the Specclies, 
\rt wf raniiot forbear taineiitiiif^upon the 
sotne\\hat unfair preponderance that is 
usually given to the exclusion of our 
ancient classic forefathi IS. Rugby is 
essentially classic ; she lives on classics, 
looking with a jealous eye on any attempt 
to steal an extra hour or two pier week 
for the pursuit of other studies. Yet, in 
f.H I ot this, tlie Sixth are to be forbidden 
from uiriiig themselves in a language 
which would win them all the more praise 
owiiit,' to the fact that at least one half of 
the audience would have no idea what 
they were talking about. Of course it is 
obviously too late to effect any change in 
this year's Speeches, nor have we any 
reason to expect that the pieces .selected 
will not be a success ; our remarks are 



made solely for the consideration of those 
who will be taking part in them next 
year, and as a reminder that Ruf^by 
should not disregard the claims of the old 
Greeks and Komaus.

Has the Natural History Society ceased 
to exist ? is the (]iiestion which we are 
tenipteii to ask as week after week passes 
and it shows no signs of its existence. 
Why has this strange lethargy come over 
it ? Surely there are not the same objec- 
tions to this Society holding meetings 
during the Summer term that there are 
to a similar course being pursued by the 
Debating Society. It is always sai d that 
the Summer is the best time tor the pur- 
suit of Natural History, inasmuch as that 
is the time of the year when most objedls 
of interest are to be fonn<l, and when the 
I country is looking its best, and is most 
I delightful for expeditions. It will be 
I within the recoUeCTion of our readers that 
when, about this time last year, it was 
suggested that the interest of the School 
in the Natural History Society was flag- 
gintj, tlie idea was indignantly repudiated, 
and our correspondent censured for his 
I interference. We should be curious to 
know what line of defence the Society 
would take now. It is indeed rumoured 
' that an attempt was made to hold a meet- 
ing, but that it was given up, because not 
j more than half-a-dozen fellows attended. 
We should be verv sorrv to give credence 
to such a report, but tiieie is too nnich 
evidence in support of it to allow of its 
being ignored. It points to one of these 
alternatives: either the School have 
ceased to care for Natural History, or the 
papers read at the meetings are unusually 
poor, or else in fine weather out-door 
attr.iolioiis are (as suggested by a corres- 
pondent) too strong for the associates. 
Whichever of these aht rnatives is the 
true one, it cannot be sai<l to excuse the 
lack of energy shown by the Society ; nay, 
it only calls for extra exertions. Surely 
the Society can produce as good papers 
as formerly ; that the School do not care 
for Natural History we should not like to 
suggest ; the true explanation must be 
that out-door pleasures are too strong for 
in-door meetings to compete with them. 
What, then, is the duty of the Society ? 
where is the real remedy for this state of 
things to be found ? The answer that at 
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once sug^ts itself is that the Society | 

should more frcqii»"ntlv (u^'.iiiisp cxpodi- 
tions to places in the country near, and 
that these expeditions should not be con- 
fined to one or two places, but sliould Ik- 
as various as possible. Wlu ii this is 
done, the Society will again show a rea- 
son for its existence, and will again 
receive from the School the hearty sup- 
port with which it has always met 
until now.

Next week the liitle Corps proceeds to 
Stoneleigh for its annual sojourn under 
canvass. wh' Tf the rlimax of all its pre- 
vious eflorts IS rc;i< lit(i in the usual 
inspection and review, at which due |>r.iisf 
or blame is meted out to us, thou^^h tlie 
latter, we are f^lad to say, is rarely our 
case. So far all is v.< li. iJut U is after 
the return from camp that so many com- 
plaints have been heard in former years 
re^'.'irdinp the utter collapse of s]>iiit in 
the Kitk- Corps. And this slate of thnigs 
is not momentary, but lasts a considerable 
time. The Corj)s, like some hiliernatin^ 
bear, retires out of sij^ht, and slumbers 
peacefully till r;ext year. It then shakes 
itself together by a few marches out, and, ' 
finally, towards the end of the Easter 
term, and at th-- be(,'iiinins; of the Sum- 
mer term, it, like the luiar, suddenly 
contes to the conclusion that it has con- 
siderabh- dirninislictl in si/.<- since tiie last 
year. It accordin^dy coinmences to cry 
out lustily for recruits, adding in lugu- 
brious tones that the Corps can never 
pass muster for Canip. unless it receives ! 
Kii;,'!' additions to its numbers. Then | 
comes a scramble, .\nybody and every- . 
body is pressed in to make up the total, } 
and their is perjn tiial drilling; from morn 
till eve, of awkward s<iuads, up to the 
last minute. Now, with this arrange- 
ment, if Camp were suddenly to be fixed 
for two or three weeks earlier than the 
a<flual tiate, whe re should we be ? Prac- 
tically, nowhere. No doubt the old 
members would be able to perform all the 
different evolutions as perl'ei tly as in 
former years; but how about those awk- 
ward squads before mentioned ? They 
would have no notion of tlwir duty, and 
consetpieiitly, the ("orps as a whole, 1 
Mrould prest-Dt but a sorry appearance. 
Now such a state of things ought never 
to be possible, and would not be possible 



if an average energetic spirit, untainted 
by any depression, were maintained 
throughout the year. The bear's system 
suits him very well, but ft ought not, and 
cannot suit US. That th<'re has been an 
nnprovement on this state of things this 
term we hope and believe to be true. 
There have been more marches out. and 
those better attended than formerly. Hut 
Still there has been a need of hurrying in 
order to turn out an efficient Corps. 
Squads still very undetermined and doubt- 
fnl IS to their business have l>een seen 
endeavouring to gain perfetflion even 
within a week of Camp. It must cer- 
tainly be admitted that no pains are 
spared to l)ruig them up to the desired 
point, and they have only themselves to 
thank if they do not attain to it. All 
must hope that our smartness will this 
time, as alwa\ s. be praised by the Inspect- 
ing Officer. iiut this very smartness 
should be our quality all the year round, 
and not merely for a week. >Tore mar- 
ches out have been suggested, and would, 
no doubt, be beneficial towards keeping 
up the spirit of the Corps ; and sham 
fights at the Butts, or other localities, 
would be useful as enlivening the routine 
of drill, and at the same time instru(fling 
the volunteers in the general tadtics and 
behaviour Ixffore an enemy. Such things 
have existed, and might, with advantage, 
be renewed. Hoping to see something of 
this sort after camp, and no hilx-rnating, 
we wish our representatives a pleas.int 
visit to Stoneleigh.

RUGBY SCHOOL AND THE SPKECHES 
IN 1816. 

About this time last year I sent to the Mettor 
for publication the copy of an old speech card for 
the year 178a. I am now able to furnish a critical 
■cconnt Of ttie Speeches in 1816. at which I was 
present, drawn up by a worthy, and then well- 
known clergyman, whose domicile was in Leicester, 
shire, and who bad sons in the School. These 
Speechet took place on the Wednesday in Easter 
waelt. On tiie gitb of JaiuMry previous the death 
was briefly reeoraad ot a fermer master of Rugby 
School, the Rev. Joeepb Richmond, D.D.. Redoroif 
Newnham with Hq>iiBdarwell. Hants. Dr. Rich* 
mood had heen an aaiialaBt to Dr. Knail in whose 
mastenbip tlie School wna removed from opposite 
the Parish Chnrah, where the almabouees stand, 
to its present sitnatioo. Dr. RichmoBd snoeeeded 
Dr. Knail as master of Rngby Scho^ in tjyt, and 
resigned the appointment in iJUJ. After his lettre- 
meni he lived ror upwards ofeo years, djring at the 
extreme age of 98. Bom in. or alwnt. the year 
1718, Dr. Richmond was alive in the mastership nf 
the Rev. Hcnr)- Holyoak, master of the School from 
1687 to 1 73 1, and Mr. Holyoak was alive in the 
days of Mr. John Howkins. a nephew of the founder 
Lawrence Shernfle, who died m the year 167K, at 
the extreme .if{e of 99. ami was buried In the chancel 
of UrownsoviT Chapel. In thi- 17th ct;ntury this 
1)1(1 Krntlem.nn, as the reprisi nt.itivc <if Lawrence 
Sheirittr, niL;,i|,'ei| in h litiK-nion. which lasted for 
many yiarb. witli the Trii^ilees nf Kucby Sch<Kil.

Those wtio t..Mk a part 111 tlie Speeclies of iMfi 
were accordiiifj; to tlieir rank in the School ami the 
Sixth form, as follows; Paulson, ('aldecott. Ilunic, 
Macaul.^y, Sir John Johnstone MiHir. Rust, White. 
Forster. Vicars. Ksn.iston. 'roinlinson. l"rol)\, 
Hlewitt. IVel. and Haniilion Three <<! the lifih 
form s) oke. viz. Collins. Massinyberd anil Winthroj). 
Euryijcjr was in the hrst form but nearer nine years 
of age than ."seven. Certain regulations for the 
Easter week were issued by the Hc.idmaster ; one 
of these related to the Halls, ol which there were 
two; viz.. on the Wednesday and Thursday, and 
was to the eflect that all the pra jMistors. and those 
who spoke, were allowed to go to the first ball, 
whilst those only of the praposters who spoke 
were allowed to ko to the second ball. Up to the 
year 1814. the Speeches and breakinR-up day 
occurred on the second Tuesdiu- in June. A iiew 
days previons the Master s dews were tJeoomted 
with bowers formed of hoops, evergreens, and 
flowers: this custom was relinquisheti in 1815, 
when the change in the Speeches was made to tM 
Easter weeic, md the bfeaking^up day was deCerrad 
to July. 

And now to conclude. Of the twenty members 
nf the School who took part in the pmceedings at 
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the Spi'cchcs in 1816 onlv two. I iluiik. arc now 
living: It IS [w.>i-^:hU' th.i! i.nc, if not both, of these 
may be present at the Siiecches this week.

DSAUSlR.— suggestion was made in the St jnJ 
ard. some little time back, for the formation of a Vol- 
unteer Corps to be com{M)sed of old Public Schtml 
men. Nothing, however, seems likely to come of the 
project, as it is more than *ioiil'tful i(, at the out- 
set, a sufficient number could he found to com- 
plete a battalion : and the iiLxessity for such a 
regiment can scaixely be said to exist, as there is 
already one which is comji<)se<l largely of the 
class referred to. The First .Middlesex <or V^ic- 
toria RiAn) has, since its reorganization in 1S53, 
always attached to its ranks a considerable pro- 
portion of men from the I'niversities and Public 
Schools; aixl it is hoped that, .-is the result of this 
letter, the present small contingent of U.R.'s in 
the corps may be considerably increased. 

There are many Old Rugbeians who. from 
various circamstanoes, do not care to undertake a 
volunteer commission, but who would gladly join 
snch a oorpa as the " ViOorias," if they knew they 
could stand in the mnks among men of the same 
social position as themselves. More systematic 
eflbrts are now being put forth in sevoal other 
Public Schools to increase the number of men 
annually drawn into the ranks of the Vtdoriaa. 
and we venture to hope that, with the kind co- 
operation of the Captain commanding the School 
Rifle OMrps. many O.R.*« may. on leaving the 
School to oomraenoe life in London, be at once 
drafted into the legbnent. The Vidorias have es- 
cellent drill groimds at St. John's Wood, with 
dressing rooms and armoury, and a rifle raags at 
Harrow extending to 1000 yards. There is aino a 
gymnastic i\as& for the winter evenings, and a 
capital lawn tennis club during the summer. The 
entrance fee is now abolished, and the only neces- 
sary expense is a subsciption of £2 2%. per annum, 
the uniform being supplied free on the condition of 
three year's efficiency. Candidates for nieinl»er- 
ship l;a\e to hf. propos<'>l. secondcil, and balloted 
tor , and the social qualification is such as to 
,iamit of all pramotions being made from the 
ranks

for the Ashbuiton Shield, an'l ue siiall be de- 
lighted to see anv O.K s there m July, and to 
,Tftor<l tliem an\ little assistaiiLe in our power, I 
shall be MTV plr.isecl lo (urni.%li tiio^r now at the 
School with .any further iiifi irmati"n, and shall In.- 
very glad to hear from any of them, as well as 
from any U K s now resident in London.

Therefore let 
our present jilayers. and all who aspire to 
l>e such, go on the Court as often as pos- 
sible, and by pra<5Hce try to muke them- , 
selves perfect, and keep up the honour of 
the old School. We are sure that there 
are plenty of fellows in the School who | 
can, and no doubt will, do this ; for that ,

THE SPEECHES. 



After a week of peculiarly wet and 
threatening weather, we were favoured 
with three hne days for the Old Rug 
Match and the Speeches. There was a 
little rain early on Thursday morning, 
but from that lime to Saturday evening 
the weather was all that could be desiretl, 
and enabled our visitors to see the Close 
and School Buildings at their best — and 
in spite of what adverse critics may say, 
they certainly looked extremely well. A 
very large number of Old Kugheians and 
friends assscnililt d at the Speeches this 
year, and when the Headmaster rose to 
deliver his usual address, the Town Hall 
was crowded in all jviits. Among those 
present were Luul Leigh, Lord Norton, 
the Bishop of Wiucester, the Right Hon. 
G. J. Goschen, Sir Richard Temple, Sir 
Lewis Pelly. Sir Walter Barttelot, M.P., 
Archdeacon Sir Lovelace Stanier, Mr. C. 
N. Newdegate, M.F., General Trevor, 
Major- General Towtr, Mr. Rathbone, 
M.P., and Mr. A. Sidu'wick. 

The Heailmaster sai<l it was a great 
satisfacftion to every Rugby heart to see 
so unusually large a gathering that day. 
It was a great supjwrt and encourage- 
ment to those on the spot to feel that 
they were not forgotten, and the place 
was cared for, and that it still a(5led like 
a magnet upon st» many. They were 
exceedingly fortunate in liaving so many 
members of their Governing Body and 
Trustees present — their chairman, tlic 
Bishop of Worcester, the Lord Lieuten- 
ant, who was almost ubiquitous, the 
members of Parliament for the northern 
division of the county, and besides those, 
it was especially a pleasure to tiiid Old 
Rugbeians like Sir Walter Barttelot, Sir 
Richard Temple, and Sir Lewis Pelly. 
It was an especial pleasure to him to see 
that day a contemporary of his, who won 
his first laurels in Rugby School — Mr. 
Goschen. They felt very proud of Mr. 
Goschen as a statesman who had done a 
greater variety of work than any ICiiglish 
statesman of the same age, who had been 
chosen for hard work whenever it was 



wanted, at one time at the Admiralty, 

and at another time at Constantinople, 
and the only fear now was lest, having 
performed all the labours of Hercules, he 
should once again l>e asked to go out on 
purpose to cleanse the Augean stable at 
Alexandria or Cairo. Rugby School was 
particularly fortunate in that Old Raff- 
beians of all political opinions sent their 
sons there, and it would be much to be 
regretted if it were otherwise, or if it ever 
should become a party school. Those in 
charge of the School felt it a great respon- 
sibility to have the honour of so great a 
place in any way committed to them ; but 
for himself the responsibility was extreme- 
ly lightened by tlie harmony that had 
never been broken, and that had always 
deeply pervaded the staff. The Old Rug- 
beians had noticed that great changes had 
taken place in the School ; but he hoped 
they W'ould feel that the changes on the 
whole had been iparkedly for good. He 
believed in the curriculum of a School 
being extended, and modern subjedts 
being brought to the front, and said they 
had widened without making shallow ; 
and he thought the Rugby boy now was 
as capalile of concentration as ever he 
I was, and he believed that the old linguis- 
I tic and literary studies that for so many 
generations had been the making of the 
men that lead England, had not in the 
least degree suffered by a judicious 
1 admixture of more mcnlern subjects. In 
conclusion, he said that he and his col- 
leagues felt that the School would fail in 
its highest points, if it for a moment 
ceased to maintain the traditions of 
courage and of modesty, of self-control 
and veracity, and of a strong spirit of 
duty, that were really the old traditions 
for m.inv f^'enerations in many Rnglish 
liomes, and which, speaking for Kugby, 
I he considered to be the charter of their 
' right to exist. He then read the list of 
honours gained by Rugbeians during the 
year, and afterwards distributed the 
School Prizes. 
The recitations were good, though per- 
' haps liardlv as clearly sjxoken as might 
have been desired. The acling was deci- 
dedly above the average. 

The first piece was a scene from 
"Twelfth Night, ■ in which Kelsall's atf ing 
as Sir .Vndrew Aguecheek, was especially 
praiseworthy for the spirit he put into it. 
Bradby, in the charaifler of the clown. 
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san^ his song excellently, whilst the parts 
of Sir Toby H<'lch. Mal\olio, and Maria, 
were well sustained by Drummond, 
Nisbet, and Terry, resf>e<5tively. 

This was followed by a srrnc from 
Moliere's " I/Avare," G. 1'". Bradby taking 
the part of the miser who has lost his 
money. His acting was s])kiKlid, cer- 
tainly the fiiit'st thing in the Speeches 
this yvikr, or many years jireviously. 
Nothing could be better than the altema* 
tions between anger and misery, distrust 
and supplii ation. The performance was 
loudly applauded at its close. 

Following this came the Auclion scene 
from Slw rulairs " Srhool for Scandal," 
it> which Pearce, as Moses, was exceed- 
ingly amusing, whilst .'\gncw. as Charles 
Suiiace, sustained a rather hard part ex- 
exceedingly well. 

The iictiiig was cdiii Imled by a scene 
from Erckn)ann-Chatrian's"La Guerre." 
The Soldiers were examining their booty, 
the Sergeant, rrpresented by A^'new, ; 
having decidedly the best of it. .NIariable's 
wrath, as Rabot. on finding nothing worth 
having in his knapsack, was very anmsing, 
but the palm nuist l)e awartled to Agiicw, 
whose acting was splendid ; it is to him 
and Itradby that we chiefly owe 
the high standard of the adding at the 
Speecln <; (his year. Sayle made a m w 
good Cantinieic, and the verse of the | 
Marseillaise, which the Soldiers sang as I 
they went (nit. was very elTt ttive. 

.An unusual, but very pleasing, feature ^ 
of Speech Day this year was a gymnastic 
display and assault-at-arms at the Gyin> ■ 
nasium, later in the afternoon. Of the 
gj'mnasts it would be hard to say who 
was the best, as the standard was very 
high all round, but perhaps we may pick | 
out Henyon W'insnr for special praise. 
In the intervals bet\V( en tlu' p« rform- 
ances of the gymnasts, the assault-at- 
arms took place. In the fencing, C. Smith 
unfortunately had a great advantage over 
his oppotii 111. llousley, in size, ami after 
a short struggle beat him by 6 to 4. Next 
H. R. Drummond encounteretl Benyon 
Winsor at bayonet exen is< . aiid after an 
exciting struggle, won b) 6 points to 4. 

Af^er this came some single-stick be- 
tween Scovell and Hcrroii. Sc ovcII won 
by 6 points to 3 ; the coiil< st was how- 
ever continued, and a false stroke being 
made, the seconds supported their re< 
spective men, and some fierce blows were 1 
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exchanged. Last of alt, F. Gtllson and 

Nisbi t showed some very good boxing. 
They were pretty evenly matched, but 
Gillson, by his superior quickness, event- 
ually beat Nisbet by 6 to 4. 

A large numbt r of visitors and mem- 
ben oS the School watched the peifbrni' 
ance, and applauded their respetftive 
favourites. We would venture to suggest 
to the School tliat another time lliey 
should conhne their applause to clapping, 
and not stamp on the galler}', as we have 

reason to belit^ve that soiiu- of the visitors 
below found this practice very olijection- 
able. 

The W orkshops also were open for the 
inspection of visitors, and nrany u.seful 
and ornamental objecfts, made by mem- 
bers of the School, were on view. 

Altogether this Speech Day was one of 
the pl«>asantest we ever ri";ii< iub< r ; and 
we hope our visitors found it such, 

R.S.K.V.C. AT ( A. MP. 

On Tuestlay, June 20th, in splen<lid 
weather, we paraded for ("amp at 9.10, 
mustering 67, all toUI. Leavnig by the 
10 o'clock train, we arrived safely at 
Coventry, and had a very pleasant drive 
tu StuiM It igh P.irk, which is distant from 
Coventry hve miles, or sliglitly more. 
We dismounted at the Lodge, and 
marcheci through the I'.uk to the Camp, 
coming upon the ball.ilici:i liiawn up ni 
line, outside, an unixj x itrd r tuow 
tre, but, as it tmnvd out, a lucky one, for 
just at that moment we were marching 
splendidly, in formation of f<Mirs. The 
Adjutant and Colonel Machen greeted us 
kindly, and expressed admiration of our 
marching. CoinietMed with this same 
occurrence then- is a story well worth re- 
peating, and Uiv the truth of which we 
can vouch. First be it understood that 
when on parade at Camp the School 
Corps has its position between the Rugl)y 
(Town) and Warwick Companies, the 
latter of which owns a most efficient and 
in evciy way superior lieutenant, who 
has in former years been noted, and ru- 
mour says reprimanded, for his too crit- 
ical attention to the general behaviour, 
dressing, Ac. of our coiupany win n on 
parade. Nay, more, in our absence he is 
said to perform the same kind offices for 
the Town, 1^ whom his attentions have 
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been as little appreciated as by us. Well, 
as we marched past the Battalion, the 

Town Companj' wpw drawn up in line 
with the Warwick ditto, the right guide 
of the latter (our friend) being between 
the right hand man of his company and 
the left guide of the Town. Says the for- 
mer to the lieutenant, " What men are 
those marching in, sir ? they look well." 
*' Oh ! those are the Regulars," was the 
reply, " come in from Budbrookc for ball 
practice (he uiustberather short-sighted) ; 
they march splendidly, don't they ? " 
" No." iiUerrnptcd the left hand man of 
the Town, " tin y are the Rugby School. " 
The only response from our lieutenant 
was a sound midway between a gasp and 
a groan. Just then up came the Adju- 
tant, who said, " Tliey march well, B- -. 
don't they?" "Humph, not bad," in 
tones of deepest irony, " but 1 never saw 
privates wear gloves before." However, 
to proceed : we soon got settled in our 
tentSt and employed ourselves in various 
I preparations, dinner not being forgotten, 
until the battalion fell in at three o'clock, 
under a broilin;; san. Tea was at 6.0, 
and the rest of the evening was spent in 
strolling round the Camp, listening to the 
band, or watching the athletic sports. 
At 9.30 the drum and fife band sounded 
the tattoo round the Camp, and soon 
.'iftf-rwards li;^lus w re ordered to be 
extinguished. W e wt it awakened at 
5.30 the next morning l>y llu " reveille," 
and after a somewluit cold wash in the 
stream, and a very acceptable refresh- 
ment, consisting ot coffee and cake, fell in 
for drill at six o clock. This consisted of 
posting sentries, relieving, &c., so that we 
bail not much hard work. After 
this we had breakfast at H.o, and after a 
general cleaning of uniforms, &c., fell in 
again at 10.30 for a battalion drill, which 
our fellows performed very creditably. 
After dinner we were visited by Dr. 
Jex*Blake and many Kugby friends, who 
were fortunate enough to sec the best 
drill that we had during our stay. The 
duty set us was to storm a rather steep 
bill, up which we found it hard work 
to climi), being, among other things, 
knee-deej) in bracken. However, we 
reached the top, and poured in some 
deadly volleys, after which we fixed bay- 
onets and charged. The drill did not 
last very long, as rain began to fall ; 
accordingly, we marched back and enter- 



tained our visitors at tea. In the evening 
volunteers were demanded for keeping 

the quarter-guard on the next day ; the 
first time, for some years at any rate, 
that day-guard has fallen to our lot. Vol- 
unteers were soon forthcoming, tempted 
by the prospeCl of being excused all drills 
on the next day, and at nine o'clock 
they paraded in great coats, strapped on 
their backs, and quite ready to relieve 
the night guard. However, no sooner 
had the first relay of guards been posted, 
than the rain came down in torrents, 
and continued, almost, without inter- 
mission the whole of the day. Bitterly 
did the wretched and soaking guard be- 
moan their fate, and repent of their readi' 
ness in volunteering, but they had to re- 
sign themselves to their fate ; there was 
not even the excitement of challenging 
till late in the evening, when numbers 
tried to leave the Camp unbelted, but 
were sternly ordered back. But, even off 
guard the stateof affairs was not cheei ful, 
for the Camp was soon well-nigh flooded, 
and the tent doors presented a sorry 
appearance. Trenches were dvig in all 
dire^ions, but seemed to have very little 
effeA, and a dismal day was passed, the 
monotony bein^^ only relieved by a 
short march-oat in overcoats, during a 
brief spell of fair weather in the after- 
noon. W hen night came on it was dis- 
covered that it was impossible, with any 
degree of comfort, to pack eight in each 
tent. So a number of the School were 
despatched to sleep in the Quarter- 
master's tent, including many of the 
guard, who when relieved at 9 o'clock 
presented a sorry and bedraggled appear- 
ance. How the rest of the battalion 
passe<l the night, we do not know, but we 
should think they fared but badly. How- 
ever, on Friday morning the sun shone 
out gloriously, and we paraded briskly at 
6.30, forgetting all the discomforts of the 

(previous day. After breakfast a tedious 
task was that of cleaning our rifles, belts, 
and the rest of our accoutrements after the 
soaking they ha<l receive«i : but we man- 
aged to present a very respectable appear* 
at second drill, when Coloix l Fitzroy w-as 
present to inspect us. The chief parade 
of the day, however, took jilace at 3 o'clock, 
before a large number of spetftators, in- 
cluding many from Rugby, when we 
marched past, as usual, with great tclat, 
and Colonel Fitzroy expressed hunself 
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very much c!i lit;htccl with the t^'eneral 
drill of the battalion. After a few words 
from Colonel Machen in praise of the 
discipline of the men throughout such 
bad weather as we had experienced, we 
were tlisinissed, and Camp for 1S82 was 
ractically over. After an hoiir-and-a- 
alf spent in packing up and list«'ning tu 
the splendid singiiij^ of the Saltley Com- 
pany, we paraded near the officers' quar- 
ters, about h!\ () < !o( k, and departed, 
headed by the band, and accompanied 
by hearty cheers from the remainder of 
the battalion. 

Thus ended what was, in spite of the 
wet, a most enjoyable (^amp ; it is highly 
creditable to the School that no Rrum- 
bling whatever was heard, and everyone 
bore his own discomfort cheerfully. It 
onlj* remains to thank Captain Collins for 
the f(reat kindness he showed, and the 
enormous trouble he took to ensure our 
comfort throughout, especially on the | 
Thursday night. And we must not for- I 
get that it is Serfreant Hare wlioni we 
have to credit with the highly' ethcient 
show made at Camp by the R.S.R.V.C.

EwBiyoDa who has read " Tom Brown's School 
Di^" has bad the desire to seeRo^ : yet while 
ao amqrnrsoas kaow the raflwaj station at Rugby, 
compannveljr few people know Rugby itself. 

I was in the neighboorhood lately, spending a 
few days with a friend who was well versed in \bc 
pleasant associations of the School. We strolled 
together through the fuolball {]M and in the lanes 
towards Dnnchorch, and paid visits to the Cha|>el 
and School besides. 

We were shown into v.-inous rooms, some of 
which made Mr. HukKcs' niorriest (iaL;i s nssuine 
features of pre.sunt reality The Sixth I'urm room 
was p.irtuuilarly ckM. notoiiLli of change seemed to 
have pasM^d upon it fur sixty years. Loving ami 
jealous nuardianship h.u! rt:sisted the invasion of 
improvement with almost perfect success. The 
furniture carved and hackeii until thi- cnj^mal car- 
penter, ruuld be now see it. would deem it ELiza- 
Mthan. stood aa Tom Brawn had seen it. and as 



.\rnold had found it. The only change appeared to 
be the frcshh -carved names that were creeping 
over the oi l i ne^. as new moss creeps over old 
stones, until the wiiv'ij looked as if it had been put 
into the carving^ r.itlu r than the caiviiif; ujion the 
wood. The room seemed half conscious of the 
men who had stepped into manhooij from its floor, 
and who half haunted it st:ll. Seats and tables 
grotesquely covered with names, were not unlike 
the i;ravel>oards which do duty for gravestones in 
old I Iiutl hvar.i.s. Theyspoiieof generatkoaailent 

and disappeared, 

Kven more inierestint; was the SchuoJ. hall where 
Arnold reail prayers every mornui.i; tlie whole 
house, and where, on one occasion. tttiT i x|iclluiK 
a bad boy the d."»y before, he rebuked the murmurs 
which ^;reeted his enlrani.e in the well-known 
•leclaration, " That he did not care whether he 
had fifty boys or Hve hundred : but Im did CaVS 
that they should all be gentlemen." 

In this hall the suppers ,-ind some of the fights, 
the petty tyrannies, and some forlorn hopes against 
the bullies, took place. Here, before that very 
fireplace, boys were " roasted " in the evil days 
before Arnold h.-wl thoroughly purged his Rugby 
threshing floor. It w.is there Tom Urown was 
held wall his back to the fire by i-'iashnian s bullies 
till his clothes were burnt through. The grate 
might have been made in Vnlean's first smithy, 
and seemed to be preserved as a protest against all 
improvement in tlie ironfounder's art. High up 
on the wall appeared the names of Ru^^ men who 
became distinguished at the Universities. Some 
of them have become familiiir names in politics, 
diplomacy, the Church, the Queen's service, and 
edncation. as "Gfiachen," "Forster/* " Lee- War- 
ner," " Stanley," and other w«ll.known esamplet 
of notable Rogby men. 

Oa Somfaty I and ny friend wortblpped with the 
School, by permission of the Headmaater. The 
aervioe waa very imprasaive. New aa. in pacta, the 
chapel was. om could not Iwt oome nadar the 
away of the aiaoeiationa of the old om. If on* 
could foiget AmoM there, it would be only for a 
moment. One remembered that the boys now 
streaming in by aeons were passing to th«r seats 
over the very grave where be slept. 

It was a touching sight. The ongao was ceas* 
ing, with the slow, fading eftvA of " linked sweet- 
ness, long drawn out." There sat, facing each 
other, hundreds of the finest youth of Engbind, 
and in the space between the two divisions of 
them. rcste<I the fonn of one whom not one of 
them h;ul evi r mi t., Iml i\fm whom all hail reaped 
influence, or would yet reap it In a sense, it 
seemed as if Arnold had given himself tn the 
School for ever at that (.'rave. He was still among 
bis boys. Sermons ,T;id classes, personal talk and 
s.icre<l offices, had all been cut short in a moment, 
when the lieart succuiiibe<i to the suikleii, cruel 
spasm long years ago lint bv tl.e very fatt that, 
on that S{K)t, he brtM'luil out his spirit and l.iy 
down in his Last rest, he and the School have be- 
come indissoluble. 

A Kugby School service is worth attending, if 
only tor the sinking. If anyone thinks th.at a > • ;i- 
gregatioii of boys cannot make a very difleretit 
noise fr<>ni bears in a wix>d, he should l>e ,-it Kugby 
at the four oclock service. If the bovs play 
cnclsct as well as they sing ilie ps.alms for the day, 
they .are sulk likely to be heard ot at Lord's as 
they wen in Tom Brown's time. The psalms 
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sung were for tlu- i^ih evening of the month, snd 

the first ps.ilrn w as t lie grand odf; (cxxxv.) in wbicb 
every vi rsr ct^fls : " For his mtny oidureth for tvtr." 
It is a Uric ut" battle ami wuinicrs. of stars and seas, 
of kings and armies, ami it s< <-n«.xl lu 'iuit the genius 
of k(lj»bv s Rb, as thi- Naf.' >nal Anthem itself.

Altogether the manl\- . iitpoann^; of feeling in the 
s< rva e was refri sh;n>.;, and ma le one hope that 
that these boys might never gnnv up to be lisping, 
compromising, frigid adherents of a formal religion 
such as we sometimes see in places of worship, 
holding the b<K)k of jiraise open Ufore them, but 
apparently afraid to sing lest the> shoiihi be sus- 
p«ded of earnestness.

Me was 
a Balliol Scholar, a Hertford Scholar, a 
( laisford Prizeman, an Eldon Law Scho- 
lar, and a Fellow of Hertford, and now 
he has passed through one of the most 
admirable of all political schools, with at 
least equal distinction, only, alas ! to 
become a Commissioner of Inland Reve- 
nue. It is a pity that there are no such 
institutions as political fellowships.which 
might enable such a man as this to enter 
on a Parliamentary career, and so raise 
the standard of statesmanship in the 
House of Commons."

The mend)crs' excursion this year, 
which came off on the 8th, was to Nun> 
eaton and Mancetter^ — over country more 
or less traversed by the geological section 
in former years. " More or less," because 
we believe travelling by water (along the 
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canal, within an empty barge, specially 
chartered, with a couple of donkeys to 

pull) to be a method of locomotion unpre- 
cedented in the Society's annals. We 
started with lovely weather and a fair 
prospect, hut without the President, and 
arrived at Nuneaton shortly before one 
o'clock. The canal, which we struck 
soon after leavitif; the town, winds at the 
foot of the quarries along the range of 
hills between the two towns. Our atten- 
tion was fulW occupied — if not by the

Al>ove the pit, 
from {ground covered with foxgloves and 
mulleins, one gets a very fine view of open 
country, nor was the effect less grand 
when a terrific thunderstorm passed across 
it, leaving most of us wet through. The 
next thing %* as, therefore, to t^i t home 
without catching cold or anything worse. 
As several did catch the early train, and 
covered three miles in twenty minutes, it 
must b<- inferred that other legs than their 
own were used. The rest « the party 
visited another quarry, and came home 
by a later train. The thanks of the society 
are especially due to Mr. Gillsou. \s ho 
kipdiy took the burden of the expedition, 
and the arrangement of a very enjoyable 
excursion.

The Rev. Eowaid lossra Ross, died July 
3rd, 1883 : enterad Kiigby Sk;hool 1833. kit 
about 1837: raOor of IVeybridge. Surrey, and 
Homcaiy CaooB of Winchester ; aataaofvery 
loveable cfaaisAcr lad snigularly wide and deep 
pemnal influence. The conitaat intenrnption 
of his work at achool by ilhien. made it im- 
l^ossible for him to gain distiDdion there, either 
in IxKtks or games, though he had always the 
dt*tH«t interest in literature, and a strong love 
of darinR adventure. An intimate friend writes 
about hiin as follows : " The intellectual gifts 
which made him a thenlogL^n were almost for- 
gottcfn in the beauty and nnblencss <>f the char- 
.TCtcr and the charm uf the j>ers<in:il bearing. 
Never uere s\mp,itl;ns s<. quick and true and 
pure as in-. . eiju.ilU n .nlv to share juy .ind

IVhen OKilby. thccosmographer to King Charles 
the Second, published, in 1674, the first edition of 
bis •' Brittannia, being a description of the princi- 
pal roads throughout the kingdom, illustrated >Mth 
maps on a scale of a mile to au inch, wc find both 
Dunchurch and Rugby mentioned, though on par- 
allel lines of roads : the one on the great highway 
L>t tvvtcr: Lominn and Coventry, the other on the 
iii^h'.v.iy Ixitv^een ("arnbndge and Cos'entry. Be- 
tv.rcu the two placus., however. Dunchurch and 
Kugb\'. a distance ot three mdes. there api^)ears to 
have been but a beaten track. Of this I find the 
first notice, that has come to my knowledge, in 
papers relating to the gunpowder plot, allusion to 
which was made in the Calendar of State f'apers. 
Domestic series, 1603. Following up the infor- 
mation thus obtained. I w;is enabled, some twenty 
years ago, through the courtf .sy of the then Master 
of the Rolls, the late !-ord Komilly. to obtain a note 
of mtrodudtion to the tlieii Official Keeper of the 
Slate F^aper Office in l etter Lane. London, giving 
me lititrtv to transcribe, fi ir literarv jjurjioses, (rorn 
such ilocurix nis as I might require, At my n'quest 
1 had .ill tile original documents relating to the 
j{un{x)W(ler plot set before me for perusal, and for 
the I ran script inn of such as I might desire. 

From these I copied the examination of one 
[(ennette Lceson, taken at Daventry on the 7th 
day of November. 1605. before Sir Easeby Andrew, 
Knight, and Thomas Bumaby, Esq., as follows : — 
" Tlie examination of Bennette Leeson. of Ledgers 
Alhby — Hennctie Lceson, of Ledgers Ashby, saith 
that on Tuesday night, being the fifth of November, 
there came one unto his forge on horseback enquiring 
the wa> to Dunchurch. oflehng tocontente htm well 
if he would diredt him thither, wbereupoD he went 
and rode before him. and presently then followed 
him some twelve horsemen more, amoagst whom 
was Mr. Robert Catesby. all which (as he supposelh) 
CMBe from the house of Lady Ann Catesby. So 
he conduced them to Dunchurch. where they 
aUgfatad at the sigtu of the Lion, at one Morrisen's 
home, and this examioator walked their horses 
•ome qnarter of an honra and for bis paines he had 
U abilliiigs. And then Thomas Bates. Mr. Catesby 
his man. caoie 10 him and entreated bim to dirut 
kim tkt wn to Bugfy, which pmeatly be did. and 
h« had for bis Mines tweive-penoe. At which 
plaoe, as soon as be came. A* wut wM siw mm el 
h* BtjXtf* Aniif el Ru^, who were xtrt well 
raonnleaand came praseatly away with Twmias 
Bates and this esaminator to Dnaehocch, where 
they found Ur. itobert Catesl>y and the rest of the 
companie, nil which, within a qnarter of an hour 
after their coming, rade Covantiie waj." 

Who the nine «rere that were met with at the 
Bailifi's house at Kugby. I have no nteans of a<cer- 
taioine. but I have reason to sup}x>.>>e. with much 
probability, that the Bailiff's house was 00 the site 
of the present School house at Rugbv. 

The road between Rugby and Dunchurch 
appears to have been in requisition for the march- 
ing of troops early in the Civil War iii the seven- 
teenth century. One Nicholas Wharton, a subal- 
tern or scrgejint in the Parliamentary forces, thus 
alludes to it in a series of letters written by him. 
for, beiaR stationed at Sprattoo. Nortbampton- 



shin. on the 29th September, 1643. his mimenl 
marched from thence to Rugby, where, says DS. wo 
had good quarters " And again he says. "Tuesday 
morning (20 September) Our regiment marched 

(from Rugby) two miles unto Dunsmorc Heath, 
where the Lord General (the Harl of Elsscx) and 
his regiment met us. as also tlie Lord of Stam- 
ford, Colonel Choluiley. and Colonel Hampnicn. 

I with many troops of horse, .and eighteen field- 

j pieces, where we kept our rendezvous until even." 
It is not difficult to fix on the ground where this 
meeting to<jk place. It must have been where the 
ro;id from Kugby to L)unch-arLh joins the ro.id 
from HilInioiti>ii to Dunchurch, near the plantations 
of Bilton Grange, and. as the uDie-pOit SbOWS. jnst 
two uiiU-s from Kugby. 

In one of the Nesvs Letters published in the 
Civil war. entitled • S|>ecial Passages, Ac." from 
Tuesday, the 14th of March, to Tuesday, the 21st 
of .March. 1643 : in .a P.aiis.age from Coventry, 

\ " Lord Newport is taken and brought hither by 
some of the townsmen of Bugby (Kugby), as he 

' was passing to the King, and tlius was the manner. 
Cavaliers (for so here they are called, though the 
name Caterpillars were farre more fit.) came to 
plunder Bugby (Kugby). and to<.ik 30 horse, which 
occasioned the town and the Country round to 
persue them; gilt made his Lordship flie, whitest 
none pursued him, and so they took him as one of 

th.it (i.'irtie." 

Tins passage is but vague, but as the King was 
at Oxford, the direil road thither from Rugby was 
through Dunchurch, and we may presume that 
was the route taken by Lord Newport. It does 
not appear that Lord Newport was nspt a prisoner 
loiiu' at Coventry. Early in 1644 we find him 
i< iMng the King at Oxford, and going over to the 
Parliamentarian party. 

Such are the few historic incidents I find re- 
corded of this road. There wen, io the civil wars 
of the seventeenth centur>. donbtlese more, but 
the memorials of such are lost. 

Between sixty-five and seventy years ago, on 
starting from the westernmost point of School 
Street, Rugby, southwards, were to be found, 
on the left of the road to Dunchurch, and 
close to the town, a number of farm and barn-like 
buildings, partly thatched, partly tiled, which for 
aome yean did duty as schod rooms, whilst the 
old schools were bMag ptiUed down, rad the new 
were in the ooorse of const ruAioo. These are 
delineated in the faithful view of the old school 
boiMings drawn by Mr. Edward Pketty in 1809. 
and afterwards engraved in aqnatinta and pnb- 
Usbed by hbn. As the then Drawug Blaster of 
Rugby Scboo], he preserved, by his peocUliogs, 
many memorials of t be M school, and bis name is 
one which ought not to net ia oMivioB. At the 
aonthem extremity of these buDdlngs a stragf{ling 
hedge and irregular rail-fence, with a ditch in fraot, 
formed the western boundary of the then Close, 
and extended to the old bath, the site of which 
was some dozen yards or perhaps more north of 
the present hath, and, like that, abutting on the 
road. 

The western side of the Dunchurch road. op|K)stte 
the Close, presented a far difterent appearance to 
whatsit now exhibits Nm a single house of the 
present row with the neat, well kept, and pleasing 
pi'its o( gard<--n ^;n>uiid 111 Iri mt. li.id I t-en built, but 
the ianil formerly, and in my own remembrance, a 

com field, wasnow oonverted into garden groond. 
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and many members of the School occupied small 
plots, four or five yards square, which they culti- 
vated from Easter to the Midsummer holidays, 
raising certain esculents, as radishes and mustard 
and cress. Floriculture was also carried on to 
aome extent. The rental of the small plots of 
land was about 5 - cich, for the season, .ilKiut 
three months. From thes<! (jardcns were collciflcd 
those boufjoets or nosep.'ws, which, at one time, it 
was CHsiomarv in the st-asmi. before third lesson 
in an aftenioon, to lav oti the desks of certain of 
the masters just before lcs*<ii coinmence<1. atfemi>ts 
to in.'ike llu' Irss.in puss i itf [ile.as.intly. I'nhcedrd. 
and swept ,isi If b\ this <ir that master, one or two 
seeiiie. I to .icrepi then) as a quasi peace offenng. 
and ninm .1 fiiitiM- Klatice was diretieiJ towards 
the ni.istiT as he .cs^ended his desk If lie timk up 
wh.Ti li.T I li<fi ii ])l.n-i-d l>efore hitn and a lienignant 
sniile illniiiin.iled his 1 ■ loiitcnance. a f.ivonrable 
omen w.i-- iinp:iri<- 1 ; if otherwise, the lesson went 
on as nsnal with the average nnmber of puniili* 
inents ari<1 ch.'iii;;es of places. 

I'.issiriL; .ilmi;; the ro.i.l leaviny the School Hath, 
of firenl cai'alnlities. the result of jirivate mnnifi- 
ceiice. and the School ( A mnasinin. on the h^ft we 
artiv<-, .Ml the same side of the road, with that 
t nil,;.- I if tiiiil(hi!^> l onsiruttt d I'f stone atid taste- 
liilU d!M(;iir-d. winch comprise the Koman Catholic 
school> and ceineterv front, with the tower and 
spile of tile Uoninn <!atholic church, f<irm- 
111'^, thoin;h open in some few details to 
criticism, a pleasin,' object, Atthesouthern extre- 
mity of thesi' biiildin,4s we descend the hill to the 
brook, now l)rid;;eil over all across the road. but. 
within my recollection it was not so, as formerly 
the hill w.is much steejx^r. and the brook was 
uobridiie 1. save bya plank for foot jiassenners on the 
western si le of the stream. A little beyond this, 
and close to the footoath. years ago, might be 
decerned the upraised turf over the grave of a 
suicide, a |>oor K<rl. who, upwards of one hundred 
years ago. poison^ herself with arsenic, and a 
Coroner's jury bavinK brooght in a verdict of fdo it 
u. and, there being no cross road in the parisii. waa 
buried near to where the brook croesed the road at 
right an){!es. 

.\scencling the hill, on the summit we arrive at 
the boundary of Hilton parish. Here cn the 
right is a ilrift road, passing by Ovcrsladc 
to Billon. Un the left we pass by a bridle 
road, through fields, the first five of which 
are in the parish of Rugby, and the bridle 
rn.t 1 IS in a straight line : in the riith field, througb 
which the road ^les obliqiady, we enter the parish 
of liilton. On ihe table land, over these nelda, 
before the Ro^by enclosure took [dace in 1774, the 
Kngby Races were run, and the second field from 
the mad tttll retain* the name of " Starting Post 
Close." 

When these races originated I know not ; I can 
only trace them back to 1731. On Thursday. 

July x^th, 1724. a woman was kMed by one of tbe 
oraea at Rugby Races. Notice of this b taken in 
the disbnrsement of Richard Duller. Constable of 
Rugby for that year :—" July 23. Gave ye men yt 
brouj^bt Widd. Mabbs when dead from the horse 
race m alle (p as. fid." " 24. Paid horse-hire and 
expenses to Warwick for ye crooner and pd. for 2 
warrant} to summon ye jury." In the advertise- 
ment of the Kugby Races for 1756 is the following 
item : — " There will be an ordtnar)- each day for 
gentlemsn and ladies, and bail at night." Both 



ordinary and ball took place at " The Bear and 

Kagged Staff. " a noted Inn in Rugby, now occupied 
by Mr. I-iwrencc, ricH>kseller to Rugby School. 
M.id.am d'.Arblay. in her Diary, sub anno 1779. ob- 
serves, in allusion to the l<ii^;by Races This 
puts me in mind of a poor jjirl. a Miss Peachy (a 
real, and ui tl.e end a inelancholv storv). She was 
a fine younj^ woman, but thinking herself tiKi ruddy 
and blowzy, it w.is her custom to bleeil herself lan 
art she had learned on purjvrsei. three or f<iur 
times against the Kugby Races 111 order to appear 
more dainty and ladylike at the halls. A-c I'oor 
thing ! she lost her aim. for wdicn slie c.iiiie she 
looked like a ghost, and soon became one — her 
arm bled in the nigbt, and in the moraiag abe was 
past recovery," 

Returning to and continuing on the main road 
to Dunchurch. we advance on the level for some 
short distance, and then descend to a second brc«>k 
and. ascending to the opposite side, we ,-igain come 
to a level on which the road continues all the way 
to Dunchurch though not in a straight line. 

At the second mile-stone from Kunb\ the road 
debouches into what was formerly tlie turnpike 
road from Northatnpton to Dunchurch, near to 
what was formerly an old Inn, known by the sigr. 
of ■' The Cock Robin " The btiildini^s remain but 
the Inn exists no longer. It was in and about this 
spot that early in the civil wars i f tiie st ve-iiteeiith 
century, the rendezvous of the army of the Earl of 
Essex took place, as previously noticed. From 
hence, passing on the left one of the lodges of 
Bilton Grange, which mansion is. perhaps, not 
more than a quarter of a mile from the roail we 
proceed to Dunchurch, hardly a tmle list 1:1; 

Previous to the railway between L 11. ion and 
Birmingham being opened, now mtrh htty years 
ago. Dunchurch. beint; on the London and Holy- 
head road, was a yieut thorouslifare. no less than 
forty coaches passed through it daily, and each of 
the two princi])«l Inns, the Dnn Cow and the Uell, 
kept in the season twenty pair of post horses for 
gentlemen s carriages ; ihetse. exclusive of the 
relays of coach horses. Of a Sund.iy evening in 
the summer, within a few weeks of the holidays, the 
rand from Rugby to Dunchurch was tbnmgad witb 
memlwrs of the School taking this walk, in antici> 
pation of their drive 10 Ai/er iomtm. 

And, now, I may rdate an incident.— it is a true 
story, but faAs are stranger than fidkn.— which 
took place on and beyond this Foad. snme seventy 
years, it may be mote. I cannot neak to a year, 
aifo. Two jttvenile members of tne School. th« 
eldest of whom had not attained the mature age of 
twelve years, the other in age a year his junior, 
concerted a scheme to run away from school. 
Their proiHiscd place of destination was not home, 
but umdon. One was in isA a tcNina boy. the 
other was perfeAly aware that the parental treat* 
ment he would receive if he went nome. though. 
})erfeAly justifiable, would be to him. anything but 
agreeable Notwithstanding their juvetiility. they 
were boys of spirit, fear-naughts, and desirous <4 
adventure. Their aim was to seethe world, and to 
go to sea. They had no great emulation for L-ilin. 
such learning was in their eyes a mis aken accom- 
plishment. Conferring together as to the modus 
Qf><rjnJi. they had to t.lke into consideration the 
ways and means, the commissnnat necessary for 
their travel, which mi^;ht occupy some days, they 
had but a dim perception un tiiis point, and their 
bivouac at nights, added to which was their pm- 
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cedure on their arrival in London. The latter was 
the first point they had to settle. One had a 
brother in the Rfis al N.iw and deamcd it likely he 
might be in some .ship in the river Thames, this 
they would have to ascertain The other fancied 
he had a cousin in L/>ndon. he didn't know where, 
but there would be no difficulty in makiti t; hiin (>ut 
With thcst? brilliant prosjx^s in view, thcru wh.s 
rc is^'ii f'T fiirtht^r discussion im this point .-Vs 
tosva>sand means, they mustered betueen them 
one shilling. thi» was, must judiciou&lv as ihcv 
thought, laid out in gingerbread, which was to ia.st 
ihcm during their journey, and. with regard to 
their bivouac at nights, they arranged to nleep in 
coDifLiri.tM.- hxikmt; barns. .Ml these matters 
being settled to their entire salisfattion. they pro- 
ceeded to put their scheme intu ( vi-\;iit;L)n Pre- 
vious ho\wv<-r to (heir >leparmre. one of them 
\ii I :ie 1 I his si. liool-fcllow. a pe^; lop as a 
ket psiike assuntiL; lain he should never sae lum 
again I'e^ tups, iii irMi s and hoops tigUPKl M 
that time .iinangst til'- s]>orts of the SchiM>l 

The adventurers contrive*! to get away l>f;twe<rn 
lessons, so that their absence was not immtsliately 
noticed Huoyant in spirit, as birds of freeiloni, 
tbcir pace onwards towanls Dunchurcli was quick 
and elastic; on their arrival at Danchurch they had 
no occaaion to inquire for the London road, as they 
had bat tofottow the coaches which passed through 
the village every half-buur Going by an old and 
■ooiewhat odd-looking house, one end of which 
abutted on the London road, tbey were not in the 
alightest degree awaie of ita Uatoric fame, which 
at that time was not known even to the oldest 
inhabitant. The upper story of this overlapj)ed 
the lower, and it was the rendezvous of those who 
attended, as it was generally called, " the old bloody 
btinting match of Duncliurch." in other words, 
wbere the meeting was held of Catesby and others, 
projedora of the Gunpowder Plot, on the 5th of 
November. 1C05. 

Prooeeding on the London road, their run from 
Rngbf baviog given them an appetite, they com- 
nenced ntitnatUM tbs giagerbrnd t^y bad bron^t 
with ihem, and wit etitMd • oonaidenbto <limu< 
ntimi im Uw comninafint sappliea. At tbe «a4 of 
• live niieB' walk they Icaaeaed thair apead. end 
tbeir nether Umha began to tiie. On Kacbing the 
towna^nd of WUoufbby. tb«w lookad up wjatinlly 
at thefbar croaiea. and feh that a niig of snaU 
beer would not ha^-« proved ttnaooefMaSle. bat tbe 
rts itngutUi domi, in other words, bBpeeoaioaity, for- 
bade the fulfilment of such dedre. 

They had heard of the adventures of one Robin- 
son Crusoe, and had probably read of them, bnt of 
the more wondrous adventures of Captain I.«mncl 
Gulliver they had no comprehension, much less 
were they aware that at this little Inn, the Editor 
of those travels used to resort occasionailv in his 
perignnaiions between Dublin and London, and 
that here he indited on a pane of glass thos*' sar- 
castic remarks 1 'ii the landlady, which are still pre- 
scrve<l with:ii a few yards of the Kugby School 
Gates 

Trudging onwards for .-inother two miles they 
reached Hrauiistoii some ei^;hl miles from Kngtiy, 
Here. somewhat weaiieil with their walk, they came 
to two roads, and. whilst pondering uhah |o take, 
they met a commercial traveller in a gig coining 
from Daventrv low.'irils Diinchurch . of him tlie\ 
ventured to ask which was the road to London. 
He, ha\tag bis snsplcioBB rauaad. rqiUad You look 



like run-away school boys " " Oh. no we're not." 
said they. On this he direded them to the London 
road, and for a while paused and looked back after 
them. On their getting out of sight, he con- 
tinuod slowly on his journey It w.as not Icmg be- 
fore he met a man on horseback, who inquired of 
hini whether he h.nl met with two young gentlemen 
who had run .away from School " Yes replied the 
traveller, ' t'tir'. are on the roaiJ lUSt liefnrc 1 a; , 1 11 
gobackwiUi >uu, and we shall sii>.n overtake t.herii." 
fie then turned Ins horst!, and within half a mile 
they came up to tl.eiu.w lu). on iKiing sumuiolied. sur- 
rendered at discretion, tCHi tired to nin away, and too 
feeble to resist One was then accommodate<l with 
a seat in the gig, the other was hoisted on horse- 
back behind tlie man s<rnt in pursuit. On their 
return to l<ut;l)> they receivcnl what they ex|ieited. 
Not louk; after boih left School and entered the 
Royal Nav\ , both were lira\e, if ij.ii Mry distin- 
guished olhcers. but th<^ opportunites of so becom- 
ing were few : both ro.se to the rank of ("umniander, 
but neither are now, alas, amongst the living Old 
Hngbeians.

This is • mete eicuse, and. if 
I may say so, a my lame one too. Granted that 
accounts of the School's athletic doings are sent. I 
cannot believe— and I think every O.R. will agree 
with mo— that Rugby School bas so sunk into ia> 
significanoe. so entirely lapsed out of mind, that 
Its doings are not worth publishing. But this 
«eltaialy would api:>ear so. since \hc Field can find 
apace ror such Schools us Uppingham, Chelten- 
ham, Clifton, Wellington, l^ancing, lirighton. and 
so on aJ infimitmm. Now, Sir. I have nothing to 
say against these Schools, but I need hardly state 
that they are one and all new-born institutions, 
without the ancient prestige an<l time honoured 
glories of more than y ■<> yi .ars. jxissessi'd 1>\ Ku>;l>v.

I heard the Captain of the SchtKil XI. roundly 
brought to task by an O R for omitting to advertise 
or in any way give public in i > of the date of the 
O.R. cricket match. sLitiii^ jiUi;u1n that this should 
ha\ ! ht cr. lone, and that :t w.is a iUike th.it so many 
O K s turned up. .a.s no Iroulile had been taken to 
let them know. Therefore, if O R s at home can 
complain of lieing in the dark as to what the School 
is going to do. O K. s al-toa l have )ust as much 
right lo complain at being kept in ignorance of 
wh.tt the School h.as Ixt n doing In oKi days — 
and not so very long ago either — all athletic 
nvords were religiously sent, even 2nd and 3rd 
Mii!vens of the H. cricket inatcti. b\xl~t(mfora 
mutunlut etc — these reconls have dwindleti from 
small by decrees and be.TUtlfully less, to absolutely 
nii. No. not jhu !u!r!\ nit, an account of the m.atch 
with the l-'ree l-oiesters um sent to the Field the 
other day, but it is the one solitary record of 
Rugh\ Cricket this season, and I suppose, in the 
pre^< lit sl.ite < if atTairs. it would he presumptuous 
to exjiect any more matches to be noticed, except 
the two at Lords . which, by the way. are noticed 
by the l-teld reporter hirnseif, and will not be due 
to the zeal of the SchiKil authorities. 

Now to the second part of the note. I am — as 
IS every O.R. — perfectly well aware of the existi-nce 
of a School periodical. " Then why this outcry, 
when you and those whose cause you advocate 
can get it?" you will at once sav. Quite true I but 
there are reasons Rightly or wrongly, -nearly 
everything in this world is' iqgulated fay money. 
This is what you were good eiKmgb to taiply, in 
your leader in the last issue, some few years 
caused such a failure in the O.R match, at least, m 
Ibis instance it wasiMa/ff/atrao'. Equally so, I beg 
tostate, is this the caueeoftbeilfrr^or not being more 
universally taken in by O.R.'s. It is an honour to be 
an O. R.. but it is not a lucrative one ia apecn ni a r y 
point of view : and thoogh there are many O.R.'s 
who axe rich, by lar the greater majority are not so, 
and more especially thow in foreign parts. These 
last, in nearly every case, have ample aco e ni to 
regimental messes, dubs and reading rooms, to 
which tbcyhave to pay sttbscriptions, and where 
they can see nearly all tbe principal papers that 
are published. Tberefbre, having other nigeot and 
necessitoas daiaw oa their finaBoes. th^ cannot 
afford to take in (he Jl#«lrer to the aaerifiee of other 
comforts, or may be necessaries. So as old boys 
from other great schools are supplied with ample 
records in tbe pages of tbe Field of the doinpof 
their renpe^iive schools, O.R.'s naturally gmmble 
at Rugby news being denied them in toto. It is 
the dutv o| the heads of the various institutions to 
s(M' to this, and It IS onl\ from apathy it is not 
done and d thev only had an ouni c offs/rj/i/r ror/s 
amoim thrm .ill. it wouM li.- di^iie at once, and we 
shouid li.i\e no more complaint.s It refletls the 
greatest credit on the t) K s lor coming down in 
su h numbers this last time, and it shews that they 
shew that i-s/nr de lotfi to their ol<l sidiool notwith- 
Standing the little encoui aijeiiieiit they get, 

I have alreaih tresji,issed too long on sour space, 
and I hope that this sicond ajipeal may be more 
successful ill proiiuciiig something about Lricket 
liesides the I'ree l ofeslirs something about 
the football this i n<in.ii^ wu;it r something alK>ut 
the steeplechases and runs, racquets, sports of the 
followiiig Easier term, and ia fa& a mora healthy 
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pbaM of atbdn snch as will gladden tbe keartt of 
aU O.R.'i whoever they may be in thii wide wortd.

FLOREAT RUGBEIA. 



Tn the Editor of thr Meteor 
Dear Sih.— It was with consi.lt-r^iljU- pleasiitc 
that I saw, in your last number :in ,T.t;ick mailo 
by our friend '* Poet " on that ohtioxiou;; custom 
of swaRgering up and down Hii,'h Strc<!t, which 
has come into vngtie so much uf late No douijt 
that estimable strwt ii. uf ,i most imposing as^ntt. 
and cannot but insjiirc tin- casu.ii wavfurer with a 
feeling of conscious jirnlc. .-ts l..' pui sut-s the even 
tenor of his w.-iy .ilont; it. Hut one can have too 
much cvi-ii of tfie l>esl of things, and surely this 
thorouKhUrc. in spsle of the beauty of the 
editiccs that line it, must pall rather on the senses 
of the habitual lounger, who spends all bis leisara 
time of the term in pacioK up and dowD H. like a 
policeman on his beat. Now. Sir. in one or two 
Sch<K)ls that I know of, not only is walking more 
than three abreast up and down the chief thorough- 
fare of th( town striftly forbidden, but walking 
there at all. except at acertain fixed time, is against 
the rules. To have such a state of tbiags here is 
the last thing I should wish for, yet, ualeu this 
nnwhole&ome custom is nipped io the bud, lonio. 
thing of the kind will have to be done. And, as 
" I'oet " says, tbe result to the Close is most serious. 
■ It has been a noticeable b£k, this term, that there 
have been leas ends in the e««ni^ than there have 
been for several years past, often not mora tfaao 
one or two standing, and those miserably attended. 
And I an save that Rugby cricket is not in snch a 
flonriabiag state, that any of nscan aflbrd to throw 
away opportanities of praAice. The result of eight 
or more foreign nutcbes, played at present, has 
been one viAory. and that one nothing to boast of: 
and if, aa last year, the majority of this year's 
eleven will have left by next season, the other 
tnembera of the School should prat^lice all the 
more, in onfer to worthily, and. with a<ivantage. 
more than worthily, fill their pL-ice. At the same 
time people should rememl>er that to go on an end 
does not mean that one person should takt a bat. 
and that fifteen other people should stand in a 
dense mass in front of him and sec how fast they can 
bowl at him.

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In one of our late numbers wo notictd 
briefly that Mr. Thomas Hughes' colony 
of New Rugby, in Tennessee, was again in 
a flourishing condition, after a short 
period of obscurity. We would now 
brin^' be fore the notice of our readtjrs 
another colony of a similar description, 
which, though not so peculiarly Rugbeian 
as New Rugby is, nevertheless must be 
of great interest to us, inasmuch as it is 
in the main composed of old public school 
men. thereby sfiowmt,' that this colony 
can boast of far Ijcttcr society than is 
usually the case with those sort of insti- 
tutions. We of course refer to the English 
Colony at Lemars. Iowa, U.S. Many 
men from both Universities and the Public 
Schools have already gone out and settled, 
and some account of their " sayings and 
doings " will, doubtless, both be interest- 
ing to our readers, and at the same time 
be useful to those who are thinking of 
going to America to settle, but yet are in 
doubt as to where to go. The colony 
stretches over Northern Iowa and South- 
western Minnesota, which two States 
adjoin «ne another, and are similar in soil 
and climate. People who emigrate to 
Iowa nuist not think, that in so doing, 
they are leaving civilisation Iwhind them. 
T!)*' fi.ibils iind customs of the inhabit- 
ants arc in the mam similar to those in 
England, and there are none of the hard- 
ships and privations of a frontier life. 
Indians do not exist, and life and pro- 



perty are perfe<Jlly safe, f' tnimunication 
is easy, for there are plenty of roads and 
bridges, and it is hard to get more than 
30 miles from a railroad. Land is cheap, 
costing near railroads, where it is dear- 
est, about 30s. an acre. The country is 
beautiful, well watered, and healthy. 
The soil is very fertile and productive ; 
wheat, maize, barley, clover, potatoes, 
and many fruits can be grown readily. 
Live stock thrive and are cheap to rear. 
Moreover, the land is steadily rising in 
value. The life itself is pleasant and 
enjoyable, and the society is good. They 
have started a club yclept " The Prairie 
Club,"' where often visitors to the colony 
are entertained with nnjsical evenings 
and such-like amusements. Cricket and 
lawn tennis clubs have also been started, 
and are reported to be flourishing, and a 
grand football match is to come off at 
Lemars this season under Rugby Rules. 
All the letters, and there are extracts 
from many, speak highly of the produc. 
tiveness of the soil, and the way in which 
live stock thrive. Pigs seem to be great 
favourites with them, each farmer having 
his hundred or more hogs. Other letters 
are at once amusing and instructive, as 
that of a gentleman who, after describing 

how good his rrnj^s :\rc, arid how dear 
his hogs are, concludes with " \\<- have 
started a cricket club and a new clergyman, 
this month, and both of them are, I am 
glad to s iy, a success." An English Agri- 
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cultural Institution is institult-d, whose 
object is to provide a thoroughly practical 
knowledge of American f.inuing to young 
emigrants, when they tirst come out, 
thereby better enabhng them to start 
;ift< [ wards for tlienisclvt s. Many K Iters 
liavc been received from English gentle- 
men expressing their willingness to take 
pu;iils on their farms, and instruct them 
in agriculture. At present, we believe, 
tlu re ant hut few Old RugbeianS Out in 
the colony, but we trust that many, who 
are now thinking of emigrating, will turn 
their steps thitlu r. To all who intend 
going out to this colony, and are desirous 
of information on the subjed), we strongly 
n corniiir iid Mr. 'I', ("i. M< llersh's I'am'- 
plilct, entitled "The English Colony in 
I i va and Minnesota, U.S., ' which gives 
the intending emigrant much useful infor- 
mation. 



Ai.Tiini (,ii the fact of ■House matches 
Iwing still in so unlinished a slate has 
almost prevented our seeing it, the end of 
our Football season is now ( lose at hand. 
We can now say with toifrahie certainty 
whether this year's Football has been a 
success; anti we fear it must be said that 
it has not. It is true that in our last 
match, against the ( ambridge O.R.'s, wc 
succeeded in avoiding defeat, and that, 
too. when our XV. had lost the services 
of one of its most useful mend>ers ; but 
we must reiiiuniber that in that match 
our opponents were playing in a style to 
which wv are more accustomed, and 
which is not often met with elsewhere. 
It w.is in oiu hrst match against Oxford, 
agaiiuit players whose style was so totally 
different to our own, that the faults of our 
\ V, showfd most prominently. Against 
good passing, dribbling ar.J dropping, 
our fellows were perfectly iiij'l'ss; and 
towarils the end ( \( d, tl.cn- was no 
visible effecl produced by their being in 
better training than their opponents, if 
iiuU t i| they wen- so. In fact, besides th(t 
more obvious deiu u ncies in passing 
and dribbling, it really seems as if want 
of training must be added to the faults of 
our XV. They don t seem to have suf- 
ficient go in them, after playing a c« rtain 
time, to do more than watch the ball 
passing from one to another of the op- 
posite siil( . and wait till some one holds 
It, and it becomes for a moment station- 



ary. The evident reason of this is, that 
bevore a fellow gets his Cap, he has been 

plaving an entirely different game to 
what he <lo< s afterwards. Between the 
Twenty game, as played here io House 
Matches, and the I'ifteen game, as it is 
now played elsewheie, there is almost as 
miuli difference as between Rugby and 
Association Football. It is for House 
Matches that fellows train most, and 
practice together most. In Foreign 
Matches, there is little chance of o^t 
XV. playing together well, when they 
have so few chances of playing to;,'i tin r 
at all ; especially when, to most of thi t:i, 
the game is comparatively new. It m.iy 
be asked why this was not always the 
case, and we shall not have to go far for 
an answer. 

Since the introduction of fifteen aside 
we have stood still, while others have 
every year been making the game more 
scientific. Football used to be a game 
in which, even with fifteen aside, a good 
scrummage was an important part, and 
individual, we might call it selHsh, play 
was allowed ; for anyone to pass the ball 
to another when it was possible for him- 
self to get a yard further, was unthought 
of. .Xnd such is still very iinirh our style 
of play. There is far too much tendency, 
if not to stick to the ball, to let it go as 
little distance off as possibh*. In pass- 
ing, if anyone does pass, it is seldo 11 sent 
to some one in the middle, generally there 
is no one in the middle to send it to ; the 
same is seen in throwing the ball from 
touch. In Higsides tin r*- is some iiii- 
provcnieul seen, but in Foreign Matches 
the XV. seem to go back to their okl 
style. To prcxlnce a really good XV., 
with sufficient mf^rit de corps to play- 
absolutely unselfishly, wc ought to have 
more Foreign Matches to pra(5lice in, 
culminaling in one which should answer 
to the Marlboiough match at cricket. 
This would give fellows something really 
to play for, and would for once make 
School ft ( ling prcdonnnate over house feel- 
ing, as it always should. It would be no 
harder in football than in shooting, for 

tin; teams to take it by turns to lie the 
visitors, wliile liie fact of one side alw ays 
being the guests of the other, would 
ensure good feeling on both sides. There 
is a whole year to consider the qnestton ; 
it is open to objections, init not insuper- 
able ones. Anyhow, if it is still too soon 
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for such an Improvement to be adopted, at 
least let everyone learn from the begin- 
ning, th« game he will have to play in 
the end ; and in the htture, let fellows, 
when playing for their House, be praAis- 
ing to play for their S( hool.

AssocUTESof the Natural History Society 
who know the Arnold Museum only as 
an evacuated library, in which, it is 
possible, on wst days to indulge in var- 
ious forms of exercises, where the windows 
have not been cleaned within the mem- 
ory of man, and where the few effefte of 
the Society are btconiing " small by de- 
uces and beautifully less," will be not a 
little surprised to find their recreation 
ground blocked with cabinets and models, 
and other inipcdinif nts, while all the 
available space on the walls is occupied 
with charts and diagrams of every da- 
cription. If the Society's meetings savour 
too much of churches and bells, certainly 
the Museum, itself, makes amends for the 
fad) by throwing all archseology well into 
the background. Almost every conceiv- 
able form of life is now to be scanned on 
the walls by the ardent Associate, from 
the polyp to " the greater ape " himself, 
who towers above the fireplace trium- 
phantly, and admires his own heart- 
action and skull conspicuously placed 
opposite. Then the botanical section is 
showing its vitality by growing ferns of 
interest under a large glass case in the 
centre of the Museum, and the " Bug- 
gists " proper, it is believed, will next 
term follow the example by breeding all 
kinds of monsters in another part of the 
room. 

But let us not deceive ourselves. There 

is always a fear lest the Society should 
become a mere play-ground for the amuse- 
ment of Science People and Antiquar- 
ians, whereas it was meant originally for 
neither. And though, of course, people 
are oply to glad to " get them on " at the 
meetings, yet we venture to remark that 
a minimum of good is being done by the 
Society, when its meetings arc monop- 
olized by these entirely. There is, however, 
time for both these and other things be- 
sides—and In' those- other tilings we 
mean, not abstruse book-learnt diatribes, 
so much as at'lual observations on diftr* 
ent topics in Natural History. The sooner 
Associates wake up to their position in 



this res^e(5t the better for themselves, and 
the Soaety too.

DEBATING SOCIICTY. 

_On Saturday, Ofi. 2Slh. the Society 
discussed the following motion: " That 
some alteration in the working>hours of 
tradesmen is desirable." 

Proposed by Mr. Wootten. 

Seconded i)y Mr. Townend. 

Opposed by Mr. Le Mesurier. 

Seconded by Mr. Grejf. 

Mr. WonxTRN snid that the question 
belore the House was one of great import- 
ance ; for the number of the shopkeeping 
class was enormous. Already a half- 
holiday once a week had been gained ; 
and last session a bill had been intro- 
duced into Parliament, to ameliorate the 
condition of tradestnen, but had been with- 
drawn. He would suggest two rt nii dies: 
(1) a siesta at mid-day. (as on the Con* 
tinent), (a) the hours of work should be 
shortened. Work often did not cease till 
twelve p.m. ; shops, then, should be closed 
at six in the winter, at seven in the sum- 
mer. 

Mr. Le Mesurier denied that siestas 
were usual on the Continent : he did not 
think that shop-keepers were overworked ; 
they had two or three hours a day for 
meals, and were continually to be seen 
in the pursuit of amusements. At six 
o'clock, the time suggested by the pro- 
poser, workmen would want to buy 
articles of food; therefore the present 
system should not be modified. 

Mr. Townend aflirtnetl that fac^orj' 
hands were only obliged to work for ten 
hours ; could not the same rule be applied 
to shops, and could not the workmen's 
wives do their work in the day-time. 

Mr. Greg stated that Government had 
intervened enough. He deined tliat the 
satne rule could apply to fat tory-liands 
and shopkeepers. 

Mr. Lawrence said tbat on Saturday 
night alone bad the working-men's wives 
any money, so that shopsshould be kept 
open then. 



Mr. SvKBS urgied that the constitutions 
of the shopkeepers were excellent ; they 
had, in {a6i, no reason to complain, for 
they could close when they pleased. 

Mr. Miller refnarked that competitiou 
prevented smaller tradesmen from closing 
early. The great arL,'iinK-nt for the motion 
was that the working-classes should have 
time to improve their minds* for all were 
agreed that the lower oiders were in need 
of sound education. The position of 
shopkeepers was disagreeable, for they 
were pent up in a close atmosphere all 
day, and closed their shops late at night. 
Surely the frugal wife of the workman 
might buy her morning herring earlier in 
the day. The aim of the Government 
was to make the British workman an 
educated person, since he was such an im- 
portant (adlor in the political constitution. 

Mr. Srr.Ei. io.k.) observed that the 
question was between convenience and 
moral and physical advantage. No doubt 
tradesmen were under great di>,ii]van- 
tages; but he would prefer that tlx ( h inge 
should come from outside, and not from 
the Government, if possible. Small 
tradesmen could not close early like 
large dealers. Many ])ersons shoj) to an 
inordinate extent, and are therefore to 
blame. This touchers upon the question 
of Sunday posts; in India they have 
relays for them ; why not in England 
also ? In conclusion he deprecated the 
argument of the oj>pnsiiion that there 
was no need of legislation. 

Mr. Jessel wished for the interference 
of parliament: all would like Sunday 
telegrams and extra dehveries of letters; 
but then this would entail so many letters 
in reply. 

TheOpPOSER, in reply, said that Sun> 
days and Bank-holidays vs'ere sutlicient ; 
education was now compulsory, and so 
shopkeepers were educated before they 
took up their trade. 

The Proposer emphatically declared 
that some change was necessary.

At the meeting held on Saturday, Nov. 
I ith, it wasmov^ "That the short service 
system does not work well in the English 

army." 
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Mr. GriffitH'Boscawen said that long 
service involved 21 years, short service 

12 years in the army. Thus cvt rv man 
would leave the army at 25 years of age, 
unless they went in the reserves. But 
surely the best of a man's life begins 
after 30. It may be argued that the late 
glorious war proves the success of the 
system. But the brunt of that war fell 
on the marines — ^long service men. We 
were sacrificing our army to the (lesir<' of 
seeing reserves on paper. Ami even these 
reserves were not keeping up the stand- 
ard they began with. \Ve were filled 
with Kgypt at present, but had we forgot- 
ten Zululand and the Transvaal. Mr. 
Boscawen concluded by hoping we should 
revert to the old system. 

Mr. \'AroMAN deprecated the idea that 
the marines had doneeverything in Egypt. 
Officers disliked the system, naturally, 
?>ecause there was a more constant train- 
ing of recruits. The real gain in the 
new rules was that the army was no 
longer unpopular, the gain in economy 
was that the pensions were no longer so 
numerous ; ajjain. soldiers kept together 
for 21 years become too peculiar a class, 
and lose the touch with the nation. 

Mr. Evans said that all parties deplored 
the idea that our ranks were fdlcd by 
none liut tioys. But our army is not 
a cadet school. Our difficulty is that 
men will not recruit after 20, and we 
have no power to force them, so we have 
to take boys, and have no time to train 
them; they have neither confidence nor 
knowledge; before they arc trained, they 

Join the reserve. Thus we ruin our first 
ine to form a second. 

Mr. WooTTKN remarked that tlie short 
service system was a compromise be- 
between loag service and tnilttia.. 
It was exadUy what every country in 
Europe had adopted ; to attack it in 
En<4laii(I was to attack all the Continent. 

Mr. Priestman reminded the House 
that the army unsettled men, and they 
were not likely to make good tradesmen, 
when they joined the reserves. 

Mr. Vaughan remarked that men were 
more unsettled, the longer they remained 
in the army. He gave statistics to show 
that the backbone of the army was not 
being weakened. 

The Propobbr appealed to the Crimean 
war to show the value of the long service 
system.

On Nov. a^th the society met to dis- 
cuss the motion That the views of the 

Anti-Opium Society are erroneous, and 
subject our Indian Government to unjust 
reproach.** 

Mr. KvANS argued that the real ques- 
tion was " Is opium smoking an evd }" 
He was prepared to prove it was 
' not. Eveiy nation must have its stim> 
ulant. We had alcohol: the Chinese 
had opium. If we did away with the 
last, we should have the horrors of our 
own drunken classes imported Into China. 
Therefore it is better to have the lesser 
of two evils. In the Straits Settlements 
about one seventh of the exports from 
India were consumed ; yet the Chinese 
in these Settlements w'ere robust and 
hearty. 

Mr. BoscAWBN answered that by the 
use of opium many lives yearly were 

j sacrificed, all lives were detnoialised. It 
was chiefly prepared in India. Was it 
fair that in England, where we justly 
abhor drunkenness, we sliould encourage 
the spread of opium in China ? If we 
took care of ourselves, we should take 
care of others. 

Mr. Priestman seconded the motion. 
The evils of opium did not e.xceed the 
evils caused by stimulants in England. 
It was possible to use it in moderation. 

' The- abolition of the opium trade would 
seriously liiniinish our Irulian revenues, 
and would check many salutary reforms. 
Ami after all we should not check the 
evil, for the Chinese would only grow 
more. 

Mr. NiSBBTt repljring to Mr. Evans, 
argued that if a million Chinese were 

content with a seventh of our exports, 
seven millions could easily be upset by 
the whole total. The forcing of bad 
brandy on us by China would seem un- 
fair to us. The evil influence of the 
growth of such a weed must spread to 
India. And there was no principle on 
which to defend forcing the Chinese to 
accept our opium. 

Mr. Sayle remarked that the impor- 
tation of opium into China would be 
largely increased by our stopping' the 
exportation from India. W hy should we 
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do in Intlia what we do not do in 
England ? After all, the Indian Govern- 
ment only kt pt the salt- of opium in their 
own hands : they thd the busuiess in the 
most healthy way. The ministers of the 
Chinese imposed the taxes on the opium 
growers at home, at the same moment as 
• noiiiiced our opium as mischievous 
to the morals of the countcy. 

Mr. Sayle moved an amendment which 
was not Sfcoiuird. 

After a few remarks from the President, 

Mr. BoscAWBN, in reply, asked whether 
we were to sacrifice our principles to our 
trade, and whether we were to grow 
opium because it gave enjoyment to 
native Indians ? 

Mr. Evans denietl that India was the 
cause of opium being sold in China 
originally. All natives did want a stim- 
ulant, in spite of what had been said.

The President, in addressing the 
Society, recommended strongly all study 
of Natural History. He compared the 
chanci' that a Naturalist had now-a-days 
to what he had formerly.

History, and to support it. (2) To make 
all lULtnhLTs of the School to notice and 
take interest in matters, which do not 
come directly wiilun their own sphere.

These obje<5ls 
must be attained by the following means: 
(i)l)y meetings; (2) by excursions; (3) 
by the Museum. (1) At meetings readers 
must come forwaitl, not to take up time, 
but to give interest. They should desrrihe 
what they have themselves seen rather 
than what they have only read, and should 
always be careful to make their remarks 
heard by all. Lastly, papers would be 
much more interesting, if they were illus- 
trated. Listenersalsohave theirduty: they

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I under pretence of applause. (2) Excur- 
I sions, now, indeed, rather unseasonable, 
still, next term he hoped that we should 
I be able to go over to Uppingham to see 
their Aviary.

It possesses a 
large colle(5tion, but ill-placed. He yet 
hoped to make it much more accessible 
I and attra<ftive; and, lastly, when the pro- 
I)()sed improvements had been made, and 
the room thrown open, that Associates 
would not abuse their pnvileges, as they 
had done so often before. 

('. E. Sayle (m) exhibited some fossils 
t 'und in the neighbourhood of Rugby. 
He felt great pleasure in presenting 
them to the Society. 

M. H. Bloxam, Esq, (h) exhibited some 
ancient Roman remains, a vase and what 
appeared to be the handle of an amphora, 
both found near Watling Street, he gave 
them to the School. He also exhibited 
some Ancient Grecian vases and Grecian 
inscriptions, found about 70 years ago. 

G. M. Seabrokb, Esq., exhibited a 
curious nest of slug's ^gs, found in a 
flower-pot. 

The President then showed the 
following exhibits under the microscope, 
which had been sent by the Rev. T. N. 
Hutchinson ; a sea spider, a building 
aiiiinah ula. and a hydra. 

L. CuMMiNC, Esq., (h1 exhibited a 
very curious piece m rock, very hard, 
and of conglomerate, which, however, 
was composed not of rounded pebbles, 
but of long rods. He had picked it up 
in his Norwegian tour. He then pro- 
ceeded to read his paper on this tour. 
Having reached sight of Norway from 
Hull, they coasted along till Trond- 
hiem was reached. It is a very curious 
City, being built chiefly of wood, and 
pamted in the most gaudv colours. 

Mr. Cumming was then stopped by 
time from continuing his paper, so that 
it had to be put ofi till November 18th.

The pRbSiDENT said that he was sorry 
to announce that Mr. Haslam, who had 

intended to come to read a paper on the 
I Uppingham Aviary, had hurt himself SO 
I much as to be unable to do so. 
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Rev. T. N. Hutchinson then gave a 
short letflure on the circulation of the 
blood, illustrated by coloured diagrams 
and by a beautiful model of the human 
heart, enlarged, exhihitins< the internal 
Structure, the valves and other parts 
being accuratdy copied from nature. 
After givinjj some account of Harvey 
and pointing out the precise nature of 
his discovery and its subsequent comple- 
tion by MalfMghi, Mr. Hutchinson ex- 
plained the various changes that take 
place in the passage of the Mood from 
the heart through the arteries, capillaries, 
veins and lungs. 

G. C. Richards (m) read a paper on 
archaeological remains of the Lamis End 
dtstri<5l. He divided thera into ( 1 1 Hi itish 
(2) poiit Roman British, ^3) Medixval. 
Among the British were nineteen Stones 
introduced by the Phu-nicians in tin 
trading. The Lanyon cromlech is a very 
fine one, it is perhaps one of the sepul- 
chral cromlechs found in all Celtic 
countries. It is on a prominent hill with 
wild scenery. 

Turning to the past Roman remains, he 
mentioned Men Scryfa.an inscribed stone, 
in corrupt Roman charaiiters, after the 
evacuation of Britain, in honour of 
Prince Rhialobran. Its date was 500 a.d. 
He then mentioned some subterranean 
passages at Fogou, and elsewhere, then 
passing on to the mediaeval tiroes he des- 
cribed especially two praying crosses, 
of about A.u. II so, of which one is ruder, 
the other more hi^y finished. He con- 
cluded by some remarks on Mt. St. 
Michael, which was endowed by the 
Confessor and was three times besieged. 
The paper was beautifully illustrated by 
drawings kindly lent by Mr. Lindsay. 

The Rev. T. N. Hutchinson then 
exhibited the a<flual circulation of the 
blood in capillaries of a small newt, to 
illustrate his paper. It was placed in a 
thin trough under the microscope.

GREEK ART. 



Lectlrb ui. Oct. 26th. 
The sculptors who represent the period of trans- 
ition from imperfect attainment of ideas lo complete 
freedom ia exprenioa an Pythagoras of Rbegion. 
Kalamia, and llynm. In atatuafjr a natural flour 



of surface and harmonious outline of figure, a 
rhythm and symmetry is necessary. This Pytha- 
goras did not always acquire. He was, however, 
the first to bring out the nerves and mtiscics in 
statues: — a great advance in the expression of 
"physiological" life. His Discobolus (quoit thrower) 
and Cow are too well known to need description. 
Yet in all his works there is something material, an 
absence of the spiritual element. He seizes one 
particular moment— no matter what — and localizes 
the interest in it. The Discobolus is just in the 
act of throwing the discus, and his whole body is 
exerted in the action. It ia the perfection of real- 
istic art . B u t such realism teodfl, ID inferior hands, 
to degenerate into vulgarity. 

In the highest period— the age of Periclea— 
sculpture baa gained tbe ponwr to expnsa urbat it 
desires to aapms. TiianeKtqiieatkMitobeaettlBil 
ia wbat it onnM lo ci^ren. Statues of tUs fwiod 
aranolioaaUefer the subjects ebosea nofeastbaii 
fer the mode in which they are handled. The 
fundamental principle to be presenred in art is tbe 
harmony l>etween form and matter. The chief 
attributes of the sculptor's material are its lasting 
and monumental quality. The Grci ks had tn con- 
sider not only how stone could represent life, but 
also what .aspects of life were most m ktx-ping with 
the stone matirrial. The sculptor had, therefore, 
to choose those which were Lasting and •monu- 
mental' in themselves. Therefore, as most lasting 
he chose the t\pical normal aspect of life, escap- 
ing monotony by strong infusiim of the religious 
element. 

The age of Pericles was characterized by great 
width of vision and directness of purpose This, 
indeed, was the natural result of the Persian wars, 
which made the Greeks forget their petty differ- 
ences and elevated their souls to one united action. 
Also at Athens there was special wortt to be done 
— to rebuild their ruined city on a scale worthy of 
ita achievements. So everything was gnat and 
ooooMved on a large scale : and this 
a p pa a i u d tbnmgh the senlptorBS of the time. 

LscTuaa iv. Nov. smo. 
Tbe life and works of Pbeidias may be divided 
into three pacts:— (I) his mrk under VOmm, (a) 
under Pecieles. (3) at Olynpia. All his works or 
the firat period^-nnder Ximon— are cbaracteriaed 
by the immediate relation, which they bear to the 
past victories in the Persian wars. Such are the 
thirteen figures erected at Marathon These, 
though placed together, do not form a group : e.ach 
statue IS distinct, and bears no reference to the 
rest. During this time. too. he executed the .\thene 
Promachos on the .\knipolis .uul the Athene ,\raia 
at Platoeae. In the second period, when he was. 
as it were, minister of public works under Pericles, 
he was at his best. His works were the Athene 
Parthenos. a statue more peaceful than the Pro- 
machos. and brmginu out more clearly the human 
a<;jii'rts <if the ticity ; the o.' mtHoj->es. the triangular 
pediments, and the frieze on the Inside wall of the 
Partheiioi) In these he never let his fancy run 
away with him. and also by this time he had Icamt 
to group his figures together. This it is which dis- 
tinguishes the pediments of the Parthenon from 
those at Aegina, The grouping of the figures is 
less mechanical, it d<~>es not strike the senses that 
they are kneeling tjecause there is no room to Stand. 
In tbe friese be bad to adapt himself to dvciUD'* 
nianoea: be bad to mabe tbe raHflfs such that thqr 
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could be understood when place<l at :i bt^^ht of 39 
feet, mad aha mo that no false shadows should be 
thrown by the light, all of which came from 
beneath. 

The thiidjteriod is that daring which hv \sa3 at 
Oljnnpta. Dnringthisbe eaecated the FanhcUcnic 
Zens of nlil and ifory which aarpasscd anything 
the world had seen. Qnintiilan saya that he not 
only represented all the attributes of the Greek 
All-Father, but that he even added more which 
had never been conceived. To a modern mind the 
fact that it was chrysnlcphantine-of goldandiwoiy 
— saggests sometiuii)^ ot barbarism, and asemsasSf 
it must have ik-tractc-ii fri'iii its Rrantlcur. Butthia 
IS not so. The market value of the material waa 
never considf n-tl ftir an instant : the ancients 
merely rcciigni*e<l the IxMUty of it. and conse- 
<iuently usc-d it. Here then was the ' Rfeat arf — 
tu add to former C(>ncc]iiiiins - to consnuct rather 
than analyse. And in ihis n sjHxt the - ^rcat art ' of 
of Phiil. -IS has never b*en equalled— not even by 
M Aiigelu at the Kcnaisaaooe. and ooly occaaion* 
ally even by Turner.

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March the 8th is not far off now, and 
people are <!nnl)tlfss turning th<-ir 
thoughts tu llial and the following days, 
seeking to know what they cannot find 
out, until those days are come and gone ; 
that is to say they desire to be informed 
of what nature the Athletics will be this 
3rear, good, bad, or indifferent. Some 
say one thing, some say another, and who 
shall say who are right ? But. at any 
rate, wu can safely say that those who 
indulge in pessimist views are decidedly 
in the wioiig. I5ut thoui(h we thus, 
ratlier audaciously, perhaps, express our 
opinion that the Sports of t88$ will not he 
bad, yet, ;it the satnc time, wi- ranuot l)e 
sure that they will be gu()<i, unless jieople 
are determined that they shall be so. 
Now the only way to make sure of this 
is to pra(f\ise ; and this must not be in- 
termittent, nor continued for a short time, 
and then laid aside, to be taken up again I 
violently about two days before the Sports I 
take place. That is not the way to prac- 
tise for Athletics, or, as far as that goes, 
for anything else. Practice roust be con> 
tinuous and regularly kept up. It need 
not be for any great length of time, but 
in that people must be guided by the 
style of event they have entered for. 
Moreover, it is a bad llutig to piactise 
for everything. Pitch upon one thing, 
and pra<51ise for that steadily and reg- 
ularly, and thus you will finally come to 
the start in excellt iit eoiulition, knowing 
your distance exactly. But by trying to 



do everything you will spoil your pace 

and wind, probably for everything, and 
finally come to grief altogether. Now our 
reasons for making these remarks and 
suggestions, are not because we think 
that nobody is training for our coming 
games : on the contrary, we both know 
and see that there are people training, 
and the MeUor has spomn thus, hoping 
to incite them to further efforts. For- 
merly It was the complaint that nobody 
concerned themselves to make the Ath> 
letics succe^i^fii!. For instance, people 
used to luiagiiie that it wanted no pre- 
vious pradlice to put tlu; weight 30ft., or 
jump over a bar 5ft. high, and the con- 
sequence of this was, as anyone might 
expect, that the weight was not put, and 
the jump never jumped. But now the 
Meteor rejoices to see that the School is 
persuaded of the folly of its ways, and 
has determined to practise steadily. This 
is especially noticeable now, in the case 
of jumping an<l weight putting, which 
two events want as much practice as 
anything, seeing that so much depends 
upon knack. Persuaded that practice 
maketh perfecfl, we put implicit confidence 
in the fa(5l that, with this to help us, the 
Sports of '83 will be fully up to the 
average, in spite of all that the pessimists 
may say. for tlie Mi teor. at any rate, wHl 
never despair of the Republic.

epistolary complaints, is the chronic in- 
disposition ( to call it nothing worse) of 
the School riioir. And now, once a^ain, 
we fancy that the storm of angry attacks, 
of sarcaN.i « nquiries, and of loudly 
demanded reforms is gatherim:. We 
printed one letter on the subject in the 
last ; we received another for our present 
issue. Seriously, it is high time to con- 
sider our position, and the causes which 
are producinp such disastrous results. 
We are told by one correspondent that 
the Choir singing lacks variety; that 
with Its present nr^,'aiiisation it cnu]d 
achieve far greater results. We are next 
told by another that the Choir cannot 
perform its present task— cannot sing the 
old. old songs; is scarcely audible in the 
c hants, and undergoes self-effacement in 
the responses. What is the cause, and 
where lies the remedy of this ? One 
suggestion is to have a more compact choir 
— (juality, not (juantity. Another suggests 
additional compensation for time sac- 
rificed in practices. A third, with more 
reason, advocates alteration of seats. But 
neither pew reform, compensation, nor 
dmunution will produce the required 
result, unless tlie Choir itself,or rather, the 
School itself, takes interest in the singing. 1 
For the School Choir to improve, the 
School Choir must take some pride in its 
performance. At present it has lost all I 
self-respc«ft. Fellows who are gifted with 
voices, think that in going to three I 
practices in the fortnight, they have dis- 
charged their trust, and consequently, j 
during Chapel responses fold themselves 
up with their knees very n« ar their faces, ' 
so as to minimize the amount of sound 
Iinssiblc, and envelope their features in 
their hands, leaving the service to the 
reader, and one or two wakeful members. 
It seems as if this wt akness really does ! 
lie in their numbers ; but whv should it ? I 
Why should there not be a feeling of ! 
honour, tliat those who have VOices 
should use them, and make the service 
hearty ? Or, to put it in another way, 
why should one or two basses, and a few- 
tenors have it all their own way ? The 
offending tref)le contends that he cannot 
kneel on th ise dirty knife boards— we 
contend tJiai he can. Has he tried ever, j 



or is he afraid rather of his tailor's bill ? 
Once again we exhort the Choir to awake 
from their lethargy, and in more senses 
than one to consider their position. Th^ 
can give their voices a chance, even if 
they cannot keep them in tune.

Mr. BoscAWBN defined town life as life 
in London or a large commercial (own. 
It was both pleasanter and more interest- 
ing than country life. The latter was 
uniform, as Macaulav, a^'cd 13, had 
found, when he saitl that if even he wrote 
poetry it should not be pastoral. In 
town the hustle, the spirit, the talk, the 
real greatness of England was to be 
found. The mere pleasure-seeker finds 
amusements that never pall, dances, 
sights, Madame Tussaud, ftc. 

Mr. Wood remarked tliat the previous 
speaker had only appealed to u youth of 
fifteen to support him, who, may be, grew 
wiser as he arew older. The liberty of 
England centred in her yeotnanry. The 
health of England was only to be found 
in the country. Billiard rooms and n)usic 
halls are a poor exchange for hills and 
fields. The poor man has to give liis 
whole life to some small branch of trade. 
**Man made the town: God made the 
country." 

Mr. Wise thought the countryman who 
dug in the lipids had quite as monotonous 

an ornipntion as a man wlio niadt; 
needles. Town was lively, country 
dreamy. Town was full of successful 
commerce ; country of faihnt: farniin<^. 

Mr. Sjmky »>X])!rss( d a beHef that tlie 
literature of ( .i . t k md Home teslihed to 
the superiority of the country. Hiding 
and hunting made otir l>est officers ; fish- 
ing and natural history were best pur- 
sued in rustic life. Conveniences were 
as easily found for communication in the 
country as in tnu n : witness Kugbv. 
Even desks and tonus were originally 
denizens of the country, let alone butter 
and cheese. George III. was j^iad (-nough 
to leave the town. Mom y, it was true, 
could not be made so (]uickly in the 
country, but it could be longer enjoyed. 

Mr. NiSBET had never known anyone 
live near Covent Garden, and argued that 
London people did not live there. He 
objerted to Virgil and forms and desks, 
.ill ! thou^lit till' pr.iises of the t<nvn, and 
the productions of the latter, reflected no 
credit on the country. Seriously, how- 
ever, he argued that sue h a discussion 
could only be started about people who 
bad the choice, therefore not poor ptople.

R.S.N.H.S. 

At a meeting held January 27th, 18S3, 

Mr. CUMKING (h) gave an account of 
some machines used for developing the 
current of ele<ftricity employed in ele<flric 
lighting. He first showed a small elecflro- 
moter or machine for converting the cur* 
rent into mechanical work, remarking 
that the !ilt!<; inachiiic lie liad working, 
and which weighed but a pound or two, 
had been used for sawing teeth in a brass 
wheel. He then showed that hv rotating 
the electro inoler mechanically, a current 
of electricity was produced, this being 
the principle of every dynamo machine 
known. He next exhibited and lighted 
up a variety of incandescent lamps, and 
showed various pieces of apparatus used 
in conne<5Vion with them. He finally 
lighted up by tlit^ Gramme machine thrt-e 
incandescent lamps arranged in multiple 
arc. He also, by the help of the magic 
lantern and Mr. Donkin, threw on the 
screen photographs of a variety of 
Dynamo machines arranged in histori- 
cal order, shinviiij,' the steps of advance 
which liad been made in their construc- 
tion. 

The meeting then ended.

Thr Pkksiim nt opetied the meeting by 
introducing Mr. llaslain, who had come 
fioni l'p])inghani to give an idea of the 
School Aviary there. He then called on 

M. H. Bloxam, Esq. (h.). who pre- 
sentnl the Society with an account of 
Cave's Inn, and exhibited an ancient 
British cup found near Brandon while 
making the railway, also two Roman 
vases, and other Roman and Anglo- 
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Saxon antiquities found at Princt thorf>e 
and Marton, consisting of a dcuanus, 
key, and jKitteiy. 

Mr. IIaslam then gave an account of 
the Uppingham School Aviary. They 
had tilt; advantagu of a large stubble 
field, in which they made a pond, deep 
on one side and about nine inches on the 
other. At the side a rockery was built 
and a gravel walk made. The aviary 
consisted of two parts, one on each side 
of the pot). I. I ht y had a bathing place 
and aqiiaiiuin, l)ut as the latter was not 
a success it had been filled in with gravel 
and used to rear marsh plants in — if the 
birds allow. Shelter is neetled in avaries, 
either of trees and shrubs or else sheds. 
The food must be placed where rats and 
mice cannot get at it— a dtfficnit matter. 
Mr. Haslam d( tailed the contents of the 
aviary at considerable length, which 
seems on the whole flonrtsHng. 

Tfie I'ki-sidh NT then thanked Mr. 
Haslam for his remarks and adjourned 
the meeting. Number present, 76.

Rev. W. TUCKWELL ON "CANNING." 



On Thursday. February 22nd. Mr. Tuckudl 
betran his scries of historical Ic^urf-s %Mth 
■■ Canning ;" one of the manv ^rt-ai Hnjjhshn.cti 
who has never found a fit biiisrapher ; whose 
eloquence won him the title of •■ The last of the 
Rhetoricians." and whose statesmanship made 
him a worthv successor to Pitt and Chatham. 

Canning is tint brought before oor notice by 
bit writinKs in the Murpcosm. a paper written by 
Etonians, and " full of the false glitter, the over- 
loaded ornament, the ddkioas pomposity, which 
mark a clever schoolboy tbeow." In these writings 
was the gemi of that bumoar md irony which » 
seen fully developed in the " Anti-Jacobin." and m 
the Needv Knifs Grinder." In &A. it la as a 
literary man that the present fSBeration Is disposed 
to rank him ; but. none the less, as foremost 
among the makers of history, whose name rep- 
resents th»: ihirtv-fivc most important years of 
modern histor>'.— the peri<Kl when England stood 
alono ajjainst Napnlfjin. It was Canning who. 
l)\ sci/inc on the I>anish flft-t. shattered the mari- 
time M licnics of the liminTor ; who, bv the des- 
|>atr!i .'f W rllolov to the I'fiiinsula. irnj>aired the 
prc^nt,'!' of the I'rciu h armies ; who disromfltted 
the H'l'iv Allianrr abrcia.l. and at bonu- n-n lrrrd 
Cathfilic Kmaricipali. n mc-vitaMt' I it1> r Isim the 
Tories l>i'< ani«- liln-r ali/cd, iht- li ^'^ b<aind 

bv aristocratic combinali ins, and thr new Ixim 
Radicals, happilv for their c ountrv and themselves, 
comjielled to resign their liope of instant action 

Canning's School rrpin.iin 11 is pres. rv. <l fur us. 
He was "great in Latin andGrci k vcrst s <;'.hi line 
aloof from gamrs. but of unnstial m.uilm -s ■ f 
appearance and demeanour; fond of acime and 
contesting the first place in the School Debating 
Societv with those afterwards known as Lords 
Wellesley and Gray.' Hi- first entered Parliament 
in 1793. for the Tc*y borough of Newport, hut did 
not come prominently forward until the French 
Revolotkm in 1797. At that time England was 
divided into two camps, one regarding the doc- 
trines of that revolution to be, in the main, sound : 
the other, following Pitt, who " looted at Parisian 
Jacobins and IjimAon Radicals as alike the scnm 
of the earth, differing fmm one another only as a 
diriy Frenchman differs from a dirty Ea||$isllinaii." 
To this partv Canning joined bimsdf heart and 
soul In 1 7<>S Canning opposed proposals of peace 
w ith France, in a speinrh that once for all made his 
reputation as an orator Of all his speeches, this 
is the best examplcof his style, in its lucid arrange- 
ment iis iinp.assioned declamation, the indignant 
s.irca'^m, and terrible pictiires<iuencss of the 
charyes brniiK'lit ai;ainst the l"r>-nch, the sudden 
pleasantries relievini; the strain on feeling and 
.ilteiilion Iliswor.ls came as a reyel.ition an<l 
frmn liim sprang the grim us. lve for continued 
war. v\hicli baffled Hunnaparte, and saved I-.uri jHv 
In l8<)i. I'itt resigned on the ipieslion of (■.nholic 
Emancipation, and a nirw ministry was formed bv 
Addington ; a man incapable, and unconsci<nisof his 
incapability, backed up by a Cabinet of medioc- 
rities. They have survived by virtue of the ridi- 
cule passed npon tbem :

Pitt a^!aIn rcsumetl the government Hadkd how- 
ever, by opposition at home, and hv the defeat of 
the allien ahrnad. at Austerlitz. Put dud in iSo<>, 
at the af,'t' of forty six. In the tninistrv fornicil 
shortly after Cannini; at last bei arne a mrtnl>er of 
tht tiovcrnnient, as Secretary of I'oreijjn attairs. 
It was in the year rSo-; ; the critical moment "f the 
European War. In March. Russia had stood 
ali ne on the Continent, in opp<isition to Napilron, 
in June, she was completely ilefeatcd at Fried land. 
The peace of Tilsit followed ; the two tmj>enirs 
met. and a^rprd to seize (he Danish fleet ana unite 
it with the reitt apinst England. By tome meant 
unknown. CanninR learnt the secret; an ower- 
powrrmg force sailed from England to Copenhagen, 
and demanded the surrender of the Danish fleet, 
and. after a short bombardment, the wrhole fleet was 
given up. Napoleon taw himself checkmated, and 
gave wajr. we are told, to transports of farv : and 
England was saved finally from fear of foreign in- 
vasioa. Canning's next oA. the despatch of troops 
to the Ptoninsnia, under I^ord Welleslev, was not 
lesstnccetsfnl. forming; acontrast to the Walcheren 
expedition, planner! by Lot.! rastlerea«h : Sir 
Kicbard Strachan. the .Admiral of the evjiedition. 
was far from beinK N< ' - '< rhatham. il.o (ien- 
eral. was not a 8uld:ei at all. Indecision marked 
the whole .'xflair ; 

I.erd Cluth.im with Ms sworJ unclrawni 
S;<«m1 waitiDK tor Sir KuhirJ Sirachuii 
Sir Kichard. l<iai;iDS to be al 'em, 
Siood railing far the Earl «( Chatham. 

Canning <IemaadeJ Castlereagh s dismissal, and 
the result was a duel, in which ("anninf: was 
\soundrd ; the ministry then broke np Cannini:. 
however, succeeded in scciirinR the coniinnaiue of 
the war ill the reiiiiisular. It v.as alxnit this lime 
that llie I "nrrcm \ Ouestiuii became ]ir"iiiiii. iii the 
liank o! En^jland notes had become worm less 
than their n< ininal value in H'^hl : the .|iiesti<..n was. 
vshethcr tlie V, line of the notes ha.l f.Uleii .>r tlie 
value of t'ol 1 risen That the i.iller w.is the case, 
wa-» shown bv the fact that the \.<ajr of notes was 
not ilipiec:ated. when oiiipait d VMih the i urrency 
of other nations. Trade with l-:«i^;land was for- 
bidden by France, but still our ships were able 
secretly to imj^ort >;oim1s from other countries ; to 
pet our jjoimIs into these countries, was. however, 
more difliculi ; consetjuenllv. payment vva<>m.vlein 
^:old ; Rohl pass<;d out of (he country, and iH-caine 
costly; p.-»|>er money, therefore. iho'uKh alwavs of 
the same aAual value, became worth less than its 
nominal value in gold. As Canning foretold, all 
came right when the war was ended, and no special 
measures were needed.

after two years retirement, retumr l to take his 
share in the severe and oppressive measure a>»ainst 
Ireland . he l>elieved the beyiiiuinijs of democracy 
could be crushed out, as the Kevnbuion had been ; 
Fn^ian 1 had brave,! that storm, owing, he believed, 
to the jH-'rleit mould in whi.th her constitution w.is 
cast: an'.i he opposed hirns</lf. heart aiu.l si.nil, to all 
demands that bore the newly coined name of 
" Hadical." In iSjo. Cannint; sopp<isition tothc kinij 
kept him out of oltice It was at this time that 
he paid a visit to an eminent Liverpool merchant, 
where he would watch his host s son. engaged, even 
at the early age of twelve, in hard, but somewhat 
fruitless, labour, on the sands ; the merchant's 
name was Gladstone, Shortly afterwards Lord 
Caatlereagh died by his own hand, and Canning 
tnccecdt^l him .is Foreign Sccrctar>'. His first 
was to break up the Holy Alliance, which had 
reiluced Europe to a Mate of slavery, worse than 
that under Napoleon. In 1825, be did good ter- 
▼ice during a commercial panic, but hit last grant 
triomph, was bit speeeb annoancing the despatch 
of troopt to the astittance of Portugal. Great as 
was the elbct produced by that speech, it was. 
none the lest, a mistake ; the personal assumption, 
the honouring of fait own actions, was not forgiven 
by his colleagues. On his being called on to form a 
ministry, Wellington. KIdon, Peel, and others re- 
fused to join him. 11 is majority in the House was 
assured . but he was perjictually met by })ersonal 
attacks, and anxiety and overwork were sapping 
his strenL;tli llis last public act was a lie,i!\ by 
wl icli FtiL;l.md, France and Russia Ihiuii ! Ilieiii- 
sr.ves to defeml the (rreeks aijainst ttie lurks; 
and on the htb of August, ihij ,he died in the 
room where Fox bad died, eleven years befi9n. 



GREEK ART. 

I.KrTUKK V. 

In the struggle by which Greiik Sculpture attained 
its perfeaion there were two well-marked staget, 
first, a conflift with mechanical difficulties— vrttb 
the reluAant material : second, an attempt to dis- 
cover the true subieAs for the sculptor's art. The 
first question, " //<»«' to i, pn sent?'* having been 
solved, the next question. ' ll'hat to represent?" 
was solved by the art of f^heidias. In that art 
(ji"iek Sculpture reaches its climax, and represents 
in a f.iultless inannci those as|>ects of lite which 
are nio>t suite<l for sculptures pie treatment . the 
pi I iiiaiieiit an 1 ' nionuilleutal. as opposed to the 
t.-".!!'.^.' nt a.l ill I! IS wide, lar^e. and general, as 
opp is.'<l to what IS peiiy and special ; the " type " 
as against the " individual " 

In the work of F'olycli iios of .\rgos a vounger 
Contemporarv of I'lu ,1: as these l liaracteristics still 
prevail; ttii'U.^h i\en :ii hiiii. when ii:e.isiired by 
Ihi- .ib-volute perftillou ot I'lleldl.is. S JlUetlung IS 
tell to be w auliiii; Hli> W"l It is bioatl and massive ; 
but. as (.hiintili.in points out. the life which he 
represents. thou^;h gr.ind. is not divine , the idcais 
which he realizes are men, not (jo<ls In the list 
of his works, wc are struck by the rarity of repre- 
sentations of the greater <leities — in fact, with two 
exceptions. Hera and Hermes, they seem absent 
altogether. Infinior go<ts, especially Heracles, 
appear more frequentK ; but the ^^reat m.ass of his 
suiije^ts were t.uni.iii ( )t llera he made the 
colossal statue, which was placed in her temple 
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in Argos, when it wu rebuilt after being destroyed 
by fire about 433. 

Polycleltos was w a u fi a ioaa foe that theoretical 
tendency which is 10 chanAariatiB of tlw t^dapou- 
aesian genius. His " Canon « theory of pco- 
portioQ applied to the human fignre-^wras em- 
bodied in a treatise which is oHm ^ittoted by Oveek 
writen on Art, and also ia a fiunous statue called 
the " Oorypboros," a youth carrying a spear. This 
statue was always considered to represent the 
absolute ideal of healthy human physical life. 
Recent research has idtrntitied several' ^gures of 
the Roman pcricxl as imperfixt nrpriMluCiians of 
this famuu.s statue Tlie ori^jinal is described by 
Quinlilian " .iiia.h^ituiii si>;:iuiti,' tli.it us, 
massive, s.juarc; .irui the-ic qualities may svM be 
traced in the inferior cupit-s. This statue illus- 
trati's a s[>ft:tal {M)int in the praclicc of l'ol\tlcitus ; 
the ri>,'ure IS takt-n in the act "f walking, the weight 
of the Ixidy tliriivvn mi one ol the feet. The same 
pwint apjjeared in his I indouiiienos' — a victorious 
athlete innding his biuvv> uith a vsreatli. .\nd in 
other ri'>pLCts thete is an .iliinity l>etween tliese 
two works In all this there is somcthiiig mechan- 
ical, rrecisiuu IS attained by rule and system, 
while the precision iif Plieulias is that of genius, 
unfettered hut unerring. Still both I'heidias and 
Polycleilos. the one on the spiritual side, the other 
on the more material and physical, embody in their 
art those aape£ls of life w hich are most large and 
lasting— in a word, ' tnnnuniental." 

It was seen that Pheidias worked in a period of 
profound peace, and that all his statues had some- 
thing of that rest in tbem. But in the succcetling 

Criod— that of the Pdoponnesian War— that 
iling of rest bad gone. Yet great bodies die 
slowly. In the frieze at Bafcie, in Arcadia, we see 
a cenaifl exciteaicnt and want of rest— a step of 
deetioe. And the spirit of the aga kad changed, 
where before there oad been comnon need and 
definite end. now there was antagonistic interest of 
state and state, of man and man. The philo- 
sophers were striving to bring out the worth of 
each to the full. The great feelings have gone, 
and the lesser ones remain — Art becomes charactcr- 
iiteii by "lentiment." even at times by "seatiment- 
alitv, ■ 

Hill tlii ie was an intiTiiiediate stage Men who 
had sf-en the age ol I'hcidias and hari lived tlir>>ugh 
the 1 Vlopotincsi.aii \\ ar K^nKi d l>.r ]>t ai_e Then 
It was that peace was hrsi jxrs- iiifu ci and wor- 
shijipeil as a goddess This worship w.is iiisiituted 
by luiintheiis, and her statue made by the ehler 
Kejiliisodoios the father of I'raxiteles She held 
the iiitaiit I'loutos (wealth) in her arms. With 
|M'acc comes wealth — with wealth comes plenty, 
and the infant I'loutos was represented holding 
the iKirn of plenty, the cornucopia, in his hand. 
This statue bore the characteristics uf the 4th and 
5lh centuries the re))ose of the 5th with the 
sentimentality of the 4th : the sentimentality of 
mother and child, where the interest lies in the 
relation between the two. The sentimentality por. 
t rayed by the father descended to the son. and in 
the statue by I'raxiteles of Hermes, and in the 
infant Dionysus, the same relation exists as in tbe 
Eirene and Ploutos of K^isodotos. We have 
said that the spirit of the time bad changed : and 
so it had. All tbe Gods now rep res e n ted were 
made more human and less divine. Apollo 
becomes the human, the self-tadolnnt. Eros is 
now worshipped by himself, who had before but 



attended his mother ; and tbe notber becomes the 
goddess only of pleasure. The great artists of this 
period are Soopas uf Paros. circa, 355, b.c. Scopaa 
painted passion, and Praxiteles tbe reflex adion of 
passfam. vis., melancholy ; but neither passion nor 
me l ancholy oveipowers tbe pnmuliag cbaraAer of 
grace.

In his last lefture Dr. Waldstein described the 

Macedonian and latest periods of Greek Art. and 
its decline, first mentioning the two great sculptors 
of the age of I'hilip — Scopas and Praxiteles. 
Many works .-ire attributed wrongly to Scopas, but 
he p^Mnlrd out several in his oelief genuine — in 
the tiist place the Niobc and her children, at 
I'loreiK i- and. .sicondly, the Maenad, a H.acchant 
inspired by the frenzy, copies of which were ail 
over Luti'pc. and. among others, a sni.-ill relief m 
the Hntish Museum From these two works alone 
it might be seen how the charadcr of Scopas' work 
differed from that of I'heidias. lie mentioned 
among the latter s work the Cnidian .Xphrmiite for 
which the Cnidians built a chajiel. in which th.^t 
sculptor reache<l the height of sensuous beauty, 
though we have no worthy replicas of it ; also his 
Satyr and Faun, and the Apollo Sauroldonos, the 
charaderistic of his sculpture being the wavy con- 
tour of the figure and the graceful attitude, lean- 
ing often against a tree or a stump: and lastly the 
Hermes at Olympia. where again is seen the lan- 
guid curve of the figure, also the strong fcxling tor 
the texture of the surface irrespeiSive of its licing 
a mediiun for large ideas. He mentioned also tbe 
works of these great artists in conjunAion with 
others, especiaUy the Mausoleum at Haltcania^sus. 
tbe ornamentation of which was done by Sco|>as. 
Bryaris. Leocbares and Timoiheus, culled in by 
Artemeisia. The site of this tniilding has lately 
been discovarsd, and tbe temple of Diuu. ait 
Ephesus. where Praxitdes decorated the altar. 
Next he came to the Age of Ale\an<ler, where one 
great name was prominent. — l.ysippus. The 
descent of feeling, from the divine to the human, 
was noticeable in the work of Scop.as and Praxi- 
teles : now Collies the growth of inihvidn dism. and 
wc have the ap' theosis of the great M.uedoiuan 
Lysippus boi aiiie the court si iilpt< r 10 .Mexandrr 
The whole art is changed, and we cnie Id the 
ephomer.ii situiition W'e come here to gre.it 
groups. Ill particular a large bronze representing 
the battle of the liranicus. etc Sculpture was 
now being moditie<l by the growing .art of paint- 
ing, which gained n> tii^lit st point 111 tlie age of 
.•\le,vander and reacted on sculpture. Painting the 
translation of objects upcm a plain surface requires 
more atlaptation of objeCls to the circumstances of 
the spectator s eye, and can <mly give the sem- 
blance of difference of value by artilices of chia- 
roeenro and pcrspedive. "The ancients made 
them as they were. 1 make them as they seem to 
be," said Lysippus. Now sculpture learns from 
pidorial art the desire of effeA by means of the 
elcMigated body, the smaller bead, the slimmer 
figure. This appmaches nearer to sensationalism 
and degradation, though it is not yet so bad. But 
in the Apoxyomenoc c»e sees these artifices aad 
the increased delicaw of the techniaue. Afler* 
wards grows the fiseling for admiraaon of the 
technique. Archaic art was imperCeft because it 
remmded one of tba todmlotts— one felt the 
struggle between materia) and ideas: later art errs 
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fa <MCCM of finish. Soon art ccas*".-! in Greece, 
•ad tbfln were two currents one eastward to the 
icbooU of Pergamos and Kijodcs, to other west- 
ward to Rome — the cop\ 1:1^' 1:1 irket At PerRamos 
the chief artists %verc patrnnise l by Attains I and 
Eamenes II, Among the works of ,\ttalos' time 
are great repre8entation,s of the (Jiganti.m.ichi.T, 
the Atn.izonomarhia. battles of the Greeks and 
Persians, and, lastly those to 1 dninieniorate his 
own victfjnes over tin- (.rtuis-^ (lie "nving (Radi- 
ator" being re.ilh. ,i Tr. !er r.ismciies we 
reach the dramatic momentary stage of plastic 
art, with Its strong feeling for anatomy. There 
was great similarity l)etwe«n this school and that 
of Rhodes, where Agesandros. ApoUodoros, and 
Athenodorcc wrought the great Laokoon. Roman 
art was chiefly decorative, the only thing 
flonrishing being the interest in individuality 
and jportraits. An attempt was made to revive 
art in Hadrian s time, but thco it died out 
till the Renaissance, when it was revived in the 
gnat minds of Raphael aad Michael Angela And 
so it is that we owe a great deM of gratitude to 
Greek Alt.

Next vear he iibtaineil a Doiiliie 
I'lrsl ill ClassHS and Mathematics and in 1S5I 
was elected to the Senior Mathematical Schol- 
arship, which onlv once before, and never 
since has been won bv an Ireland Scholar, lie 
l>ecame Fellow ot I'. ilUol. and retained it till he 
took a Professor l ellovvship at Halliol a few- 
years ago. In 1S61 he was chosen Savilian Pro- 
i'rofesaor of Geomelr)'. which he held till his 
death. It has been said that tiot half-a-doicn 
mathematicians in Europe attained the heights 
to which he attained. M a man. he was almost 
as remarkable as he was a mathematician. He 
was a moderate Liberal, and. in 1H78. was ac- 
cepted as Liberal candidate for Oxford Univ- 
ersity, though he was not rettiraed.

r>r Taius. in his rare work * " de rariorum 
aniinalium hi&toria bbellus." treating " l)e Honasi 
cornibus." tells us (his treatise is in Latin, wliich I 
thus translate) " I met with the head of a c<'rtain 
hu^e animal, of which the naked bone, with the 
Iwines supixirting the horns, were of enormous 
weight, and as much as a man could well lift The 
curvature of the bones of the horns is of such a 
projedion as to point not straight downwards, but 

obli<iuely forwards Of this Idnd I saw 

another hea 1 at Warwick, in the Castle, a.d. 1552. in 
the place where the armsoftheg(«at and strong Guy, 
formerly Earl of Warwick, are kefrt. There is also a 
vertebra of the neck of tho same aniBul. of aoch 
great sise that its circamferenre Is not less than 
three Roman feet. 7 inches and a half. I think 
also tint Hkf kMt imt. which is to be seen bmg «p 
by chains from the north gate of Coventry, belongs 
to the same animal; it has, if I remember right, 
no |H)rtion o( the back bone attached to it. and it

the Common people fancy it to be the nb of a wild 
boar, killed bv Sir (iuy. s«^me a rib of a Cow. which 
hauntetl a ditch near Coventry, and injured 
many pi^rsons. This last opinion I judge to come 
nearer to the truth, since it may perhaps be the 
bone of a Bonasus or Urus. It is probable that 
many animals of this kind formerly lived in our 
England, being <xf old. an isluid full of woods and 
forests." 

The above is the earliest legendacy acconnt t 
have been able to find, conneaing, as it were bv 
tradition, the blade bone at Coventiy. and the rib 
at Guy's Cliff, witli the history of Goy. It is not. 
however, till the sevent«enth century that the stoiy 
of theoombat with the Dun Cow beconMtcomptete. 
This, strani^to say. is recorded in a Play entitled — 
" The Tragical History, .Admirable Achievements, 
and various events of (iuy. Farl of Warwick, a 
Tra<Iegv ad>ed verv frequently wiih great ajv 
plausiT. by his late Majesties seiAnnts Written 
by H. J..

In a Catalogue of Biaoks printed in Kniiland 
since the dreadful fire of London, in 1666. to the 
end of .Michaelmas tunn. 1695, I find amongst 
the Histories, that of ' Sir Guy. Ear! of Warwick. 
E. Brewster. ' Quarto. This I have not met 
with, and I do not know in what year it wa.s 
printed. A lietter known edition, the earliest in 
prone I have seen, is entitled " The Renowned 
History (or the Life and D.aih; o( (,uy Earl of 
Warwick, containing his noble exploits and viAohes. 
X»ndon, printed bv A. M. forC. Bates, at the Sun 
and iiible. in Guilt (Sfmr street). In this, the 
epistle to the reader, is sabeccihed Jdm Shsley. 
I do not find Shirley's name as an author in 
Lowndes' BiblioKraphcr'a Manaal. He shortly 
notices, however, this edition, and I have reason 
for believing it to have been printed hi the year 
tyoj. A copy of this work was sold at the Rox- 
bnigh sale for 158. 6d. It is a small ouarto of 
seveaty<nine pa^t-v :>n 1 is illustrated with twelve 
mde wood cats, s )iiie of which are repeated: 
these appear to have been executed in the early 
part of the seventeenth century. The frontispiece 
re{>rest nts Guv in armour, on horse, with the boar's 
head on his tiltiiii; hmce .\t pajje 2(1.

'■ I'atne had noised thro' every corner of the 
land, how that a dreadful and monstrous Hcast. 
formed by mageck skill into the likencns of a I'ow, 
or r.ither a Cow of vast bulk, posst s-iid bv sinne 
tempestuous spirit, did ternfie the iieiKhboui nii; 
plains, destroying the cattle round about anil 
putting all their keeficrs unto flight, being so,str.in^ 
and swift in motion, that it was thought no human 
force could have destroyed it : ihu monstrous 
description of her, as followeth. is affirmed by 
Antlttn 0/ great inttgrity and uvrth ; that she was 
flm»y*rit m htigM, six in length, and had an head 
proportionable, armed with two sharp horns, 
growing dire^fi, with eyes all red, and fiery, which

George Fox. founder of the Society of Friends,

Cow that night " evidently alluding to the Inn. the 
sign of the Dun Cow at Dnnchurcb. In Ogilby's 
road book, edition 1698. tbe first edition having 
been published in 1674, be thus notices Dunchurch ; 
" you come to DuDchurch witb two or three good 
laaa as tbe Dun C^w, Ao." Prom tbe above 
extraftr. which may appear of trivial import, it is 
plain that the legend of the Dun Cow is as early, at 
least, as the middle of the seventeen century. 

And now as to the reputed site, tra litionally handod 
down, of (he Dun Cow s thicket. On emering from 
tbe Dunchuurch Station on the Rugby and Learn- 
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ington Railway, on to the formerly great highway 
belweeo London and Coventry, we traverse the road 
towards Coventry for some hundreds of yardi. 
till we come to a finnhouse on the left or aonth 
nde of the road, thb. at the commencement of the 
preaent century, was a roadside inn known by the 
ii(D of the Blue Boar. By this inn the old road 
from Rui^y to Leamiogtoa diveigad in a straight 
lioB for a ocwiidcrabte aUtanoe from the Avenue or 
Coveotiy Rood.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPO.NDEiNTS. 

Q.E.D.~We have not pnbliahed yoar letter, aa 
the matter baa bean alrsaay decided, and tbeieCace 
your remarks would now seem out of place. 

Several letters are omitted for want of 
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Owing to a rirciinistance over which we 
have not complete control, namely, the 
almost continuous bad weather that 
has lately prevailed, there has hitherto 
really been very little chance of judging 
what our XI. this year may be expecflcd to 
do. We had hoped that the Foreign 
Match on Thursday last might give us 
some ideas on the subjc(fl. but this it si{,'- 
nally failed to do. With almost incessant 
rain the whole afternoon, it was impos- 
sible to decide what our bowling and 
fielding might have been under more 
favourable circumstances ; we therefore 
abstain from criticism on this occasion, 
and shall watt till our next numl)er, when 
we hope that two more matches, at least, 
will have been played. On the subje<^ of 
Cricket in general, however, there is 
plenty to say, and so our correspondents 
still seem to think, for we publish two 
more letters of some length, criticising 
and advisin<,' ; the first of these two com- 
plains of Reynolds' field being so little 
used this term, and, in our opinion, re* 
quires to be answered at once. Some 
trouble was taken last term, to ascertain 
whether Reynolds' could be made of 
some real use this term, and it was found 
that, without being properly levelled, it 
would be worse than useless for any but 
beginners. Now under any circum- 
stances the levelling of so large a piece 
of {;round as would be necessary, is a 
serious matter requiring considerable 
expenditure of time and money ; but it 



also happens that such expenditure, on a 
rather smaller scale, is already absolutely 
necessary in the Close itself, and on New 
Bigside. Owing to drainage, it is be- 
lieved, the ground there is settling into 
ridges, which, if tiei;lcile<l, will soon reach 
right to the middle of the ground ; this is 
obviously the more important, and must 
be done first, a?, both cannot be done at 
once. Besides this, there are actual reasons 
against the field being so levdled ; us^bl 
as it might be in the one summer term 
for Cricket, it is still more so now in the 
two other terms for Football. As a mat- 
ter of fa(ft, the Close has seven grounds 
for Cricket, but for Football only four, 
and it is much harder to find other occu- 
pations in winter than in summer. Rey- 
nolds' field gives three more Footbul 
grounds, and therefore enables almost 
every House to have a ground as often 
as it wants. If, then, the field was 
levelled, either it would be necessary to 
slop Football over the level part, or 
the ground would inevitably return to its 
present luieven condition. It may be 
possible that it does ground good to have 
Football played upon it, but not in all 
weathers, three or four times a week, and, 
least of all, when there are twenty players 
a side. A few long scrummages, such as 
are often almost continuous in Littlesides, 
if the day were wet, would undo all the 
good gained by levelling; and it is on 
the wet days that the want of the field 
would be most felt. We have, therefore, 
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another reason for the speedy introduc- 
tion of the Fifteen game at football ; for 
plajring fifteon a side would prevent the 
grounds being nearly so badly cut up as 
they now arc. Unless this changr> he 
introducetl, it will be necessary either to 
ive up the idea of making Reynolds" 
eld fMoperly fit for Cricket, or else to 
stop, at any rate, partially, its being used | 
in the winter term, and so create loafers j 
at a time when there are fewer other 
occupations they can betake themselves I 
to. We must just notice another letter ! 
about Lawn Tennis, advocating the re- 
vival of School prizes, though in a less 
virulent shape. We must plainly say, 
that in our opinion, so far from there 
being any chance of his wishes ' 
being realized, it is far more proliahle 
at some future time Lawn T'nnis 
will be altogether abolished. This 
has been done at many other Schools, 
and we have at present food reason 
for ivishing not to be bebmdhand. If 
the Fifteen game at I'ootball can be 
brought in, so that, as we have explained 
above, the levelling of Reyndds* for 
Cricket maybe brouglit within a measure- 
able distance of accomplishment, then 
there will be no need for any to complain 
of the lack of space, rendering loafing or 
Lawn Tennis compulsory for most mem- 
bers of the School ; and then, and 
probably not till then, will both loafing 
and Lawn Tennis together become 
extindt. 

— — 

It is only quite lately that we have begun 
to recover from the efFe<fts of overwhelm- 
ing anxiety. As the first of May drew 
near our fears increased lest we should 
be crushed and pulverized beneath the 
coming "Leaflet's" weight. The state- 
ment that it was to "supply a want long 
felt " here, implied a certain reproach 
against us, we fancied, and we were 
much afraid that worse reproaches might 
follow. We w-ere torn by conflicting 
hopes and fears. Would the " Leaflet " 
be willing to hold out the right hand of 
fellowship, or would it wither us with 
biting sarcasm, and scorch us with fiery 
scorn? Would it be gentle in dealing 
with our faults, or would it have a sepa- 
rate vein of humour all at our expense? 
Such doubts and fears are now happily 
over, and confidence reigns once more in 
our editorial quarters at i, Warwick 



Street. We wish no harm to it," is the 
remark of our young contemporary about 
the Mt tt or : and the assurance is satis- 
factory, although we think it scarcely 
emphasizes sufficiently the friendly feeling 
which ought to exist between us. For 
ourselves, we may say that, so far from 
wishing any harm to the " Leaflet,** we 
wish it all future continuance and suc- 
cess ; and it may not be amiss, if we 
mention a few points which, in our opin- 
ion, might help to secure such success. 
Hut before doing so, might we suggest 
that the word "Correspondence," in the 
list of contents, is rather misleading, as 
it naturally makes the intending reader 
imagint- that tlic paper contains com- 
munications from correspondents, which 
is not the case ; it would nave been better 
if then' had ac'luallvbccn more com rspotiil- 
ence elsewhere than in the index, as the 
whole thing seems, as it is, just a trifle 
brief. We were sorry to learn that they 
liopeil tlieir resources would uicrease as 
they went on ; such hopes are most fal- 
lacious. One or two regular contributors, 
sach as "T.V.W. " had, whose contribu- 
tions were not a matter of hope, but of 
certainty, would be worth more than all 
the great expedlations ever conceived by 
the editorial mind. Tlu 11, as to the 
actual contents, might we suggest that 
they are not quite all that could he desired. 
Of the poetry we will say nothing, but 
leave thai to be criticised by those better 
qualified than ourselves; yet we did think 
that " cricket " ought not to be cxpecfled 
to rhyme with "wicked," or '"want," 
and "wanted,' with "daunt," and 
haunted." Doubtless, by observing 
such trifles too minutely, we have only 
ourselves to blame for failing to see the 
beauties of the whole. But about the 
prose portions we should like to say a 
word. In ordc- that a school literary 
magazine should succeed, it really ought 
to make some pretensions to the poses- 
sion of literary talent. Such a want the 
" Leaflet " seems scarcely to have felt 
yet. Its essay on Novelists is harmless, 
though not very deep, or, in our opinion, 
correct ; but the portion called " Para- 
diplonuttics," is positively pernicious. It 
is sincerely to be hoi>ed that that pro- 
du(5lion may never produce imitators 
among us. Above (everything, that dis- 
cursive, nonsensical, would-bHS facetious 
style, is most to be avoided, as it shows a 
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total atMence of humour, combined with 
an entire want of sense. Nevertheless, 

we would not discoiirape the " Leaflet " 
as a whole ; it has not, perhaps, made too 
brilliant a start, but then, brilliancy is 
more difficult to keep up, and creates 
expcdiitions which it is beyond the 
editor s power to satisfy. But we must 
remark that a school i:i;igazinp oupht to 
contain something more to attiaet the 
school for whirii ii is intended. Essaj's 
on Novelists are all very well, but, if 
wanted, they can be fcund at much 
greater length, and. possibly, in better 
Style, in any ordinary review. A school 
magazine should, and must try to excite 
the interest of thnse fo whom it looks for 
support, or that support will certainly 
not be given. We shall look with 
anxiety for the appearance of the next 
number. 

Since inditing the abo\ e, we find that 
our criticisms have been forestalled, by a 
pubttcatfon called the Brieflet." the 
sudden offspring of obscurity. Whoever 
its editor or editors may be, we must 
confess to being considerably amused by 
it. As its name implies, its main object 
is to criticize the Leaflet,"* and this 
duty it evidently enjoys, perhaps too 
much so. Yet, provided it does not in- 
duce the " Leaflet" tojHjrish prematurely, 
it will, probably, be really beneficial. For 
if the Leaflet " won 111 take advantage 
of its somewhat broad hints, and "be a 
livelier Leaflet," the "Brieflet" would 
have done us and it a service, apart from 
any amuMinait it has affiorded

Mr. Solly (o.r.) then read a paper on 
the breathing apparatus of inse<fl8. He 



began by showing diagrams of the lungs 
of men and animals, the gills of fisSi. 

The main usesof the blood are to convey 

Inovirislunent and o.\ygen to the parts of 
the body requiring them. To re-uxydise 
the blood, lungs in man, frills in fishes, 
are used. The ditference is that m lungs 
the air is introduced by means of live 
I tubes inside, in gills the oxygen is taken 
in by fine tissues spread out in the water, 
when the iish is taken out these get 
clogged together, and it is choked. 

In Insets the oxygen is derived di- 
rectly from the air, by means of tubes 
opening into the air by spiracles, these 
can be opened and shut at the will of the 
insect. The arrangement of the tube dif- 
fers in different insects; in caterpillars 
they are simple and regular in diameter, 
j In bees, wasps. &c., they are expanded 
at certain points into reservoirs. The 
paper was illustrated by diagrams in 
coloured chalk, and a number of micro- 
scopic slides prepared by Mr. Solly. 
Mr. B1.0XAM made some exhibitions. 
Mr. Gumming exhibited a collection of 
rare fossils from Ireland, which had been 
given to the Societw

OLD RUGBKIANS. 

In the obituary notice, which appeared 
in the last numl>er of the A/t7^or, of Mr. 
William Morgan, the names of certain 
of his contemporaries, still living, who 
entered Rugby School during the master- 
ship of Dr. liifjles, were given, but not 
all. By the kindness of an Old Ku^- 
beian, who entered Rugby School m 
August 1842, and has ever evinced a sin- 
cere attachment for his old school, Fred- 
erick Dumergue, Esq., of 3, New Square, 
Lincoln's Inn, London, the names of two 
other Old Kugbeians of j^reat age, w-ho 
are still living, are supplied. The first 
of these, and the oldest of Old Rugbeians, 
is Geoi^e William Newton, of Ollersett 
Hall, near Glossop, in the County of 
Derby. Mr. Newton entered Rugby 
School at Midsummer 1797, nigh 86 years 
ago, and his entrance is thus noticed in 
the Register : — 

"Newton. G. W.. son of Mr. R. Newton. Attor- 
ney. Storkpnrt .nged 9. July 20." 

Mr. Newton is therefore in the 95th 
year of his age. 
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The other Ruf^beian who entered the 
School during Dr. Ingles' heaclniastcr- 
shij\ and who was one of the last boys 
entered under him, was, to take his entry 
from the Kegister, 

" Himnlns, Roliort Archibald, second snn ,4 Rev. 
R. DuuRhis. re<Moi of Salwaqi, Worostcrshire, 
•geJ I {, Oct 24. •• 

Mr. Douglas, who lias takt ii tlie name 
of Greslej', and residt s at Ui'^h Park, 
Salwarp, Dioilwich, entered the School 
at the commencement of 1807, and is 
now in his 90th year.

March Out to Catthorpe. 

Satiird.u. May 5tb. the d.iy fixed for 
this March Out, proved no exception to 
what now seems the established rule, 
namely, that whatever the weather may 
be on other days, on half holidays it 
must invariably be wet; only on this 



occasion, the proceedings were varied by 
snow. Early in the morning, with the 

ground covered by snow, any thought of 
marching out would have been abandoned 
by a less dauntless body than the R.S.R. 

V'.C. They however remained firm tO 
their original intention, and for a time 
fortune did indeed seem inclined to favcmr 
the brave. Before the time ap]>ointed 
for the start, tiie sun came out and trans- 
mitted the snow into the less objetftion' 
able form of mud, so that things promised 
to turn out better than had been expetfted. 
The School Corps started from the Old 
uad., at 2.15, and was joined by the 
own Corps and Band at the Marlcet 
Place. l!ntli roni]ianies then proceeded 
by the Chfton Road to Catthorpe.

At last the march 
was continued, and we found ourselves, 
for the first time, at^'^ually before the 
enemy. The united corps then formed 
in a naif circle round the devoted gar- 
rison, and, after keepiiif; a hot fire for 
some time, chaiged gallantly. Whore all 
were so good, it is hard to draw dis- 
tindlion, but we must notice the con> 
spicuous gallantry of some of the School 
Corps, who were with difficulty restrained 
from actually scaling the wall, and 
slaughtering the enemy on their own 
ground. One warrior among the enemy 
had been particularly noticed, owing to 
his having chosen an elevated position 
on the top of a small tower ; now, lieing 
surrounded by victorious foes, he seemed 
in no slight danger, but in the end received 
quarter, and we believe eventually re- 
turned to Rugby unhurt, wliere no (loubt 
he will have told many tales of perils 
|>ast, and dangers overcome. Viiftors 
and vanquished, with their former friend- 
ship once more renewed, now wiled away 
the time with the delights of company 
drill. The only thing noticeable being 
the rciuaikable proceedings that followed 
the word " re-form line " when marching 
in fours to the rear ; " re-form line " was 
the word of command, lint, to quote the 
Brieilet ' once more, " that wasn't the 
result attained." If we ** reform " the line 
that way at Camp, we shall probably, 
like most reformers, find our efforts little 
appreciated. Large quantities of footl 
were consumed soon after, and three 
cheers were given for Mr. Cross, whose 
hospitality we had been enjoying. As 
the rain had stopped some time before, 
the march back was not unpleasant, and 
we reached the armoury at 7.30, feeling 
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that the toils and dangers of war are not 
without their compensatUJg advantages, 
although the only promotion gained 
thereby be the promotion of a good 
hearty appetite.

THAT HERO OF STORY. GUY EARL 
OF WARWICK. AT WARWICK CASTLE 
AND ELSEWHERE. 



Between the armour now exhibited in the Porter's 
Lodge at Warwicit Castle, and the description of it 
ia tbe early manuscripts of the Romance, there is 
a palpable difference, on which I shall now pro- 
ceed to treat. Ia tbe Auchinlecb manuscript I omit 
to quote tbe paaaaoes at length, but will simply 
give tbe aaOMS of toe pieces of armour in detail, 
as tberelD eaameraled. These, then, consisted of 
a goii lUmbtrki «f sIM, a kelmt and vintayU, glsait 
MM gtmbttO*. mi ikows 0/ mayU. a large. lo tbe 
verskm is the library at Caius College, which is 
diffeneat to the Aucbtotecb, Guy is rcpraseated aa 
arymd with a kawitrkt 0/ double nutylt. hosyn «/ 
yren and stelt, sfoms, kyt skytd. a good swrrd. a 
spere. The armour thus early attributed to Guy is 
ol the fourteenth centurr. and thus described in 
tbe metrical versions ol the Romance of that 
perio<l. 

In the stor>' of Rembrari Gy. S<ine 1 f V. aruii k, 
which follows in tht.' .\iichinli:< h in.imiscnjit the 
sti>rv of (^,ny. an illu!itrati(>ii is given of two knights 
represented in annour of the fourteenth centur)'. 
On<! ot these aj'pt.irs in a hawberk and chausses 
of banded mail, with a long sleeveless surcoat 
over, a basinet i : In line of jilate, a round buckler 
or shield sus|>fn(ie<i from the left arm, and a sword 
held in the right hand. 

Thomas Earl of Warwick, who flourished in 
the reigns of Edward the Third and Richard the 
Second, had a suite of arras hangings, containing 
the story of the funoos Gay of Warwick. These;, 
by bis will, made aj». t^ao, be left to bis son 
Richard, to whom also he left tbe levnf «mf cmM 
tt/ tnailf sometime belonging to the famous Guy. 

Treating of Warwick Castle in his " .\ntiquilies 
of Warwickshire. ' (iulilisli<!d a i> t(y:-,ti. Sir \\ liliam 
Dngdalc saith " here is to \>c seen a l.irge two h,inded 
sword, with a heltnet an<l certain (ihile armour 
for horse service, which, as the tradition is. were 
part of the accountreuienis soiuetinie belonging to 
the famous Guy, but I rather iliink that they are 
of a much later date, yet I I'ujii that in 1 Henry 
VIII. (1509) the sword having that repute, the King 
graoted tbe casiody thereof to Will He 
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of the yeomen of his Buttry. or his sufficient dep- 
uty with the fee nf ijil per diem for that service."

The suppt>sed Rib of the Du» Coti: formerly 
seen by Dr Cains at Cuy s Cliff, in 155-'. i-^ no 
longer to be found thiTe, but was piooalily re- 
moved to Warwick Cistle. where one such is now 
shewn, but when the removal took place 1 have no 
means of asoertaintog. 



The gigantic effigy at Guy's Cliff, sculptured in 
hifjli relief out of the rock, is well wortny of exam- 
ination Sir William Du;;ilali: would attribute this 
efhL;\ til lie the work of Hichari! lUauchamp. HatI 
of Warwick, ciici a i> 14^0. hut it is evident it inu'it 
have iH'cn sriilplured at a much rnrlur (wii il. 
V!Z . in the rtiLjn i>i lUbvard the Stxfind or Kiiw.ii 1 
till Tliiril. as all the details [mint t<< one or other 
of those reigns. The representation en^jraved by 
Hollar, in the middle of the 17111 ceiitur>, exhibits

|HMrs a basinet of plate, the bo(.ly armour consists 
of a havvberk and chaus.ws of mail, over which is 
worn a short, sleeveless, cvclas like snrco.ii tielled 
round alxive the loins Tiie etti^v is repre?<!nte l 
holding an uplifted sword in the right hand, whilst 
to the left arm is attixed a long heater-shaped 
shield, furth rr suspended l>> a gui/je crossing 
obliquely in front from the ri|.;hi shoulder This 
engraving, by Hollar, can. however, hardly be con- 
sidered a trustworthy rcprr-vtntation. wlteu com- 
pared with the much mutilated statue as it at 
present exists. 

This statue, as it appeared a century ago. was 
engraved from a seemmgly accurate drawing, 
taken July 30, 1782. by Mr. John Carter, an emi- 
nent antiquary m tbe latter part of tbe last and 
early part of tbe present century : tbe r^bt ana 
and sword, and the left leg were then delineated as 
gone, and the statue otherwise much mutilated. 
This cngr.-iving was prefixed to tbe " Memmr of 
the story of Guy Earl of Warwick, by tbe Rev, 
Samuel Pegge. "

Hut Liv far the Lk st r. i resentatioii is a small 
photograjili, t,ikeii a few \ears ago, this exhibits 
most clearlv that peculiar |K>se of the hguie for 
winch the sculptured et(i,;ies of (he middle of the 
i^th century .iitt iiu re or less remarkable. This 
eftigy must. 1 think, Ik- lietween .S and 9 feet in 
height 

We now come to the ai : les shewn at Warwick 
Casile as constituting the Imdy armour and horse 
armour of our Hero, and these alone evince him 
to have been no 1 ir Unary mortal. l''or we hn<t a 
basinet or headpiece of the time of Edward the 
Third to have formed his helme, a Hungarian 
pavois or shield of the time of Henry tbe Seventh 
does duty as his breastplate, and a visored wall 
shield of the reign of James the First serves as his 
back-plate. In these last two articles he was 
equipped like tbe Governor of Bamtaria. the 
quondam Squire of Don Quixote. A two-baoded 
sword. 5 feet 6 incbes long, of the era of Henry 
tbe Etgntb. is that pointed out as wielded by bim. 
wfailst tbe Aaft or^ a tilting laace^ tbe earliest I 
have met with, served, if yon will believe it, as hia 
walking staff. That his Udy. tbe fair Phillis. 
should not be forgotten, a pair of pointed slippered 
stitiupsof iron, of the reign of Henry the Sixth, 
are ascribi'd to l)o her veritable slippers. .\s to 
his horse armour, an immense cliani'ron or head- 
piece, a poitrall worn in fr<>iit of the horse s breast. 
,md a crouineri: !■ ■ defend thi- horse s thanks, are of 
more thiin usual ma(;nitude and of tbe reign of 
Henry tbe Sixth : whilst bis breakfast cup, or as it 
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is nsaally called. Porri<lKe I'ot, with its Httendant 
fork, is a hui-c iron cauldron of consiilcrahle an- 
tiquity, used fur scfthinn the flesh raiiuns of (he 
>;,irnsi 'U.

This means that more 
than i5o fellows in the School arc unable, if they 
wish it. to play cricket on a half-holiday afternoon, 
and must either " loal 01 ict >rt to some other game. 
I know as a f.a<ft that there arc fellows in the 
School, w ho up to this day (nearly a fortnight from 
the beginning of the term), have not been able to 
get into a game, though willing. Now, it would 
hardly be believed by a stranger that this state of 
tbiofp arises not because there is a deficiency of 
r(x>m. but simply from the fa£t that the room 
which there is has not been made available for 
cricket. Reynolds' field might give space for as 
many widceta as tbe Cloae. or for a large nnmber 
of piadioe neta; and it is certainly discreditable 
to the School that h baa remained to hmg in ita 
present state. If it werafnUy ntilised thcie nai^t 
not. {>erhaps. be mncb eflhft prodoced on the XI. 
of this year or next, bnt there «««ld be, what 
there is not now, reasonably aolildent opportnnitiea 
fiir small boys lately come to the School to praftice 
crieket. and the cricket of the School would be 
immensely improved in the course of a few years, 
especially if the plav of the small boys was looked 
after a little In ttn- cricket authorities.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 



" Open to Aignmeat '—Shall sppesr in our nest. 
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It has doubtless by this time become 
apparent to the most casual observer of 
our Foreign Matches that there is a great 
improvement this year on the form shown 
of late by the School Eleven. It is a 
long time since the Meteor has been able 
to record a vi(5lory to the School account 
before the ist of June, but what is still 
more encouraging to us. is that this year, 
owing to fortune or our own personal 
merit, we have not yet sufiereo defeat. 
It is true that the College teams against 
which we have been pitted have not been 
of very remarkable prowess ; but that is 
their lookK>ut, not ours. And in no de- 
partment of the game has the improve- 
ment of this year been more marked than 
in the batting. We think we are keeping 
within the Dounds of truth when we 
assert that last year the Eleven never 
compiled two hundred runs against any 
bowling. This our representatives this 
year have already arhieved, and we 
heartily congratulate them on the success 
of their efforts. And what we are still 
more glad to see is, that this was not 
altogether due to one or two solitary indi- 
viduals, who did all the run-inaking, 
while the remainder contributed hardly 
anything to the sum total. On the con- 
trary, nearly half the Eleven got into 
double hgures. We pointed out at the 
commencement of last season, as many 
of our readers will doubtless remember, 
that our want of success then was pro- 
bably* in the main, due to a want of con* 



fidence of the players in each other. 
This was caused by the fadl of the team 
being so largely composed of new mem- 
bers. This year all that is altered. With 
nearly haU the old Eleven back, this 
year's team feels a confidence in its 
powers which its predecessor lacked to 
such a disastrous extent. This is no 
doubt the secret of much of our success. 
So much for the batting. As regards the 
bowling, we wish we could give it as 
mucli praise. But we fear this cannot 
be. No doubt it is sometimes good, as 
the Oriel match gave proof of; but often 
it is very far from perloAion. At present 
we seem to be in the somewhat unhappy 
state of ha\inf,' no good slow bowler. 
This is unfortunate, and we do not now 
see our way to suggesting a remedy for 
it| excepting to exhort all those that nave 
an idea of slow bowling, to pra(5tise at it 
steadily. But a good borwler is not made 
in a hurry. However, we will rest in 
hope that before this term is over, we 
shall see a good slow trundler blossom 
forth, and deal devastation amidst our 
enemies' sticks. For the present, how- 
ever, we must content ourselves with 
what we have got, which is fast or me- 
dium pace. It is, as we have said, some- 
times gootl (for this is the only bowling 
that has at present been successful) ; but 
there is a certain erratic tendency about 
it, and w.wA of pitch, which is often very 
noticeable, and has cost us a lot of runs 
before now. We do not deny that the 
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day of the match against Trinity College 
was a splendid day Tor batting^, but at the 

same time we cannot In Ip tliitikiiip that 
we ought to have had tJie bowling to pre- 1 
vent such heavy and fast scoring. But 
whatever the bowling or hatting may be, ' 
be it good or be it bad, the heKUng of a ] 
School Xl .ou^ht never to alter materially, 
except for the better. This our fielding 
has done : it has altered for the better. 
Our columns have before now seen com- 
plaints that the School fielding was | 
clumsy, and last year the fielding was | 
conspicuous for its good quality ncithL-r in 
the Close nor at Lords'. Of course there 
were some honourable exceptions, but w« 
speak gen( r:i!Iy. This year the fielding has 
generally been very fair, and on most ilays 
mistakes have been few and far between. 
W'e shoiil<i (!o well to Ix u in miiui that 
goml rieldnig covers a uuml)er of otlences, 
and a team that is alwajrs on the alert 
and accepts all the chances it gets, will 
continually beat a team which is its su- 
perior in batting, but is slack in the field. 
Pra<^ice, no doubt, will re<flify all the 
defei5ts there may lie now. And not only 
should llie [iicbLnt Eleven pra(flise, but 
the rising generation should also devote 
their attention to it ; and. moreover, the 
latter slinwM do this in a steady and solu-r 
way, an<i not run half-way across the 
pitch when batting, and spoon up catches 
at every ball, nor (io their Utmost toover- 
Ik>w1 themselves. 

In less than three weeks from the pres- 
ent date, another "Old Kugbeian " will 
have been played ; and, both in cricket I 
ami fontlMll, this may well be considered 
the most important match of the season, 
not that such very great skill is displayed 
in it, but Ix'cause of the interest there is 
in the players themselves, who have come 
down rather to see the old School once 
more, than to lieat the present gfiicra- 
tion. Two or three years ago, tin- com- 
plaint used to be that hardly any Old 
Rngbeians ever came down at either fes- 
tivals ; various reasons were given for 
this, some said that Henley Regatta, 
falline on the same day, caus^ the poor 
attendance, others that pecuniary matters 
were the reason of it. Hut whntt ver 
might have been the cause, it evidently 
existed no longer last year; for three fulf- 
nnmbercd Ivlevens stood forth tn do battle 
with us in the Close, and, what is more, 
beat us in two out of the three contests. 



We hope that this year will see as many, or 
even more down, and that, with some 01 

the glorious weather we have lately been 
treated with, we may show them that the 
present generation yields in nothing to 
the past. 

SoM E time ago we heard various couipluiuts 
about the Natural Histocy Society; es- 
pecially during the sunmier term, when 
the Society seems to have held only one 
meeting, and to have organised only two 
excursions. This year, however, we are 
glad to notice that the Society has quite 
awakened from its torpor, and in faCt 
seems to be in full energy. ; indeed it has 
already held two successful meetings 
and one excursion ; while to day it ir tends 
to go in full force to see its friends at 
Uppingham.

a(ju.iriuiii. ami other vaiious collectioub of 
Hist rts and eggs, WO pOSSCSS A Museutn 

of which Rugby may well he proud, and 
we cannot too heartily congratulate the 

President, and all those members who 
have lent hiui their aid, on the great 
success of their efforts. There is one 

thing, however, in contrast to this prus- 
perity which has given great aiuioyance 
to the President, and seems for the 
present to have blighted tl:c Society's 
higher aspirations. We have heaid itom 
time to time of associates abusing their 
privilege of having keys of the room, but 
last week sonn body wilfully damaged 
the vivarium, and has hitherto completely 
frustrated all attempts of detetftion. 
Consequently, in future, the room will 
be closed lo all but the members and a 
few associates. This is a pity, but the 
only way out of the difficulty. We can> 
not too strongly urge on lioth members 
and associates to put a stop to all such 
wilful tlamagein the future, and we hope 
that the time will come when th(r Scjciety 
wUl be able unce more to open its tloors 
to all alike.

It is situate<l hit;h on the Tagus. in a 
far better positkMi than Madrid, which is arid and 
dry. and only chosen the capital as bein^ matbe- 
maticany tne centre of the country. At Td«do 
there b one of the finest cathedrals in Spain. At 
Buivw there is an escnrial royal palace, a boiUlag 
nninteresiiiig except for its historical recolkAioos. 
Avila is a town with walls so high that nothing 
can be seen but the top of a tower. The apse of 
the cathedral is pushed through the walls and 
projcds out. l)r. Jex Hlake concluded by advising 
his audience to jjo to Spain as soon as tin y couUi.

Suiulay Isiauds, in Ceylon, and in the 
mountains of Assam ; in Java they may 
be stcii flying about the cliffs in which 
thi ir nests are.

RUGBY SCHOOL PERIODICAL 
LITERATURE. 

The Mcent publicatkn of the lint Bumben of 
two pariodicali, mpiKMed 10 be edited ami written 
by present UMnben of Rugby School, suggests the 
desirability of knlrillg back apmi old times, and 
ascertaining what has been done by metnbers of 
the School in former ilays. with reference to |)eri- 
oilical literature ; suid, apart from mere scholastic 
studies, under what diRicultits nr ;iilvantai,'es the 
pursuits of literature have l>ecn by ihtm followed 
up AltjiiiUk;h Ku>;b\ SchcH^l was foumlcd in 1567. 
it dues no! appear to ha\c lieen actually startc<l till 
ni^jh the close of the rcisn of Klizabttli. A I) i6ix>. 
or thereabouts, and for the first three quartt rs u( a 
century we do not j)os5ess the name of a single 
scholar who was educated at it. In ifiii7 the Kev. 
Henry llolyoak, one of the eje<fted members of 
Magdalen ('.illej;e. Oxford, bv order of James II . 
(an a£t which, tulininatin>^ on previous transactions, 
was the more immediate cause of the loss of ins 
thronei. was (-leiited master of Ku^by School. 
Though he was subsetjuentlv, with the fellows of 
Ma^tialen College, formallv re-admitted to the 
position he had there occupied, he viiluntarily 
resigned his college preterment. rhonsin^ rather 
to retain the ina9tersh:;< <i| the School at Kugby, 
the duties of which h - la it.led up to his death, a 
period of 4^ years. In his will, dated February 
ti. 1730.1. IS the fUlowing paaaag*:— "I do alio 



leave to the Schole of Kugby all my bookts and the 
two nidures of my grandfather and father (both 
noted lexicographers), if the honorable the Trustees 
shall think all or a^of tbem worth their accep- 
tance." The books were received and carefully 
preserved till within the mastership of Dr. Temple, 
when they were, most unjustifiably, disposed of;' 
the portraits of the two worthies I cannot trace. 
In 1712 Joseph Addison purchased Bilton Hall as his 
country residence; bow much of his tine be ivsidod 
t here Qp to hiadeath it would now bedifficalt toascer- 
tam. but I haw met with a lAtar from him to Mr. 
Hughes dated ■* Bilton near Rugby. OA. 16, 1713." 
Adonoa fbrmBd a library at Bilton Ha)L This coa. 
tlaaed to be kept tbena tiU after the death of his 
daughter in 1797. It wasaold in London by Leigh 
and Solheby in May, 1799. in 856 lots, so that it 
conld hardly have contained less than 1 .000 volumes, 
probably many more. The sale realised £456 is. 6d.; 
a catalogue, dilficuh now to obtain, would be inter- 
esting 

Addison was a frojuent writer in the periodical 
literature of his d.ay. and contributed papers to the 
" Tatler. " "■ Spectator, " and the ■ Guardian. ' The 
first number u'. the ' Tatler " was ))ubli.ihed on the 
I jth of \\in\. i-joj. the J7ist and concluiiuij; num- 
ber, on tile 2nd (>f January. 1710-11. the " Spedta- 
tcr" LI imniiiK id on the ist of March, 1710-ti. the 
fi i ,!h .iiid last number was published the .^oth 
i)eeeml>er. 1714. Tlie " (i jardian ' was first pmb- 
lished on the l.'th of March, 171 3, il H'litiuued up 
to (October 1st, 171J, when the i75lh nunilMT was 
the last published. Such w,as the principal peri- 
odical literature of Queen Anne's reign. That lU 
connexion with which Addison's name was best 
known, was the " Spedator. " the originals of 
some of his articles in which were, after bb 
daughter's death, found at liilton. In 1731, 
Edward Cave, an Old Rugbeian, and a pupil 
of the Rev. Henry Holyoak, started a monthly 
periodical called "The Gentleman's Maguine. ' 
This has continued by name, at least, ever since, a 
period of upwards of 150 years ; it is a marvelloas 
produAioa. a veritable magasiae of faAs, a store- 
house for reference. Within the last (jnarter of a 
century, the accumulating stores of infiomiatioil, 
civil, military-, and political, have been disregarded, 
and it has l>ecome a mere stor)'-boolc, retaining 
nothing of its former usefulness but the ancient 
name. 

In 1746, William Hray. of Shere. Surrey, was 

eiiterevi ,il ICiiij'oy School. 1 !<• subsequently became 
a I'ouiiiy iIi->ionin, being a coadjutor with Mr. 
Manning in that history of Surrey, known by their 
joint names. He was also for many years 
Trcitsurer ot the Society of Aniiquaries. Mr. 
Bray died in DeremlM-T. 1S32. at the advanced age 
of y7. Ainon>;si private memoranda 1< tt by hiin 
occurs the follow ing passage : — " I left Kugby 
without anv ilistiiictioti i>e\ond that ot beiii>^ always 
ready with niy lesson. A book was my great, and 
inilecd my only delight, for I seldom engaged in 
anv play with my schi>ol fellows The ■' Kambler" 
was then publishing in weekly mi:nb<T-i. and had 
nearly ruined inc. .■X number having fall.'U mio 
my hands. 1 gave an order for the purchase to the 
itiner-uit bo. kvellcr, who came from Daveutry on 
iii.irktt ; i\> . rid he, supposing that I wanted all 
the nuinlicrs w hu li I 1 1 lieen published, brought me 
so many as am .) I to nine shillings, and com- 
pletely exhausted uiy little savings." Ruf(by was 
then, and continued long after to be. without a 
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ri-'Hi liiit l)ookscilcr. The first nuiiilur ■ f the 
"K'aiiihler" was pubhshed on the ^oth March, 
1750, the 308th anil concliidinji; nuinljcr nn the 
i.>th March. 175^. sf< that it v\as between these 
two jieriiwis tliat Williwn Bray gave his order. 
The " Rambler" was followed, on the 7th Novem- 
her. 1752, by the appearance of the " Axlveniurer." 
This was carried on to the 104th number, with 
which it concluded, on the gth March, 1754. 
Lastly came the "Idler. " of which the first num- 
ber appeared on the 15th April. 1758 ; it reached 
to nnmiier 103. with which it condnded on the sth 
of April, 1760. Such was the periodical literatare. 
I do not say the whole, of the EoRlish essayists, 
during ihe rei^s of Anne, and of the two first 
Georoes: but the transmisrion of such literature 
into the country was slow and irregular. In small 
country towriK it was (ifttimes difticult to meet with 
a bookseller, and th<'s«' for the most pari carried on 
some other liaile pursuit. Tdl towards the l lose nf 
the ei)s'ht<cilth ceiuurv. there was no resident 
bookseller at Kimln ; there are now si\ It 
was not till tin- lIosc nf the second <iLC.i'le i>f 
the 19th century that a printinK pi'! -.s was first set 
up in Kii^jbv ilu-re are now live pimiin^; establish- 
ments in that town Of the.s<'. and of the period- 
ical literature ernanatin^' within the last 50 vi .irs 
from sum ssivc- meniliers of l<ut;l)V Scliool.

Those who are ignorant of the lails of 



the case will be perhaps a little pained 
to think that we should have hung back 
in the matter, white those who know of 

the existence of the Rugby Fox Master- 
ship will naturally hold that the School 
does already quite enough in this way. 
It is not an insignificant fatfl that we 
should be thus appealed to, and the 
printing the letter may do a consider- 
able amount of good. If it was known 
how much labour and energy was re- 
quired to continue the Fox Mastership, 
we should not hear any more of such a 
sister scheme as that proposed by our cor- 
respondent for a Mission in the East of 
London. The School, indeed, could not 
I possibly support two such missions— one 
in India and one in London— and it is 

i better to do one well than both meanly. 
The writer calls attention to the value of 
an immediate " personal interest," and 
justly estimates it as very great ; but it is 
this immediate personal interest which, 
one feels, at Rugby is missing.

Before the appearance of our next num- 
ber, our Kifle Corps will onre more h.nve 
passed through its annual ordeal at Camp. 
Judging by the weather wt- have been 
lately enjoying, that ordeal is likely to be 
rather one of fire than of water, as it has 
always been of late years. Mot weather, 
though not perhaps an unmixed blessing 
to a volunteer clad as for Arctic explore* 
tions. is at all events better than the con- 
tinual downpour which we are accus- 
tomed to consider the invariable acco<n* 
paniment of camping out. But if our 
corps were only provided with the long- 
expedited and long delayed helmets, they 
would be prepared for all extremes, now 
that greatcoats have been given out by 
the clothing department. Comfort, how- 
ever, is not, or should not be the first 
thing thought about at Camp. Our corps 
cannot help being ornamental, of course, 
but it should also try to be useful, and the 
diredlion in which its usefulness is most 
shown at Camp, is in keeping the Scfaool 
I creditably to the front in matters where it 
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starts on even terms with all competitors. 
Drill is almost the only thing in which we 
can say that we have no advantages to 
Start with over others ; on the contrary, 
we are under the dtsadvanta^ of feeling 
that to he a burden, among our other 
occupations, which, to many of those we 
meet at Camp, is a means of relaxation. 
If. therefore, in spite of this, our Rifle 
Corps can take a high place, both in 
appearance and in efficiency, it always 
does them great credit. That tin y lia\ c 
done so in past years, is an untloubted 
ladl; and it is almost equally certain that 
they will do so this year. Therefore, in 
onwr to make this an absolute certainty, 
it is only necessary for those who have 
been to Camp before, not to trust too 
much to thier remembrance of what was 
done last year ; for tliose who have not 
been to Camp before, not to be too elated 
at their three days' holiday in the middle 
of the fcrtn. but to try and learn quickly 
what to do, and how to do it best. 

In talking of three day's holiday, we 
used a phrase which is perhaps rather 
too frequently used by the more scholastic 
portion of our community, and too easily 
believed by the more credulous portion. 
That Camp, as a matter of fa<!t, is far 
from l)t mg a holid.iw will be n .uliK' 
.agreed by all experienced in such matters. . 
The aiftual work is as hard as any we | 
have here, or harder, but of course of a 
wholly* different kind ; and it is uwing to 
its being so dilTerent, that even the WOrk> 
ing portion of the d.iy is not by any 
means disagreeable, under oiJiiiary cir- 
cumstances. It hardly can be called a 
holiday, when there are at most scarcely 
two hours free between half-past five in 
the morning, and five in the evening ; ' 
for the amount of work is by no means 
limited to the adtual hours of drill, 
l.'nder thi se circunislarict s, our Rifle 
Corps should be considered to be con- 
ferring as great a benefit on their School, 
by going to Cani]>, as they receive by 
being allowed to go. There may, even 
pos-ib \ , be some, a degraded few no 
doubt, who at the i-peeches might not 
consider the dignity of the School en- 
hanced by the apjiearatue of the Sixth 
upon the platform, or of the vulgar herd 
in the gallery ; yet, who seeing the two 
elements mixed in one iiat n:i>i:ious and 
uniform body at Camp, might consider 
their appearance not altogether unworthy 



of the place they represent. The re- 
hearsals for the Speeches have been 
numerous, and so, too, have been the 
rehearsals for Camp. At the Speeches a 
few members of the School will play be* 
fore a selecft and critical audience, wi th. 
we have no doubt, irreproachable corre<fto 
ness. At Camp, a large proportion of 
the School will play, at soldiers, before a 
large and also critical audience. There- 
fore, unless the Rifle Corps is to be out* 
done by the Sixth, they also must per- 
form with irreproachable correctness.

The party was led by the President, and 
Mr. Donkin and Mr. Cumniing accom- 
panied him. Leaving Rugby Station at 
about one o'clock we reached Seaton soon 
after two, whence wc drove up to Upjiing- 
hain. There we were most hospitably 
received b^' Mr. Thring and Mr. Haslam, 
and, after tnspec^^ing the chapel, some of 
the houses, and the school buildings, in- 
cluding the Natural History Museum, we 
were taken to see the Aviary. This was 
very interesting, and seems to be in a 
flourishing condition. We left Upping- 
ham again at about six o'clock, and 
reached Rugby soon after eight, after a 
most enjoyable day. 

Twenty-four members of the School 
were present.

MARCH OUT TO NEWBOLD 
REVEL. 

On Saturday, June 2nd, there was a 
March Out to Mr. Herbert Wood's, at 
Newbold Revel. The day was very fine 
and warm. The School Company 
paraded in the Close at 2.5, and ininie- 
diately formed fours and proceeded down 
High Street, till it got to the Market 
Place, where it picked up the Town 
Company, with a band. Both companies 
then marched to the Railway Station, 



where they were " entrained " and con- 
veyed to Brinklow. Disembarking there 
they paraded outside the station, and 
marching by seifiions soon gained Mr. 
Wood's park. Here they rested for some 
time, while the plan of attack was being 
decided upon. The whole company was 
then called to attention, and eight or ten 
files were handed over to Serc;eant Dou- 
gan to form the defenders, while the rest 
were to attack. Sergeant Dougan first 
took up his position in a spinne\', from 
which he was soon driven, and was to be 
seen with his men doubling at full speed 
across a large field, pursued by the Town 
company, with the School to support 
them. The enemy was at lengtii drivt n 
out of this field and across the next one 
to a coppice on a steep bank, the attack- 
ers, from behind a lu ilgc, pouring in a 
fire that must have been most destructive, 
to judge by the number of leaves that 
were blown away. Here they made a 
stand for some time; but the pursuers 
stole round to their flank, and as their 
firing had been very desultory for some 
time, were in full expet'lation of captur- 
ing them, when it was discovered that 
Sergeant Dougan had cleverly made his 
escape through a portion of the spinney, 
which his pursuers had failed to occupy, 
and regained the shelter of the house. 
Both companies then marched back, and 
pursuers and pursued made up their 
; quarrel, and proceeded to march past 
' in quick time and double, .\fter per* 
formintj sundry other evolutions, they 
maiched round to tiif other suie of the 
house, where they fell out for refresh- 
ments. At 6.30 they all fell in, with the 
exception of those that had received 
wounds during the battle, tlioii^di these 
were not a large number, and, after three 
cheers for Mrs. Wood, the homeward 
march was commenced. The route lay 
through Easenhall, Harborough Magna, 
and Newbold, and Rugby was reached 
about 8.15, after a somewhat long and 
dusty march, though enlivened by the 
band and the vocal efforts of the two 
companies. 

THE ART MUSEUM. 

The collcL'^ion exhibited this term, in 
I the Art Museum, though of a miscella- 
I neous charadler, is extremely interesting. 
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Lord Braye contributes a number of oil piAores 
from Stanford Hall, chiefly portraits of aMUtters 
of the Braye and Cave families. The most strik- 
ing Is • three-quarter length of John, Second Lord 
Braye. who died 1557. It is the presentment of a 
polished courtier, and a doughty knight. Though 
the painting of the face, from the want of aiMde, 
appean KNoewlist flat, h h fall of cbaraAer and 
eamestoefla. The work w Iw Ham Holbein. 
The portrait of Sir Anabniw Cave, of Stanford, 
Privy Coimcillar to Queen Eliaabeih. is that of a 
Saxon type, with yellow moustache, pointed beard, 
and a fresh comely face. On his left arm is bound 
the garter of the Queen, that he had foriunatcly 

picked up. In Lady Hc-rkelcy s (mrtr.iit we h.i\r a 
beautifully-mcxiolled. sweet girlish face In t/us 
pidlurc cvcrythiJij: — the (It-sli, laces, feathers and 
pearls, is worked up with phDtDRraphic fi<]elity. 
The most interesnnK portrait, however is that of 
Margareta. the mother of Henry V'll p.imurd, in 
all probability, by Jan M.ihiis.j f 1.(70 15321 It is 
a ^rand inai^cnhnc f.icc with sqiKirc intirllt-etual 
foreheaiJ, shn w 1, .dm^ist ciinnu)>,' cv.'s, ,in<l a 
masterful rnouih tdnirait this witli the picture 
of F,lizabetl» of York, hanging Ixine.ith, a|)parcntly 
a good-natured, characterless lady. In a ciiriously- 
carvctl elliptical frame, in the same bay, hangs the 
portrait of the Frotcdor Somerset ; the face has a 
most unpleasing expression, but one full of con- 
scious ability. Hcneath this i& the jKjrtrait of 
Dorothy Cave, aged 84. It represents a most 
sweet-looking old lady, and is possibly the work of 
Oito Vaenltis. the natter of Rubens. 

An interesting portrait of M;irv Stcw.ir!. copied 
by Sir John Medina, from the original at Kcnmure 
Cattle, has been lent by John Femer, Esq. 

A. Analen. Esq , Rugby, lends a finely painted 
head of a man smiling, by Greuze (1725-1^03). and 
a ch.irming. small Holy Family, which nnfor- 
tunaiely is Dot named. 

J. Pamall, Esq.. of Brooklleld. contributes 
several landsnpes in fill. A "Sea Shore." by 
Edwin Ellis. Is a work full of vigour, evidently 
dashed to bdiove nature.— the tonligbt gleams on 
the yellow sands, while the receding tide breaks in 
sparkling wavelets. The " Mountain Stream," by 
Jutsum, also lent by Mr. Pamell. is powerfully 
painted, the clouds, crags, trees and pool aio alike 
the work of a master. 

E. Bullock. Eiq.. of Leamiagton. lends "A 
Squall." by B. ElUs. a fine contrast to Mr. Par- 
oell's pMure. In this a t<(uall bat snddenly 
struck the dark green sea with funp. boats are 
running for the harbour, and one large crafl is 
heeling over in evident distress. Mr. Bullock also 
lends a landscape by Alfred Bennett, a flock of 
sheep in a country lane, over the hedge of which 
is seen a stretch of upland. 

H. VVhitchouse. Esq., of Leamington, lends a 
caiefuUy-paiatcd oil pifture. by Arthur J Meadows, 
entitled "A Calm Morning. Dutch Galliott's 
Loading." aad a vteHnoody-painted view at Aries, 
by John Burgess, of the old water Colour Society. 

The Kev. A. A. Isaacs. M.A., of Leicester, lends 
about a dozen pidurcs in oil and water colonrs. 
The former include very choice examples by Nas- 
myib. Wilson. K.A.. Creswick. K.A.. and £. J. 
Niemann. Among the water colours is a moat 



interesting example by Turner, in his early man- 
ner, a landncape m which every detail is outlined 
with exquisite minuteness. In the foreground is a 
number of sheep, and though each is scarcely a 
quarter of an inch long, it is painted with singular 
truth to nature. There is also a charming poetic 
sketch by £. J. Niemann, a pretty soft-toned draw- 
ing by MiUler. a bright, sonny, crisply-painted 
drawing by Clarkson Staafield. and a charming 
little"! " by David Cox. 

John Keid, Esq.. of InverlodJon. W.argrave-on- 
Thames. has lent fifteen water colour p:\inting<;. 
most of which are of rare merit, by wcU-kiiMwn 
artists. Several highly-finished works by the late 
E. Duncan are of great excellence. They show a 
vigorous grasp of nature, together with an elabora- 
tion of parts that never descends to pettiness. 
There are three views of the Thame*, quite typical 
in charader and of great beauty. The finest 
drawing of the series, howewr. is •' The Wreck," 
a small but most impressive work. The sky show- 
ing some Una with signs of clearing up. is still 
angry on the horizon, the waves retreating with the 
fide are lashed to fuiy by the wind, while the poor 
ship, now high and dry, lies a helpless wreck. 
The maay figwea mothtg about, saving wreckage, 
the horses waittog to haul the beaver spars ashore, 
alike give movement and hotnaa mterest to the 
work, and are examples of artistic thought and 
masterly execution. In this series there is a clever, 
vivacious drawing by Sir John Gilbert, representing 
Friar TucU and the Freebooters of the Merry 
Green Wood- a scene from Ivanhoe. Other worta 
.-ire hv Thomas Faod a • Highland Interior." by 
J 1). Watsi.n; •Warm Work." a lazy Monk on 
a hot dav. bv G. J Leitch (Her Majesty s Teacher 
of Painting); a "Scene near Halmoral." and two 
capital figure subjcds, the one by Gioja, the in- 
terior of a Life School at Rome, the other by A. 
Huzzi, " Monks in the (Cloisters, " which has con- 
siderable humour A little drawing by Eddington. 
■' After Sunset,' shows a fine lurid sky, and beauti- 
fully-painted distant hills There is x]so an im- 
tiortant landscape. ■ \ iew n. u Killamey," by 
William Bennett, the pupil of Davul Cox. 

R. Aspa. Esq.. of Leamington, sends a small 
draw ing bv a French artist, as well as two examples 
from his own hands, " Views in South Wales," 
holding their own among so many excellent works. 

Among the lesser loans is a series of exquisitely 
painted drawings in water colours, lent by Marcus 
Ward ft Co., of London and Belfast, copies of 
larger works bv I^ndseer. Mrs. Angel, Rowlwtham. 
and others, and intended for reprodudion in chro- 
mo-lithograpby. This firm has also very kindly 
lent a nnmner of prints and stones, lowing the 
processes of colour-printing by means of litho- 
graphy 

Mn;. Kmp'inn. I<ui:bv, contributes a number of 
Chinese silk dresses, ol the moSt bcilliaot OOklUCB, 
and beautifully embroidered. 

Mia. Tunnani. of The Elms. Ru^by, leada a

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RUGBY SCHOOL MISSION. 



A correspnn(lent in your last inimber 
expressed regret that Rugby alone of the 
great Public Schools had not yet started 
a Mission. At the moment of writing, 
your correspondent, as he has himself 
been foiward to confess, had forgotten 
that since the year 1849 Ku£[by has been 
plttlRed to excellent mission-wofk in 
India, which grew out of the self-devotion 
of Henry Watson Fox, and was estab- 
lished under the auspices of Dr. Tait, 
late Archbishop of Canterbury. This 
Rugby Fox Mastership at Masulipatani 



has been supported by the School, and 
by the hearty co-operation of very many 
O.R.'s, for 34 years continuously; and 
up to the present time nearly £f8,ooo has 
been contributed. It would be more 
correct to say that H\igby led the way, 
and was the first I'ublic School to start a 
Mission.

RUGBY SCHOOL PERIODICAL 
LITERATURE. 
(CwUiimii fnm umr Int.) 

When the Old Rugbeian, William Bray, tells us 
of his adventnre in the " Rambler " with the 
bookaellcr from Daventfy. be onita giving oa the 
name of that bookaeller. Aqoarterof a centory 
after that event I find the nam« of n Daventry 
bookaeller. who appears to have mpgiM Rugby 
School with books. In Ike M.S. diary of a boy at 
Rugby School, a.o. 1777-1779. 1 find the foUowtog 
items under tbe latter year :— 

"Mr. Clay. HabMr'sGaQgnqpliy.andoao cedar 
penciL 

" Mr. Clay. Derivatioa boiA. and an Baempia 

Moralia. 

Mr. riay. Phcrdrus, Ps.ilms, ? 6 
•• Mr. n.iy. J Pens, ^ quire Paix-r, Cato." 
This Mr Cl.iy I take to have been that Iwok- 
■eiler at li.ivttntry. who came over t<< kuRhy on 
market days, and wlm tirst sft .1 Hnuk Lit 
Rugby : which Bank was reiinqui.shcd soon after 
the opening of one fay a nndent of Rugby, ta the 
j-ear 1792. 

Apart from the immediate subj<*^> of my j^ajK r. 
I find in the di.irv above alludrd to an entry cf ihv 
cost of board ail ! tumnn .it KuKbv Si:h<Hi| as llirv 
were m 1779, and the articles particularly required 
to be brought to Sch<x>l by each buy : — 

"Those that board in the School or Town. 16 
guineas yearly, and four guineas lor Schooling, 
and two ' entrance ; and to bring six towels, knife 
and fork, and drinking horn." 

It would naturally appear that these were 
balycon times for " parents and guardians," but 
as the board had recently been raised from 14 
gnineaa to 16 gatneas, amongst some of tbe 
parents there was no slight dt^ree 61 gnuabliag. 
VVe mav take it ibr granted that tha boys wan not 
over- led. and that Mpepaia was a malady raraiy 
complained of by the inmates of tfaft School. 

Mr. Samuel Cl^f, of Daventry. died in tbe year 
1800. aged sS. so that be eouM bardly have been 
tbe bookseller who an'ved William Bray, with the 
" Rambler." Up to what period he continued to 
serve Ragby School with hooka. I have been unabia 
to ascertain. 

The same difTicuity occurs as to by wbon the 
School was supplied with books in the early part 
of the present century, when I should infer there 
was no rrpul.ir bookseller resident at Rugby, from 
the following circumstances - - 

On the 14th of June. iSoji, just Ho years ago. 
two i)f the .Assistant Masters of Kii^Ips School - 
the Kev. John Sleath. subse<]ueiitly vn. and 
Hii^h Master of St, Paid s School. I^)ndon. of 
whom Walter Savage Landor in his " Imaginaiy 
eoamaatioBs" thus speaks, "at Rugby School 



the elegant and generous Dr. John Sle.iih was my 
tutor, and the Rev Philip Mr.n cliruige Homer, 
an English poet of no mean acquirements, and of 
whom a copious notice appears in Colvillcs 
"Worthies of Warwickshire," set out on a tour into 
Scotland. On their return the latter, from notes 
maile hv him flnring the truir, published in a small 
duodecitnu volume. ' ( )b->or\ ations on a Short 
Tour made in the summer of i8uj. to the Western 
Highlands of Scotland." interspersed with original 
pieces of descriptive and epistolary poetry. Lon- 
don : printed for the author by \v. Nicholson, 
Warner Street, and sold by Sael and Co., 192. in 
the Strand. 1804. 

Had there been at the date of the publication 
of this wurk a resident bookseller at Rogby. it can 
hardly be doubted but that his name would have 
appeucd as a salesman. 

This work. puMisbed anoBymonsly, is now 
extremely icaroe. Many allnmos appear in it to 
inhabitants in Rugby, and tbe fbOowiiig slioct 
excerpt may not be out of place: "Wiiile wa 
were at Mr.' Brown's (at Brailing). webeardahom 
that was sounded for a considerable time together 
in the viilage. We asked the occasion of it, and 
were told that it was the School Master summon- 
ing his schoUirs ' 

In i^tC was |>ublished, by Henry Bamet 
(i.isiiui^ne. an ( >M l<ugl>eian. .and native of Kut;hy. 
and then a Lieutenant of his Majesty s Royal 
Maiiiie I'orces." Natural Reflections or Glean- 
ings .\bro,id and at Hfime. ' .Appended to this 
Work is a numerous list of subsi;ni>crs. some forty 
copies Ijfing dis[M>sfd of to such in Rugby alone, 
yet it would now he difticiilt to find one oi these, 
the work having now become a rarity, and it is 
but rt^ccntly that I have licen able, and that by 
accident, to procure a copy. This work contains 
some reminiscences of Rugby School as it was 
some 80 years ago, and these 1 shall at a future 
period hope to contnl'tiic to the Miieor. This 
work was printed in I,ondon for G. Wilkie and I. 
Robinson, Paternoster Row. bat tbe oaae of a 
Rugby bookseller does not appear as a salesman, 
which, coupled with a like omission in the tour in 
Scotland, above noticed, lead to the interence that 
then was then no resident bookaeller u Rugby. 

In 1809 a Mr. Thacker was appointed Assistant 
Writing Master to Rugby ; as. however, he styled 
himself in the lists of the School " Deputy," instead 
tif .Assistant Master, he obtained in tlie School the 
sul riijuel of Mr Deputy Thacker. Mr Thacker 
set up a small bookselling establishment in a 
house on the site i f the present Post Office ; but 
he was in advance of his age, the business did not 
suciee<l. and, being without capital, he fell into 
[M l uniary difficulties, ae.d after four years' stay at 
Ruj,'b\. was compelled to make a private exit, 
which he did in a ver>' unusual fashion, an episode 
which I fUt worthy of being noonlod. sad oom< 
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municateil tlie same to a former number (139) of 
thi' U^.'r i'r headoil " An cjiisLt le of KiiRby School."

Mr. Robert 
Rowcll made no preteasions whatever to be an 
expert in the boOKsdKDg business ; he made no 
display of his literar)' wares, which were comprised 
witbin a small counting; house, not much larger 
than a boarding boiue study, at the back of b» 
shop.

Mr. Rowell was not cudqr ^ literary charaAer.

of Tliisbe. The ie< itations were, on the 
whole, good, and, fur the most part, dis- 
tiii(5t, and therefore, taking all things 
together, we are inclined to set the major- 
ity of the Sperahes above the average, 
giving evidence, moreover, of careful 
tuition.

If we were to judge the Old Rugtieian 
Nfatch by the Brst day alone, we might 
fairly say that it was a great surress ;

THE K.S.R.V.C. AT CAMP. 

On Tuesday, June 26lh, the School 
Corps parade<l in the New Quad, at nine 
o'clock, to the number of sixty-nine, in- 

cliHliiig tin superniiineraiy i.mk. After 
the usual preliminaries, the assembled 
company, in full dress, with greatcoats, 
havresa< ks and watt i bottirs, marched 
down to the station, and thence reached 
the Stoncleigh Park gates in the usual 
niaiinei, the t,'ates beiri-^ about five min- 
utes march Iroiii tlie C^amp, but out of I 
sight of it. The company fell in once 
more hero, and marchin;; in fours soon 
cam<' in si^ht of the rest of the battalion 
at drill, who no doubt were much im- 
pressed by our appearance.

at 9. 15 K tired to rest. Next morning j 
we had to be stirring early, as it was the 
turn of our half battalion for outpost 1 
duty drill ; so shortly after 6.0 a.m. the j 
School found themselves taking elaborate ' 
precautions against an insidious foe, — so 
insitiioas as to be entirely invisible. 
Whihi performing these duties entirely to 



the satisfadlion of ourselves and every- 
one else, we hope, we were visited by thtt 
Adjutant, and were asked a few queMions 

about outpost duty, which were promptly 
answered by certain of the more intelli- 
gent ])rivates included in our number. 
Second drill was at lo.o, beinj,' j)receded 
by a general cleaning of uniforms and 
accoutrements. At the end of i , the 
pronirition of our .Adjutant, Captain 
(iiundy, to the rank of Major, was an- 
nounced ; an announcement which, as 
far as one could tell, caused considerable 
satisfaction to all present. 

It had be<;n intended that the third 
drill should be short, and the rest of the 
afternoon given up to Athletics, hut, 
uiiImi tiniately, the rain entirely stopped 
either dull or athletics. This was the 
more unfortunate as a laii;e number of 
visitors had come over from I?ugby, both 
fiom tile School and the Town. As it 
rained more or less from 1.0 to llJO at 
ni^ht, the state of the (^amp was the 
rever.sc of lively. .\t y.o it was time for 
the School guar<l to go on duty, as it was 
their night, and, to their credit, be it said, 
they turned out with the greatest prompti- 
tude, nor <lid anyoiK n tiie at the last 
moment, although the chance was offered 
them ; they were rewarded by a much 
bitter night llian COuld have been ex- 
pected, as tile rain stoppe^l soon, and they 
nad plenty to do. Under the energetic 
supervision of Sergt. Wise and Corpl. 
Haddock, they ran 111 a very considerable 
number of men, who had come in late, 
not expe<5ling to And a guard on duty 
whose principles of strit^l retflitude 
were quite proof against persuasion. 
Report said that they had very nearly 
run the Colonel in, but, as usual, report 
did not speak the truth. The rest of the 
corps had not so bad a night as might 
have been expected, as the tents kept 
fairly dry, and the rain did not come 
through in most cases. Next morning, 
Thursday, it was fine, but cloudy, when 
we ])arailed at 6.30, provided with a 
limited number of blank cartridges; we 
were o( cupied till nearly 8 a.m. in pnuftis-

RUGBY SCHOOL PERIODICAL 
UTHR/XTURE. 

(ContiHutd from niii lasl.t 

On the cessation of the war in 1S13, by the deci- 
•ive ^rdtlf it Waterloo, in whicli 26 Old Rti<beian!( 
servcl as OiticiTs in the British .\rinv. f-ne only 
of whom, General Whichcote, now survives, the 
thoughts of the commtinity, hitherto bearinj: 
mainly on one subjeA. ceased. Literatore now 
began imperceptibly to come to the fore. Without 
any iramediaiA or strikinii efii^. the progress nf 
events, evpn in this reMMft. was felt in Rugby. 
This was instanced by wfr. Rowdl opening, i» the 
Mreet oppont* to his old shop, a soap eapaetellv 
devoted to the bookselling business. In what pre- 
cise year this tiMik place I cannot remember, but 
the shop stood on the site of that now belonging 
to and i» I ufijc l bv Mr. Rii-hanl Bennett, hair 
drcssiT. n naiiv well known \rt manv a generation 
oC Dili Ku«beians. and of wiiose faiiiih , esseninlly 
an old liujjby family. I have known fmr ni-ni ra- 
tions. Some of the Masters of the Schu..] at this 
time nsiii otcasionallv im a whole h"lii|.iv (there 
were at that time certain whole holii:iys, ui'tahlv 
on the Kind's hirthdav. aivl on the so-call&l 
I'l iiin>ler I >.o. — the latter i • iiiinu:mi>r.it<vl <m the 
20th da\ <il October. wh\ on that parii>:nlar <lay I 
never coiiM learn) to iliivi- over in h chaise to 
I^eicesier <>r Kettcrin>{. and pay a vi.sit to the shop 
of Combe, at I^eicester. or that of Dash, at Ketter- 
ing, both of whom were vcU kiioivn provincial 
booksellm. At either of ih ihes > ould range 
over more copious stores of books, both old and 
modem, than at Rngbv The Rugby School \A- 
braiy, which had been kept in one of the I'arn* 
adjoining the Dimchunh Road — turned fur the 
nonoe whilst the schools were being re-built into 
sdioolronms, I well renwmber llwm— was now re- 
moved into the Hcadnuurter'i acboolrDoiia. that 
immediately west of the present armoury, then 
mod for a venr differeat parpoae. Some additions 
were also made to it. though, if I reooUeA rightlv, 
laanibari of tbo Sixth Form only bad aoeen to n. 
or look any iaterett in it. The booki loft fay the 
Rev. Henry Ktriyoak were wider the apectal care 



of the Headmaster, and were kept apart from 
those in the School Library in the School House. 
1 <! .v t vcr saw them, but from one who did I learn 
that they occupied six or seven slielves. They 
were a memorial bequest of one who in hia day 
wia m £imous msster, and one cannot bat strongly 
condemn tlieir niiaatliariaed disappearance.* 

Mr. Robert Rowdl, or one of his sons— Mr. 
George Rowel! had the principal management of 
the bookselling department — was accustomed to 
pay periodical visits to Leicester for the purpose 
of parcbasing secondhand copies of the classics, 
to be ra-sold to the scholars ut Rugby School (for 
no particular editions were required to be used in 
the School), and these had lieen obtained bv Mr.

SiK. — from time to time letters liave appeared 
ill the Mttii r ailv.M-atinK a cha!i^;e in 1 iK.ibali. from 
twenty to hfteen a side in House Matches The 
arguments in favour of the change are tlu i._lore 
certainly before ^'uur readers ; but, so far as I am 
aware, the opposite side has not been presented in 
your columns. an<l this must be my excuse for 
troubling voii with a letter. I am afraid tlutt, tf 
go-one els.i- will defend the present system, some 
may think it incapable of defence. 

I pass by the obvious remark that the propos(>d 
change is rather inopportune at a time when so 
much is said and written against the much-abused 
" loaiier." It cuts out 40 fellows at a strohn from 
House Matches ; but, leaving that objeftion alone, 
I want to point oat that then are aoOM of i». at 
any rate, who doubt tha wisdom of tbe change on 
any ground. 

t. It is aaanmad throoidiottt that baeanaa tha 
fifkeen »-aide ganw ia better for the piched taam off 
tbe School, therefore it ia better for the best fifteen 
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of the Hoiis<! What certainty is there (if this ' 
I st-e no reavin to supjiosc that the jjanu- uliicli is 
brst for tlie hfteen stron);c<it ami lieaviest playors 
in the Schixtl. is neiaijrily lietter fir the Huuse 
Match, where the whole tweiit> are probably not 
as heavy as the short lifteeii. At any rate, let the 
point be argued, and not simply assamed, as is 
done at present. 

3. It is assumed that the modem fast game is 
the tuc<tury result of the fifteen a-side. It seems 
to be thiMigbt thai you hafe only to make your 
lido filtMD and you mua have the fast game. This 
is • OMuplete mistake. Indeed we have only to 
remember that Rugby has played fifteen »«de for 
years in foreign matches, and yet the fiat game ia 
quite new.

a. besides the five who actually enjoy this 
hononr, there ate always a good many more who 
dearly court it. ami who play up ia the quite 
reasonable bo|Hr of tjetting it. lliis sillies a 
stimulus to Littlesidea, which, I believe, it would 
be dangerous to cut off. The thirtieth player in 
the house thinks he has a chance for the House 
X.\ . where not near the twentieth could h(>|>e to 
l>i> 111 the XV Indeed It is one of the faults of 
("ticket, ili.it there are so few %'ai .ini i( s 111 tlir XI, 
each \ear Hence a ^reat loss oi stimulus to the 
rest of the house. It would be a pity to approx- 
luuue to this at Football by redncing the XX. to 
XV. 

3. The House Match is not now so completely 
at the mercy of the one or two good players ; and 
ax long as it is a hnuit match, it ought not to lie 

I have alrea.lv written more than 1 intended, 
and therefore, i)iou^;h I could tin<l inort? to sav for 
the present system, must not occupy your sp.-\ce, 
I am told that there is a probability of this pro- 
posal shortly coming before Bigsidc Lcvce Let 
me only ask members to vote upon the merits of 
the question. It has recently been said in your 
coltimna that Levfe votes simply by home. 
Of the truth of this I am not competent to express 
an opinion.

I ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 



R. J. M.— Your letter will appear in our neat. 
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*' Shall we win at Lords' " is now the 
question that engrosses the minds of all. 
or Dearly all, of us. This is the only 
question relating to this term that cannot 
yet be answered ; every other society in 
the School, except the noble army of 
cridwters, know noiw all they care to 
know about their own particular pursuit 
this term. The se\e€i body of geniuses 
who have been wasting the midnight oil 
in preparing for exhibitions, now know 
whether that oil has been really wasted 
or not. The less seledl body that have 
been for some time exerting themselves, 
in order to give pleasure to their less for- 
tunate brethren who possess no voice, 
DOW know whether these efforts were to be 
crowned with success, and to give satis- 
fa(5lion to themselves and to their hearers. 
The Rifle Corps, coUe<5lively. has known 
for some time whether its efforts had been 
sviccessful or not, although it is rumoured 
that an extremely selecl number of in- 
dividuals in that body have only very 
recently known what success would meet 
their laudable endeavours to give satis- 
fa(5lion to the examining Adjutant. The 
Natural History Society is also wound up 
for the term, nter working for fourteen 
weeks in a most praiseworthy manner. 
We thus come round again to the crick- 
eters as the only body who are still in 
uncertainty. If we could relieve that 
uncertainty, we would most willingly, 
but we cannot; far-reaching and all* 
discerning as will the Meteoric ^e be 



to-morrow, to-day the events of to-mor- 
row are beyond even its power to foretell. 
At any rate, whatever they may actually 
do at Lords', no-one wHI deny them the 
credit of having done their best. They 
may be nervous at batting, although we 
hope they will not be, but we are quite 
certain they will not show them- 
selves slack in fielding. Bowling 
is • the only point on which we 
m\ist say that we feel do'ihts, hut as 
England expecfls every man to do his 
duty, so Rugby expe<5ts every bowler to 
get his wicket — his six or seven wickets, 
we should rather say. With an energetic 
head, a hard-working middle, and a 
decidedly superior, in bowling at least, 
tail, we may expeA that the Rugbdan 
shout in general, and the Meteoric shout 
in particular, will not be wasted upon a 
defeated eleven, but will rather be ren- 
dered the louder and more triumphant by 
the conspicuous success of that illustrious 
Ixxly. We ho{>e to see an unusually 
large and enthusiastic number of present 
and past Rugbeians at Lords' ; we also 
expert to see an unusually large number 
of runs made by nnr Eleven, about which 
these present and past F-iugheiansmaygrow 
still more unusually enthusiastic. Where 
everything else may be said to have been 
successful, the Sixth at the Speeches, 
the Rifle Corps at Camp, the Natural 
History Society in every part of this and 
the surrounding counties, we may fairly 
hope that the £leven will also be success* 
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ful at Lords*. If they are successful, 

they may be certain of warm roiif^'ratu- 
lation ; if they are not — and this is an 
alternative, we can hardly allow for — ^why, 
they may expccft the warmest sympathy, 
shewn to those who have tried their best, 
and failed, if by any mischance they do 
fail, not ingloriously. Let them work 
the harder, when they remember that for 
maay, this is the last chance of seeing 
the school they belong to showing its 
pre-eminence at Lords*. There must be 
many who would like to say that when 
they left Rugby, they left it still unbeaten 
by the school against whom alone its 
strength was tried. Althougli tliis con- 
sideration cannot make our Eleven play 
the harder, for under any circumstances 
we know it would play its liardt st , still 
when the success we hope ior has 
arrived, it will make it all the greater ; 
while in the case of defeat.— well, defeat 
is a thing about which we cannot, and 
will not, say anything, except that, to 
each and all, it will be as disappointing, 
as it should be, unexpe<5led. 

Oncb more our VIII. returned from 
Wimbledon, last Thursday, to tell us 
that they were at the wrong end of the 
list in the competition for the Ashburton 
Shield ; but thev have told us tliis so 
many times before, that probably the 
School did not feel very deeplv on the 
subjedl. Owing to our universal want of 
success at Wimbledon, all interest in the 
event is naturally dying out. Of course 
the School never ceases to hope that a 
better time is coming, bat it has been 
hopinf^for some eighteen years or so now, 
and this is beginning to become monoton- 
ous. There ts always some sad tale to 
tell of how somebody was not so good as 
usual, or else, as it was this year, the 
winning score was too big. But the win- 
ning score has been as big before and 
even bigger, and that can hardly be urged 
as an excuse. But why is it that we do 
not make as big scores ? This is the 
question that presents itself to the minds 
of all, and which nobody seems able or 
willing to answer. The Kille Corps 
flourishes, and how IS it that the VIII. 
does not? It is very certain that the I 
want of success is in a great degree due 
to the want of interest taken in shooting 
generally throughout the School. This 



lack of interest is ver>' palpably shown in 
the shooting for the House Cup. which 
takes place every year. We believe we 
are right when we say that this year only 
three houses out of eight took the trouble 
to shoot, and in one of these teams, two out 
of the three members could not shoot. 
With such a state of things, how can we 
possibly expet*^ to win anything at Wim- 
bledon or anywhere else. Fellows cannot 
say that there is nothing to shoot for; 
there are plenty of prizes if they would 
only take the trouble to go down to the 
Butts to compete for them. But this is 
where the sticking point is, they cannot 
get as far. And thus we are for( e<l to 
come to the melancholy conclusion that 
there are only eight people in Rugby 
School that can walk four miles. 

On looking for some other cause of 
our want of success, though hardly any 
other is needed to explain it, we find that 
there is still another, and that a very 
important one ; we mean the {it\ that 
we get no pra(flice at all at Wimbledoo 
while other Schools do. This of course 
is a very great obstacle in the way of 
success. We happen to know that this 
year Glenalmond was up at Wimbledon 
on the Tuesday before the match, and 
that Charterhouse. Eton, and Harrow 
were all up pra<51ising one or two da3rs 
before. Now this being so, it cannot be 
expe<5ted that we should be able to carry 
off the Shield, seeing that we arrive in 
Camp onl^ the evening before the match. 
Of course it is well known that the reason 
we do not go up earlier is that Wimble- 
don always comes in the middle of the 
examtnatkms ; but is Rugby the only 
school that has examinations? All schools 
break up much about the same time, and 
it is possible that they have examinations 
at the end of the term. If this is the 
case, how is it that they manage to let 
their VIII's. have pra<5tice at Wimble* 
don, and yet we do not ? We cannot say. 
If we are not allowed to go up a day or 
two l)eforeliant] to get pra(5lice, and it 
seems we are not, the only course to be 
suggested is that no school be allowed to 
go up until the evening l>i fore, and tin n 
it will be fair for everyone ; but it is 
doubtful whether such a course is pra(5tic- 
ablc. However, as we have said l>efore, 
we live in hope, and therefore we trust 
we may yet be given an extra day at 
Wimbledon, and then with the extra 
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pra(5tice allowed us, and a great deal 
more energy on the part of ourselves, 
Rugby's star ought once more to be in the 

ascendant.

This is, methmks, the must ain-uiil ul' all the 
roads leniliriR from I<ii>,'l)y, being, [vcrhajis. <if oM 
time, a Hntish viciiial track-waj' fr.'m tiie Foss 
eastwar.l tnw.-inis tlic W'athng Strcc-t. [laralid 
with the southern bank of the Avon, On the way 
from Kughv to Laufuril we first pass, on the left, 
in thv. outskirts of thi- town, what we mav con- 
iiidi r tu l'<- ail ani lont sepulchral mound, or tumu- 
lus, probably raised over the ashes iir remains of 
some chicfiaui of thi- aiiru iit Hntish tni c of the 
Dohuni a mound which may have been also used 
for a military purpose, viz . for coiiveving intelli' 
gence from one post to another between those (wo 
•ncient British track-ways, thePoia Road and the 
Watling Strctf. suhsivjucntly improved .tnd con- 
verted into regular niilitarv roads by the Komans. 
who had stations, often defensive, alon^ the lines. 

At New Hilton — a recent and populous suburb 
of Rttf;by. the site of which formerly belonged to 
one who! by his writings, attained no sligbt elliii- 
nence in English biitory. Joseph Addiaoo— not 
more than a quarter of a mila from the monnd 
above noiioed. and which for amy yean past has 
bean kaown at *■ Bntlin a Mound," was discovered, 
in dinting ia a garden, on tbe 31M December.

ine at a nieetmj^ in Lotidnn of the Society of .\nti- 
quaries. and an en>;ravin^' nnt\ arcount of il ap- 
peare<l m the transactions of that S.tcir tv 

A little l>eyc)nil New Hilton was forini rlv a lone 
public house, known bv the si^n of " The Itlade 
Uone." .1 huge tlat bom-, much abraiKcd on the 
surface, servinu as the si^n l liis was reputed t<i 
be the veritable boiie wluch formerly ilepended 
fr.'in one of the nates of (^>vl•ntry. an<l of which 
I ha\e < ninmented in one of my recent articlea in 
the .\r.!::>i on the wonderful exploits of Guy Earl 
of Warwick. 

Passing by Long I^wford at the southern end of 
tile vill.i«e. the road proceeds to Church Lawford. 
It shouM Ite staled that in the township of Long 
Lawford. 00 tbe left bank of the Avon, a few years 
ago, Roman remains were discovered, not more, 
however, than to indicate the settlement of. per- 
haps, a single family. At Little Lawford. on the 
right bank of tbe river, some 70 years ago. Roman 
aepnlchrai urns were discovweJ in a well-shaped 
cist, iteyned with limesttuw: and at Kings Ncwn- 
faam both Roman and ancient British remains have 
been tMind. but not more than sufficient to indi- 
cate the settlement of one or two families only. 
In the middle of Church lawford are imiu .uiMDs 
of a mound which may have been ancient atnl iii 
connexion with that at Kugby. The ancient 
church of KinKS Newnhain was. with the cxceptioti 
fif the tower, demoli.shcd ab<JUt ijo vears a^o In 
the Rugby M.agazinc of 1837, in an article written 
by me anii entitled " Husby and it.s .\Vi;;hbour- 
hood," I mentioned a tradition I had heard, when 
a child, of aomecme who bad snfleied being buried 



hers. In the month of August. 1852. within the 
orecinds of the site of the church of Kings 
Newnham. the discovery was made of a lead 
Coffin, without inscrijitj III. fent.uning tbe body of 
a man. which had been einbaliued with K^cat care, 
but the head of which had lieen decapitated . on 
the hneii on his chest were the U tters T H , 
worked in black silk. My endeavours to ast rr! i :i 
the name of hiin whose body was tlius discovered 
have been tinavailing : my conjecture is that it was 
of someuue who sutlered in the civil wars of the 
seventci:nh ci-iiHi."y Kmbalming was an art 
practised iii this couutrv in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, more so. perhaps, than at anv otiier period 
Wluise bcKly this was remains a problem yet to be 
sohfil C lose to the church stix>d the uiausion of 
Sir I'rancis Lei^h, created l-ord Dunsroorcin 162a. 
and Earl of Chichester in 1644. He was a noble- 
man of considerable weight in this neighbourhood, 
and a Trustee of Rugby School. He died at 
Kings Newnham in 1653. and was there buried. 
His leaden coflftn. with others, was discovered in 
1852. A little tu the west of the church of Kings 
N^nban. some years ago. an ancient British 
tumulus was levdlad. 

At the distance of about a mile-and-a-balf from 
CbUfCb Lawford. the old road to Coventry joins 
tbe Fobs Road, running at right angles, an aaeient 
British track-way, oooverted by the Romans into 
a great military riud : and here, at a short distaitoe 
from the Avon, we ttira to the right, and for a 
space traverse the Foss road. 

Having crosse. I the river by the bridge, some 
distance Westward of the ancient ford, we enter 
into iirotloiil, perhai)s the smailest iii.»rkri town 111 
En^;land, lor 111 i/ ^o tliete were lieie tmt eleven 
houses. .Siiiir then the poputalidil hai nii.iejseJ. 
and by the census of 1871 there appe.irs t' > ha» « 
been then 39 houses and 131 inhabitants, liittie 
year 1227. Nicholas de Verdon obtained from tdc 
Kliij^, Heiirv tlie 'I'lurd a s|>ecial charter lor a 
weekly market to lie hi'ld here on the Tuesdav , 
.ind III (III- iei^;ti m[ Kilw .inl the b li st , a per lua- 
netit )4aUi}\vs for the evccution o( criininais ^cn 
orally, was eieCtcd here — not a mere gibliet (or the 
suspension of a single evildoer. There was als«i a 
religious house here, a small nunner>- ; and uncon- 
nected with the nunnery a chapel ot which 1 have 
a list of the {neumbents. eleven in number, in sue- 
ces:;ion, from A.D. 1303 to 1360. But. <.-m/iU4idsjr 
mum. neither the site of the nunnery, or of tba 
cba()el. or of the gallows, ia now known. In going 
up this ancient market town, we come to tbe cross 
road on the right, leading at fi|^ angles into the 
Foss road, which goes in a atr^ibt fane from the 
ford to Brinklow, whilst tbe road on tbe left is tbe 
rout* to Brandon. Befora taming to tbe lefu a 
ditch-like aperture may be obaervad in front, de- 
bouching (ram tbe north to this point. This is in 
reality an ancient British covered way or lane, 
called Tutbury.tane, running not quite parallel 
with the Foss road, but nearly so. A wheelbarrow 
micht, perhaps, be driven up this lane, but no 
othrr cirriage could, and it is impassable in wintry 
and rainy weather To the botanist it might, in 
the summer, alfiuii a gixid field for exploration 
The strategic use of this ditch-like lane seems to 
be this: that a body of men having crossed the 
river through the ford, and on their march to 
Hriiikloxs oil the Foss road, might be taken m 
flank and rear by a hostile parly concealed in and 
emerging from this ancient coverad way. Jast

An l now as to certAin historical incidents which 
have taken jil.ice .»n and along this road. F.arly 
in July 14'K}, Henry tVif Sivth, of inmirnful memory, 
inarched uith his ariiiv liom Covenirv to North- 
ampton, the to hun. dis.^strous battle of North- 
ampton being fou>;ht on the 9th of that tiiotiih 
Althotii^h We have no precise evidence of the fa^ 
that this roid was the route he took, ii was a 
matter of mure than ordinary conje^ure : it was 
the old roale, it was the ne.Vrest route and there 
were strategic reasons why the tnarch should not 
be along the London road. It is also no far-fetched 
but reasonable conjeAure that be would halt at 
Rugby, at perhaps the onl^ habitation there fit to 
receive him. the grange of the Mookaof Pipewell 
in the School dose. I remmnber the moated ana. I 
need hardly remind my readers that King Henry 
the Sixth was the founder of Eton College. I ma^ 
observe that the helmets of the troop of horse, 
which came into Rugby to-day (July 13) are. with 
the exception of the spike on the top of the helmet, 
very similar in shape to the saUie, or helmet in use 
in the reign of Henry the Sixth, and which many of 
his army would ha\-c worn. 

In " Perfect ( ). i nrrences," on? of the perioKfjcal 
publications which ni.Tde their appearance during 
the civil wars of the 17th century, from the ,;Hth 
March to .\pnl 4th. i'm.^. under date Northamp- 
ton.

I.ieul Gen Cromwell 
brinu at lhi-» town of Northatniiti ri. with a good 
bodv of hitrs" and foot, bv the a.l\ ue of his coun- 
cil ul vvar ni .ui he.l from heme with i.5ix'> horse, 
and two rei;i!aeuls of foot, to muster at liu);l'\. in 
Warwickshire where ihev intended to <|iiarter that 
ni;;ht, about 16 miles march, and after their muster 
to march towards Coventrv. about 8 or 10 iiuK-s 
further, and there lo stay for the present, to attoml 
the motions of the enemy, for the securing those 
parti." Since the reign of Henry the Sixth, no so 
nnmerons a body of troops, not less probably than 
•.500^ have ever paased through Rugby. As a 
matter of coorse, Citrntwell would occnpy the best 
quarters, the manor house, on the site of which 
stands the present school-house ; the troops would 
bivouac in the open fields, on the outskirts of the 



town, whilst Cromwell's own bi>dy guard, his 
Ironsides, would occupy the grounds .idjoiniug the 
manor bonse, viz. the present School close. 

It was along this road that on the 5th of June, 
1690, King William the Third, having slept the 
previous night at Northampton, passed with his 
retinue, on his journey from London to the coai^, 
previous to his embarking for Ireland. On this 
occasion one Gill Morris is traditionally said to 
bave been employed to serve as guide to His 
Majesty, to coMna bim from Rugby, the nearest 
and but route to Coventry. But whether Gill 
waa a Jacobite or not (a Jacobite fiunily waa then 
resident at Causton HaU), he oontriwd to g^va 
His M.ijcsty the slip near to Wolston, on which 
His Majesty, in high dudgeon at being thus treated, 
is said to have uttered, m high Dutch, expletives 
more forcible than {H>litc. Now, I have known 
three old inhabitants of Rugby, who knew and had 
convcrseil with a son of King William's guide, and 
of the same name, and ti> one of these he tcld the 
story in substance, as I have given it . perhaps in 
more expressive terms, as he was an old soldier. 
1 cannot, however, find the name of either father 
or sun in the parish register. 

The last tucideti: I am about to notice, took 
place little more than a ctntury ago I' u ly in the 
moutli of September. 17^0. Captain J 'lin 1 ii.mcl- 
lan was arrested .at I.asvlord Hall, since tleiiiolishe<l. 
on a charge ul murder, for the poisoiiinij of his 
brother in-law, Sir Thcdosius Hou><hton. liart. 
He was conduced on fi«)t by two constables, 
from Long Lawford to Kugby. along this road. 
As he approached the town, many of the inhab- 
itants, aware of his having been taken into custody, 
went out on the Lawford road to meet bim : amongst 
these were several members of the Sahool, for there 
existed a feud between him and the members of 
the School, on account of his havmg prohibited 
them from hshing in the Avon, near Lawford Hall, 
and with them be was no favourite. Amongst 
those who went out to meet him, was a poor idiot 
lad. well-known in Rugby by the name of Taify 
White, one accastnncd to be gibed at by the com* 
nunity. As CiqMain Deadlaa iq^proached Rugby, 
walking between his gnarda, the poor idiot, with 
apparent glee, ran and danced before bim, exclaim- 
ing from time to time " who's Taffy now ?" " who's 
Tally now ? " This story was told me by an eye 
witness, an Old KuglK'ian. The subsequent fate 
of C.ipiaiii Donellau is well-knowiv.

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•♦The annual contest between the two 
schools of Rugby and Marlborough took 
place on Wednesday and Thursday, July 
25th and 26th, and resulted in one of the 
best Public School matches played for 
some years past." These arc the words 
of the Fit'lci, and undoubtedly a better 
Public School match has been rarely 
seen. The result was a draw; disap- 
pointinjj, naturally, to Rugby's more san- 
guine partisans, and unsatisfa<itor)r, as 
some peojple consider, to both sides. 
Still, whatever may be the general im- 
pression of this, it certainly caused the 
match to be of exceptional interest to the 
very end. Last term considerable hopes 
were entertained that Rugby would prove 
vi(51orious, and so wipe off the tHsgrace of 
last year's defeat. Those who held these 
hopes relied, of course, on the strength of 
our batting, and their anticipations in 
this respect were fully realized by the 
splendid form shown in our second 
innings. The fat^t that our XI. succeeded 
in putting together 298 when in a minority 
of 131 amply proves the capacity of our 
batsmen. There were two points, how- 
evefi that were not taken into sufficient 
account. In the first place, the Marl- 
borough team was above the average 
strength, and so fully able to cope with 
ours. If our batting was strong, we 
cannot but admit that theirs was equally 
so : they beat us completely in the first 
inni:iii<;. and they bade fair to make a 
large score in the second. Secondly, our 



bowling was even weaker than probably 
most of us supposed. Six bowlers were 
tried in the nrst innings, but there was 
not sufficient difference between them, 
and so we had really not much change. 
As to slow bowling, such as proved so 
successful last year, we hatl none. It is 
indeed to be hoped that more attention 
will be given to this part of the game 
next year, and that we may f)ossess af,'ain 
a good slow bowler. And in this point 
our adversaries had undoubtedly the 
advantage. Marlborough's chief strength 
did not lie in the bowling, still one of 
their team could certainly claim to have 
trundled the leather with far greater 
success than any of our XI. As regards 
the fielding, the voice of criticism pro- 
claims it to have been good on both sides. 
Of this, indeed, we may be satisfied, 
esiiecially as it shows a marked improve- 
ment on last year ; for it will be remem* 
bered that then our finding was par- 
ticularly found fault with. 

The M.C.C. match took place on the 
two following days. It is needless to 
state that wr- were beaten, as this fadt 
was probably as certain before the match 
as after. Tne play, however, e.vhibited 
the same features as those already noticed 
— our hatting was again good, our bowl- 
ing excessively weak. But our thoughts 
can hardly rest with this encounter, and 
so we naturally revert to the Wednesday 
and Thursday. Any Rugbeian. past or 
present, who spent those two days at 
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Lords' must certainly have been struck 
with more than one pleasing circum- 
stance. The keen int<Test evinced 
throughout ; tlie hearty applause on each 
side; the fine stand of two of our bats- 
men In our first innings, and our splen* 
did up-hill play in the second, mark out 
this year's match as one of the best on 
record. It was gratifying to see such a 
large attendance of Rugbeians, and such 
a display of Light Blue colours. \V«" can 
only hope that the match of 1684 may be 
equally pleasant, and more successful, as 
far as Kuf^'hy is concerned. May our 
bowling be better, our batting and held- 
ing no worse. 

Once more the Christmas term is upon 
us. and our thon^dus naturally turn to 
the engrossirf:; topics and occupations of 
the coming months. Even the most 
ardent cricketer, the most rapturous 
devotee of Natural History, and, perhaps, 
too, not a few of the bookmen who have, 
since the spring, been busy with their 
examination work, will turn thankfully 
to a change of programme ; and so the 
crack of the willow will to-day have given 
way to the more exciting sound of foot 
and leather. The Sixth Match, as a 
rule, is one of the most interesting, if 
not exciting, contests of the term, for 
from it we naturally can foini some esti- 
mate of the powers of the new-made 
** Caps," and others who have not before 
had so favourable an opportunity of 
displaying their prowess and ability. 
Besides, the numbers on both sides to- 
day Ix'ing smaller, individual excellence 
will he more noticeable than at the 
crowded meeting in November. As usual, 
the XV. is sadly diminished, but " there 
are as good fish in the sea as ever came 
out of it," and we may hope that the 
Rugby team of 1883 will in no way be 
inferior to those which have gone before. 
There arc, however, a few points in the 
School game which should commaud our 
attention. First and foremost comes the 
great question of *' passing," and we 
cannot too strongly urge the necessity of 
constant pra<5ltce in this most important 
and useful branch of the game. " United 
we stand, divided we fall," and unless 
the selfish system, often so prominent in 
our minor games^ of holding to the ball 
persistently, be aboJishad, we cannot 
reasonably expect success in otir greater 



efforts. Again, how important is it that 
the " full-backs " and " three-quarter*" 
be able to " drop," for, after all, however 
swift the runner, unless he has a fair 
notion of kicking, his speed may prove 
of little avail. Let these defe(fls be reai« 
edied, let the *• scrummage play weil 
together, and we ought to have a team 
second to but few of its illustrious prede- 
cessors. 

Rugby, on most matters concerning the 
School games and institutions, is deci- 
dedly Conservative, and it may be well 
that it should be so. But though on some 
pouits we remain at a respe<nable stand- 
Still, the most enlightened of our critics 
will have little to complain of now as 
regards the New Racquet Court, and we 
look with veneration and reverence on 
the Butterfield " stru(5\ure, which will, 
we may safely prophecy, produce ere 
long a couple worthy to uphold the now, 
alas I too tarnished fame of Rugby at 
Prince's. 

Let us now turn our attention to the 
subject of Running. The "Three Miles" 
was overruled this year, we believe for 
medical reasons, but our long distance 
runners should not by any means be dis- 
heartened, for have they not " the Crick " 
before them with all its muddy glory ? 
Last year, had the weather Men pro- 
pitious, we should have been startled, no 
doubt, by a remarkable time, and as there 
are former competitors left who will toe 
the line again in December, weather per- 
mitting, we maj^ fairly hope for a good 
result. But this desired end cannot be 
attained without constant pracTtice a nd 
training, and for this reason it is much to 
be laniented that Rugbeian Conservatism 
is opposed to a change of term more genial 
to running in general, and long distances 
in particular. Doubtless, the Easter term 
is the one for the " Crick,' ' but if we 
must have it in December in the midst of 
the Football season, the holder of the 
Bigside Bags must do his best to arrange 
for runs in sufficient number to bring the 
excellent field to the scratch we would 
wish see start. 

The Rifle Corps this year certainly 
distinguished itself at Stoneleigh, by its 
general smartness and behaviour. It is, 
therefore, the duty of the s< iiior officers 
in each House to do their best to pro- 
cure racniita, that m» the good name of 
our Company may be kept up, and that 
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wheu we "take the field again," Und 
rumour whispers that it will be elsewnere 

next year), we may show no deficiency 
in numbers and disciphne. To conclude, 
let us earnestly impress on the members 
of our great School the absolute necessity 
of cooperation in all the branches of 
games and athletic exercises« with which 
our spare hours here are passed, and if 
this co-operation and support be willingly 
offereci from all, success cannot but crown 
our efforts, and honour, our institutions.

It is with great pleasure that we record 
the opening of the New Racquet Court, 
which was played upon for the first time 
on Monday last. The actual building of 
the Court, which was begun in the Easter 
holidays, was already finished when we 
broke up last term, and only the painting 
of the walls and floor remained ; but 
owing to this proving a longer process 
than was expe(5>ed, it was not ready to 
be plaved u])on for the first few days of 
the term. Bv this time, however, it has 
had a weeks use, and we hope that 
the members of the Club have fully 
satisfied themselves of its excellence. 
The completion of the New Court im- 
poses f(reattT responsibility upon ns ; we 
shall now be expected to send up In tter 
representatives to Princes', and we shall 
no longer have the excuse, if we fail there, 
of always having played on a court 
"almost twice the proper size."

Afler twenty minutes play the 100 was 

passed, but not long after Quinton was 
bowled, giving place to Meyrick. His 
39 included five 4*8. Then another long 
stand was made, the new comer batting 
very cautiously, while Kowe did the hit- 
ting. At 193 his stumps were lowered by 
Harper, and at 205 Meyrick was run out. 
Messrs. Padwick and Keeling took the 
score to 332, when the latter was bowled* 
but after this the wickets fell more 
rapidly, and the innings closed for 264, 
mm the following bowling : — 
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Coles l>owled a wide. 



Just after four o'clock our XI. com- 
menced their first innings with Wigan 

and Watson. An unfortunate start was 
made, as after a Uiaiden from Buckland, 
Sale's first ball from the other end, sent 
back Wigan.

Colcs came 
next, but did not seem at home tins lime, 
and so alter being in a few overs, he was 
sent back lor 4. \\ igan then joined 
Harrison, and another prolonged stand 
was made till the latter was bouled otf 
his pads. His 84 was a wcmderlul per* 
formance, and it must be noted that he 
had made over 100 straight away, only 
once losing his wicket, as he was not out 
in the first innings. Castens then joined 
Wigan, and the pair who hat! bt t u so un- 
lucky in their hrst venture, this time put 
together 40 and 47 respeiftively. Alter 
tlu ir separation, however, the wickets fell 
moie rapidly; but liowden Smith and 
Highley each made double figures, and 
so the score stood at the grand total of 
298 before the latter was l.b.w. to Buck- 
land.

The l^TE William DirKKNS, Esquike. 

One of the oldes! Kiit;!>ci.ins. one full of years 
— for he had attained his 90th year — has recently 
passed away, amid the respe^ of many , having 
attained, and that deservedly, one of the high- 
est honours to which a country gentleman can 
in his own county aspire; the Chairmansihip of 
the Quarter Sesnons. 

.Kmongst the entries in the Rugby Sch<>ol 
Kcgisier. in the early part of the year l8<)^^>— 
Dr. Ingles beinj( then Headmaster— 'We find 
Mr. Dickens noticed aa foUowa : —

ampton Place, Reading, aged la, April 39." 

Of hia School Ufe little k known, hat to the 
private theatricala at the School, got np in the 
veara X8054-7-S, under the a apan wi on of the 
late enrineat tragedian, W. C. Maeraady. an 
Old Rngbeiaa, Mr. Diebena is said to have been 
one of the performera. Mr. Dickens left School 
in the summer of i8ti, having obtained an ex- 
hibition, and was entered at Exeter College,

On the 19th of February, 1870. a large and 
influential County meeting was held at the 
Shire Hall, Warwick, for the purpose of raising 
a County testimonial to Mr. Dickens, in recog- 
nition of his thirt) sc m n ye.irs bervice. Lord 
Leigh, the Lord Luutttiant of ihe Counly, 
presided, and a resolution ajiprovin(? of the 
obje<3 of the iiieeting was unaniinouslv adopted 
The subscriptions were limited to £5 5s. ikI. 
each, but in a very short time the sum of £i>oo 
was received from 252 subscribers. This w.is 
laid out in costly plate, on one of the articles 
of which was the following inscnpiion : — "Pre- 
sented to William Dickens, Ksq.. of ("hcrinjj- 
t<<n. by the magistrates, farmers, and other 
frienils iu the county of Warwick, in recognition 
of his long and valued services, as deputy and 
chairman of Quarter Sessions for thirty-seven 
years." The presentation was made on behalf 
of the County by Lord Leigh, in the County 
Hall. Wamhw. on the 9th of August following, 
in the presence of an influential assembly, 
ioduding a large naaabarof County Magistrates. 

Dwiag the last two years Mr. Dickens has 
baao in faUing health, in consequence of ad- 
vanoad aga^ and, on Saturday, the 18th of Aug- 
mt. paaaad away peaceably and ouiatly. at his 
ancestral aaat. Cberiagton. in Ua immediate 
neigbboarbood, by iboaa who haew bin. loved 
and aaiaemad by aU claaaei.-.M.H.B.

FAIR PLAY. 
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As probably every member of the School 
knows, this is Founder'sday. Everybody 
talks of it as such, and as every twentieth 
of 06lober comes round, Founder's day 
is a familiar phrase on every lip. But 
how many, we niifht ask, have any notion 
what they are talking about ? What do 
the}- mean by Founder's day? The ma- 
jority, probably, have no notion, and 
many of them do not even care ; their 
ouf thoitght is this, that if the 2ofh of 
October conies upon a Monday, Wednes- 
day, or Friday, that day will most likely 
be converted into a half holiday. And 
so they only desire that Founder's days 
may be multiplied. Some, however, have 
some ideas about it. They conceive that 
Lawrencb Sheripf was bom on the aoth 
of Ocloher, or else that he founded the 
School on that date. Others hold quite 
different views, and are certain that in 
commemorating Founder's day, we are 
conjmemorating the day of our F"ounder's 
death. As a matter of facfl. Founder's 
day has nothinjj at all to do with the 
Founder. Neither Lawrench Sheriff 
nor Rugby School began their life on the 
twentieth of this month, nor did Law> 
RENCR Sheriff die on this date, and, as 
far as we can ascertain, the School has 
not done so either. On the contrary, 
OAober 30th was simply picked out be> 
cause it was just the middle of the second 
half year, in the good old days when two 
half years and two vacations were enough 
for masters and boys alike ; and then it 



was celebrated in a far more popular 
way than it is now. for it was always a 
whole holiday, and often, too, an exeai 
was granted. Even the most ignorant in 
those days had some notion of what 
Founder's day was. 

But even If Founder's day this year 
will not he marked by any extra treat 
such as the gift of a half holiday, it will, 
at all events, be an important day in the 
present term. Football is essentially the 
Rugby game, and to-clay Kugby is going 
to try her strength against picked repre» 
sentatives of that University to which we 
have of late years supplied so much foot- 
ball material. The foreign match to be 
played to>day against Oxford is the first 
of the present season. Our XV. will to- 
Jay have its first chance of finding out 
both its strong and its weak points ; and 
such a test is certainly necessary, as it 
will contain a large infusion of new blood, 
there being only three of last year's team 
lefl. This ni.iy seem a very small pro* 
portion, yet though we genenilly lose a 
great numl>er of XV. 's every year, for all 
that it cannot be said that our pro.vcss 
diminishes. There are two or three 
points, however, to be noticed. We 
i)elieve that this year the Rugby Union 
rules are to be entirely adopted, and this 
must prove a great advantage to the 
School XV., since thej- are so much in 
vogue both at the Universities and among 
the principal football clubs throughout 
the united kingdom. Another thing 
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which we think must tend fpreatly to im- 
prove our chances of success in foreign 
matches this year, is the excellent system 
of playing fifteen a side on Bigsides. 
The old excuse, therefore, that there .is 
no pra<5tice for the fifteen game can no 
loiif^er be used as a reason for any dis- 
asters, for there will be plenty of practice. 
Lastly, we hope that the lesson taught us 
by tlif Oxford match last year will he 
well borne in mind by our representatives 
to-day* and that we shau have the 
pleasure of witnessing some excellfut 
passing. This is really the most impor- 
tant part of the Hugby Union game, and 
the one in which Rugby has hitherto 
been most backward. We hope, how- 
ever, that this backwanltu ss is a thing 
of the past, and that all has been changed 
since the last Oxford encounter. We 
trust, th'Trforf, that we shall record such 
a signal victory on Founder's day, that 
Lawrbncb Sheripp would be no kss aur? 
prised at it than at the other w<Miderfttl 
objetts of his celebrated dream. 

The School Choir is always a topic on 
which carping critics love to descant. 
Sometimes their utterances are favour- 
able, sometimes, alas ! they are very much 
the opposite, and will to extremes in 
their denunciation of a feeble response, or 
tuneless chant. But we shall not be 
troiibli-d this term, let us hope, with such 
complaints. The Choir's is an arduous 
duty, for on them rests the almost entire 
responsibility of the congregational func- 
tions. The School offers very little sup- 
port, as a rule, to their efforts ; though 
they are exceedingly adroit in the dis- 
covery of faults and shortcomings in 
which they may pick holes. Of course 
we do not mean to infer that the less 
musical portion of our community ab> 
solutely abstain from joining in the ser- 
vice— far from it. Yet there are many 
fellows in the School, who, having good 
voices, cither, being too lazy, will not use 
them, or, are alraid to, because of the 
silent throng around them. In a letter 
which was re-ptinted in our columns not 
long ago, there was a decidedly laudatory 
statement about our singing. Now, we 
all know how much strangers, but more 
especially O.R's, are wont to express 
opinions on all matters Rugbcian. But 
the Choir is naturally picked put as an 



object for either praise or displeasure, 

more than most of our other institutions* 
Many visitors come to the Chapel ser- 
vices; and we may be sure their ac- 
quaintances are well informed as to our 
general deportment in matters musical. 
This being so, it should be a great obje(5\ 
here, where art culture is making such 
rapid strides, to inculcate in the minds of 
the more junior members of our frater- 
nity, the importance which might be 
added to our reputation, by steady and 
persevering singing. We do not want to 
drag away the unwilling froni their various 
pursuits, but surely they mi^ht find time 
to attend the prad^ices, which, after all, 
should mean enjoyment, and not drudgery. 
It was certainly a step in the right direc- 
tion, when the Choir prai^lices in the 
summer term were altered, so as to allow 
cricketers and tin likt more time for am- 
usement and improvement. But this term 
the evenings are long, and, after all, an 
hour is not such a very long time to give 
up. The Choir, too, have always some 
faint glimmer on the horizon of pradliccs, 
for he who has striven well will be exempt 
from the hated form lines at the end of 
term. The concert, too, will come then, 
and the united efforts of all should tend 
to promote the success of this our only 
performance of secular music in public. 
It is with reluctance that we must con- 
demn Rugby as unmusical, but still it is 
so, and nothing is a clearer proof of this 
than whereas eight houses, we believe, 
originally had a weekly meeting for the 
purpose of glee singing, etc., that number 
is now reduced to one. But all praise be 
to that one, small though it is. True, 
once a fortnight the members of a larger 
house have the opportunity of listen- 
ing to excellent violin and piano playing ; 
but, after all, what is one half hour out 
of three hundred and thirty-six entire 
hours, and this for only 50 out of some 

!^oo fellows. Next term is a capital time 
or any innovations, and we strongly 
recommend such houses as have any 
latent talent, to rouse themselves to 
aAion, and form some kind of musical 
society, by means of which this slur on 
our artistic fame may be removed, and 
the future growth of sttch institutions 
encouraged. 

Onck more, after its long Midsummer 
recess, the Debating Society has returned 
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to its work ; it has emetged from the ob- 
•curity in which it feutains enveloped 
during the summer mcjtaths, and has 
again assumed the prominent position 

that it continues to occupy throughout 
the Christmas and Easter terms. Like 
every other department of our School 
life, it has sulTered fnim the losses so 
inevitable at the end of the Midsummer 
term. Its ranks are thinned ; there are 
eaps to be hlled up, and others must be 
found to take the places which our most 
eloquent speakers filled last year. Judging 
from the first debate, however, we have 
good hopes that the Society this year will 
not be inferior to what it lias been. 
Plenty of life and spirit was exhibited 
last Saturday : s])eeches were numerous, 
so nnu h sn indeed, tliat, for want of time, 
the prop<jser and opposer of the motion 
had to shorten their final speeches con- 
siderably. Two of the most essential 
conditions of a good speech are to know 
what you are speaking about, and to 
speak to the point, and these conditions 
the majority of those who spoke on 
Saturday fulfilled, though one or two 
showed a tendency to use vague ex- 
pressions that did not mean very much. 
More than one maiden speech was heard 
in the course of the evenmg, coming loo, 
from some who were not members ; this 
is encouraging for the Society, and it is 
also the surest way for eager aspirants to 
become members, since it affords the best 
recommendation for election. Maiden 
speeches are, naturally, more numerous 
at the bcginnint,' of the term ; for then 
newly made members take courage from 
the thought that there are many others in 
a similar condition to themselves, and 
that there are fewer experienced oratore 
to criticize their first attempts. We only 
hope that those who have begun so well 
will not allow themselves to relapse again 
into silence, but will speak on every 
possible occasion, since here as elsewhere, 
"pracftice maketh pcrfe<ft." The room 
Beeme<) to us a little empty on Saturday, 
but this is inevitable at the beginning of 
the term, when members are few, and the 
audience will naturally become larger 
as the term goes on, and the number of 
members increases: and, after all, the 
most essentia! part of the debate is not 
the audience, but the speaker. Altogether, 
we may fairly congratulate the Debating 
Society on the successful opening of what 



really is its new year, and the new Presi- 
dent on the happy omen thus secured for 

his presidency.

Mr. Bloxam (o.r.) exhibited a Norman 
spur of the time of Stephen, and two 

long spurs used at the battle of North- 
ampton (1460), as well as a leather coat, 
flint muskets, and various cannon balls 



used in the civil war. The first begin- 
ning of the war was the disarming of the 
inhabitants of Rugby on a Sunday : later 
on in the war, Cromwell lodged at Rugby, 
while 2500 of his men were qiiartiicd in 
the Close. Mr. Bloxam also showed some 
swords from Naseby, a pistol from Wor- 
cester, and ore of the helmets used for 
tournaments in Queen Elizabeth's reign. 
He declared also that he would give them 
a small pamphlet he had written on the 
civil wars. 

H. P. Grbc (m.) read a paper on Belem- 

nites. He announced that there were over 
a hundred species, but that only a small 
bard part of each had been preserved: they 
were evidently not unlike the cuttlefish, 
for they must have kept in shoals from 
the quantity of their ren>ains, and they 
had the traces of an inkbag. In early 
tin es their shape caused much super- 
stition, and they were known by such 
names as *' petrified fingers," "arrow- 
heads." 

The President then showed two teeth 
belonging to the Asiatic elephant: he 
said that the Society had now specimens 
of twelve out of the fifteen orders of 
mammalia. Every elephant has got two 
teeth in each jaw for working purposes ; 
the tusks represent the incisors, but, 
probably, are more ornamental to their 
owner than uaaful. In India* bwwat w , 
the elephants are aaed aa axecntioners, 
and will toss a man with their trunk, or 
run him iluouKh with their tusks. Men 
have three kinds of teeth : (i) the eating 
or scraping teeth, which are in the front 
of the njouth, and are known as inci- 
sors: (2) the tearing teeth next behind 
them, Imown as the 'canine : (3) the 
grinders, or molars, in the back of the 
mouth. The various kinds of teeth are 
developed in different def;;rees in different 
animals according to their habits. Teeth 
are generally made of three substances : 
(1) dentine : (2) enamel : (3) cement : the 
enamel and cement are the hard outer 
coverings, and if they art- pierced with 
the smallest hole, the dentine within 
decays, and causes toothache. A baby 
starts life with 52 teeth in its gums ; 
twenty come up as first teeth, twenty 
more as second teeth, and the remaining^ 
twelve as wisdom teeth. Some animals, 
such as sloths, never change their teeth ; 
Others, such aa the manupials, change 
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only one tooth. Elephants have twenty- 

four nmlars, but onlv use four at n tinie; 
the others gradually displace them, ami 
so tliey may be said to change their teeth 
six times. The tusks, like ordinary in- 
cisors, are shed once, hut the second 
ones never stop growing. He concluded 
by giving an account of dental notation, 
which shows, in short, how many of each 
teeth any animal has. 

G. M. Seabkokk (o.r.) exhibited some 
fresh-water sjxjnges from the Yare, near 
Norwich. .All sponges consist of a net- 
work of silica. 

Mr. CuMMiNC then gave the results of 
the holiday rollecftions, the Botany being 
adjudged to L. VV. Lees, and the ICiitom- 
ology to H. L. Roscoe. 

The meeting then terminated. There 
were over 40 present.

VV. G. Hakding (a.) read his prize i ssay 
on Birds; he- described the formation, of 
cfi^9., and their internal strut'lure, atulalso 
ti>e claws. The President congratulated 
him, and told him that he would get first 
prize next year. 

M. H. Bloxam, Esq. (o.r.) exhibited 

a pistol that would not no off." in other 
words a cotUtau de chaste, of the time of 
Louis XIV. 

Mr. CrMMiNG (h.) discussed crystals, 
and, in answer to the question what is a 
crystal, proceec'ed to shew them in the 
making, by .1 magic lantern, using salt- 
petre and potassimn clilot uic He then 
gave an interesting leitui*- for three- 
quarters-of-an -hour, but the Lower School 
associates were unable to follow him in 
geometry of three dimensioiis. 

Mr. Gumming also exhibited Roscoe's 
holiday colfe^ion of Lepidoptera, which 
gained first prize.

DEBATING SOCIETY. 

At a meeting held on Saturday. Oc- 
tober 13, the n;otion before the House 
was that '• the lll>ert Bill deserves the 
condeiiniation of the country." 

Mr. r>oscA\vF.N. in proposing the mo- 
tion, remarked on the great opposition 
that the Ubert Bill had met in India. 
Its passing would lie. fraught with dis- 



astrous consequences. It w\as a revolution- 
ary nii\Tsure of Lord Ripon's, and by its 
ex'actnients, the enterprising European 
colonists would be defffived of their un- 
doubted right of being judged by Euro- 
peans, which they now enjoy, except in 
the presidency towns ; and in tlu se 
towns there is such a large European 
community, and public opinion is so 
strong, that the native judge has no 
chance of perpetrating any injustice. 
But in the quiet rural distruSla tl»re 
woidd be no such moral pressure upon 
him : on the coiitiary, he would not dare 
to a<5t against the dictates of his religion, 
and so whenever any false accusation 
was brought by a Brahmin on a EufO- 
I>ean. th( latter wotild certainly be con- 
demned. Besides, the bill is not wanted: 
it is only advocated by the native press, 
which is so infamous that no Governor- 
general should listen to it. in con- 
clusion, he the Society, by its con- 
demnation of the bill, to set a noble 
example to the Indian government. 

Mr. Vauchan. who opposed the motion, 
said that the bill ihd not originate with 
Lord Kipon. Tin outcry against it was 
got up by lawyers in Calcutta, wh(j did 
not wish to see their authority snatched 
from them ; and there was a similar out- 
cry in 1836 a^'aiust Lf)rd Macaulay's 
bill for giving jurisdiction in civil cases 
to natives. In England there was no 
si;( !i .ip;it.itirin ; the meeting held at 
St. james s Hall was a failure ; the 
counter meeting, however, at Willis's 
roi ins was a great success. Besides, we 
ou'^ht now, after waiting so n«ariy years, 
to rt (h em our promises to the natives, 

made in 1H58. 

Mr. SiMKY said that the bill only 
created quarrels, it would not u've 
equality at all, for the Europeans have 
great privileges over the natives, as 
parties in a trial, and these they would 
retain. The natives, too, are really unfit 
to be j udges : at first they might be above 
suspicion, but bail ones wouhl soon creep 
in ; and besides, the Europeans must 
obviously he superior in intellei t. .\nd 
th«- natives actually like to be tried by 
English judges. What is the use, then, 
of the bill ? The whole luuopeaii <oui- 
m-nity is against it, so it deserves no 
supjwrt. 

CiKKO thou','IU the oppoS'TS of the 

bill did not understand its objcctt, ho 
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would therefore endeavour to explain it. 

The change that it would involve would 
be very small. There will be native 
judges for criminal cases, but half the 
jud^t's will remain Europeans, and these 
will really decide the case. The change 
will be very beneficial in many hard 
cases, where parties have now sometimes 
to go 100 miles to get justice. He urged 
the impartiality of the native judK<"s; 
they would be no more liable to show 
partiality than the Europeans are. Be- 
sides, venal judj,'es coulil always be re- 
moved by appeal. In fact, the passing of 
the bill would not deprive the English of 
their privileges, but give the natives 
theirs : the enelfl of its not passing would 
be most injurious: the natives would feel 
keenly the slight put upon them. All 
that Iibert profwses to do is to substitute 
personal fitness for the difTereiu es of race. 

Mr. Wood said the coiKjuest of India 
was assumed to be a crime, but now we 
are attempting to give the Indians a con- 
stitution. The Radicals say " Let there 
be li^t," and think that thus if^norant 
orientals can be pu\. at once into the po- 
sition that Englishmen have gained by 
long and painful efToits. This is a hope- 
less mistake. Sir J. Stephen is strongly 
against the bill, and he was a legal mem- 
ber of the Council. Besides, tli^ natives 
acquiesce in our rule, let us not therefore 
throw it over for a mere theory. 

Mr. Hopkins said that the Indian 
Government was bound to attend to the 
getina! aiui political education of the 
natives i this bill will be a step in this 
direction. Lord Ripon sees that the 
change must be made sooner or later, 
and therefore he makes it now : for the 
powers now given to a few, would soon 
have to be suddenly given to a large 
number. The vast majority of educated 
Tiatives arc in favour of the bill ; and so 
il It be rejected, they will be bitterly dis- 
appointed, and we may be fairly charged 
mth saying " OdtruU dtm wufyia$U" 

Mr. Battinb said that the opposition 
to the measure had been uniler-rated, 
the danger of withdrawing it over-rated. 
The Sepoys are against the bill. Its 
details have not been understood ; the 
real danger is that the native judges 
will be partial to wealthy Europeans. 
As to the An^lo-Indians, they are bitterly 
opposed to it, and surely they deserve 
our gratitude for the hard work they luive 



done in India. The natives are given to 

bringing false wifiirss, and the Eurt)pean 
fudges can l>est see through this. Besides 
It should be noticed that the native 
judges are chosen for their wealth, not 
their intelledtual powers. 

Mr. Sadler said that the natives were 
not taking away a privilege from us in 
getting the right of judging. Their 
civilization is older than ours, therefore 
they are surely capable of judging. We 
admit people of the other creeds to our 
privileges, therefore, why not Indians? 
We should only be KU'iig them their 
right. 

Mr. Maoelby said that the evidence of 
natives was quite as good as that of 
Europt ans. As to the objec'lion that so 
few natives are now qualihed to l>e 
judges, he said that as soon as the bill 
passed more would qualify. There is 
now an agitation going on in India, recall- 
ing the symptoms <rf 1857 ; we should do 
all we can to assuage it., in the con- 
quest of India, we took away privileges 
from the upper classes, and left them 
dangerous to our rule. Our fathers then 
did wrong, we should redress that wrung. 

Mr. BoNHAM Carter said tliat the 
natives had been so thoroughly Angli- 
cised that they would be quite trust- 
worthy. To meet Mr. Boscawen's objec- 
tion, he thought that the native juilges 
should first bt kept near the presidency 
towns. 

Mr. Hebron said that if the natives 

had a share in the government they 
would split uj) into numberless parties ; 
at present they are quite contented. 
Again, they prefer falsehood to truth; 
they have little self-respe<5l. 

Mr. Vaik.han summed up the case 
against the motion, and call^ on all to 
snow, by voting against it, their care for 
the true welfare of India. 

Mr. BoscAWEN, in replying, urged mem- 
bers to vote far the motion, and so to 
preserve in its integrity our Indian em- 
pire.

THE ART MUSEUM. 

There is much that is interesting in this term s 
exhibition at the .\rt Museum, though the collec- 
tion of pi<iurcs is of less importance than usual. 
The most prominent exhibit is the fac similie re- 
produdlion of the IJayeux Tapestry, which almost 
encircles the room .at the Dado. The uriginal, a 
splendid piece of embroidery in coloured wools, 
worked on a strip of Ibien 2s6 feet long by 20 
inches wide, is a most graphic representation of 
the Nerman invasion, and the t*\^nts immediately 
preceding. It is alleged to be the handiwork M 
Matilda. Queen of William the Conqueror, and her 
maidens, undertaken as an offering of gratitude 
fur Odo, the Bishop of Bayeux and brother of 
William Duke of Normandy, who had largely 
assisted with means, men. and advice in fitting oat 
the eniedition for the invasion. The scenes rcpre* 
tented extend from Edward the Confessor appoint- 
ing Harold tu Bucceed him. through the whole 
story, down to the viAory at Hastings, and the 
nbaaqnent coronation of the conoucror. For a 
«oasidieiable period it was exhibited in the Abbnr 
of Baveox upon the Feast of St. John, and. as ft 
is said to have eiaAly •iratebed roond the walls, 
we know that the Abbey must have been about the 
•ame lise, internally, as our Art Haaenm. Thoa||h 
the forms of men and horses are enrionalv archaic, 
and at times grotesque, their identity u always 
unmistakeable. Above the figutea of kings. 
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tnlgbta, attendants, sailnr'i Ac. architeif^iirnl in- 
teriWB. and the niinu rniis details of everyday life, 
is a running description in Latin, in letters of con- 
siderable size A ntnry is told to the effect that 
when Nap< le<in 1 cuiiieinjilatid a like invasion of 
England, he c.Hiisfd the ta{x.-slrv to he brought to 
J'aris in <'rdt r to discover in this hist<iric monu- 
ment a siintiarity with his own pretensions. But 
when his grand scheme proved nlxirdve, tlt6 
Tapestry was ignominiously relumed. 

Above the Tapestry is arranged, in alternate 
bavs, a serirs of loan piAurrs. together with those 
belonging to the School. In the other bays is a 
series of splendid photographs of Constaosuiople 
•Dd its neighbourhcMxl, kiodly giveo to tbe Art 
Mnseam by the Headmaster.

In on€! of the gl.xss cases near the entrance door 
is a lovely little statuette of an undraped yourh, a 
fac siinilie reprodudlion of the bronze ori^tinal 
discf>verc<l in 1865 in an excavation at Pompeii, 
and now in the Museuin at Naples. In all proba- 
bility it represents the iH'autiful youth Narcissns. 
listening p>crh.-ips lo the nyniph P.i ho, and from the 
character of the tifiure. the elei;ant (>ose. the re- 
finement of limb, the arrested tnovcinent, ami the 
life that it suggt^sts, we should say it canie from 
the hand of Praxiteles, or one of his immediate 
pupils. We are indebted to 1^1. Warner, Eso., 
for this gift — as beautiful as it is opportune. He 
purchased it for presentation to tbe Art Mtiseoia, 
during his recent visit to Italy, and it fianna a moat 
pleasing memen-o of his return. 

In a glaaa case, as well as in a "revolver are 
dwwn a number of illustrations in colour belong- 
ing to a work on Chinese Porcelain, by M. on 
Sntel. which has been given to the Art Musenm 
by Mrs. Stoebr. 

We also notice that the Caatellani coUeftaon of 
aodsnt potleiy. and Mr. Bk»am'i Qntk helnietSi, 
base been re-arranged.

AN EXCERPT. 



In the Rugby School Register for 1787. is the 
following entry : — " March 35. Henry Gascoigne, 
son of Mr. Gascoigne, Rugby, f " On a church- 
yard monument, fonncrly in the parish church- 
yard, Rugby — recently destroyed in the desecration 
ot that church-yard — was the following inscription : 
" Henry Bamett Gasc^gne. who died November 
tgtb. 1829. aged 50 years." By this it appears 
that he waa bom m 1779, and was eight years oU 
wfecn be was admitted Into BnAf School. I nm 
ttnalde to state when he Ml SBbool; probably 
about theyear 1797 or 1798. He eotnnd tbe Royal 
Marine aarvioe aboot tbedoaa of the but century, 
and. on the oondnaiaB of tbe Egyptian expedition, 
waa stationed in the peHiofmance of his duty, in his 
Majesty's ship. Mermaid. He returned to Rugby 
in 1S04-S. In 1806 he published, by subscription, 
in an 8vo volume. " Natural Refledtions or Glean- 
ings Abroad and at Home. By Henry Barnet 
Gascoigne, Lieutenant of His Majesty's Royal 
Marine forces. " Although forty copies of this 
work were distributed amongst subsLribers at 
Rugby, it has become most difficult to meet with. 
After some years' enquiry, I was fortunate enough 
some month s am>. to obtaui a copy. Amongst the 
various essays of which the work is composed, is 
one entitled " The Return," frOBI wbich thO 
following excerpt is taken. 
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TOS ISTVMi. 

"It wu oo a pkasant morniog in the month of 
Avgmt that I left tbe ooacb at a village (Dun- 
cborehjaboot tkmt nilea from the place of my 
biltb ORoRby). and famaadiately tnrned into the 
roadleadiactoh. 

I wai iofliienced by a varietv of sensations, but 
mjr apirita w«ie eAinfatcd ; for though my heart 
bad fch a ahara of tboaa cares which in the 
diic€kiiif baad of Ptondence teach humility and 
rMMBatMiD to maa, it was no lunger subjea to 
tbew paia. 

As I proceeded with hasty steps, my eyes 
eagerly looked round for the objeAs of rctn(-m- 
brance. " Seven years ago. ' said I. lightly le aping 
over the stile from the f<K>tpath. " I uw.i to come 
to these hedges to x^ther blackberries, and under 
tlie shelter of jroader oak, 1 stood dmiag a tlian* 
der storm." 

I had gone about half way wbeo I came t>> ihe 
ruins of a bam. which I rc^olIeAed was burned 
down while I was at School. ,Tnd the fL-aturcs of 
my schoolfellows who surroundcil nie as \vc viewed 
this scene early in the morniiii;, were Irrsh upon 
my metnor\'. I soon gained the ne\t .isLint. frorsi 
which spoi 1 had a lull view i t tl-.e am n rit wat 
lliill'>n Hallj of that must excellent ni.ui asid 
author, Addison. The glow <,f vi ri(T;<t;c>n and 
(•latitude pasbt'd over my ht art , I felt a fervent 
desire rise in ne at thie thouKht of this bright 
example; but the knowledge of niy own weakness 
iorhad mc to cherish it 

I now Iwheld !li<? joftv ilrns surrounding the 
Si hool and play^Tound . tin toim .n; ! situation of 
every tree was well know ii. lur olt. w lien lircd of 
youthful sanies, had I sat d4)wn on the benches at 
iheir feel, or rolled on the nr-'^s beneath their 
shade. 1 soon entered the p.iiish liefore w.i: was 
a .small valley and brook, and tieyoinl was the 
asi.enl of the hill on which the town st ui l^i As 
I passed the brook by n narrow plank and rail. 
■■ How often," said I. smiling,;, 'have I stolen out 
of bounds, and <-ome with im pla\ fellows to this 
place. At th.it spot I l>eat them in leaping over, 
and at the turn bevund I wi ll reniembctr faUinji m," 
Just as I reached the top of the hill, the School 
clock struck twelve; thif sound instantlv brouj{ht a 
thousand pleasing ini.i(,;< s to my niiiid, ami my 
cy»s eagerly ran over the p.rospt ct before me. On 
my ri^;hi hand were the bath, and the two islands, 
tti wl'.ii h the seniors onlv liad admittance, beyond 
w.is the plaxuround. wheic, in the days of tljou>;ht- 
less voiith. I iiafl r-jjeiit many an hour at cricket: 
tlie siH t was still marked by the loss of the turf, 
.'iiid tl'.e lirokeii stump of a wicket was standing at 
the u].]HT inii The sipns which our laic good 
master h,id lir.iwn on the garden wall, for our in- 
struction in the introduflory knowledge of astron- 
omy, were still visible I alternately li>oked at the 
house', the sheds. and tiie Schools, until my eye 
fixed on the window of raradisc. where I recol- 
leded often to have lost my breakfast, by fagging 
for another. Immediately before me was the en- 
trance to that t<jwn whither 1 had a thousand 
limes wished myself in vain, for m.any a league 
and boisterous wave separ.ilcd me from it.

Havinj^ passed the Market Place, 
I came in sight of my f.ither s hal>itation. and l<x>k- 
ing anxiously on each side the street, croitscd it 

hastily, and entered tbe borne wbere I fiiat drew 

breath." 

.\ few e.\pl,inatnry notes may 1h' desirable. The 
stile over which the (.Jld Kuglician Stepped from 
the fix-tpai.n was where the turnpike stood, and 
where the p.\ih, < Tossing two or three fields, cut off 
a cousider.ilile aiiijle. The site of the barn, which 
was burnt lIowm, I have no; been able to ascertain, 
but I have Loineised witli old inhabitants of 
Kugby. who rLiiiembered the tire. The O.K. little 
thought, whei) viewKif4 at a distance Uilton llaJl, 
that it vkouKl fall ti; his lot, some tw<-nty ye.irs sub- 
5<Miuently, viz., in 1825. as auctioneer, to disperse 
by sale some of the relics of Adiit'i.)n. and the 
furnitiiri' of tliat h;si irij m.\ii>!on. at which vile I 
was present. The broik .it the tmttorn of the 
first valley from I<ugb_>.w.i5 not liieii brid.ijed over, 
but there was meiely a foot plank lor passengers 
ou the western side of the road . I remember 
carnages passing through the brook. The old 
School Hath, built in 1777, aljoine-.l the ro.id. and 
stiKxl some yards north ot tiie present Hath : I 
could point out the exadt site The two islamis 
were the present mound on the east side of the 
Close, then in a separate held, surrounded by a 
broad moat, filled with clear limpid water . the 
other a moated area, on the site now callei.1 the 
Homines.

Ceitaitily we cannot complain of 
there being any lack of spirit and energy 
among the quondam members of this 
School. Not for some years have we had 
the pleasure of seeing so many old and 
well-known faces. Nor has their prowess 
d< terioratf-(1, for it was nil we could do to 
hold our own against their overwhelming 
force, and it was not until the School had 
been called in, that they were heaten off 
our goal-line. At Oxford, especially, the 
Rngbeians are to the fore, and it is w it h 
much pleasure that we hear no less than 
six members of their XV. were taught 
the rudiments of Football in our Close 
at Rugby. Alas } at Cambridge our pros< 
pedis are not so bright, and it was with 
the ki ciii St disappointment that we heard 
our representatives at the sister Uni- 
versity were unable to get up a team 
to play against us last Tuesday- Natur- 
ally when so few foreign matches are 
played, the omission of one cannot be 
indifferently felt. Such refle»fUons sug- 
gest to us the deplorable fa(5t that 
there is absolutely no club which repre- 
sents Rugbeian talent entirely, and plays 
under a Rugbeian title. Have not the 



Marlhiirians, Etonians, and Carthusians 
all institutions of this kind ? Why is it 
that Rugby alone is without so necessary 
a promoter of her fame? Certainly there 
I is a Rugby Club at Cambridge, but of 
course this is open to members of that 
I University alone : nor can their strength 
I be great if they are unable to bring down 
I a team to play their former schoolfellows. 
Just now, when ex-members of this 
School are so prominent in all the best 
clubs of England, it is a great pity that 
several of the most energetic cannot band 
themselves together, and so form a nu* 
ciens which nii^ht continually be in- 
creased, as from time to time our football 
players left Rugby. But to return to our 
original subjei'^. \W were favo-ued, 
luckily, by a day which, though far Irom 
perfect, yet successfully upheld the tra- 
dition of All Saints' weather. The ground, 
however, was exceedingly slippery owing 
to the late rain, and the ball conse(juently 
very greasy, but this did not prevent 
much excellent form showing itselfon both 
siiles; the passing of the Old Rugbeians 
being a capital lesson for us in that all- 
impcntant art. Nor was their dropping 
at fault, for they thus obtained their goal, 
and all but succeedeil in scoring a second 
time by the excellent kicking of their 
I three-quarters.

( n hroi:<,']u against the Cc rps more 
than once. On the contrary, wi- sliould 
ever be on the alert, and ever be f^'etting 
fresh reenu'ts, especially in the Winter 
Term, so as to fill up the gaps that are 
always left after the summer holidays. 
And for the last year or two it may be 
said with truth that the Corps has been 
kejif m n- rally well up to the work, even 
through the winter.

And foT 
this we believe he has the authority of 
Major Humphry ; and certainly it seems 
rational that bigger frllows are better 
and more reliable shots than smaller. 
Let us hope, therefore, that some big 
fellows will trome forward next year and 
help our shooting. It is true that our 
butts are rather far oli, but that ought 
not to deter those who really wish success 
for their School. If only our shooting 
were to improve, we might fed justly 
proud of our KiHe Corps.

" the fyiik that fives is rapidly dying out " 
exists in reality, and not only in the 
imagination of our correspondent, it is 
certainly, as he says, a " mournful fa(f\." 
Fives is undoubtedly one of our best 
school games, and provides us with a 
means of healthy and enjoyable exercise, 
such as is equalled only, perhaps, by a 
game of racquets. Over racquets, how- 
ever, it has two advantages: (i) that it is 
less expensive, (2) that it can be played 
in the open air, — a point which adds con- 
siderably to the enjoyment of any game. 
We qmte agree, then, with our corres- 
pondent that fives ought not to be 
allowed to die out, but we think his state- 
ment that it is dying out a little prema- 
ture, as this is a point that cannot really 
be decided till the Easter term comes 
round again. During this term, almost 
all our spare time is naturally taken up 
with football ; some racquets, certainly, 
is played, and some squash racquets, and 
fives might with advantage take the place 
of the latter ; but we do not consider it 
till right policy to compel fellows to play 
one game in preference to another, and so 
must leave this to their own inclinations. 
The reasons for the increasing popularity 
of squash racquets are two-fold : first, 
that it is not the fii^iim to play fives ex- 
cept in the Easter term, and thus some 
who might like to play at other tin es are 
prevented, from fear of doing anything 
out of the common ; secondly, that it is 
what our correspondent describes it to be, 
a •* la^, pottering, game," and so offers 
greater attra<fiion to the minds of the 
present generation than the tiring nature 
of a game of fives. In itself squash rac- 
quets has little to recommend it ; the point 
that used to be brought up in its favour 
was. that it was a good preparation for 
racquets, but now that the old racquet 
court is no longer so hard to secure, a 
much better preparation for racquets will 
be afforded by playing the ad^ual game 
there, than by hitting a soft ball about a 
fives-court with a broken-stringed racquet. 
It may be said in its defence, however, 
that it tends to diminish the number of 
loafers, and on the strength of this we 
think the game ought not to be abdidied. 
This step, which our correspondent ad- 
vocates, should be quite unnecessary : 
there is an old rule that anybody wishing 
to play fives may turn off from any court 
those that are playing squash racquets, 



and this rule, if energetically Imcked up 
by the School, ought to be sufficient to 
prevent fives ever being supplanted by 
squash racq\icts. There is still one more 
reason for the decrease in the number of 
fives players as compared with former 
times, which applies equally to racquets: 
whereas then the racquet and fives courts 
were the only {ilacea of resort when no 
football was going on, we have now, in 
addition. Gymnasium, Workshops, Art 
Museum, Reading Room, etc. However, 
even in the midst of so many counter 
attraAions, we think that more fives 
might be played ; but this cannot be 
brought about by compulsion, but must 
be left to the energy of the School. 

It may not be out of place here to s.iy 
a few words about a letter which appeared 
in our last number, advocating the intro* 
dudion of some special dress for rac- 
quets. Now this seems to us utterly 
unnecessary ; by all means let racquet 
players and fives players dress for their 
game, for this is essential both to health 
an<l to enjoyment, but let them be con- 
tent without a special badge or " distin- 
guitive dress." of which we have only too 
many already.

MARCH OUT OF THE R.S.R.V.C. 

PutKf^ually at 12.15, on Saturday, Nov. 
3rd, we paraded in the cloisters. The 
rain was then coming down in torrents, 
but even a damp coat and wet boots, 
were not sufficient to quench the courage 
of our Riflemen. After ammunition had 
been served out, as was thought to all. 
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the word to move was given, and we 
marched down High Street in formation 
of fours, much to the admiration, no 
doubt, of the towns-people.

R. S. N. H. S. 

Mebtinc held Saturday, Oct. 90. 

At this meeting Mr. Gumming presided 
in the place of the Rev. F. D. Morice. 

G. C. Richards (m.) read a paper on 
" Beetles." He first described the struc- 
ture of a stag beetle, as a type, with 
diagrams, and then described some note* 
worthy inserts in the various groups ; 
among others, the tiger beetles, water- 
beetles, glowworms, oil beetles, stags, Ac. 
Then he mentioned the various col- 
lertions in the N. H. S., and appealed for 
more workers, and expressed his sorrow 
at the loss of PifTard, who was a prom- 
inent entomologist. 

Rev. \V. C. Gkhkn (h.) gave some ex- 
periences about Swallow-tail hunting, 
and the habits of the Papilio Machaon, at 
KrcMZiiarli, in Germany. Ife pointed 
out that whereas that inseCt is only to be 
found in flat patches of country in 
England, in Germany he always found 
them on high ground, and on hill tops. 
On one hill top there was always a llock 
of them on a lofty rock, like that locality 
in the south of Ivngland, where the lai^ 
blue is to be found. In sunny weather 
they are often on the high ground, never 
in the valley. He was informed that the 
late August brood was always in the 
heights, but that one in the early spring 
was down below. Also, on a higher hill, 
by the Rhine, he found this insec'l ; and 
two or three years after, again, in the 
same spots. So the German p. machaon 
certainly loves the hills, and the eggs 
must l>e laid there. He occasionally 
found also the rarer p. podalirius, also, in 
numbers, burnet moths, pale clouded 
yellows, Camberwell beauties, mottled 
whites, and humming bird hawk motlis. 

M. H. Bloxam, Esq. (o. r.) exhibited a 
sword set with shark's teeth, and pre- 
sented it to the Society. 

Mr. Ct;MMiNG thanked him on behalf 
of the Society, and confirmed Mr. (ircen's 
experiences about the swallow tail. 

E, E. AuSTivN (m.) then read a paper 
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on " The Pike ' and " The Perch." The 
Pike is at the head of the fresh-water 

fisli. It is a M iy formidable and vora- 
cious crtatur<-. He described the difli- 
culty of catchinp it. They are preyed 
oil by herons. The lai^iest pike caui,'ht 
in the iiei^libourliuod weighed ii-^ Ib.s., 
and was secured at Church Lawford. 
A very small pike will take a worm, but 
large ones despise it. It is an erroneous 
Bt.iti nunit tliat the pike does not take 
perch on account of its dorsal fin, for it 
swallows its prey head hrst, and thus the 
fin i^ j)ressed back and does not stick in 
its thro it. Edward I. ti.\ed tlie price of 
pike as 1 i. her than that of salmon, or 
even turbot. The pike is never found in 
any stream in large numbers. They arc 
not gregaiioiis, and do not switn in 
shoals. He then described the difTerence 
between dead-f^orjie and live-bait fishing. 
Dead-f;or;;e bait hslii:)-,' is calli <i (rollinj^. 
The Perch has two distinct doisal lins, 
the first armed with turmidable spines. 
Its scales are rough aoU hard, and very 
difficult to detach. The Swift is the best 
fisliing stream now, since the fish were 
killed in the Avon by creosote. The 
Perch is one of the most beautiful of the 
fresh-water fisli, but does not attain a 
large size : one of 3lbs. was once caught 
in the Mcdway. There were two globes 
on the table containing live fish, and 
tackle, etc. One good diagram was 
shown. lie then exhiliittd some teeth 
found in the chalk quarries. 

The meeting, which had been marked 
by nnjch noise and iijiroar, then termi* 
nated.

IN MEMORIAM. 

.\n.)ther Old Rugbcian who had attained 
the a«e of upw.inls of four score years, 
has recently passed away, the Kev Thomas 
Cox. Rector of Kimcotc, in the County of 
Leicester He entered Kngby Sch<H>l in Feb- 
ruary. 1811. an<l his entry is thu& noticed in the 
School Register : -

I'lacc-d. on his entry, in (he second form, lie 
rose Kradiillv up to the Sixlli. which he entered 
the beginning of i8.£o. le.aving School at the ter- 
mination of the summer half-year in 1S20. 
having been a scholar of Rugby School for the 
period of nine years and a half W ithout Innng 
distinguished either as a scholar, or m other 
than School duties, he was present m m.un an 
episode of School life, and in his latter years 
delighted, when meeting an Old Rugbeian of 
his own standing, in recounting various school- 
boy exploits to which he had been a party 
though not a leader. Boaniins at the houst: of 
Mr Stanley, he was a companion, amongst 
otheiB. of the BlewttU and Johustoncs. iiote<l 
for their prowess at School some seventy years 
ago. He waa present at that fisticuft tourna- 
ment, of which an account in verse has api»ear«l 
in a foraar nonber of tbe if«mr. " ^Vhen 
Blewitts twain wrestled with sons of Trcen. 

He knew Tom Ti«en. the cekbrated local 
pugilist and poacher, of whom, and of whose 
seeing a phantom funeral, an aooount is given 
in a former number of tbs UHtW. As tbe 
cottage where Tom Trcen lived waa JUSI oppo- 
site the boarding house of Mr. CoJt, and Treen 
and the boanU rsw ere intimate, during the fatal 
illness of Trcen.

In tSzb he was ordained deacon, and in 
i«27 priest He was tirst curate of Haginton 
fur two > ears, from iSj6 to 1828 ; then curate 
of Wotverton and Hearley. from i8?i to 1SJ4. 
All these curacies were in Warwickshire. In 
I K 34 he was presented to the Ueetnryof Kimcote. 
which he held for a period of 41; years, nearly 
half a century. Some months ago he had an 
attack of paralysis from which he sliKhtty rallied 
till a few days before his death, which tfiok 
place on the ist of Novetnber. he being then in 
his 83rd year. Residing near to Lntterwurth, 
he was well known in that town for his cour- 
teotis and kindly disposition, and tew could be 
mure highly esteemeit or regretted timi be was. 
both in Lutterworth and in his own parish. 
Three or four times a year be would come over 
to Rugby and re visit his old School haunts, 
such as were left, and his old ptj^KTOUlld, and 
would delight in (juietly recoHtltillg tO an old 
School friend epis>Hles and aooiM ef Rugby 
School, as tbey occurred some 70 years ago.—

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Now that the beginning of the end is 
approaching, and soon we shall all be 
busily orcnpi<<l with the exams., it is 
clear that the Rugby term of Christinas

DEBATING SOCIETY. 



At a meetirig held on Satiuday. Oct. 
27th, Mr. Bowden Smith ma. proposed 
that " The movement for the higher edu. 
cation of women is a tardy rec ognition 
of their place in society," 

The proposer maintained that the sub. 
jedt hardly admitted of sensible discus* 
sion ; if women were to be allowed a 

Elace in society, surely they ought to 
ave the same advantages in education 



as men. that they might take their proper 
place. The position of women had risen 
with the advance of Christianity and civtl- 

ization, and they <louhtl< ss would become 
the equals of men. This equality could 
not be denied them on the score of unfit- 
ness, for they liad never yet had a fair 
trial; let them have the same advantages 
as men, and if they then failetl, let thern 
sink back into dependence. But why 
should they fail ? jmlging from the past, 
we shoidd not say so, seeing how many 
women, even in our times, had risen to 
eminence, as the ■* Eminent Women's *^ 
aeries showe<l. The chi< f ar^iunent on 
the other side was that women would be 
unfitted for domestic life, but why should 
women remain househMld drudges? The 
best answer to tins was tliat when better 
educated themselves, they would be better- 
educators of their children and more real 
helpmates to their husbands: Thus the 
movement was ex|)edient as well as just. 

Mr. Madelev, in opposing, argued that 
that the real objeA of education was the 
acquisition of knowledge in youth which 
would tit the learner lor later life. Women 
being as distinct Irom men as the poor 
fron) the rich, should therefore have a 
distuiOt education, as the poor had. 
Moreover, it was doulitful if higher edu- 
cation was a blessing for man, and it 
might, therefore, prove an evil for women 
on this ground. Though there were high 
intellectual pursuits for which women 
were fitted, they did not want classics 
and mathematics in the higher brandies, 
if they did pursue th'se tliey became 
unnatural and unwomanly. It had been 
urge«l that many women h.id risen to emi- 
nence untier disadvantages, but their 
number was very small compared with 
the number who had become famous in 
the same circtimstances, hence we could 
not infer tlieir future intellectual equality 
with men. Again, a practical difficulty 
was that if women were admitted to com* 
pete, the already overstock< d professions 
would be still more crowded. Finally, 
as to the domestic ai^ument of the pro- 
poser, learned women were a real nui- 
sance, and in married life it would be 
a case of " Greek meeting Greek," 
with theproverbial consequences. 

Mr. BoNHAM Carter ma. urged that 
learned women need not be bluestockings 
as Mr. Madeley hud implied, as a blue- 
stocking meant a pedant. Turning to 
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the eminent woniet) of old, lie l>iouf4ht 
forward Art<-iiusia ai.ij Zciiubia as in- 
stances of superiority tu men : in India, 
also, the best had been queens, and many 
had died in battle. It was absurd to say 
th.'it wciincn in men's positions would lu; 
bad mothers, or all queens would have 
had badly-trained ones. The movement 
against admittinj^ wonitii to UniviMsitii s 
was purely a selhsh one on llie part of 
men who feared the increased compe- 
til ion. In the domestic sphere, men 
Wuuld be the gainers, as women's society 
was most icstlul if incjst sympathetic. 

Mr. W'uOTTiiN said he would go further 
than previous speakers, and claim the 
franchise for women : it was yiven them 
in municipal electioati, why not in parlia- 
mentary ele<ilions also ? Women if the 
equals of men 111 art and science, would 
be tlieir equals in the choice of represen- 
tatives to sit in parliament ; and it was 
their right, as taxpayers, to do so. It 
was expedient also, as they would choose 
representatives in favour of peace. At 
present they complain, but tins would 
cease when their just claims were ((ranted. 

Mr. l!.\TTiM'. said tliat the- arguments 
in favour of wouien's sulhage were based 
on their success as rulers, hut this was 
fallacious, as tiiey had faileil notaMv, for 
instance in the tune of Catlieiinu de 
Medicis, while Elusabeth, too, was not 
really a good queen. 

Mr. SiMEY pointed out that both sides 
had omitted to notice that the equality of 
the sexes would be the death-blow tu 
politeness. Women's sphere was house- 
keej)ing : if tlii y !;av(' that up men would 
have to take it, a ruiuctio aJ absurdum. 
Artemisia and others had been cited as 
instances of female su jw riot ilv : were 
tin y all highly educated women ? Men 
certainly wOuM not be the hapi^ier for 
this advance in the intelleAual standard 
of women. 

Mr. KiKKPATRiCK, while agiLcinf; willi 
the mutiuu as to education, thought that 
voting was quite another matter. It was 
ar^ncd against hif,dier aducation for 
women that it was too hard for them, but 
that must tell equally against the same 
plan for men. Turning to the domestic 
side of the question, it wuuld be undoubt- 
edly a gain for women to take a keen in- 
terest iu the same ideas and pursuits as 
their husbands, as they would stimulate 
them to greater general acuteness. Jeal* 



ousy was reallv at the bottom of the 
opposition to the movement : we ought 
not, bowever, to faX\ behind Sparta, as 
she was 2000 years ago ; in fact, behind 
the whole of Europe. 

Mr. S.MH.KK saitl that womeji shouM l>e 
taught higher branches of knowlcge, that 
they might gain the power of amusing 
till niselvt s. XN'omcn were not on the same 
footing as the sons of pour men, as Mr. 
Madeley had argued : they had infinitely 
more time and must fill it up. 

Mr. Wood pioteste*! against Mr. 
Bonham -Carter's instances of warlike 
queens : these were surely unsexed. As 
to the franchise: capacity for voting 
wisely did not follow from (..p, icily for 
art. And if women came into ]Kirhainent, 
men, out of courtesy, would leave the 
fiehl to them, and they wuuld r^ile 3l.>ne; 
an awful result 1 He believed that 
women's unfitness for such a position 
was shown by the proverb which said 
they <li<l not know their own minds. 

Mr. Latham rested his objection to the 
motiod on the lesson taught us by the 
study of the development of the race. 
From this ui; harnt that man was the 
adtive force in .society, at ail times and 
under all circumstances, and woman the 
passive. If this pa.ssive free was 
changed fur an active one, the t>aiance of 
forces in society would be destroyed, and 
the results would he disastrous. 

Mr. Isaacs rose to point out that the 
numbei of men who h id risen without 
any assistance, and under great disadvan- 
tages, was far larger than the number of 
women of whom the same could be said. 

Mr. Hbrron believed that the women 
were intended to ameliorate man's lot : 
under the system of hi^dier education for 
woman, tins would not l)e so. We should 
think twice before following the guidance 
of Sparta in matters of social economy, as 
if we followed their example' we should 
beat our youths veiy severely when they 
reached the age of eighteen. 

Mr. Vauchan supported the motion 00 
the ground that two strong sexes werede* 
sirable, and would support each other. 
He was afraid of women's suffrage, as it 
would cause quarrels in {politics which 
would destroy all domestic harmony. 
Turning to the over-competition argu- 
ment, he held that this was absurd : in 
all things it was best to have a survival 
of the fittest, and we should be enabled 
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by increased competition to get rid of the 
incapable men ! 

Mr. Madelbv in his reply reiterated 

his coiivicflion that the difTt rt iicc between 
the sexes was an essential and not an 
accidental one, and pointed out that 
whereas Mr. VVootten had taken " tardy " 
in the wurding of the motion to imply 
** insufficient," it really could only mean 
" slow," and that the recognition was 
made too soon, as in fadt it ought never 
to be made at all in this fiuhion. 

Mr. BowDKN Smith, in closing the 
Debate, charaifterized all the arguments 
of the Opposition as purely selfish, and 
urged that the Society should stamp the 
movement with their approval as condu- 
ciwii alike, as Mr. \'aiif(han and others 
had shown, to the interest of lx>th sexes.

NATURAL HISTOHY SOCIETY. 



At a meeting held Saturday, Nov. 3rd, 
M. H. Bi.oXAM (o.R.) exhibited a club, 
brought by liis brother from the Pacific 
Ocean, which he presented to the Society. 

A. E. DoNKiN, Es(j., (m.) gave an 
account of his stay in Cornwall last 
Easter, sliowing photographs by a magic 
lantern, of the various localities. First a 
flat stone on three uprif^hl stones, known 
muougst the nations as a " quoit," from 
a fancied liketu ss to one. It had been 
about 14 feet high, but now was onlj^ 6 
feet. Close to it was a rock, which 
seemed to be balanced on the ed^'e of a 
cliff, but was really part of it. lie des- 
cribed an old church at Toweduach. 
Next he exhibited two excellent views of 
St. Michaels Mount: on it there is a 
chapel, and in the crypt a skeleton was 
found cliained to the rock. Next he 
showed the " Loggen," or shaking rock. 
Next he came to the " Funnel," a long 
cylindrical hole penetrating to a cavern 
beneath. Close to the Lanifs End there is 
a lighthouse, which, though coinpara* 



tively close to shore, communication is 
often interrupted by bad weather. 

S. J. HousLEv (m.) then read his paper 
on Carnivorous Gasteropida. He said 
that they were one-shelled molluscs, with 
their stomachs in their fieet. They are 
divided into four divisions, according to 
the absence, presence, or position of the 
lungs: the class in question had them in 
the front of tlu hf id. He then described 
the parts ol the animal, which has two 
eyes, a breathing syphon, a broad foot, a 
tail with an operculum or door, and a 
tonppie like a cat's. 

The President then exhibited a "platy- 
pus ornithorhyncus," which had been 
given by a member of the School. It 
forms a link between the birds and the 
beasts, having webbed feet and a bill, but 
being an undoubted mammal. It is a 
timid creature, living near rivers, and it 
at once dives out on the approach of man. 

Mr. Gumming (m.) then showed some 
curious fossils from the Vicfloria Works: 
they were oyster shells, imbedded in a 
strange kind of limestone. 

The meeting then terminated. Num- 
ber present, 70.

RUGBY SCHOOL v. BALLIOL 
COLLEGE. 



(From our Special Correspondent.) 
On Tuesday, November STth, Balliol 

brought down rather a weak team to 
play the School, being two men short. 
The weather was all that could be desired, 
thou^;h the close on the part of the ground 
adjoining the Pontines was very soft.

Rugby Club, Nov. tgtk. 

Dbar Sir, — In reply to your urgent 
request to me for a letter from these parts,

in 4m. 44S , and he also won thi' half mile on the 
flat, and the half-mile over hurdles. He then went 
to Oxford, and in the Pembroke College Strangers' 
Race, with 160 y.irds start, he won the mile easily 
in 4m. 2(iS In iHjb lie ha*! to i intend with ditTi- 
cullies which wrmld have upset many young men, 
as he was hard at work lor a University prize, 
which he ultimately gained, and h.acl to train at the 
same time for the annual sports. However, ho 
broke down, and had to lay up on a sofa for nearly 
four months, and did not get right until the end of 
the year, when he won the Pembroke College 
Strangers' Mile.

At a meeting held Novenil>er loth, Mr. 
BoeCAWhN proposed " That the Caucus 
system deserves the condemnation of 
every patriotic Enghsiitiian." 

The Proposer urged that the Caucus 
tended to establish a radical oligarchy in 
large towns: it was baneful both locally by 
and nationally : it rarrit-d all numiripa] 
eledlions : it exercised terrorism in poli- 
tics: it was an association formed to 
support Mr. Gladstone in any proposal, 
however absurd. 

Mr. HonciNS, in opposing, said that 
the Caucus was abused by the Tory party 
because of its success. He then gave a clear 
acco.mt of the working of the Hirming- 
ham Caucus : the advantages of the new- 



plan of rlioice by the Caucus was that 
the members were really representative 
men, and not candidates thrust on the 
constituency from outside : further, for 
the eleiflors tiu rusclves, the system gave a 
fine political training. 

Mr. Battinb contended that the Caucus 
was bad for three reaams: (1) it pre- 
vente(', the free expression of tne opinion 
of the country at a general ele<flion : (2) 
it destroyed the use of the ballot, giving 
a choice between independence and per- 
jury : (3J it was destroying the valuable 
class of independent members of par- 
liament. 

Mr. WooTTEN pointed out that the 

Caucus na.tnt unity, and therefore 
strength. It was just as lawful to arrange 
voters for an eletftion as to arrange troofw 
for a battle. Tin- Caucus was not purely 
Radical, as there was a Tory Caucus at 
Liverpool. 

Mr. HsaaoN said that the Caucus had 
excluded Dr. Pankhurst, but had dome 
also vet V much harm : the Conservatives 
in 1880 had despised such mean arts. 

Mr. Latham found fault with the 
system because it was not spontaneous : 
the strong-minded led, and the weak 
followed like sheep. 

Mr. Ron HAM Carter showed that the 
charge of gaining votes by coercioo bad 
not hn ii proNcd : rii'. other chVge oS 
unfairness had been brought. 

Mr. Hopkins, in replying, showed that 
no rightly-condu(flcd member need fear 
the Caucus' control. It was only when 
the member aifled against the expressed 
wish of the Caucus that they turned him 
out. 

Mr. BoscAWEN, in conclusion, showed 
from the case of Chester, that the Caucus 
did not stop bribery : it did a(fl as a gag 
to stop all free exjtressioii of opinion, ana 
was contrary to our free traditions ; foc 
this he urged the House to condenui tL

At a meeting held November 24th, Mr, 
Grfo proposed " That Vivise<ftion OU|(ht. 
to be abolished." He classed the objeo> 
tions as (i) scientific, (3) moral. As to 

(iKthe results obtained were so widely 
different as to he practically useless ; as 
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to (2), the moral effe<5l of throwing the 
mantle of science over torture was ex- 
oeedinf^ bad. 

Mr. ROBINSON, in opposing, brought 
fa(f\s to prove the use of vivise<flion— (i) 
in finding antidotes to snake poisons ; (3) 
in finding the causes and cum of dis- 
eases anion;:^ aninials. The pain of vivi- 
section was iniiniiuzed by the strictness 
exercisLci m giving licenses and the eo- 
Corced use of anjesthetics. 

Mr. Latham urged that cruelty was 
shown towards our domestic friends — 
nay, our own relations, according to Dar- 
win — in vivisetfling dogs, cats, &c. Again, 
anaesthetics often paralysed niviscular 
action, but increased the nervous sensi- 
bility, and thus heightened the pain ! 

Mr. BoNHAM Cakti i< stated very clearly 
the limitations imposed by the Acl of 
1876: paralysing anaesthetics were for- 
bidden by it. M«)reover, Pasteur had by 
this means stayed the disease among 
sheep, so that animals direclly contri- 
buted to their own good. For men, viv- 
isedHon had shown a cure for consump- 
tion. 

Mr. BoscAWKN said that the pain in- 
flidled outweighed the advantage derived : 
he put vivisec'lion on a level with pigeOD- 
shootinp. and would abolish both. 

Mr. SAin.p.it showed that viviseAion 
had tracked the murderer Lamson. Its 
opponents should be consistent and go in 
for vegetarianism. 

Mr. Madelby held that the present 
law imposed all necessary restn^ions. 
If vivisec'^ion were wholly abolished, then 
fishing, fox-hunting, and the like, must 
go. 

Mr. VaIt.haS said that if cats and dogs 
were our kin, they would sutfer gladly for 
man's sake. But again, vivisedtion should 
not be kept because other praiftices, as 
cruel, existed : two wrongs could not 
make one right. 

Mr. Hopkins urged that it was a ques- 
tion of utility, and that on this ground 
he should oppose the motion, as vivisec- 
tion was already proved to be useful. 

The Pkesiofnt supported vivisei5tion 
as prai:\isc<l in England, on the ground 
of Its really useful results, while he con- 
demned all wanton sacrifice of animal 
life merely for what was miscalled 
" sport." 

Mr. Robinson, in replying, maintained 
that tiie anti-viviseClion cry was a mere 



survival of the foolish dislike of science : 
if it promoted human intierests it must 
be kept. 

Mr. Grbg, in conclusion, repeated his 

convicflion, based on fatls, and much 
scientific opinion in and out of England, 
that viviseAkm was not really useful : as, 
therefore, it was confessedly cruel and 
brutalizing, at least in tendency, he urged 
the House to support him.

At a Meeting held Saturday, Dec. 8th, 
Mr. BoscAWBN proposed *'That the char- 

ac^er of Napoleon deserves our admir- 
ation. " Comparing Napoleon with Csesar 
he did not claim for eitliera higher moral 
standard than the average man of his 
time: as generals both were able to attach 
men to them in a wonderful way. Napo- 
leon's fortitude and alacrity shone out in 
adversity ; the way in which he was treated 
when a prisoner showed fear baaed OQ 
admiration felt for his power. 

Mr. Vaughan held that Napoleon was 
even more cniel than CcEsar, and far 
worse than his time. He was guarded as 
a prisoner because he was utterly per- 
fidious ; his cruelty and injustice were 
shown in the case of the Duke D'Enghein. 

Mr. Howard claimed admiration for 
Napoleon's successful genius as a general, 
and for his skill in the choice of his instru- 
ments, both in peace and war,aa Well as 
for his power as a writer. 

Mr. Madblby urged that Napoleon was 
no patriot, for he was not a Frenchman ; 
he was selfish, as his whole career showed; 
he was mean, as we see from his leaving 
a legacy to the man who would assassi- 
nate Wellington. 

Mr. Hrown condemned Napoleon as a 
despot, his domestic life would not bear 
inspedUon ;' he was not even brave, for 
at Waterloo he urged his men to die for 
France, but ran away hunself. 

Mr. Sadler also attacked Napoleon. 

Mr. Wood admitted the charge of 
cruelty, but one blot did not prevent our 
admiring a man, e.g.. Alexander, wh<i was 
a drunkard. The murder of the Duke 
D'Enghein was on the same footing as 
that of Charles I., yet some Englishmen 
admire Cromwell. 
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The President felt strongly that Napo- 
leon's moral ch.iradler deserved execra- 
tion ; he had done great work for the 
world, and had altered for the better the 
history of Spain, Italy, and Cierinany, 
but not intentionally, lie might be taken 
as a striking example of Spinoya's saying, 
that the bad man was like an unconscious 
instrument in the hands uf Providence, 
and though he did the work, he wore out 
in the doing of it. 

Mr. Vaughan reiterated the charges of 
crmlty antl selfishness ; showing how 
Napoleon deserted his nieii in Egypt, and 
led them to destruifliun in the mad Rus< 
sian campaign. 

Mr. BoscAWEN, in cmlusion, met the 
taunt of Napoleon's Cursican birth by 
saying that VVelUngton was Irish. Napo- 
leon was better than his predecessors or 
successors in I'rance ; he took the crown 
and C<esar refused it, but Caesar feared 
the Roman mob. If the badness of his 
motives prevented us from admiring 
Napoleon, we should have to strike most 
historical charadters from the roll of 
great men.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 



At a meeting held on Saturday, Nov. 

17th, 

M. H. Bi.oxAM, Esq., (o.R.) read his 
paper on his recolle(5tions of Rugby 
School when he entered it seventy years 
ago. He confined himself to his first term. 
He described tlu- initiations into the 
forms, which, however, he had not to 
undergo, as he did not get out of any 
form till they were abolished. .\t that 
time the Frencli war was being earned 
on, and for every British vi<!tory the 
School was given a three-quarter's holi- 
day (loud cheers). 



He then gave an account of the then 
games of the School : the smaller fellows 
used to play hoops, peg-tops, and mar- 
bles ; two praepostors were once three- 
quarters of an-hour late, being eni,'aj,'cd 
in a game of the latter. Each house had 
little carts, in which the praposters used 
to drive the fafjs, the School House cart 
was distinguished by having spoked 
wheels. ICvciyone used to play football 
on Bigside : the ball was never picked up 
till alxjut 1826, when a p: ap >ster Started 
the custom, which at hrst caused great 
dissatisfacUon. The smaller boys were 
told off to keep goal wlnle the rest went 
and cnjoyeil tlunnselves. In the winter 
holidays the Scotch and Irish hoys used 
to stay in Rugby, where life was not so 
buniensoine as might be imagined. The 
London boys went home in two coaches, 
the smaller boys inside, where they were 
SO closely packed that they could not 
even fight (cheers). On the last day oi 
the term every house was illuminated, 
Mr. Bloxam then went on to descritxs 
Rugby as it then was, and concluded his 
I intt.resting le<fture with hopes that Rug- 
beians would never forget their School. 

E. E. Austen (m.) then exhibited some 
Indian curiosities in metal, giving a short 
description of ihera. 

The meeting then terminated. Num 
ber preaent, 57, several being absent from 
having House Debates. 

All in the Society will be sorry to liear 
of Mr. Murice having had to resign the 
presidency, owing to his having taken 
Mr. Lee Warner's house. W'c all owe 
Mr. Morice a debt of gratitude for his 
success and generosity with regard to the 
Museum.

mansion, on a more moderate scale in its dinuri- 
sions than the present strucliire. was. nevertheless, 
sufficiently comfortable, and. at the time I sneak 
of. and for many yean previmis was the abooe of 
a former most %nMthy inh.iliitant of RuRby. Ad- 
miral Chambers was an old and retired naval 
officer of the Ro>'al Navv. who. having spent 
the emrly and best years of his life in the service 
of his country, on his retirement from the Royal 
Navy. Settled at Rugby. In the reiijn of ( W-orRc 
II., ID the eventful year 1759, be was a midship- 
maa in one of our shipa m war in the river St 
Lawrence, on the taking of Quebec by General 
Wolf. Snbseqnentlv having risen in rank, he 
commanded a flotilu on one of the lakes of 
Canada during a lengthy Mrvioe. We find htm at 
Rugby designated as Captain, in the year 1795 
entering his three sons at Ka|^ Schin^l. the eldest 
aged 9. the second 7. and tbe third 6 yean of age. 
Weil known to most, if not all. of tbe Trustees of 
Rugby School, an I to the county gentry of War- 
wickshire generally, he was accustomed on a Sun- 
day ex-enin^. in t)ie summer months, to entertain 
at tea ceri.ain of those then at school at Rugby, 
sons of conntv gentlemen in Warwickshire by 
whi tn he u r. knoAn, and his hospitaMe table 
wa?i ainpiv spica.i uith -^ixni and palatabli' viands. 
In h;s latter ila\s I wa.s a^i list' ■med to .n i i ;! Ills 
personal invitation an invitation 1 shouM have 
felt wrotiH to have idu--: 1 !o plav a qnic! rubber 
of whist at .almost iiiliniietesiiiicl points This 
w.as a sol.ice tn him when he could no loii(;ei see 
to read on a evening, and to have deprived bun of 
that s )lace <'n tn\ part, would, it appeared to me. 
hav(! been most seltish. It is now soiiiethinii; for 
me to sa\ I have enjoyetl the conversation and 
frieni)shi]> of one, uho, amid many hardships, 
serv' ,) Ins country faithfully so far back as the 
rei^jn of Cteor^ie the Second. He went to his rest 
upwards of 50 years aj{o. and no one could have 
been conveyed to the grave more lionoured and 
respc<fie<l by his neighUiurs .and all who knew him 
After the death of this worthy, the mansion he 
had resided in was for some years occupie<1 by the 
Rev. James Huckoll, one of the Ma.Mcrs of Rugby 
School as a boarding house. 

A little bevond this house, on the left of the 
road, stood, years ago. U^yond mv reooUeftion. a 
windmill. This was burnt down in the year 1706, 
one stormy night, bythe force of the wiflid causing 
the saila to revolve so rapidly as to cause com- 
bustion. From hence to tbe mill was no boUding 
save a tampikegate and bouse acrosa the road, 
near tbe aite of the windmill. Along this road 
passed on horseback, in tbe month of Angaai, ifif a. 
King Charles the First, with some lords tn com* 
pany, after the disastrous skirmish which took 
place between Matton and Long Itchington. He 
halted not at Rugby, then a town tinfriendly to tbe 
crown, bat aped his way to Nottingham, previous 
to his setting np of tbe royal standard. 

On the 19th nf OAoher, 1859, her late Majesty 



Adelaide, the Queen I>i>waj;er, U-in^ thtin on a 
visit to the Karl of l)enbi,,;h. Her Majesty s 
Masierof the Horse, at Newnham i'ad io.x came up 
this road with a cortc^;e consisting of thr< e carnai;es 
and four, and a carri.iKc an I pair with outriders, 
on a visit to Kiigby Scliool. I'assing thr<'iigh the 
fju.idrant^le she entei'csl the ({real scii -ol rixjm. 
and from thence pr.H:eedod to the chap<'l. then as 
It was onuinalK Imill. an ! unaltered. On leaving 
the chapei Her Majesty expressed a wish to w itness 
a match at football, which she <hd for about 
twenty minutes. This was the only occasion I 
am aware of on which tbe School was visited by 
niyalty. She subsc^quently returned by the same 
route, from Rugby through Newb(4d 'and Great 
liarborougb. to Newnham Padox. 

Passing under the railway viaduA. on the left of 
the road, and close to it was the original Rugby 
railway station of Very small dimensions, remoi-ed. 
I think, to its present site in 1842. Uut it was here 
that on one occasion. Marshall Soult, the must 
famous of the generals of Napoleon, and who 
in tbe Peninsular War was pitted against Lord 
Wdlingtoa. eto|>ped to braakust. on his jonracgr 
by rail from Londoo into tbe conntty on a visit. 

Before crossing the bridge over the river, the 
mill is approached on the c^[ht. The present 
mill is a struaure of HO gmtt antiquity, ha*iaK 
been ippai^ntly bnitt some time in^thelast century : 
but It IS on a site of great antiquity, for in Dooien^ 
day book we are informed that at the tioM of the 
Norman survey, some 800 years ago. there was a 
mill here of the annual value of 13s 4d. An 
in. idcnt is rcconled by Edwards, a Presuyterian 
minister, to have occurred here early in the Civil 
Wars of the seventeenth centurv this was to the 
effect that two soldiers came to Ku<b\. and 
preached [perversely, anil baptized .v .;u. i: in the 
mill dam, which, says his informant, u.us strange 
to us in these jiarts 

There was formerlv an aiicii iit wtrndeii carnage 
bridge over the n%'or, west <>( the null, consisting 
of three small arches This haMii^; f.illen into 
decay, w.is re pl.•lcc^l in the vea: 17*^7, at the cost 
of by the presitnt strui^mn-. which w:is a few- 

years ago widened The amount for re building 
the bridge was mostly raised by subscription, 
chiefly by tin' iiihal Htants t)f Kutjby. .Vnciently 
the reparations of hi^hw.iys and bridges were con- 
sidered ainot.gst the works of ch,arity, and before 
the reformation, indulgences were in some instances 
granted by Hishops to those who contributed 
towards such charitable purposes. To the repar- 
ation of this britlge, and the lonn foot bridge over 
the river between Newbold and Long Lawford. 
one Richard Posterd. of Newbcdd-upon-Avon. 
in 1558 left some property at Franklon. now vested 
in trustees, as dirctfted by him for the porpoeee of 
his will. .\ short latin inscription, oommemorative 
of the donor, is cut on one of the abutments on 
the west side of the bridge. 

Having crossed the brkige, and without diveinng 
to the right on the nmte to Brown a over, of which 
on another occasion, tberuad to Newbdd-OQ-AvMi 
continues for some three furlongs on a level, 
paralld with a branch of the river, hy which, 
indeed, m eontinnons rainy weather, sad bolster- 
otts eiorms, it is net oafrequcntly flooded. At tbe 
end of this piece of road, and inclining somewhat 
to the right, we gradually ascend, and on the sum- 
mit of an eminence of no great height, as gradually 
descend till we reach the lower part of the village 
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of NewbolJ-on-Avon From whcrr we commence 
to ascend, and extending most part of the wav to 
the village of Newl)old. an incident relatink; tu the 
School took place some 68 years ago. the parDculars 
of which I defer to the closeof my p.ij>er Approach- 
ing Newbold on the level, we nave the river 
parallel a width u( a field from the road, and here 
there was Cunnerly a fulling mill, indications of 
which. ratlMrtbu remains. amtUl to be seen 

Ascending, sotnewhat in a curve, tbe village of 
Newbold. we approach oppoiite to the cbarcb, 
which atands in its cemetery a short field distant 
iRMD the RMul. This venerable pile, no part of the 
prawnt stmAure of which is apparently earlier 
than the middle of the 15th century, is of no mean 
iniereat from the legends and associations conneAed 
with it, and the sepulchral monuments it contains. 
These, tbn earliest of which dates bachooljr to tbe 
early part of tbe tstb oaaiury. posseas an interest 
of tJMir own. In the aonth aiale are nenlptured 
nMoaiaaota of the i6th oentoiy of tbe Boogbton 
family, whilat ia tbe chanoel the ereft eflmr. by 
Rysbrack, one of oar Rnglish sculptors of the 
early part of tbe last century, whose worhl are 
always to be known by a strid adherence to the 
costume of tbe period, rather than by a senti- 
mental and far-fetched idealism of Sir William 
Bonghton. M.F. for the county of Warwick, in the 
early part of the la.st century. Raised on high in 
the chancel are the remains of a fnnrral achieve- 
ment, consisting uf a hehnet aixi spur, probahly 
coeval with one of th<is<- iiionuim nts in the south 
aisle. In connection with this i ditice. somevvhat 
more than a century a^;ii. the hoiU of a youtiK 
baronet was exhunic<l from the family vault, ami 
openetl on a high tomb in the churchyard, on ilie 
south side of the church, on suspicion of foul 
play, afterwards borne out. A famous Old Kug- 
beian. the late Sir Henry Ilalford. President of 
the College of Physicians, w.t> ll'! ln^; at tne time 
a boy at Kugby School) a spectator of the pro- 
ceedings I have mvself seen and spoken to the 
sister of Sir Theodosius Houghton, the young 
baronet thus alluded to. It is but a short time 
since than the remains of a well-known Old Rug- 
beian.— of whom and of his connexion with 
Rugby School an obituary account will l>e given tn 
this number of the MiUor— were consigne<l to their 
reat in this churchyard, aniuUt a numerous bo<ly 
met to commemorate his puMic services to his 
country. Westward of the church and churchyard 
are the remains of earthworks, hardly discernible 
unless specially pointed out, being the site, as it is 
supposed, of one of those small castles, hastily 
ereeted in the wars be t w e e n the Empress Maud 
and King Stephen, and demolished in tbe reign of 
Henry the Second. 

And now, cm the return to Rngby, when tbe 
■ p eec h e a were dmnpad. in the year 1814 nr '15. 
mm tbe second Tnesday in June to the Easter 
week, and bi|pide at bare and bonnda took place 
between the vrmter vacatioa and Batter, it was 
eoatomary Ibr tbose ia the itetb fatm who obtained 
tbe priaea for Latin and Boi^ vene— booln 
valued locnineas and 6 guineas— to give half a 
gntitea each towards what waa called the " prixe 
poem run." A public house waa fixed upon where 
Ae killing was supposed to lake place, and tbe 
sum thus given was to be expended in beer for the 
jollification of the hounds who were in at the 
death, or came in shortly afterwards. On the 
occasion of one of these runs— I think it was in 



the year 1815. but I am not sure — it was the only 
bigside run I ever went the whole way (hiring my 
scluK)! career, for after starting and coi:!^; a certain 
distance, such of the hounds as fell incompetent 
to ke-ep up were allowed lo tail ofl and return 
home. At this particular run we killed at a 
thatched public house at Newbold. a little out of 
the road — it is still standing, though no longer, a 
public house ; I saw it not very long since. Here 
we congregated, in number as far as I can recoUeA 
about thirty, iaciudiag two or three of the prae- 
postors. Beer w.is supplied to us ad libitum ; a 
taste was sufficient for myself : a black dose 
would. I thought, have been preferable, but tastes 
differ, and some, no doullt, inlribed more. After 
resting a sufficient time, we started homeward 
bound, on tbe road. I should observe that there 
had been a School (end between tbe gentleman 
who owned and reaided in tbe maaaioa on tbe 
sontb aide of the road and the School, reapeaing 
a ikvoarita bathing place ia front of bh hoose, a 
newly-ereAed one. Ia tbia caae. however, there 
was no premeditation, aa far as I eonld ever learn. 
The pnepoators and certain of the bonnda jogged 
along the road on the footpath, which waa on tbe 
opposite side to the recently-planted spinnies of 
this gentleman ; but one indiscreet and tboughtleia 
wight forced his way into the spinney and began 
to break down a young tree or two. Hia example 
was taking ; a nish of the laggards was instanta- 
neous, havuc followed through the whole length 
of tlie plantations, which subseqiu nlly presented 
the apjH-arance of a hurriranc, and in a quarter of 
an hour dnni.Tge v^.is done to the estimatetl amonat 
of upwards ol one hundred jxjuiids. Of COttiae 
there was a row. as might reasonably be expe^ed. 
The pr.-Fjxistors were required to give up the 
names of the culprits, preparatory to which they 
heltl a levee They ranie to this conclusion.— that 
no bo\ s name shcpiild be given up against his own 
consent, but that every f.ig who volunteered for 
his name to be given up, should l)e excused from 
praepostor fagging during; the rest of the half year. 
No difhculty was exp. ru nt e<i for lack of volun- 
teers; the required imuiU'r of tianies was soon 
filled up, and they wcte Severally punisli' I — rot 
more severely than the oileiice -li scrvf 1, m.K lem- 
pprum Some underwent the i resrnle l castiga- 
gation moat stoically, others, from their ill- 
atrapreesed cries, were fain to .ae know ledge that 
pam waa an evil. The praepostors, who were in 
the mn but who had not entered the plantations, 
were held responsible for the adual delinquents ; 
they had to make, personally, a most humble 
apoli^y. and had to submit to severe pimiahment 
of task work, a punishment equal to, out dtfiering 
from, that of tbe fags. As to the very jnniora. of 
whom there were but few. no one was allowed by 
the pnepoMors to give up his name under a oertam

Seventy years intervened, uhcn in 1750, 133 
years a>;o, we find the name of an uncle of the 
dei I nsi il e!i;ijreil at the S«:hri<>I. and m 1758 
another luicle of the deceased was entered . to 
l>i'th leiij4th of years \ieie ki^' II, the tirstdied in 
)!533. ilKed go. the second in l6y). aged M7. Th«' 
father of the ileccased. Mr. Abr.iham ("aUkcott. 
born m 1763. was entered at Kugby School in 
1770. ( )ii lr.i\ing SthiKil he entered the Civil 
ServiK iit the K.ist India Cumpanv, in which 
h.- ati.im<''l a hif;h ('o--ilinii, that of nuiUarit- 
(icneral to tlie Hen^;al Presidency. Keturning 
to England after a ien^;th\ service, he married 
in 171J3. and in iNa. he purchased the manor 
of kugby, oil whicli he buill ,1 n .vlj; it- 

he resideil. In i8ji he became High >iherrdl 
for the County of Warwick; he died at Rugby 
in ihicj. He had by his wife, Kli/abelh, daugh- 
ter of the Rev. Dr. Marriott of Cottesb.ach. six 
sons, of whom Charles Marriott Caldecott v^as 
the youngest, and two daughters: one of the 
si&iers. Arabella, of Mr Abraham Caldecolt. 
married the Rev. Dr. James, Bomeiillia Mod- 
masler of Kuybv School. 

The late Mr. C. M. Caldecott was bom at 
Kugby on the 9th of June, tfioy. and was entered 
at Rugby SchiK)] at Nlidsummer. 1K15. the ins<'r- 
tion of his name in the Kugby Register being as 
follows Caldecott Charles Marriott, son of 
Abraham Caldecott, Esq.. Rugby Lotlge, aged 
8, June g." His five brothers had previously 
entered the School, three at the age of 7 years 
each, and two at the ages of 8. In the School 
List for Odlober, 1S15, Mr. C. M. Caldecott s 
name appears about the middle of the first 
form, ID that for Odober, i)ti6. in tbe aecand 



form, in that for Odober. 1817. in Hbm lower 
tbiid &inn, in that far OAobor i8i8» lie appears 
as iiead of the nppar third Ibnn, in Ooober, 
1819. in the lower fourth fbrm, in OAober. i8,:o. 
in the Upper Remove, in Oftober. 1821. he 
appears in the fifth form, and in 1823. in the 
sixth form, on his leaving in 1824, he was tenth 
in the School. It will thus appear that during 
his nine years at Rugby School, be made the 
average movements upwaida. neither more or 
less. His abilities were, iiowever, far above the 
ai-erage, and. had he exerted himself as he might 
have done, there is no doubt but that his pro- 
motion would have been much mon: rapid. He 
could master his lessons without diflSculty, and 
that was all he apparently cared for. Then, 
however, few inducements were held out to 
boys, except in the very highest forms, to di-stin- 
guish thcins«.'lves. Whilst somewhat high up 
in the Scht>ol. a severe accident be el him. his 
father s house was being enlarged, and he fell 
from a scaflold near the ro<jf and bi\ ke uiie of 
his legs, this kept him out of Schixjl for some 
timi- On the ijth of June. 1824. iHfing his 
Sevi iitL-cnili biitiiJay, he went into schcK)l to 
lust Kss'iii ;is u.iial, on his return home to 
brc.ikl.ist. Ills [.itlii-r shewed him a letter 
rtvcivcd th.it m 'rnin^;. cnnlainmt; the oIIit or 
pripituse of a |>-,'st III the K.ist India ( oinpaiiy s 
Civd Si'rvit !• .\fter breakfast he went up {■ > 
the Headmaster to announce bis immediate 
leaving tbe Scliool. to which be did not again 
resort 

Shiirtly after leaving Rugby School, Mr. Cal- 
decott prtx ei-ded to tile East India Com|>anv s 
College for the Civil ;n r', icc, at H.aileybury. 
Here he met with coiup< tni,jii. and greatly dis- 
linguished himself. In the two latter terms of 
he g.ained the Bengali and Hindustani 
pri.'es. and the Persian prize in 1825. He 
gamed also two medals for rapid progress 
These gave him precetlence m India lief'rc .ill 
other writers leaving college at the same jieriod 
.IS (ijinself. In the latter half-year of 1.S26 he 
proceeded to India, and at a public examina- 
tiim at Fort William College, Calcutta, in De- 
cember, i.S^'fi, in the Hengali and Persian lan- 
guages, ho was re(v)rt(!d fit (or the public 
service, and v^as appointed .Magistrate and 
Collector of Hareilly, an extensive and very 
populous district In May. 1.SJ7, he returned 
to England for a few years, but in 184^ he was 
to be found at a most important station, that of 
Cawuporc. ill lndi,i. to which he was appointed 
M,igistrate. In Mont;^omery s Statistical Ko- 
jHirt of the District of Cawnjwire, published in 
1S4S, freauent references are made to the ser- 
vices of Mr. Caldecott. and the estimation he 
was held in by ttie liighest in rank in Bengal. 
In May. 1846. he returned, for the last time, to 
England, and from thence to his death he has 
resided at Holbrook Grange, a period of 37 
years. In 1840 he became a Magistrate for the 
County of Warwick, of which county he was 
also a Deputy Ijcutenant, and in 1863 he served 
the office of High SheriflT, His services .vs a 
magistrate for the county were considered most 
important, and much deference was paid to his 
opinion on all county matters. In his neigh- 
bourhiK>d. especially at Kugby. he took the 
lead in many matters of a social and beneficial 
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charaiticr, nor was he unmindful of his nlil 
School, to tlie social qualities of which in the 
games both of cricket and football he abewed a 
great personal interest. He was Cor many 
years a regular attendant at the Old Rngbeian 
ilinner in London, when one of the toasts was 
ai lotted to him to propose. 

For some ynn past, Mr Caldecott baa given 
aonoally a prise of three guineas for reaidiog 
a portion or English prose. The coapetition 
has been open to the whole School, lie also 
took aa Interest in the Rugl>y School Rifle 
VohnMeer Corps, the membm ot which were 
entertained by biin some years ago at Holbtook 
Grange. 

During the last three years, the health of this

The match Gloucester v. Oxford, 
played on Jan. 26th, resulted in a draw, . 

each side gaining one try. Rugby was 
represented by H. W. Cave, C. P. Allen, 
E. D. Court, and W. H. Squire, playing 
for Oxford ; and E. D. Trimmer and 

H. C. Baker for Gloucester. 

C. P. Allen played for Wales v. Eng- 
land on the 5th, and secured the only try 
for Wales, wliich is the only one that 
Wales has ever got. 

C. P. Allen played for Wales v. Scot- 
land on the idtn.

We are pleased to announce that Mr. 
Hodges lias taken the Presidency of the 
Natural History Society, which Mr. 
Morice has resigned. 

There will be a foreign match on 
Thursday, Feb. 21st, against New Col- 
lege, Oxford. We believe alsu that a \'ar- 
sity team from Oxford is exped^ed soon, 
though the exaiH date is not yet fixed. 
Do the Cambridge O.R.'s mean to favour 
us with a visit this term, to make up 
for their disappointing us in November ? 
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R.S.D.S. 

At a Meeting held on February and, 
Mr. Madeley proposed — " That the 
conduct of the Government in Egypt 
deserves the severest censure." The 
Proposer opened with a sketch of the 
history of Modern Egypt, from the time 
of Mehemet Ali, and coming down to 
recent times, pointed out tliat after a 
vigorous war in 1882, the English 
Government refused to allow the native 
government the authority necessary to 
support its responsibility, and thus the 
seeds of rebellion were never eradicated. 
The Soudan outbreak, like everything 
else, found our GovernnJent unprepared, 
and they, having allowed the blunder of 
the first expedition, now refused to defend 
the Soudan, between which and Egyi>t 
there was no barrier except the wholly 
inadequate force under Baker Pacha. 
He urged that the present system in 
Egypt was untenable, our Government 
desiring the control, yet shirking the 
responsibility. To remedy this we should 
establish a temporary English cunttnl, in 
name as well as in fact, and if the (iovern- 
mcnt were restrained from doing this by 
fear of France, their fear was an unworthy 
one. 

Mr. Vaughan. in opposing, drew at- 
tention to the fact that the Egyptian 
troubles were a legacy left by the late 
Government. He was sure that the fear 
of French jealousy was a rightful motive, 
and that we di(.l well not to attempt to 
annex Egypt. Hicks Pacha's expedition 
was not connected with otir Egyptian 
jnilicy, and as for General Gordon's going 
alone, and with money, it was at his own 
request that he did so. Moreover, he 
himself had said that the Mahdi did not 
rely for his main support on religious 
feeling but on the hatred of the pe^>le 
for Egyptian oppression. The motion, 
too, wns very ill-timed, coming, as it did, 
at a moment of suspense, and claiming to 

Eass a verdict before the facts were fully 
nown. 

Mr. SiMEY, in seconding the motion, 
said that the Government tacitly sanc- 
tioned Hicks Pacha's expedition and gave 
it moral support. What was really at the 
bottom of their ill success was their false 
economy, a penny-wise and jiound-foolish 
policy. Gordon's mission was terribly 
hazardous, and the fate of Professor 



Palmer should have been a warning 
against it. Moreovofi it ww bad to 
employ gold as a means for winning the 

natives, who would be incited to take 

bribes from both sides. 

Mr. WooTTfiN said that the Govern, 
ment were charged with vacillatkm, but 

on the contrary they had atlhered through- 
out to the policy that had been announced, 
viz., of establishing a temporary Pro- 
tectorate in Egypt. Jingoes, no doubt, 
would gladly pursue an Ahab-Iike course 
and annex another Nahoth's vineyard, 
but this, at any rate, the present Govern- 
ment would never do. 

Mr. BoscAWEN charged the Government 
with being false to their own principle of 
Lil>eralism, the securing of liberty f ir the 
individual.when they attackedand crushed 
Arabi, and this step they had been forced 
to take to retrieve snine measure of the 

popular favour which they had lost by 
theirblundering and plundeiringin Ireland. 

Now they had set up the Khedive, and at 
first used him to conceal their blunders, 
while of late they had passed from blund* 
ering activity to a do-nothing policy : see, 
for instance, Mr. Gladstone, during this 
crisis in Egypt, reclining in his easy chair, 
and discoursing to farmers about — '^am I 
All Europe, indeed, was disgusted with a 
l)o<!y of men who had pulled down an 
edifice in Egypt which they could not 
reconstruct. 

Mr. Sadler made some remarks, in- 
tended to throw light on the question, 
which appeared to amount to this, that 
the Government had first pursued a weak 
policy — than a strong one— in iB8a, and 
was now trying the weak policy, with the 
strong one to fall back on, in case of 
necessity. 

Mr. Battine charged the Govern- 
ment with Committing a series of blunders 
and then bringing in a Franchise Bill to 
retrieve them. Why was not a strong 
force sent to the Soudan to crush the 
revolt ? The Gove rinnent really were 
afraid of Foreign Powers, but had only 
estranged their friends and embittered 
their enemies by a half-hearted policy. 
If "Jingoism" meant success in military 
undertakings, then the Conservatives de- 
served the appellation of " Jingoes " : but 
the Liberals had been frightened by a few 
Dutch farmers, and had now wholly 
miscalculated the length of the Egyptian 
tionUM« 
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Mr. Wood maintained that in the case 
of Hirks" expedition the old adage held 
good afjainst the Government, qui facit 
peraliam facit perse": they had also by 
vacillating stupidity allowed weak enemies 
t< 1 1,'row into strongones, while Gladstone's 
beliaviour was simply folly. 

Mr. Greg said that if Mr. Gladstone 
was foolisli it said little for Engl.uul who 
picked him out to guide her policy. 
Gordon's mission with gold was better 
than one with Moo<l and bayonet*. Mr. 
Gladstone's discourse on jam, which had 
been brought up against him, was a proof 
of the all-inclusive range of his mind. 
We had been told to let Egypt alone, but 
if we did it would be an evil day for 
her. 

Mr. Wbstcott (hon. mem.) held that 

the I,iberal Government had dealt with 
Egypt as he, or any one present, would 
deal with Bamum's slate and pink 
elephant, if it were thrust upon him. 
They had not liked it, but had tried to 
make the best of a bad business. Mr. 
Gladstone, toOt had been very wise in 
avoiding carefully all complications with 
France. As for Gortlon's mission, even 
the Jingoes said that they would have 
sentnim, and all must hope earnestly for 
his success. 

Mr. Vaughan, in replying, said that 
the Government were now blamed for 
not having force enoiitrli in Ef,'ypt, whereas 
in 1882, they had been taunted for sending 
out the Guards. He repeated that the 
moment was unseasonable for bringing 
forward this motion, and urged the House 
to show by their vote that they would not 
prejudice the question. 

Mr. Madblsv, in conclusion, insisted 
on the imfairness with which our Govci 11- 
ment treated ths Government in Egypt ; 
if we wished to have a dominant {>osition 
in l-f,'vpt we must not shrink from tlic 
responsibilities that position must entail. 
It was precisely because they had shrunk 
-iinom this that he urged the house to 
support him in censuring them.

THE CONCERT. 

The Christmas Concert opened with a 
pleasant Christmas Anthem, "Sing, O 
daughter of Zion," by Gadsby, which was 
effectively rendered by the Choir. Such 
anthems, indeed, are well suited to a 
Christmas Concert, and lead the way 
etfeCtively to such a work as was seletfted 
for performance this time, namely Men- 
delssohn's ".\th.die." This work was 
fully a match for the abilities of the 
Choir, on account of the great precision 
and musical talent rcqnin^d to perform 
it ; but liieir rendering of it refletfls great 
credit on themselves and their instrud\ors. 
The first chorus, which is rather long, 
is agreeably varied by the number of 
solos Ultroduced, chielly for treble voices: 
it would, however, have perhaps been 
better to give the opening solo parts to 
stronger and iiinre self-confi<lent voices. 
The second piece opened with a series of 
recitatives, followed by a charming duet 
by Messrs. Blunt and Evcrs, " Ever- 
blessed cliild, rejoice r accompanied by 
a soft chorus. After a chorale, " Lord, 
let us lu ir Thy voice," another chorus 
followed, •' Promised joys," in which a 
beautiful ttio, " H'.arts feel that love 
Thee," was introduced ; and tikcn the 
audience was gratified by the perform- 
ance of the cel.'hrati-d War-march of 
the Priests, ' and a final grand chorus, 
with strings, brought the first part to a 
successful close.

Indeed, 
except for the glorious sunrises and sun- 
sets, anyone might believe that he was 
h( rr ill England — English tail coats, 
English mashers, English lawn tennis, 
English grumblers, and that most glorious 
of English produces, brown bte.id, are 
seen and advertised all about the j)lare ; 
English bishops seem holding a congress 
here; English clergy are ticketed hi^dl, 
low, and broad, as in our own ha|)py 
native isle, and English duclors refuse to 
meet one another with happy British in- 
dependence. Truly some future D' Israeli 
may suggest to future Majesty to adtl the 
title uf Sultana of Cannes to that of Em- 
press of India. 

But I an. wandering from the point, 
my mission is, wherever I go, I take it, 
to advertise Rugby, to look out f«.r 
Rugby's interests, tn hear what is said 
of Rugby.

As regards mattt.rs conne('^ed with 
our School, I regret to say that the term 
Rugby Football, and the accidents which 
unfortunate grown-ups suiTer thereat, are 
still a source of very real unpopul.uily 
for our School.

PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 

The Philharmonic Society gave, last 
Thursday evening, a very pleasant concert, 

which may fairly be c.dle 1 a success, in 
spite of some rumours which had bcen_ 
previously circulatetl, expressing doubts 
as to whethr-r it would succeed. The 
" prima donna ' was Madamr (".itlici iiie 
Penna, who jwissesses a fairly g " i i voice, 
but showed better form in the hrst than 
in the second part. The orchestra, though 
small, was quite strong enon;;]!, and was 
under the able leadership of Herr Pet- 
tersson. Mr. Edwards, as usual, con* 
dtt^ed. The concert opened at eight 
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o'clock, with Schubert's" Sonpof Miriam," 
the treble sulos of which wert; iloiie full 
justice^ to by Madame Per.na. It was 
performed straight through, without a 
hitch, either on tlje part of the chorus or 
tlie orchestra, both of whom were well 
up to their work. After a short interval 
came Mendelssohn's famous ** As the 
hart pants'" (tlu- 4211(1 Psalin), consisting 
of seven pieces, for chorus, solo, and 
quintett. Here, again, everything went 
off satisfactorily; the lovely openiii;; 
chorus sounding especially well, and tlie 
difficult fugue at the end had l>een com- 
pletely mastered. It is hardly for us to 
criticise either of these two famous works 
which filled up the first part. After a 
ten minutes' interval, the second part 
opened with a caprice for the pianoforte 
and orchestra, l^y Sir Sli riulalc 1% imrtt. 
The. difficult piano was ably vmdi i - 
taken by Miss E. Lawrence, who was 
well supported by the orrl^cstra. \r\t 
Mrs. Ste»-! sang " Les Kaineaux,' with 
her usual p« rfi:d;it'^s. accompanied with 
strings by Herr Petterson and Mr. Don- 
kin. We should have liked to hear this 
song again, but such was not the general 
wish of the audience. A part song. 
Let mine eye the farewell make thee," 
w ih f Tiovvi J a liio by Mr?. Stin-l, 
Mr. McK.>re, and Mr. Hodges, Randegger's 
♦•I Naviganti," which was highly aj pn - 
ciati-f! by tin- aiuHrnrf. and had to be 
repeated. Madame i*enna then sang 
(joiinod s " O that we twowerc niaying," 
anil though she was encored, yet the 
S'Uig might have been considerably im- 
proved if she luul pitrli- d straight on all 
her notes instead of slurring up to several 
of them: in return for the encore she 
sang " Robin Ad lir." The conci tt was 
concluded by a part song, ■• Dickory 
Dock," of a comic but rather trivial turn, 
and which wc ( ould not help thinking 
was rather an odd substitute for the 
National Anthem. We hope next term 
to hear Elnah " performed . by the 
• Philharmonic Society.

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THE LAST VISIT TO RUGBY SCHOOL OF 
A DISTINGUISHED OLD RUGBEIAM. 



Willi un Charles Macready. the celebrated 1 
Ingsdian. wai born on the 3rd of March, 1793.111 
Uaiy Street. Tottenham Court Kuad, Ix>n(l(>n. 
Hnciltnr it thus inscribed in the School Register 
tor Midsttninier, 1803 : — " Macready William 
Charles, son i>f Mr. W. Macready, Matter of 
Birmingham, I^icestcr, and Stafibrd theatres, &c.. 
aged 10. March 3." Though boarding at the 
honte of a relative, the Kev. William Birch, one 
of the Mattert of the School, which house and 
yard occupied the tite of the four westernmost 
almthoB— ■ and gardens of the charity of Lawrence 
Sheriff, bn early career at School was not a pleasant 
one There were then at school certain of thotedeapi> 
cable charaiAers, School bullies, a race, it is to tie 
hoped, now happilv eitind. He tells ns " from 1 
the bullying endured the first year of my term was 
real misery." He gives us the opiaioo entertained 
of the then Headmaster of th« Scnool as follows :— 
" In the early part of ny OOltrM at Rngby Dr. 
Ingles was the beadaastar. • pate, ascetic 
looldng man. whose deportment was grave, digni- 
fied« and awe-inspiring: the clicking of the latch 
of th« door, by wueb he entered the Upper School 
loooi, instantly piodacad a silence like a chill, and 
the " boldest held his breath for a time." It was 
in tho deepest bosh of both Upper and Lower 
Schooto that the aaand of Ms trsad was distinAly 
baud, or that bis voies ochood through the balls, 
as be gave out on s Thursday morning the nama 
or names of the boys wbuae ewrcisss OBtitlod tbem 
lo dM tnoowr of play, i.e.. of obtaining for tbo 
School "one of thebaif-bolidaya of the week." 

He tells us one amusement of tha bigger boys waa 
in getting up plays which wars aSed to their 
iChooUellowB in one of the boarding houses— Buck- 
nill'a. They wore very fiurly done, only that it 
wasaacenar^ at the end of every scene to drop 
ikB cnrtain in order to change ona far nnotbar. 
In the course of time, these plays were nmoved to 
n sort of hall at the School Hoase called tho 
" Over School," the reailing and sitting room of 
the School House fifth and sixth form boys; it 
opened into a Urge bedroom which wi-nt hv the 
name of " Paradise." with nine beds appropriated 
to the head hoy*, and was very convenient toadors 
l)oth for dressing and undressing. The aAors in these 
plays m.vlc applicition through me to my father for 
the loan of b<K<ks. and afterwards for drcs«cs. with 
which to theirgreat delight he reality fumishcti them. 
In gr.iteful testimony they considered themselves 
obliLie-l to give to me, althougn in the iin>ler 
scliool, parts in their performances, .inii my 
theatrical career .it Rik;1iv was begun as prompter. 
.1 di^linguishcil pust fur an MiKieT scht^ol bov. anil 
I r.m through the ch.ir.ict.'rs nf D.iitil' .\shhchl iij 
' S(M:>ed the I'iough,' Mrs. liul^;u 1 li ry in 'John 
Hull, the jew iti Ditj.liu s * Sr.hi>iil l ir FrujudiGe/ 
aud Unefwit in the farce of ' Wcalhon nek ' " 

Of Dr. Ingles, he tells us. • I held him in great 
respect and liked hun very much, stern and 
inaccessible as hi^ seemed to all of us. During his 
term of office the subject of the French invasion 
engrossed all thoughts .m l monopi)lise<l conversa- 
tion. The whole couiury w,as armed, drille<l, and 
well accoutred, and Kugby fumishe<1 its two 
companies of well-equipped and well-marshalled 
voluateers.

with ktavy voodtn broad-swords." What a difference 
between the Rngby School Volunteers of the 
present day. the one corps with wooden swords, 
the other with rifles of the most approved pattern. 
The practising and drill ground of^ the Old Rugby 
Town Volunteers was the site of the boarding- 
house and prvmisss now of the Rev. C. Elsea. 
I can just remember, when a child, seeing thorn at 
drill there. 

Dr Wooll succeeded Dr. loglas as Heamaster 
of Rugby School, in the sammor of 1807. Mr. 
Macready speaks of him as " a very agreeable, 
good-natured, amiable little man. I think of him 
with great regard ; he was very kind to me, and 
greatly liked by the boys of gentlemanly character. ' 

By Dr. Wooll. Mr. Macready was selected out 
of his place to speak at the June meeting of 1808. 
in addition to the twelve first boys. He was then 
fourteenth in the School, and bad allotted to him 
the part of Hamlat in the cloaet scene. One. 
present at tho apaaebaaon that occasion, described 
his performancoas "snipristngly well indeed."

Dkar Sir —In the last number of the UiUor, 
you evprcssed your regret and surprise that the 
r,am!)r:(!|L,'e O. K s. found themselves unable, at 
the last moment, to bring down a team to play 
against the School XV',, ,in 1, at fust .^ii^ht. this 
might appear a imiit-r for surprise, as well as for 
regret It is indeed to lie ret;retted that the number 
of matches played last terra by the Rugby XV. 
should thereby have been reduced to two: .1 f.u ; 
which may have made your readers wtmder 
wh ihtir, under the circumstances, it will not 
become rather absurd to have a Scho.jl XV. 
at all. But when you consider that the numlx-r of 
O. R's up here is not large, aud that the number 
of those who play football is still less, you will 
not perhaps consider it so much a matter for 
surprise, that it should be extremely dillijiut .it all 
timea, and somciimes impossible, to tind liftcen 
oat of thia very limited number, all able to give 
their services on any particular day. This ia found 
to be the case, even in matches played here, by tba 
O. R. Football Club ; and when there is tba 
addition^ diaadvantnge of a long and teJioua 
railway journey, which necessitates an early start, 
and a very early return, the O. R's.. to whom the 
game itself is less an object than the eight of their 
old achoc^fellows, naturally prefer to clioaee a 
time for coming down when they have not to hurry 
away aloioit directly the game is over. Small 
pcoet aad qoi^ latan may be deairabl« in aoma 
eaaaa, bat aat in tha.eaae of O. R'a. coming to 
viait Rnghy. That tbey abonld niafor to come 
when tbmr can atay longer, even if it be only by 
two or taiae benra, ia a eentiment which can 
hanlly be called vniMtriotie. but rather the leverBBi 
Aad then, even when in tpite of all diaadvaatagea. 
a Hfkeea can be got together, it ia at beat but a 
very scratch team collected fro m various colleges, 
and having bad little or no opportunity of playing 
together. It is not then so much the fault of the 
Cambridge O. R's. that the number of matches at 
Rugby was so few, as of the custom of only 
playing teams— nominally at least— made up of 
Old K'if^i -with t;ie esc<:p! ion of the m.itch with 
Oxford Uiuvcrbiiy Thib, is not the custom at 
cricket, and tlicre \; or si to be, no reasnii 

why it should coiitiniu- at fo-itb.ill, Tne ir..ij>>t:ty 
of cri:kit For>ii.{n inatciies are played a.;ainst 
colleges, an! wh/ should it not be the same at 
football ? There .are certainly half-a-dozen colleges 
up here which could meet Rugby on pretty even 
terms, and no doubt there are at least as many at 
Oxford, equally able to do so If one or two 
collegi! matches could lie arr.an^ed next football 
term, they would soon become yearly fixtures, and 
might be increased in number until at last the 
School might have aa many fi>otball cricket 
m.itches, "These would not be scratch ti ;-.i:is , anil 
while strong enough to give the XV plenty of 
practice aud more opportunities of t'ln luig out 
the weak points in their play, would still, m most 
cases, not he so strong as to make the defeat of 
the School a foregone conclusion, aa is the case in 
the match v. Oxford. The School would than be 
playing representative teams, over whom a victory 
would bring distinct credit, while defeat would 
involve a certain amount of diagrace.

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Once more the Athletics come round, 
bringing with them, as usual, a certain 

amount of correspontlence. This year, 
however, a suggestion has been made 
which we do not remember having heard 
of before, at a!! r vents not for sonic years 
past. In anothc-t column will be found 
a letter from an O.R.. who conceals him- 
self under the sonvwhat suggestive ncm- 
de-plume oi " Tronilione," in which he 
recommends us to enliven our Athletics 
in future by means of music, and advo- 
cates the enga*;einent of a band. His 
reasons he clearly sets forlh. He de- 
scribes our Athletics as dull. Other 
schools, he sajrs, combine music with 
sport. th( n why not Rugby ? And for 
aught wc know his argument is good, and 
his suggestion rational. After all we 
should only be doing in a literal way 
what the Cireeks did ui a broader spirit, 
we should be making the old combina- 
tion of ii<.i.vi«if and yvtt^atffo. And in 
doing so we should be a(5ling in accord- 
ance with tlif general wishes of the 
School. Our correspondent expresses 
a belief that snch is the case, and pro- 
bably he is ri^lit. The only question is 
— the money. Where is the cash to come 
from.? 1 roil bone's" argument that we 
have quoted above ought to clear all 
difficulties : other schools can pay for a 
band, then why not Rugby ? 

But turning to the Athletics generally, 
a band is not of paramount importance 
^ to them. There is something much more 



important. The Question, after all, is not 
one of band or no band, but of fine weather 

or no fine weather. If we are granted nice 
weather, we have not a doubt that the 
Athletics will pass off pleasantly enough, 
even if a slight dullness does pervade 
them. But if the weather be wet, we do 
not think that a band would greatly en< 
liven them, unless with loyal hearts our 
musicians are willing to risk their trom- 
bones out in the rain while the School 
listens in raptures in the Old Pavilion. 
And we should find that rather poor fun. 
But with a couple of nice days we should 
certainly have, what we have had in for- 
mer years — good honest sport, and good 
honest enjoyment. It woidd be pleasant 
and encouraging to have some records 
beaten, and some new feats of Rugby 
strength and skill displayed ; but after 
all we would impress on our gymnasts 
that this is not the objetfl of school ath> 
letic sports. Their real object is to pro- 
mote good healthy exercise, and a keener 
interest in the doings of the entire 
Sch lol. The Athletics are a national 
interest as opposed to the party interests 
of individual houses. Lastly, we recom- 
mend to the consideration of the stewards 
our correspondent's musical suggestion, 
which we cannot help thinking is certainly 
a sensible one.

hoped that any rowdyism that might still 
be in the Society would soon die out. 

Mr. CuMMiNG then read his paper on 
"Colours." Sir Isaac Newton was ihe 
first to use the prism, and he said that 
colour was something sent from the sun. 
By the prism he found that white light 
could be decomposed into seven L'leinen- 
tary colours : violet, indigo, blue, green, 
yellow, orange, and red. If these 
coloured rays were passed through a 
prism held in the opposite way, there 
was no difierence in the colours, only 
they were more extended. Then, by a 
diagram, Mr. Cumming showed how a 
rainbow was formed, by the sun's light 
being refradted through drops of rain : 
but the angle at which the rays leave the 
drops must be about 40 dep., for the 
coloured rays to be parallel, and so to 
give rise to a rainbow. He then held a 
black ribbon in each of the coloured 
bands formed by the spectrum of the 
lime-light : it u[>peared black in each : he 
then held a red ribbon in each, which 
appeared jet black in every light but the 
red one, in which it was red, and so with 
every colour. Thus, to see the colour of 
any obje<fl, there must be rays of its own 
colour in the light by which it is seen. 
The red ribbon absorbs every colour but 
red, which it scatters ; and coloured 
glass tr:iiis:nits its own culoiir. He then 
shewed that the eye was a bad judge as 
to colour, by shewing that the spedtra of 
two pieces of yellow glass, which looked 
the same, were really quite different. He 
next shewed a pecuHar property in bek- 
tograph ink. which transmits a good deal 
of the spe^nim, and scatters all the rest. 
The reason that blue and yellow paints 
make a green paint, is that the green is 
the only colour common to both. 

Mr. Bloxam (O.K.). after a few remarks 
on the j)aper, presented a club from the 
South Seas to the Society, but did not 
describe it for want of time. The meet- 
ing then adjourned. Number present,

At a meeting on February 23rd, 

The President announced the winners 
of the prizes for the Society's essays: 
(i.) E. E. Austin, 
On Trout-fishing near Rugby; 

(li.) C. A. Nicholson, 
On Antiquities in ICssex. 
He said that now that the times for send- 
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ing in the Bsaays was cIuDged, three 

times as many came in. 
G. M. Sbabroki (o.r.) then continued 

Mr. Cuinniiiig's leifture of last time. 
He showed that substances did not give 
out perfeAly oontimious spe<flra, but that 
tlity were crossed by dark lines, and by 
these dark hnes a substance could be 
recognized. This he illustrated by show- 
ing the spedtrum of sodium, which is 
nearly all in the yellow : that of calcium 
in tliu red and green ; and that of stron- 
tium in the green and orange. Three 
metals, <soesium, rubidium, and thallium, 
had been dttCOvered by this means. He 
next showed that bands were produced 
by absorption, which he illustrated by 
interposing a solution of a salt of ura- 
nium, which gave a dark band in the 
green and cut off the violet, as well as by 
Other solutions. He then explained how 
the black lines in the solar speArum were 
due in alisorjUion from relatively rool en- 
velopes of vapours. The rate that stars 
approach to, or recede from the earth, 
can l>e measured by the variations in the 
]>ositions of the lines in their spet^re. 

The meeting then terminated. Num> 
ber present 3K.

At a meeting held February 16th, Mr. 
Robinson proposed "That it is expe- 
dient that the Stage should be subsidised 
by the State." 

The Proposer claimed for the drama 
that besides being a means of amuse- 
ment, it had an historical and a moral 
value : plays have shown us the domestic 
life of former generations, while history 
has shown us the public life. As a pre- 
cedent, he showed that the Greek drama 
was subsidized as being conne<^led with 
the State religion, kept up at the expense 
of the State. lie drew attention to 
the superiority of the French and German 
Stage to the English, which was due to 
the former being subsidized. He would 
have the tax a municipal one, i)y which 
means it would fall on the rirh, such as 

the Livery Companies. While unwilling 
to check private enterprise, he urged 
that this change would put a stop uj 
" long runs," and cause the foundation 
of dramatic schools, while it deserved 
the support ai both political parties, as 



being a progressive measure in support of 
a time-honoured institution. 

Mr. Va0GH4N, in opposing, condemned 
the propjs d as in ipportune, when there 
were so many better claims on the public 
purse, for instance that of the Poor in 
r.otidon ; moreover, it was unnecessary, 
as the genius of the anil ir required no 
subsidy to enable htm to rise, and the 
cheap prices of v>me seats showed that 
a<5\ing, and music too, could be enjoyed 
by the mass of the f>eople. If this a(f^ting 
was not of a high class it was all they 
could appreciate, until higher education 
had fitted them to understand the high 
class of plays it was proposed to put 
before them on the subsidiMd stage. 

Mr. Jacomb-Mooo, in seconding the 
motion, could see no reason why art 
should languish because the poor were 
badly off. At present artists on canvas 
were subsidized; artists on the boards 
should be equally favoured. This change, 
he urged, would put down bad theatres, 
and would raise the tone (rf' the Stage. 

Mr. Grrg opfKjsed the measure on the 
ground that the subsidy would fill the 
managers' pockets and not lower prices. 
If the tax was municipal it would fallen 
the poor. Again, how would it promote 
talent? If modern plays were brought 
out by this means they were sure to be 
bad, and if old ones were revived, where 
would be the 'Stimulus ? Further, tilis 
change would k sst ii competition. 

Mr. WooTTKN rose to move as an 
amendment '* That this House considers 
the present a most inopjH)rtune moment 
for harassing the Govcriuneiit with SO 
trifling a measure, and censures the pro- 
poser of it for so doing." In support of 
this, he urged the pressing nature of the 
problems of JCgyptian anarchy and Lon- 
don pauperism, not to mention other 
questions of the immediate future. 

Mr. Sadlkr having seconded the 
amendment, the debate on the oiiginal 
motion was resumed by Mr. \Vooi>, who 
declared that we could not hope to reach 
the level of the old drama : as Latin 
comedy degenerated when it followed the 
Greeks by subsidising the drama. As to 
copying France, our own plays were 
already superior to hers. Shakespeare 
was "played out ;" nioilern dramas were 
more suited to our taste, and we had 
better be content with them as they were. 

Mr. Madblkv contended that *'Iong 
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runs " really proved the play enjoyable, 
and they certainly paid well, thereby 
supporting the Stage. The great majority 
of the theatres i)la> ed modem plays, show- 
ing which way \.hc public taste inclined. 

Mr. Bonham-Caktbr ma. supported 
the meastiie, as it would enable managers 
to have good " companies," and not 
merely "stars" set otf by "dummies," 
and would also assist struggling and 
deserving authors. 

Mr. Hodgson deprecated any imitation 
of the French drama. 

Mr. Sadler urged that the educational 
value of the change would be slight, as, 
after all, three-fourths of any laige town, 
e.g., London, never went to a theatre. 

Mr. CoLBS pointed out that there must 
be a fallacy in the arguments of the 
opponents ut the measure, who contended 
that ancient authors were ** played out," 
and that modern ones were wnrtliless. 
If this was true the Stage must be in a 
bad way. 

Mr. Latham demurred to the tendency 
to bring all a(5)ors to one theatre, as likely 

to do more harm than good, (i) by strip- 

Eing all other theatres, (2) by leaving so 
trge a part of the company idle, unless 
all were brought on the Stage at once ! 

The Presidbnt, while giving a warm 
support to the motion, would have pre- 
ft rrfii to foil !W tile exanipic <>f Ciermany 
ratiicr than France ; he pointed out the 
great advantages the German Stage had 
over ours, (i) in cheapness, especially in 
the case of operas, where the price was 
one- seventh of that paid in England to 
hear the same music and the same per^ 
formers 1 (2) in the immensely greater 
variety, and infinitely higher quality of 
the pieces produced at the average 
theatre. He would like to see a Royal 
College of Atilors, as we now had a 
Royal College of Music, and l)elievL'd 
that this iiH.-asuie would restore the 
drama to its old position of a great moral 
and educational force, and free England 
from the charge of 

*' ftcarce comprehending th« voics 
0( her greatest, gotden-moathed MMW, 
Of a fonner Age, any more." 

Mr. Vavghan, in replying, pointed out 
that it was umlesirable to have any 
change in the system in which subordin- 
ate parts were taken, as now. by subord- 
inate acl irs : that this measure would 
promote theatre-going, which if carried 
to excess was a bad thing, and he there* 



fore condemned it on that ground as well 
as on those |weviausly stated. 

Mr. Robinson appealed to the Society 
to support a motion which aimed at 
raising the drama from its present low 
condition, which even his opponents 
admitted, while they had not succeeded in 
proving that his measure would fail to 
accomplish its objed, or that it was not 
in itself a truly worthy one, in the best 
interests of education and morality. 

The amendment was then i)ut to the 
vote, and the numbers being equal, the 
President gave his casting vote against it.

MR. TUCKWELL'S LECTURES. 

Lbcturk 1. — Thuuoav, Feukuamy 14. 
"SCOTT." 

Scott was bom to tni at Edinbui^h ; hit 
father was a aolieitor. At two years old he had 
a fever and was sent to hia grandfather's, where 
be first heard many ballad* and legends. At the 
•RO of eight yean he went to EJinbanth High 
School, where he was a gvaat Csvosrite ia the 
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pUvi;r<>un 1 Somi'lime later he fell ill. and 
arnusr i himself by reading Shakspeare Mili 'ii. 
Spciiser. aiui romances. At fifteen he w,is ajipreii- 
tici-il to his f.ither : later he was called to the 
Scotch Mar. and translate.! ■ Lpnorc ' In April, 
1797. he met Charlotte Carpenter, in Cumber- 
land, and tliey were married in IJeccinL>er They 
lived at I.asswade, near E<linburgh. where Scott 
enjoyed the s«x;letv nf many li erary friends, By 
the autumn of 1S03. he had ccraposed the first 
two cantos of the " I^y of the I-ast Minstrel. " 
H« viaited Oxford, and was introduced to Words- 
Worth. After six years at Lasswade, he removed 
to Ashestiel on the Tweed, where he spent the 
eight happiest years of his life. Here he wrote 
his three chief poems, (i) " The Lav of the Last 
MiBaUd," of which the legend was tarnished him 
bjr Lady Dalhshh : published iti95. and took the 
world hf ttonn. (2) " Marmion," published 1808. 
(3) " The Ladv of the Lake," which appeared in 
May, iSiOb and resulted in owkiag Loco Katrine 
and the TKMaachsfamoas. 

Hia poanaam aBliraly apontaaeoaa. and ataepad 
in ronaaca and chivaJaiy. Tbay haw t«ra aa- 
pacially noticeable points : ft) th«nr an asaantialljr 
popidar: (a) they are graphic The leading topic 
» ssbliog. the aacondaiy topic love. His Csmala 
ciMfiiAafa hold a nticad and aaooadary p.ace. and 
he mahea bla haroea in love auboidinata. War ia 
the bnaineaa of life, love a diversion : yet hia 
word-painting is best in describing ladies, who are 
clearly drawn from life. His most perfeet poems 
are the " Liy of the Last Minstrel," " Marmion." 
and the " L,ady of the Lake," especially the first. 
" Kokeby " was an unsuccessful attempt to mtr.)- 
duce English manners an 1 scenery into his poern^. 
•■ The L >rd of the lsi<'S is full of uiiinterestinL; 
love scenes, ami w.is echpbeil by ii .Ton's " Cliil Je 
Harold." Tne tide of [loctry ebued in the l.ist 
two poems, and we leave hiin here at the pinnacle 
of hia poetical fame.

In iSii Scott bou:;hi A;jl)otsf.>r,i, and in.>ved 
th.Te fro.n ,\shi sti'--l in iSij In iti(4 wl- hrst h.!ir 
of •■ VVav -rlcv, and li. r^- his p.v. uniary ililficulties 
be^jn. lie had forme i a partnership w.tli the 
two Ballantynes. who were ij ith careless a;id ex- 
travagant. .\ crisis came in i.Si.|. liut Scott made 
Coiistalde his publisiier, wl; > bo;i^'hi up their un- 
■uid stix:k, and the dan^^er was for the ttiue 
aveneJ. From 1816 to lAi^ Scott constantly 
wrote novels, at the rate of two a year. But the 
Ballantynes squandered money, and Scott unfor- 
tunately received money in advance for his novels: 
his own expenses, too, were great. We sec him 
best himself at .\bb()tsfi>rd. where he enjoyed the 
■odetjrof many literary friends. 

Scott constructed his novels on a new plan of 
his own : he has no ooa liied hero round whom 
the whole plot revolves, as was the fashion oi bis 
day. The pith of his story is always from history : 
tha invented aftioo is avbordinale. His genius 
waa raprodoAHw rather than imaginative, and 
nearly all hia cbaraftan ara taken fram aftuai 
life. Hia novda, eieqiting only "Gny Mannar- 
iag," are connaAed with bbtory. and end with tha 
hiatoiy. Scott reprodnoaa Sbakspeans'a types of 
woaMm: he pjts tnese typea tofaibar inaotttraat: 
be conataotly brings oat the filial aJUUona of 
wonan: ha baa also a talent for drawing a true 



gentlemin. which some modern novelists do not 
possess Some even have the bad taste to depre- 
ciate the novels, but this it a sign of depraved 
appetite. 

In 1819 S;ott was created Baronet, and in 1821 
he was prt-sent at George IV. 's coronation, and 
saperintendc-l the ceremonies when, shortly after, 
that monarch visited Scotland. In 1825 he be^an 
to keep a diary, and it was then that the crash 
carne. Constable failei, an 1 died of a broken 
heart : S::ott was defaulter for £120.000 He 
bjgan bravely to work off the debt, refusing all 
assistance from without. He wrote " Woodstock." 
Then he was overwhelmed with domestic troubles: 
one of his grand.:hilJren and Ladv Scott died. 
For tha next four years he worked incessantly all 
day. an J in the^e years he lost many friends by 
d.^ttte. In Feoruiry, 1840. he had a paralytic 
attack: but he still wortosd on. Hia creditora 
passed him a vote of thaaln., Ia tSji another 
stroke cam J. an 1 as a last rewarce he started ia 
S«ptemb<:r for a voyage in a Government frigate 
and viaited Italy. He waa aooa aeised with hooie- 
sicknaaa and rotaroai kono. For a ahort tina ha 
revived, and than aank and died on a love^ Sap- 
tambar day.

Cmbba waa bom of obasare parentage at Aid- 

borough, in Sutfjlk. in December 1734- He showed 
at an early age a taite for poetry, and his father 
gave him the best eJa:ation he could afford. Ha 
was sent to schorti at 8 ; at 15 he was apprenticed 
to a sur^jeon an 1 at iS hf met Sarah lilmv. who 
was afterw.irils his devoted wife for mauy years. 
He now wrote much, au.l sent poe as to ina>;azines. 
but none worth vjry in jch .Vt 21 he let \\\> as an 
apothecarv. but not little or no custom, and in 
1780 he landed in London to make his fortune 
with £\ 111 his p<jcket. He Kept a journal. His 
first poems were snubbe I a'ld ilisregardod. and he 
rapiJlv ^;ot into del>t .\i last, after h:<ins re- 
pulseij bv all others, when on the vetije of despair, 
he wrote to l£dinu;iil Hurke. liuike tonk mitico 
of luin. and intro iuced him to Johnson and Thur- 
low. an 1 then f irttines rapidly ruse. He was 
or l.iiii • 1 an I returne J as a cur.-\te to Aldborough : 
but here he was not happv, .and s win .accepted the 
post of domestic chaplain to the Duke of R itlani. 
Here he occupied his spare lime in writing and in 
botany. " The Village ' appeared in 178J: s<Mm 
after Thurlow gave him two small livings in Dor- 
setshire, an 1 he married Miss Elmy. In 1785 the 
" Newspaper " came out, but for the next 22 years 
be published nothing. In 17S9 he took the living 
of Mnston, in Leicestershire, whither he returned 
again in 1803. after changing his home several 
times In 1807 he published the " Parish Regis- 
ter." in I. S to the •■ Borough," and in 1812 "Talcs 
in Voisi: In 1813, after some illness, his wife 
died: shortly afterwards he accepted the living nf 
Trowbridge, in Witts In 1817 he began to pay a 
series of annual visits to London, where be enjoyed 
the best society, lo 1819 he produced the " Tales 
of the Hall." Botaajr since hia wife's death had 
bem dtatastafiil to tnn, but ha was a keen geolr.

StR.- I venture to trespass on your space to call 
the atteuliun of the members of the School to 
their duty with reference to the contest tor the 
Ashburton Shield nt Wimbledon. 

The performances of Rugby in this contest in 
rsoeot years have been neither cieilitablu in the 
ejres of the world nor gratifying to thohe Old Rug- 
beians in whose time toe place taken by the Schawl 
was usually ai least as near to the top n( the list 
as it now is t» the bottom. This is a state of aCEurs 
which present Rogbdaiu ought to try their best to 
remedy. It may be that riie abootmg is for the 
moment little thought of, and that a place in the 
W imbledon Eight is not highly esteemed ; but so 
long as the credit of the School is oommitted to 
that Eight, such a state of fselinK is hardly patri- 
otic, I wish, thereiHe, to seriously Wf/ae upon the 
members of the School to take the matter up with 
a determination that Rugby shall be better repre- 
sented at Wimbledon than she has lately been. 
There are plenty nf capable fellows, particularly 
football players with no 8(>ecial turn for cricket, 
who have time to spare, and who. if they took up 
shooting in a painsiakin^ ui.itiner, inij^ht by next 
July be good »ai ulI; I 'i <iri\ Svhn. ; team L'n- 
doubte<lly a goo.1 dc.il c: u:,. f:il j i i^ncc- m uid be 
needed to ensure succi-ss, but tins :i;\<il'.es n >

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SraiNC has bo^nin early among US this 
yiiCKV : th'> old elms, it is true, are still 
bare, and have not yet put on their rich 
fialia^, but one Leajiet lias made bold to 
come out already, making its first appear^ 
ance as early as March ist. No doubt it 
was brouglit out by the mapiiificerit 
weather we have been enjoying, or, if 
to this the obje^on be raised that the 
Leaflet jireceilfMl the fine weather, we 
must sii Impose that it had a prophetic 
insight into the future. Whatever the 
cause be, it has come out, and we are 
very glad to see it. We were afraid that 
the Leaflet of 1883 would hardly survive 
the winter, and our fears were not un- 
Saunded, for, though it bore up bravely 
till a late season, and appeared as late as 
November, it has not been seen since. 
This year, however, we have another 
Leaflet, which does more than compensate 
us for the decay of its pretlecessor ; it is 
all that the last was, and more ; for, 
besides the usual coi.tributions in prose 
and verse, it contains two novtltits 
in the shape of a School calendar and an 
illustration. The calendar we were very 
pleased to see: one is often apt to forget 
the dates of the various School events, 
and the order they come in, and to have 
them all put down in black and white, to 
refer to at pleasure, is a real boon.

On this, however, as 
on all other matters of taste and ait, the 
Leajiet must know better than the matter- 
of-ia(fl Meteor, and we can only offer our 
advice in a humble spirit. 

VVe would ask ihcLeifld what it in( ans 
by saying that " the Meteor has been treni- 
biinjf to its very nebula ? ** We, for our 
part, quite ignorant of the fa<5l, and 
we should very much like to know if it 
has yet regained its equilibrium. We do 
not, we confess, understand what is here 
referred to; that the words are not owing

Wf. received a letter slightly before the 
publication of uur last number from a 
correspondent entitled " S. Vane," who 
endeavours to point out to us that cer- 
tain inconsistent and inexplicable state* 
ments have appean d in tlu' Meteor. He 
says — " la your last number I noticed 
an observation stating that so«and-so 
and so-and so, present members of the 
School, played for the Rvifiby Club dur- 
ing the Christmaa holitlays.

M. H. Bloxam, £sq., (o.r.) opened pro- 
ceedings by exhibiting some savage 

articles, cliirfly brought from New Zea- 
land by his brothers : a battle-axe from 
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New California, a dagger of very hard 
wood from the Sandwich Islands, sup- 
posed to be that which stabbed Captain 
Cook, though he was killed by an ar- 
mourer's dagf,'er from the ship, a neck- 
lace of human hair from chiefs slain in 
battle, an old pistol of 1620, James the 
First's reign, and a matchlock. Hi also 
mentioned the fa(fl that there are only 
two other feather cloaks like his in the 
country, one belonging t') Lady Brassey, 
and the other to the yueen. 

A. Percy Smith, Esq., (h.) described 
the Ele<flric Pen. The principle involved 
in it is merely that an ele(*1ric current 
makes a piece of iron a magnet. It is an 
invention of Edison's ; in it two bobbins 
of iron are stirrotinded by pieces of wire 
and a revolving wheel. On the shaft is 
an eccentric, which causes a needle to 
oscillate very rapidly, and thus make 
punctures in the paper. The paper being 
then perforated is put into a frame, and 

Jmnter's ink, being rolled over it hard, is 
breed through the puncftures; The method 
is only useful to take a certain numl^er 
of c :()j>ips. Special paper is used, made of 
fibre, and very tough. He passed round 
several specimens of hi^ wroK. 

E. F. AfSTiN (m) read his Essay, 
which took the Society's prize, on "Trout 
near Rugby." This fish is found perhaps 
in only two yilaces near Rugbv, one 
at Church Lawford, and the other 
in a brook at Shawell. Here he ha<l 
lately caught one, and he sent round a 
coloured sketch of this rarity to Rugby, 
with a specimen of the tackle h) be used 
for trout. The trout spawns in Otfiober, 
and a fish weighing ilb. has i.ooo eggs, 
whereas a roach has 17,160 ; so trout 
are very much iess prolific than othcir 
jfish. The one he caught near Cave's 
Inn weighed 3lbs. ; the trout in this 
stream arc all of the same colour, and 
as a rule they take their colour from that 
of the water where they are found. The 
head is blunt, the eyes are large and sil- 
very. It has 17 dark reddish brown 
spot^, the dorsal and anal fins are light 
brown, and the central fin is dark brown. 
There has been much poaching in this 
stream, especially by tickling, which is 
merely penning the fish between two fir«;s 
and tossing them out of the water. For 
worm fishing the early morning or the 
evening arc the best times. 

Mr. Bu>xAM added that he remembered, 



sixty or seventy years ago, a trout being 
caught near Long Lawford. 

S. J. HousLEY (m.) read a short paper 
about the changes of Land and Sea. 
There was a mean between the old belief 
of the unchangeableness of Land and Sea 
and the extremes, to which geologists next 
went. Hcdiscussed the i lialk formation: it 
is not the same as the ocean ooze, which is 
chemically different, and whose shells 
are dissimdar. Chalk is a shallow- water 
formation never far fron> land ; witness 
the ripplemarks and footmarks. 

C. A. Nicholson (11.) read his Second 
Prize Essay on the Antiquities of Essex. 
He rather strangely mauitaiued that the 
ties in England, and the eastern corner of 
eastern counties are the richest in antiqui* 
Essex was no exception to this rule. He 
first described South Barlleet church, 
where is a fine old porch of oak, and an 
old timber farmhouse of the i6th century. 
Here he noticed some local expressions, 
evidently French in origin, as '• going up 
the chimney," i.e., the road (chemin6c), 
and •* going to beevor," i.e., to drink. 
He described a fine Norman church at 
Hadleigh, with a timber spire with two 
frescoes of Thomas ft Beckett and the 
Ass>imption, though others have been 
covered up by enhghtened architetflural 
taste I Hadleigh Castle, of which two 
round towers remain, was built by Hu- 
bert de Bergh. He also described an 
oil] brick mansion at Puulewell. and in- 
teresting churches at Ranlei^h and Thur* 
dersley. ' He had a profusion of draw- 
ings, which he handed round. 

C. M. Sbabrokb, Esq. (h.^ talked of 
the comet of 1883, which could be seen 
from 4 to 6 a.m. during September. He 
showed a photograph copied from one 
taken at Rodmampton, Queensland. 
The comet was notable, because it was 
first seen in England at 10.45 a.m., so 
close to the sun that it was impossible to 
see it without a dark glass. It was then 
seen in other places abroad to enter the 
suii '^ (li^k. None had been so bright 
since 1843. It was again seen last June. 
He showed a piece of Oeri^shire lime* 
stone, found in the Station works, pro* 
bably in a glacial deposit. 

The Presidknt announced that Mr, 
W. Donkin would show his photographs 
and give his lecture on March 29th, in 
Big School, and that there would be no 
meeting on March 2and. 
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The meeting then terminated. Num- 
ber present, 48.

At a meeting held March ist, G. J. 
GoscHEN moved "That any further ex- 
tension of the franchise is undesirable." 

The Proposer laid stress on the im- 
portance of the question at issue. Tie 
pointed out that the equalization of the 
County and Borough franchises meant 
gi%'ing a vote to the a;;! irultii: al labourer: 
tlien the question arose, not wliether he 
had an abstradl right to a vote, but 
whether giving it to him would conduce 
io good government. Ke urged that a 
vol*' woulcl be f;iven to men wliosc only 
pr<).si>e(fl was the workhouse ; a body 
who were dangerous from their ignorance 
and their nuuibers. Again, th' sc voters 
might forcf? the removal of taxes on (heir 
falXlirieS — beer, spirits, and tobacco — and 
increase the burden on land. The best 
way to prevent these dangers was not to 
extend the franchise. 

W. W. Vaughan, in opposing, said 
that the bill introduced by the Govern- 
ment created no fresli class of voters, 
but merely did away with many existing 
anomaiiea. The two features of the l>ill 
were the assimilation of the county fran- 
chise with that already existing m the 
boroughs, and the cn.ation of a service 
franchise. No real danger was incurred 
by the inclusion of Ireland, for it was 
not likely that Mr. Parnell's followers 
would be uuicli increased by the bill. The 
condition of the working classes has been 

Sreatly ameliorated since 1832, when the 
rst Reform Bill was passed, and there is 
every reason to hope that a like result 
would follow this further extension of the 
franchise. The Conservatives merely wish 
to turn the Governmetit out on this l)ill, 
and bring in another one of their own, as 
they did in 1867. ^ Pas«Og this bill, the ! 
Liberal party are redeenoing the ple<ige 
given by them in 1880. We are getting 

used to the ilieadful pr* >])liecies of 

opposers of Reform Bills, whose miserable 
forebodings have hitherto been always 

falsified. 

\V. Madelev opposed the extension of 
thft franchise as unnecessary and revolu- 
ttonary ; the country, he maintained, had 
not demanded it. and the point was 



hardly mentioned in 1880 at the general 
eleAton. Moreover, he should dread to 

think that it was a step towards man- 
hood surtrage. The Government proposed 
to increase the numberof Irish members, 
thereby bidding for (he vote of that party, 
and the whole proj'osal was a mere biibe 
to the ele<5\ors, offered by Mr. (iladstone, 
who was a financier but not a statesman. 

F. J. Sadler declared that the nation 
was Sflfish and narrow minded; to reform 
and extend the franchise implied that we 
had not advanced since 1867. Our foreign 
policy was vit^orious, witness El Tth. 
Why, then, should it stop reform at home? 

W, B. Wood protested against e\tcnd- 
ing the franchise while so many important 
matters were neglected, e.g., the Cattle 
Bill. The bill was democratic in principle, 
and therefore bad. The suffrage was not 
a right but a responsibility which must be 
carefully given. If difTerenre of plat e was 
not to qualify from voting, wliy not give 
votes to the Colonics ? 

H. Hodgson pointedout that at present 
landlords could make their labourers 
voters by not giving theni rottaf;< s frnt 
free as part of their wage. The Govern- 
ment would wisely remove this power 
from their hands. 

C. W. Hattine rejoiced that the 
2,000,000 voters whom the Government 
wished to create would vote Conservative, 
but feared they would swamp all pro- 
perty. The country had wanted an exten- 
sion in 1067, but not so now. The present 
bill was only a cloak for the Government's 
misdeeds. 

H. P. Grkg showed that the power of 
the prospedlive new voter was over- 
rated. The county seats in England 
were 100 as against 200 for thehoroughs : 

the bill could only affet'^ the former, i.e., 
one third of the whole. The unfairness 
of the present arbitrary division between 
town a IV I country had forced itself on his 
observation, and ought, he felt, to be re- 
! moved as the Government proposed. 

A. D. Donald reiterated that the Gov- 
ernment bill was a bribe and useless, and 
was calculated, as he decl.ired in <•! M]ii<-nt 
language, to undermine England's great- 
ness. 

R. T. KiRKPATRiCK urged the House to 
look to the justice of the matter, and not 
t <: ]i tte the effedl on party strength. 
Ireland would have more members if the 
I bill were passed, but, as Mr. Gladstone 
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had shown, remote distriifls required more 
dire^ representation, as they had less 
indirc(fl influence on politics than great 
towns like London and Birmingham. 
Above all, the charge should silence the 
Home Rule party on one important 
point. 

H.J, Learoyd asked who were capable 
citizens, and therefore deserving of the 
franchise? From knowledge gained by 
culloqiiial intercourse, he maintained that 
the agricultural labourer did not fall 
undt r tliat category. 

The President pointed out that the 
Government and the whole Liberal party 
had pledged themselves in 1880 to equal- 
ize the country and borough franchises, 
and that it was grossly unfair to represent 
the bill now bcfoic I'arliamor t as a bribe 
to the constituencies, or to cover blunders 
in foreign policy. 

\V. W. Vaughan, in replying, rebutted 
the charge that the new voters were pros- 
pedtive paupers ; the Government were 
charged with being always behindhand, 
and yet it was objedled that they were 
now befoK h ind. H«ibtlievL<l the extension 
now proposed was just, and that now or 
later it must be conceded. 

G. J. GosciiEN, in conclusion, pointed 
out the evils ot' the extension suggested 
by the Lil>eral party ; it would place the 
rich at the mercy of the poor and ignorant, 
who would be on the side of war and ex- 
travagance, and l)e swayed by dema- 
gogues ; therefore he warned the House 
that it was far l>etter to leave well alone, 
and tlic franchise in its]ir<>scnt condition*

At a private business meeting, held 
Match 6th, G. H. Rendall (R.W.) was 
dedled a member of the Society. 



At a meeting held March 15th, G. I. 
Sim BY proposed " That total abstinence 
is desirable for all classes." 

The Pioposor assumed that total 
abstinence was desirable for the worknig 
classes, and urged that the upper classses 
could only ensure it by setting them the 
example. Drinking did harm in many 
cases where there wa» no excess, so that, 
besides setting a good example, the upper 
cla.<;se8 woula gain by abfitmencs ; and if 



they had to sacrifice a pleasure, the 
public good demanded it of them. 

A. G. BosCAWBN, in opposing, declared 
that total abstinence was undesirable for 
the lower classes, and therefore « ptrtiori 

for the upper. Only a few dnnk to 
excess in any class, and why should the 
many suffer for them ? You might as 
well abolish eating because some few 
overeat themselves, or working at schools 
because some rarae axes overwork them- 
selves. The Proposer was a mere theorist, 
and could not meet the plain facf^ that the 
British soldier, sailor, and farm labourer, 
WL-re all made by their allowance of 
drink. 

H. P. Greg showed that drunkards 
harmed their posterity as well as them- 
selves. The evil called for se lf sacrifice 
on the part of the upper classes, and not 
for legislation. That total abstinence 
increased vigour instead of impairing it, 
was proved by historical examples from 
Samson down to Weston. 

W. Madbley protested that the pro- 
posers did not pradHce what they 
preached : why could we not be temper- 
ate? If we did drink water we should 
find it more impure than alcoholic liquors. 

\V. B. Wood di nouncc<5 the jnoposers 
as pseudo humanitarians and bigots. The 
blue ribbon movcmL-nt was an evil, as 
the wearers got drunk on very little 
alcohol. 

A. F. WooTTP.N could not believe in 
an un-alcoholic Utopia. Dutch courage 
had aided our soldiers at Tamanieb. 

Again, what a social and friendly influence 
theie was in wine, which the bigots of 
tenij ( laiice overlooked. 

J. H. Lea said the drunkenness was a 
real evil, and needed real and powerful 
remedies. Foul water could be filtered; 
alcolin! r drink could not thus be deprived 
of u J wer to harm. 

V\ . \V. Vaughan, G. A. H. Rendall, 
and the President also spoke on the 
motion; and after replies from A.G. Bos- 
cawen and the Proposer. 

The House divided and the numbers 
were:

The numbers being equal, the President 
gave bis casting vote in favour of the 
motion.

To the Editor of the Meteor. 
Sir, — I must tak« an ofT day or I shall 
never redeem my promise of writing 
aj^aiii. 1 remember a rash vow i made 
not so long ago, on seeing a pi(fture of 
the Duke of Connaught ascending the 
Lights, — for so it appears we ought to 
call the Pyramid of the I'liaraoh Khufu, 
that one of the seventy which is most 
ascended by Frank travellers, — that if I 
went up a pyramid I would at !ea5;t not 
be pushed from l>ehind. Let nic at once 
sorrowfully confess that I have broken 
that vow. Traveller*; are scarce this 
year ; and tlie Bedouins who own this 
pyramid are numerous; and — well — the 
rest of the tale is it not written in the 
twenty-seventh chapter of the book of the 
new Pilgrim's Progress? To have risked 
the danger of Scylla and Charybdis, or 
Sodom and Gomorrah, as the doAor in 
Pilgrim's Progress believed them to be ; 
to have borne for five restless nights the 
creakings of the SS. P^luse* known only 



too well to the readers of M. About*S 
Fellah, who in their hour's work find too 
many technical words to look out, and see 

Mr. Hf)wden Smith's face growing long ; 
to have heard the importunate engines 
mingling their steady noises with my 
dreams of St. Paul's shipwreck just be- 
tween Crete and .Malta, or of the suffer- 
ings of the Crusaders, or of Cleopatra's 
sea-sickness after the battle of Aiflium ; 
to have said over in grim agony all that 
I could remember of Horace's impreca- 
tions on the Adriatic, and to have con- 
sidered whether 1 could go through the 
compass with the various Latin names 
for the various kinds of winds ; to have 
arrived at last at Alexandria, the port of 
the " good return " as they euphonically 
name it, and find that I had to land in an 
open boat in as pelting a shower of rain 
as I ever experienced at Tober-mory ; to 
have braved the threats of cholera and 
Maluli-ism with which kind friends had 
paved my way on coming out ; all this 
had seemed a slight price to pay for the 
pleasure of reading my Herodotus quietly 
at the foot of the Sjihyux or on the top 
of a pyramid. For Herodotus, I should 
like a recently-eie(5)ed scholar of Emman- 
uel to know, takes very new outlines in 
Cairo, compared with his appearance in 
the liilton Road. But this wild rush up 
the steps, each one as high as a dining- 
room table ; this mingled chant of " Hard 
work! kind Englisnman ! poor Arab! 
Tack and Gill! Yankee <loodle ! plenty 
backsheesh!"; this uffvr of Hirniingham 
wares, with Arab eyes gloaming and Arab 
lips hissing all round me when faint and 
weary after ten minutes' exertion I found 
myself on the top, or half-an-hour later 
I found myself in the cenlic of the giant 
tomb; this was no fulhlment of my expec- 
tation. I had promised to write to you, 
Sir, from the pyramids ; but it was im- 
possible to think at all, except of where 
my purse was. Yesterday, however, we 
organised an excursion to some pyramids 
less frequently visited, on the site of the 
ancieni Memphis. Here, after an in- 
spiriting gallop across the desert of about 
two hours, we did undoubtedly attain 
peace. But I must first describe my 
ground. Roughly speaking, Cairo is at 
the apex of the triangle which forms the 
delta of Egypt. And Cairo has been 
built of the stones of Memphis by a suc- 
cession of Mahometan rulers of whom 
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Saladin is the best known to your readers. 
Between Cairo and Syene lies Ki,'ypt, 
a country which can be walked 
across from W. to £. by a well-girt man 
in two or three hours, but from N. to S. 
takfs even a (ionion some flajs, being, 
again roughly spL-aking. al)out 500 miles. 
And along all this length Egypt, the black 
country, is only black each year so far as 
the Nile, the river par excdUnce, may 
chiiose to give leave. There is one excep- 
tion to this statement, a province called 
El Payoom, where the mysterious lake 
Ma-ris, so nuich clisciissL-d 1)\ < i,:;iueers, 
used to reside. On the cast ol this river, 
in the days of the Pharaohs, were the 
quarries of Egypt, on (he west were their 
tombs. And as the obj< ct of each Egyp- 
tian, from the moment that he could 
think or pay for anything, was to provide 
himself a tomb to record his life and to 
keep hi's hody safe fitim j.ickals, whether 
quadruped or biped, such as in these last 
days abound, and as the nation was a 
longdived nation, surviving at least three 
thousand years, it is obvious that the 
traveller to the hills on the west finds one 
vast necropolis, whilst he who goes to the 
east finds innumerable quarries. For on 
the east the hills come nearer the river 
than on the west, and so there is more 
space for both cities and their tombs on 
the west. It is not my imipose to put 
myself in rivalry with Mark Twain, but 
that ride on donkey-back to tlx ruins of 
Memphis, with the great king lying in 
the mud. waiting as he will probably ever 
wait to be removed further oti his way to 
London, over the desert, up the sand hUls 
to the modern village of Sakhara, is not 
easily to be for;,'otten. Down we de- 
scended, covered with candle grease, first 
into the tomb of a man who lived long 
before Joseph. There, on painted walls, 
we saw the whole record of his life and 
his amusements, his divining and his 
sporting, his harvests and his shipbuild- 
ings, his estates and his slaves, his sacri- 
fices and his fnirial at last. Next, in a 
Still more splendid tomb, we saw the 
sacred bulls interred that from dynasty 
to dynasty had represented the incarnate 
Osiris, the god who changed himself into 
a bull in order to learu all the suflerings 
on earth. Feasted and petted for the 
twenty-five years of their lives, only 
never allowed to grow fat, and therefore 
kept on very strict diet, most carefully 



measured though most expensive, these 
bulls in their death received the most 
glorious burial, whilst the whole nation 
mourned. And there they are to this 
day, corridors of them, enclosed in granite 
sarcophagi. Well, the visit was over at 
last, and we had to race for the train the 
other side of the Nile. Once more the 
donk- y stampe-le began, one hour over 
tiic driving sand, .mother hour over the 
black land and the imid villages, with the 
mild-cyed Fellaheen and their patient 
camels crowding the dikes that serve for 
roads. Then we toe)k the s.iil-fcrry across 
the Nile, and after one more hour's race 
reached Heluftn, an oasis in the Eastern 
desert, where we were regaled with tea 
by a most hospitable mother of a Rug- 
beian.— tea which tasted like nectar to 
our heated tongues. An hour by train 
brought us into Cairo in dilapidated rail- 
way carriages, past dilapidated stations, 
worked by dilapidated men. 

For modern Egypt seems to have 
caught the idea of luin. It bniids grandly, 
and then it never lepaiis. Its coinage is 
composed of the refuse of Europe. 1 
have in niy purse at present a five franc 
piece of Napoleon tne First, with the 
words Fn i.rli RejMiMic on it, another 
with the words French Empire ; Louis 
the i8th and Louis Philippe make up the 
rest. And with a few more words (m the 
the state of Egypt, I will hnish my letter. 

I had the pleasure, yesterday, of shak- 
ing hands with Nubar Pacha, a charming 
old gentkman, who. on turning his back, 
ntminded me instantly of Mr. Mnberly as 
he was tu be seen daily coming back from 
Schfwd. This gentleman at present draws 
moiif V IS Premier of Egypt, and his one 
object is to hnd enough Egyptians to take 
money also as ministers, whilst English- 
men, who are employed as vice-ministers, 
do the work. Our Englishmen's one idea 
is to get all the work into their ow n hards. 
Indeed, splendid as was the courage of 
the MussQlmen here during the cholera, 
and ( owardly as was the behaviour of onr 
countrymen in comparison, it must be 
confessed that the virtues of the former are 
purelv passive. The virtue of grumbling 
or of redressing a grievance is unknown 
here. If, then, our En<^lishinen are to 
undertake the task of making both ends 
meet here, it is gratifying to see how well 
our army ronducts itself. Tommy Atkins 
is to be seen everywhere. Amiable and 
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smiling, unable to speak a word but 
English, he rides about on the donkeys, 
followed by the donkey boys, in the 
bazaars and in the squares, catering, 
executing orders, always smiling. The 
natives are perfectly willing to leave him 
to do the fightirif:^, just as they leave his 
superiors to <lf) {h<- { s. d. They do not 
cheer him as he g<jes oil to Souakim, but 
gather to see him, and, in spite of strong 
opposition from the wise men who wish 
not to fight, he is left by the masses to do 
as lie likes so long as he is just. The 
Khedive is never weary of singing his 
praises. It may be interesting, in con- 
clusion, to some of my readers to know 
that the Khedive's sons speak English. 
Great pains is taken with their education, 
and they are taught the names of the 
Pharaohs. Indeed, the other day one of 
them ventured to criticize Herodotus ; for 
on being told that Herodotus had said 
that in Amasis' day Egypt was more happy 
than at any other time, he asked in- 

Senuously, " M.H6rodoteneconnaissait il 
one pas mon pftre ? ' As regards Epgyt, 
then, let so much have been said.

THE LAST VISIT To RUGBY SCHOOL 
BY A DISTINGUISHED OLD KUGBKI.VN 



During the five years and a half Mr. W. C. 
Macreaay was at Rugby, ho had risen from the 
last but two in the School, to a high |K>sition in the 
Sixth form. He was then under sixteen years of 
age. On bis return home for the holidays of the 
winter, 1808-9. he was not at first apprised of the 
financial difficulties under which his father was 
labouring from the unsuccessful issue of a theat- 
rical adventure. On this being made known to 
him. and to relieve his father, he aoandoned his 
intention of returning to Rugby, and his long- 
cherished hopes of success at the Bar. and re- 
solved upon taking up the stage as a profession. 
He did not, however, make bis appearance on any 
regular sta^ till the 7th of June, iSiOk he beiag 
then early in his i8th year, when the play-bill m 
the Birmingham Tbaatre. in aaaottndag the trag- 
edy of Romeo and Jaliat, gave Mt *' tba part of 
Romeo by a young geotleman, being his first ap 
pearanoa on any stage." On this oocarioo his «d 
master at Rngby. Dr. WooU. posted in his carriufe 
to Birmingfaam to see him sia. rstumiog after tba 
performance was over in time feir iirst Icbson the 
ibllowing morning. Mr. Maenady's first ap|><:ar- 
ance in London was at Covaat Oardaa Theatre ta 
ttiis. I tr«member seafaig bim te August, stet, at 
the Birmingham Theatre, bi thecharader of Rob 
Roy. in the plav of that name adopted from Sir 
Walter Soott s novd.

I 
really regret him ; he was kind, most hospitable, 
ready to enjoy and delighted to look upon enjoy- 
ment ; in short, of a most benevolent disposition. 
He had little or no pretcntioni to profonnd lean- 
ing, bnt he was a tboroa^y good-natvfsd, Mod- 
hearted man." 

Dr. \^ oull died at his reakleDoe at Worthing, on 
the 23rd of November, 1833, aged 66, and was 
buried in the churchyatd of Broadwater, the 
Pariah Cbnrcb of Worthing, near the north 
entnooe into the ctaursb. It it banlj six montba 
ainee I visited hia tomb. 

A aecond re-viatt of Mr. Macraady to Rttgby ia 
tbns recorded : 

" 1841, Birmingham to Rogby. and taaok, April 
iSth.— Toolt tba railwnr to Ram, and airivitw at 
the station, walked to the town Djra new road that 
puzzled roe to know my exad locality. I at last 
escaped through a broken paling into a little dirty 
Uuie, which was evidently of the olden time, and I 
aoun began to guess of my whereabouts, which the 
sight of Sir Egerton Leigh's Baptist Chapel pre- 
sently assured me of. I asked an old woman if it 
were not so, and her answer confimed me. I 
walked into the well kn<5wn streets, rememberini; 

whfii I was hut a premise I wulkeii 

luti' the dining room of my dear old friend and 
benefactor (the Kev, W'm. Birch), he looked at me, 
not knowing orexpe^in^f me at last he recognized 
mi- with d4•lI^^ltt I was affrifted in streing him. I 
feel v<;r> uncertain if I am ever able to s<>e him 
ag.iiii 1 went with hini to the old church, and 
sat where, as a boy, 1 used to sav my pravers I 
looked for old faces, but s.aw verv few ; old 
things, but not ni.iny persons We talked over 
the "(chool-davs. and the fates of various persons 
who were at School with rae. We partecl. he 
kissed mc, and was .affeCted. God kimus il we 
niay ever meet in this world again I He baa been 
to ine the friend of my life, my rdation, my tvtor, 
my bcnefador. God bless him." 

" Posted b.ick to Birmingham with all speed ;

occupies, and that the road Mr.Macready partly 
traversed fram the itatian tip to the town, was a 

new one. 

Within a week of this visit to Rugby, Mr. Mac- 
ready was |>erforming at Exeter. His notice of 
this aA is as follows.- - 

"1841, Exeter. April 23rd. — Rehearsed "Rich- 
elieu." a forct.iste of the jicrformancc 

AtSed Cardinal Richelieu, as well as the wretched 
murdering of the other characters would let me. 
Was called for ,ind {Kjlitelv received, the j>eople 
Stamlini; iiji when 1 came on 

I was jiiesent at that performance, having had 
to transaet that wry day some s|>ecial law business 
which took me down to Exeter Observing in the 
coflee room of the Tun .a wl;u h I was staying, a 
n<-itice (^f that niijht s pert- rmaiice, I went to the 
Theatre and occupiL-.i a L-r.'tt in a bo.x close to the 
stage. I obwrveil nearly the whole of the perfor- 
mance Mr. Macready s eyes fjxe<l upon me: at first 
I did not understand the reason. I subsequennly 
arrived at the conclusion that he took me for one 
of my brothers, with whom be was intimate, and 
who had bean vrith bfan ovar Battlafiald. Shrews- 
bury. 

In 1 84 2 we find Rugby again re-visitad. andtUa 
time, as before, from Birmingham. 

"June a6. — Packed up my clothes, and set out 
by railway to Rugby. Walked from the Station 
to Rnj^. whera almost all traces of my boyish 
days are obliterated in the improvement of the 
town. Called on Birch, and was glad to find him 
ao well, agreed to dine with him. and went on to 

call on (relativesl. Sat with than 

till one o'elack. Heard from them moat tntersst- 
iag detaila of Dr. Arnold's death. I was very 
much toncbed with tho aad bat baantiAd aecoont 
they gave me of his last momanta. aad the condoA 
of his wtia. Dtnad with BirBh ; ha nlatad aomo 
pleasing anaodota* of Arnold. Ha waHtad with ma 
down to tho Railway Station, aad atqrad with ma 
till the train came up." 

Dr. Arnold died on the isth of Jane, within • 
fortnight of this. Mr. Macready's. third visit to 
Rugby. In neither of those three visits, so far as 
we can judge from his reminiscences, does he once 
allude to the School buildings. They had been 
entirely rebuilt since he was at Sch<x)l as a boy. 
This was the l.isi iiitcrview he appears to have 
had with his old tutor, relative, and friend, Mr. 
Birch.

It ia noat nnoftaiit. for the credit of the 
Coipa, and tberain of the School, to get now ton* 
fallows who are strong enough to bold tk rifle, aad 
who will take the necessan trouble to fit tben to 
aphold the honour of Rughy .-it Wimbledon. It is 
surely a matter that concerns the credit of the 
whole School. Twelve or fourteen schools, many 
of thcin much smaller than ourselves, are repre- 
s<Mite<i, an l v. i 'i:i;s! all think it liH^raccful if vie 
caniiLit hoid a i.nr place aiaonj^ tlicist And yPt if 
We fail to SM, tins is nltcu not the fault nf the 
few who have tru^d their hand and done their best, 
but of many others who have been too lazy and 
unpatriotic to take the necessary trouble. Some 
fellows objed to it In-causc it interferes with other 
Ramcs ; and it is, of course, very rare for anyone 
to tie fiioiiiiuent bnth in cnclcet and shoi;)ting, liut 
U IS quite- j'n^bible to shoot and also to have lime 
f(jr en, kii nnd tennis in the evenings. And be- 
sides, there are many follows who cannot dis- 
tin>.;uish tlieniselvL-s at cricket, but who, with a 
little trouble, might both be a credit to the School 
and find an interesting cinplo\mcnt for themselves 
with the ritle. Some fellows nbje^t to the expense; 
but. Sir. why should not shooting be r' >^;iided as 
one of the regular School games, as inuch as 
cricket or football? This is the case at many 
schools. Is it too much to suggest that some of 
the School money should b« used, in addition to 
the small sum given towards prizes, in lightening 
the expense of ammunition, and other expenses ia- 
carraa by those who shoot ? And whv should not 
ashootiog fond bt; instituted in accordance with 
attggwtioiia nade by O.Ra. last year at Wimble- 
don. Some felhnva think that it is impossible to 
learn to ahoot without years nf trainine and hard 
worlt. I have jnat iMen told, on good authority, 
that of the VIII. sent up to Wimbledon by a school 
last year, scarcely a smgle member had toadied • 
rifiebeCoc* the preceding CbriitaMa, and y«t th^ 
cane very cloee to wian»g the shield. Only let a 
few fellows come ferward possessed of .a little 
energy and peraeventnoe. aad detemined to exert 
themselves to Deston Of ttphold the hononr of 
Rugby at WimUodon. aotf «• aball very tooa 
succeed in gaining that objed which every fallow 
ia the School must desire.

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The Racquet matches at Prince's have 
taken place, and wb metis f have landed 

Ruijby once more in dt-ffat. Wc saj' 
once more atul wc mean it, for we trust 
that this is our last defeat for some years 
to come. There is no excuse for us now ; 
we have every advantage that other 
schools possess. That one great obstacle 
to success, that old man of the mountain 
who thwarted all our hardest efforts, has 
passetl away. Tlie aliseiui- of a suitable 
racquet court is now a matter of history. 
It IS dead and buried, but before the 
grave is fmnHy rIose<l. kt us Inity with it 
Its old co:npanioii in bfe — defeat. 

But, it will be asked, how can this be 
accomplished ' and it might be fairly 
added that in the last contest there were 
no signs of impri iveinent, on the con- 
trary, our representatives did rather 
worse than usual. Of course we couW 
not reasonably expKCt tlint the new rac- 
quet court could bring us at once to the 
goal of vii5lory — it could not aiH by magic 
— thnuj^h doubtless six months' prat'lir*; 
on it did greatly improve our represen- 
tatives' form, and further practice there 
will still more enhance their prowess. 
But why did we* not do l>etter ? If wc 
can discover the real reason of this wc 
shall also be able to answer our 6rst 
question, and point out the road to vic- 
tory in future years. 

At tirst sight it seems almost impossible 
to give a satisfaifl >ry answer to this, hut 
most probably if we say that nervousness 



was the chief reason we shall not miss 
the mark by very much. Our pair were 

excessively unlucky in drawing Eton, a 
school with a greiit reputation for rac- 
quets, and having this year a pair of 
representatives who excelled especially in 
service, the very department in which . 
our |)air seeui to have l>een most delicient. 
And then it must be remeiubered— and 
this applies not to this 3rear alone but to 
all past years, though we trust not to all 
future years — that hardly a single racquet 
match had been played during the term. 
Wc believe that as a matter of fae'l one 
was played, but only one. so that the tie 
at Prince's, which was the last time that 
our representatives entered the lists, was 
almost the first. Then how could they 
feel confidence in themselves when they 
never had had a chance of testing their 
powers to the full ? or how could they 
expet'^ to win ? Confidence is an im- 
possibility without experience, victory 
without confidence. We might as well 
stMui up our XI. to Lords' without ever 
playing u foreign match during the sum* 
mcr term, and confine ourselves entirely 
to Higsides. It is imperatively necessary 
that plenty of racquet matches be ar- 
rangetl before ne t Haster if we are to 
have a better chance next year. Not a 
thousand new racquet courts will bring 
us one whit nearer the desired end, or 
will enable us to bury defeat, if the 
present state of affairs is allowed to 
remain. 
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At the end of last term many complaints 
were made on the subjedt of the Athletic 
Cups. And this certainly is not to be 
wondered at ; for, that the first cup 
should be shared by three separate indi- 
viduals, and the second by two more, 
w.'.s far from a satisfactory arrangement, 
though the be',1 th.it rouUl be made under 
the existing rules. Evidently then these 
rules require some alteration, if we wish 
for other results in future years. At 
present the winner of any open event, 
except the mile and steeplechase, sets i 
point towards the cup, of the mile or 
steeplecliasii 2 points (with certain con- 
ditions lessening the number of points, 
if both mile and steeplechase are won by 
the same person), and points may also be 
obtained in other ways, as, for examj>lc, 
through racquets, fives, and swinimin;,'. 
Now we do not mean to take up here tlie 
much-disputed qmstion as to whether 
points oil lit to Ite obt a i Hi d l)y racquets, 
nves, and swimming, or, if by them, why 
not also by cricket, football, and the 
Gymnasium ; what we wi>h to call 
attention to is that a point whtn once 
gained, is retained, though the holder of it 
be beaten in the following year. Thus 
it often happens that more than one 
obtain points for some particular event ; 
and in fact this year there were three 
who got a point each for the high jump, 
that is to say, three separate individuals 
who each obtained a point for being able 
to jump the highest. This is evidently 
not as it should lu , and v« ntuie to 
make a suggestion, simple in itscU, which 
would, if carried out, redlify this, and one 
which would, mortover, secme better 
records for tlie School. Let all who hold 
points, comj>ete for them afresh each year, 
and if Ihi y are beaten, let then) forfeit 
their jx-nilh. We should then be sure that 
each leMili was the best that the School 
was capable of, and also that only the 
best performers in any event had counted 
that cverit as a point towards the cuj). Of 
course it might still happen that the 
cups were shared by two or three, but it 
is not so likely as at present, as there is 
generally each year some one fellow who 
proves hnnselt far superior to all his 
compctitois. At any rate the cups wouhl 
be held each year by the best athletes of 
the y( ar, and this surely wasthetnten* 
tion of the givers.

A WANT which has long been felt by non- 
cricketing members of the School has at 
last been supplied. It has often been 

su;,'g< sted to foi iu a Bicycle Club, but the

The intro- 
duction of Lawn Tennis in 1877 proved 
some relief, it is true, to those who found 
the time hang heavy on their hands dur- 
ing the midsummer term; but still three 
Lawn Tennis Courts could not go very 
1 far on a half holiday to give employment 
I to many who did not play cricket. This 
I want the Bicycle Club now supplic- : let 
no loafer, therefore, now complain of 
fiiMui, but let him get his bicycle, mount, 
ami ri le out ; or if he has not one. l-Jt 
him borrow and learn to ride. In the 
I Athletics of 1878 a novel event was intro- 
duced in the fora: of a bicycle liandicap 
j race, which came on the second day, 
after the consolatuMi race: the course 
was set rnund the close, and was two 
] miles long. The event itself was said to 
liave been tedious, and f.uMii't have nii- 
provcd the grass over which the bicy- 
clists rode ; but we suggest, that if next 
year th«! fuTuls of thr clul) allow it, a race 
I may b'.; in.stituted on some road, for niem- 
! bers of the club.- a suitable time may 
perhaj)S be fouiu! during the midsuii:mer 
term, so that bicycling itself may be im- 
proved, and fellows may be encouraged 
to join the Club. Such a rac»! may be 
discussed between this and next year : 
J hut in the meantime let our bicy< lists 
I and tricyclists — for they too are admitted 
1 — make a good use of the advantages 
j ofTered till in by the Club, and visit many 
of the numerous places of interest in the 
neighbourhood of Rugby, the facilities 
for doing which are now so much in- 
creased. We wish the Bicycle Club 
every success.

RACQUETS.

Eton (H. Philipson and J. Noble) beat 
Rugby (G. Bowden -Smith and \V. Bow- 
den*Smith). 



The feature of the day was the really 
brilliant play of Philipson, the severity 
of whose service has seldom, if ever, 
been surpassed in these competitions. 
It was really a grand display, and the 
two Rugbeians, who were evidently up 
to the average, were over and over again 
completely defeated by the force and 
accuracy witli whicli the senior kei p'T of 
Eton invested his stroke. In Noble he 
had a strong partner, and of this player it 

i is noteworthy that his first hand con- 

I tained no fewer than thirteen aces. 

! Fhilipeon's longest run amounted to 
eleven, and it may be mentioned that 
while Noble secured fourteen of the 
fifteen aces in the opening f^ame, the 
former met with exacflly the same success 

I in the second. 

Philipson, having won the spin, opened 
the service from the T\\iht court, but 
after a short rally was cleverly got rid 
of, scoreless, by G. Bowden-Sinitli, who 
repeated the performance next time the 
first String of Eton got in. The Rugny 
pair thus got to 3 — o, but the advantage 
was only briefly held, as Noble, serving, 
at his first attempt, 'n good and eflee'live 
style, got six aces out of seven entirely 
by service, and his hand contained no 
fewer than thirteen aces. se\era! of

6, and the game ended in a vitlory for 
Eton at 15 to 6. That Philipson was in 
splendid form, was clearly shown by the 
manner in which lie began the set ond 
game. His one ace, at the end of the hrst 
game, was due to brilliant service, and 
a series of similiar strokes gained a lar'^'e 
, inajui ity of the ten other aces contained ill 
his hand. The Ku^'heians had but two 
hands each, and could only manage two 
I acts. Philipson. tlie second time in 
possession, scored three, and the last 
point also fell to him, so that he met with 
exaiflly the same measure of success as 
Noble had done in the previous game, 
scoring 14 of the 15 aces. Eton won at 
15 to s, and the third game ended almost 
as disastrously for the Rugbeians, the 
force of Pliilipson's play being altogether 
beyond them. The Etonians continu- 
ation of the service resulted in three 
aces, his next hand produced six, and 
his third three. Noble.obtained the last 
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three and Eton won at 15 to 3. More in- 
terest was invested in the fourth game, 
as Kugby, after being at 4—13, got tu lo, 
but Philipson, who then gained the court, 
put in two very seven.' services, .iiel, is 
each told, iil. n won the game at 13 to 10 
and the rul>her, by four ^ames to love, 
having scored 60 aces against 21.

Till- first tliini,' lli.it nu-t'ts 
our j^'aze 0!i opuiiing the Report is the 
frontispiece, a really capital drawinK of 
lli<" St ho 'Is ami th«.' ('hapi 1 fiom tlu 
Cl<-sc, l>y J. H. Madiey, whose lihistra- 
tions we think we have seen elsewhere, 
and are all certainly ver^ good : the little 
improvement for which there is room 
in this drawing iiiiglit have Imjcii efftCtcd 
if it had been made whon the tretis were 
in foIin;re: it forms a most pleasing intro- 
(Uiction. and adds con.'.idcrably to the 
worth of the report. After a few such 
trifles as accounts (whose nialh( i!i.-jf ical 
accuracy dclij^hts the mind), rult s, lists, 
and prizes, we come to the bulk of the 
report, whicli is made up of papers read 
belore the Society, and chief among which 
areoneon Rugby Sch<K)! in 1813. by M. H. 
Bliixatr. Esq., O.K.. ilhistratcd with draw- 
ingsof theold School buildings, and Rugby 
parish church, and giving interesting 
descriptions of the town, and the Scht)ol 
custt ti;S ; oil tile Migration of Birds, iiy 
H. S ( hi'h: 1, lis'].; on •' Obscrv.'it on"' by 
J Kelsall, Esq.; by the President.ou Teeth ; 



by Dr. Dukes, on the Human Skeleton ; to- 
g( thcr with se veral by iiienibers and asso- 
ciates, some of which are well illustrated. 
Then follows the Meteorological se^on, 
which, strange to say, has nothing 
to do with the Meteor, and dt>es 
not even mention its name, but treats 
of such paltry matters as rainfall ! ! 
This is followed by the botanical, ento- 
mological, archaeological, and zoological 
se<5tions, which completely stumped us, 
as tbey contained such trifles in the way 
of words as " Sysimbrium Officinale," 
*• Phjiononus N igrirostns," ♦* SCaphyli- 
nus Erythropterus," " Cylichna Cylin- 
dracca," aiul some others of equal 
length, which, though doubtless full of 
grave and important meaning to the tnitt- 
ated, yet ti> us, tlie f r ifanum vtil^us, bear no 
l)ettcr meaning than .\ Id i boron tiphosco- 
phornio. The Archjcological setftion, 
ho^vevcr, in spite of such drawbacks, con- 
tains good descriptions of a cBOod many 
chnrciies in the neigliimurliooa of Rugby. 
On the last page but two wc are informed 
as to the quantity of rooks' nests in the 
close ; and after a couple of pages on the 
Temple Observatory, this very intcrcstmg 
Report closes.

A Meeting was held Saturday, May 17. 
35 present. 

Ihe President congratulated Mr. 
Bloxam on the attainment of his 79th 
birthday, and moved a vote of thanks to 
him for his past services, which was 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Uloxam (o.r.) then presented to 
the N.H.S. Museum Robinson Crusoe's 
gun, and exhibited a small boy's toy 
pistol of Elizabeth, found at Brownsover, 
and some arrow heads found at Newton. 

G. C. Richards (m.) also congratulated 
Mr. Bloxam, and proceeded to read a 
paper on " Thornton Abbey, Lincoln- 
shire," with two illustrations. It is in- 
teresting as having almost perfeA the best 
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gatehouse in England, a tiutisition from 
tlecorateti to perpendicular. He tlcs- 
cribtid the extensive ruins, and gave all 
known particulars al»oiit the hisloi y of the 
place. It was an Augustinian monastery, 
and at the Reformation was broken up, 
and a c .u' was foutule 1, wliich had a 
brief exisl'Mice : hence it is often called 
Thornton College. 

Mr. Bloxam dwelt on the fat*^ that the 
Abbey was crenellated or fortified, a rare 
tiling' in England, but the universal rule 
with the Irisli monastic houses. 

Mr. HooGBS then read an intereftting 
paper sent by J. E. Kelsall, Esq., (o.k.), 
a corresponding member of the Society, 
on " British Anim ds." They have not 
reci iv«.-<l due attention in the past. They 
are about a hundred in number, and 
omitting purely domestic animals, seventy- 
three. The standard work on the subjeiH 
is by Professor Bell, but is rather inac- 
cnrile. TIr: ruminaltiiL; animals are 
four, the wild cattle of Chiliingham, the 
fallow deer, the red deer and roebuck. 
There are ( ii.;]it carniv tro'.is : the v.'il<J 
cat and inarun of the Scotch forests, liie 
fox, weasel, and stoat (the stoat having a 
black tip to its tail and often becoming 
white in winter), the badger, otter, and 
pol_rat. It would l>e a ^ooi] jilan to tind 
out if and where these animals exist in 
the neighbourhood of Rugi>y. The ferret 
is not properly a British animal, but was 
introduced from Africa. Then c oni- the 
cheiroptera, roughly, the bats, of wliu h, 
says Bell, there are fourteen English kinds. 
The common bat or nodlnle is best 
known, and there are many others as the 
long-eared bat, etc. Of the rodentia, 
the gnawing order, we have thirteen kinds: 
the hare, rabbit, squirrel. h"use-mouse, 
dormouse, long-tailed field mouse, harvest 
mouse, black rat, tiirec kinds of voles 
or arvicolcs {arvicola ambkUnui) "■ the in- 
habitant of the fields, which spends half 
its time in tlu' wat( i ," a feeder on flag 
and duckweed, hedgehog, and the shrews, 
the common shrew, water shrew, and pig- 
my shrew. He finally urged that local 
lists of animals arc njore needed than 
anythuig else, and no work could be SO 
helpful to books of Natural History. 

Mr. Bloxam mentioned the fa(5l tiiat 
Dr. Buckland said there are Saurian 
remains beneath the School close. 

G. £. Farran (m.) gave a short paper 
00 Canaries and tneir treatment. As 



their name shows, ;ln \ came originally 
from the Canary Islands. He described 
the hatching and breethng process. Cay- 
enne pepp( r apparently is the csseiitial 
for their food. They are very liable to 
asthma. He elicited loud cheers by 
announcing that a canary in his posses- 
sion had taken first prize at the Crystal 
Palace Exhibition. 

The meeting then terminated. As 
choir practice was at 7.30, it did not 
begin till 8.30, and thus the proceedings 
were cut rather short.

Is it not rather those whose 
place it is to provide accounts of the 
various departrueiits of our School life, 
and who fail Id j)rovide them ? Well, we 
will say no more : we only hope that 
the gentlemen referred to will take this 
to heart, and will be moved to greater 
activity in the future by our Editorial 
complaint.

Now that our Chapel is rapidly approach- 
ing completion, it may perhaps be con- 
sidered not out of place to say somethiiif^ 
about one accessory of it, which from a 
financial point of view does not receive j 
all the attention we could wish — we refer, 
of course, to the organ. Of the 436 boys j 
wlio hear it regularly every ila_\-, or the 
60 who stay after the Sunday luurniug 
services to listen to the music, which Mr. 
Edwards is so kind as to play, how few 
there are who have realized the fac*^! that 
the organ is still very incomplete, and 
that there is a debt not yet cleared off on 
the part we have already, or done any- 
thing to help that debt to be cleared off. 
Now those who objedl to much money 
being spent on such an objeift, will say 
that it IS a vt ry fine orf^an as it is, and 
quite goodenough for our Cliapclservices. j 



Exacftly so, but it is incomplete : we can, 
and do get on with it every day in its 
present state, but it is always better to 
nave a thing perfed^, and not to be con- 
tent with making it "do" merely : accord- 
ing to such an argument neither New 
Schools nor a New Big School ought to 
be built, because we have always got on 
without them, and why shouldn't we con- 
tinue to do so? They are not absolut^y 
necessary, but it would be a great gain 
to have them. So with the Chapel organ. 
Those who sit behind Mr. Edwards in 
Chapel will have observed that the organ 
has four rows of kejrs, besides pedals; 
The lowest row, or the choir organ, has 
arrau^cnients made for ten stops on it, all 
of which we have, except one; the next 
row, or great organ, has ten stops, and 
is complete: the third row, or swell organ, 
should have fifteen stops, of which we 
have ten ; while the highest row, or solo 
organ, is (juite silent, having the mechan» 
ism for five stops: 011 the peiial organ 
there are ten stops, five ol which are 
wanting. Thus we see that out of 50 
stops on the organ, ifi are yet to he filled 
up before the organ will be complete. In 
June, 1 88 1, three more stops were added, 
one of which, a big pedal stop, filled up 
the ugly gap in the west front witii large 
and imposing pipes, close by the small 
north entrance door. There is at present 
a deficiency of about ^30 on the work 
lioue in iSSi, which will have to be paiii 
oil before we can even think of any fur- 
ther additions to the organ; the sum 
collected this year amounts only to 
jTS los. 6d. Now, possessing as we do. 
one of tile finest organs in the Midland 
Counties, is it not a pity that it should not 
progress more 1 apiiliy to completion ? mu- 
sical visitors are always struck with the 
beauty and ridiness ot its tone, and those 
who examine further will see that the 
electric appliances greatly faciliate the 
the playing, and enable Mr. Edwards to 
perform several pieces on it which on any 
otlier ctgaii would be well nigh impos- 
sible. There are several favourite stops 
still to be addded, one (rf which is tne 
vox humana ; and a further sum of ^400, in 
addition to the already existing debt, 
will have to be collc<5\cd before the 
instrument will be complete. It will 
probably be some time before this hajipens, 
especially as money will probably be wan- 
ted to put up a small organ in New Big 
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School when it is built, and give tlie 
y-ircs( nt one in old Big School what Car- 
1\ li u. (111. 1 rail a " decent Christian burial;" 
but at all events it is very dcsiralile tliat 
the debt on the existing part should be 
paid off, and we should free from burdens 
an instrument whose noble pipes add so 
much to the beauty of our Chapel, and 
whose fine tones so vastly improve our 
services. We exhort our readers to fol- 
low the example of a previous generation 
of Rugbeians, who, when money was 
most wanted for the organ, regularly sub- 
scribed three allowances every tertn, 
besides many private donations given by 
individual inemiiers of the School. But 
especially let the Old Kugbeians who 
have come down for the Old Rugbeian 
match, rally themselves handaomdy, and 
the necessary money will doubtless soon 
be raises'..

: NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY 
I LXPLDI riON. 



On Saturday, June 14th, the Natural 
History Society had a pleasant excursion 

to r.randon Woods. ^Tost of tlie party 
went by the 1.55 tram to Brandon Station, 
i where was the rendezvous for about 30, 
I beaded by Mr. Hodges and Mr. Cuni- 
ming. A few archaiologically-nnndcd 
persons went to inspetft Brandon Castle, 
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the old rubble remains of a castle, {tanp. 
Stephen) and the intercstiii>; Wolstou 
Church. They were liorrilied to lind 
that nuxlcrn di CMrations have been lately 
added, and that the chancel is now 
covered with gaudy paintings, otherwise 
it is as interesting as beftirc, with its old 
Norman work in the central tower. 
Meanwhile Mr. Gumming had led off the 
botanical enthusiasts to the woods, where 
an under keeper sceuuii very much 
inclined to doubt their assurances that 
leave had been given to enter tl.'' v.-oods i 
that day. The weather was p ri. t. and 
collet^ors were in tlnir clciin-nt. Tin- 
butterfly orchis was about in flower, and 
the spotted orchis was abundant; the | 
foxgloves were just coming out. The 
collectors of birds eggs were also ener- 
gntir and successful. No one Succeeded 
in capturing a snake, to keep cmnpany 
with -the one we now possess in our 
Museum, though several were chased. 
About 5.0. all met and walked across to 
lirinklow through " the twelve o'clock 
drive," past ("oond)e .\bliey. At Brink- 
low we fomid Mr. Hodges, who luul 
ridden on and secured for the hungry ■ 
and thirsty jiarty something to stay their 
stomachs with.

THE R. S. R. V. C. AT CAMP. 



Our annual camp*out at Stoneleigh 
took plru t: this year rather earlier than 
usual, and the weather was rather more 
favourable than it has been for som( 
years past. The rest of the; battalion 
went into camp on Saturday, May 31st, 
ami iin the Tuesday we ]'araded at nine 
o'clock, in full dress uniform, great-coats, 
havresacks, water bottles, and the inevit- 
able white gloves. After a short delay 



we started for the station, and soon were 
steaming off from Rugby. .\t Coventry 
we found the three vans ready for us, and 
aft(!r a very pleasant tlrive we rcacheil 
Stoneleigh about half-past eleven. There 
we fell in again and marched up to camp, * 
passing the rest of the battalion on the 
drill ground, and after a few kind words 
from Colonel Greenway, we were told 
off to our various tents, eight in number. 

Divesting ourselves of our burdens, 
viz., our great-coats and the rest of the 
full dress paraphernalia, we quickly set 
to work to make ourselves comfortable in 
our new ' i!i 5. By one o'clock, wlicn 
the dinner bugle sounded, our tents, most 
of which were in the same line as the 
Rugby town cor|)s', between the Fourth 
Coventry and Warwick lines, tli mgh a 
few of them were scattered in front 
among the Coventry lines, presented a 
tidy and soldierlike appearance. We 
then feasted on pontoon. At 2.30 th(? 
dressing bugle sounded, and the order 
was given for " blue, slings, no leg:^ings.*' 
.\t three the non-commissioned officers 
fell in. anil directly after the whole bat- 
talion paratled, anil in each company the 
roll was called. We mustered 3a file, and 
so as to equalize the companies the Ad- 
jutant (Maj(U Grundy) sent four file to 
the Stratford-on-Avon corps, which was 
rather weak. The usual preliminary drill 
followed, ami then C^)l>iifl Greenway 
gave the order to advance, and we 
marched, headed by the band, on to the 
drill ground. Here we were kept out 
about an hour and a-ha1f, during which 

we inarched past, formed square, changed 
front on the centre and llank companies, 
etc. On the whole the School acquitted 
itself creditably, and Captain Collins 
expressed himself pleased after the drill. 
From half-past four, when we came olf 
parade, till ten o'clock, when tatoo sound- 
ed, the time was our own, and most of 
the corps thoroughly enjoyetl wandering 
about Lord Leigh's splendid park, or 
watching the rough sports and pranks of 
members of other companies, or listt ning 
to the band, which, under the able man- 
agement of Mr. Buckingham, may fairly 
he said to he one of the best volunteer 
bands in the country. 

We then went to bed, and considering 
the circumstances, (t^. eight or nine of us 
huddled together untfer one piece of can- 
vas), passnl as comfortable a night as 
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possible, the weather being dry and not 
excssivdy hot or cold. At 5.30 the next 
day the reveille sounded, and we turned 
out of our tents, not sorry to breathe the 
fresh air again. First parade was at six, 
and by that hotur we were all ready, wear- 
ing the Uue unifonn and leggings. We 
went through some skirmishing and light 
infantry drill, and some of us were set to 
keep guard by the river, which was, to 
ray the least of it, rather codling amuae- 
mcnt at such an early hour. However, it 
gave us a splendid appetite for breakfast 
which took place at eight. Then we had 
to prepare ourselves for second parade ; 
and after cleaning our rifles and 
thoroughly polishing oursehres up, we 
turned out at 10.30 in full dress, and were 
put through all the manoeuvres. The 
next drill was at 2.30, and after it fol- 
lowed the Athletics which attracted a 
large numher of spectators, induding 
some of the Masters and many of the 
members of the School. Very few how- 
ever of the School Company went in for 
any of the events, and no one carried off 
a prize. Some of the races were very 
amusing, notahly the 100 yards race for 
volunteers over 40 years of age, in 
which the leading grey-beard tripped up 
jttst before he laK&dtfie tape, and five 
or six of his senile competitors fell on 
the top of him. 

After the Athletics, the evening was 
spent much as the previous one, and 

tlins ended our second day in Camp. 
This night it was the turn of the School 
to go on guard, and our sentries, under 
the command of Sergt. Harrison and 
Corpl. Broadbent, assembled at 9, and 
went on the quarter guard. Hitherto 
we had been favoured with ticautiful 
weather, but this night was wet, though 
it did not rain nearly so hard as it did 
when we went 00 guard last year. The 
next morning, however, it pouted until 
a1>out 12 o'clock, so that first drill was let 
off, and second drill gi^eatly shortened. 
But in the afteraoon we made up for 
losrt time. The Insjxrifling Colonel (Col. 
Feiklen), so as to be able to examine 
thofoo^ity both officers and men, 
came down this afternoon and catc- 
cised all the former from the senior 
major to the junior captain. Tbey weie 
called out individually, and were asked 
how they would put the battalion through 



various manoeuvres, and then were told 
to give the orders. When Capt. Collins 
was called, the battalion was in line, and 
he was told to retire then in direct eche- 
lon of companies, an order which we 
were glad to notico he accomplished aat- 
isfa(5torily. 

Thus we went through almost every pos- 
sible form of battalion drill, and the parade 
lasted over two hours. Then the finals 
in the Athletics took place, and a fine eve- 
ning followed. Friday, the inspection day, 
opened with showers. The usual early 
parade took place at 6.y> turn, and at 
30 was tne inspetftion of arms. Col. 
Feilden who came on the ground about a 
quarter to eleven, and walked along each 
company to examine their general appear- 
ance, expressed himself greatly pleased 
with the School Company, especially 
as a great number 01 us had acvet 
been in Camp hefixe. Colonel Scott, 
who accompanied him. examined the 
rifles, and reported that ours were 
** as dean as any he bad seen," which 
was certainly satisfiK^ory. In the 
afternoon, the review took place at 2.30. 
The march-past, which was done in the 
usual way — in column at the shoulder, 
in quarter-column at the trail, and the 
dom>le march, was well done, and as we 
passed the post we heard Col. Feilden 
say " good, very good." We then went 
through the manual, firing, and bayonet 
exercises, formed square, changed front 
in different ways, and coodudedwith the 
new attack, and a general salute on the 
march. After this Col. Feilden made an 
address, in which be congratulated the 
battalion on their smart appearance and 
e£B^ciency in drill, said that the march- 
past was very well done, but best of all 
perhaps by the Warwick corps, and ended 
by calling us " a very fine battalion." 
TlieD, after a few words from Col. Green- 
way, we marched back into Camp ; and 
about half-an-hour afterwards feft for 
Rugby, which we reached about 7.30. 
The usual cheen followed, and then we 
dispersed to ovr respective houses. At 
7 o'clock the next morning we were not 
keeping guard by the river, but reading 
of the andeot battles of Grsdm and 
Romans ; thus fulfilling once more the 
words of the great orator poet, " Ctdami

Who was George Coll is ? H« was of a fonner 
well known family in Rugby, a aaiae now all but 
forgotten. So far back as the year 1710. I find 
recorded in the parish renstcr tiie auurriafce of 
Peter CoUts Mritta Sarah Smith, and ia the feUow- 
tag year. 171 1. the baptism of Joha. their son. 
This John ColUs subsot^uently marriad, and livad 
in wedlock with his wife Man jo years He 
served the office of parish (:lerk in this town for 
41 years, and ilicd in 178:, af(ed 69 years.

New Zealand. Tbe following is part of the 
olnttMry ivMicc of him in the LytUlton T-in^^ 

"Mr. Tancretl. a sci<in of a family dating li aek 
for centuries, was educated m that School of 
true geiitSetnen, Riigbv, at the time when the ni- 
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fiuence of Dr. Arnold was most osefully felt : 
and as Rugby turned him out then, so he re- 
mained till death. He made do sojoam at Ox- 
ford or Cambridge, bein^ sent to seek honour 
in the ranks of the Austnan army, in which he 
joined one of the smartest of all the smart cav- 
alry regiments, for which Aostha was famous. 
Rising, as all had to do at that time, from cadet 
to officer, he saw service in Haagary and Italy, 
and this was no holiday business, at a period 
when revolution was rife, and the spark kindled 
in Vienna and Pesth threatened to consume the 
Empire. When the Canterbury Aaeodation 
founded their little colony on tlwae Aoma. Mr. 
Tancrad was aBxiogtt to» first airivalB. and a 
referenoe to the joonMb of thoae days shows 
that be very early began to exercise that influ- 
ence amongst his fellow colonists to which his 
charaAar entitled him. In 1853 we find him a 
member off llie first Provincial Council of Can- 
terbury, announcing to tbe Superintendent the 
eleAion of tbe Speidcer. But he was soon to be 
called to higher auties In 1854, tbe Governor 
of New Zealand convened tbe first General As- 
sembly, and in tbe ministry fomed by Mr. 
Sewell we find Mr. Taacrod'a aame. associated 
virith Mr. Whitaher and the awwrt Sk F. D. 
Bell. From 1856 to 1861 he iDad dw oOoas of 
Fivstmaster-Genetal and Sacretaiy of Crown 
Lands under die Preraierdiqi of Mr. Stafford. 
It was during this period that the first Tanaaki 
war was foroed opan tbe Colaojr, aadtba anaBts 
which tookplaoa naollad to tlttd>tel«f tte 
Ministfy. Mr. Taacrad ntoiMd toaphwa to 
the GomBBWM to t86a. tndar Mr. Domett, 
but heMiwpocliblto.aadiMiMdapto to 1863.

We have heard a report — though 
we must confess we can hardly believe it 
to be true — that several Old Rugbeians 
have refused to subscribe, because there 
has not been sufKcient notice taken of the 
matter in the Meteor. This shows, they 
argue, the utter selfishness of the School, 
which takes interest only in what con- 
cerns those who are a<ftually in it. We 
need hanlly say that, generally spcakmg, 
this is quite untrue, ami tint this partic- 
ular proposal must excite especial interest 1 
here, because, whilst it preserves the | 
memory of one so deservedly beloved as 
the late C. M. Calde< otl. it will also con- 
fer a lasting benefit on the School, and 
that in a verv popular foini.

with Cru kut ; (2) that .snl^riptiotis should 1 



be invited to establish a 'Caldecott fund;' 
(3) that a subsequent meeting of Sub- 
scribers be held, to decide in what way 

the money so rais(^d can be best empkwed 
in the interests of Rugtqr cricket." Mr. 
W. H. Bolton in his letter which ap« 

peared in tlie Meteor of May 17th, made 
two proposals: (1) to pay for another 
professional, (2) to level more ground ; 
the second alternative is the one that he 
especially advocated, and the one that 
seems to us on the whole to be the best, 
as it would enable cricket to be more imi- 
versally played. Then comes the ques- 
tion, what ground should be improved ? 
Some have suggested the Pontines, or the 
Chapel Piece ; Mr. Bolton thinks 
Reynolds' field, which, being larger, 
would give more room, though it would 
probably entail the extra expense of 
keeping anothi t nan to look after it. It 
has even been piuposcd to buy Reynolds" ; 
but that of course will depend upon the 
amount snbsrribed. The great obje(flion 
to iinproviiiu Reynolds', under the pres- 
ent circumstances, is that the field docs 
not belong to the School, but is only 
rented year by year ; and though we hear 
riimonrs that a 2i-y<'ar le.-tsi is going to 
be taken, still this will not secure to us 
the permanent possession of it. But 
whatever l>e the exat*! course decided 
upon, it is sure to be a real help to crick* 
et hf>re ; and we earnestly entreat Rug> 
iM-ians, past and presi i)t. crirketintr and 
itou-.cncketing, to lake this u])pui £i::nty 
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of conferiing a last in.; benefit on thenr 
Schcwl, whilst I'ayuig lnl»ute to the nicm- 
or)- of one so universally respetfled as the 
late CM. Caldccott.

We pulih'sh a letter frmn Dr. Dukes 
containing a suggestion which we hope 
will be carried out. The School do not 
take a xrry aifWvc part in tnwn charities, 
in facl not as acftive a j^urt as might be 
desired, and so we hope that the chance 
now offered thetn of helpuii; to i)rornotr 
ont- ot the uiObl laudable .tnd useftil of all 
charities will not l>e lost. Di. Dukes stig- 
gests that the Schcx>l .should found a free 
bed in the new hospital, which is to be 
opened next Thursday, to be suppoited 
by the voluntary contributions of the 
^hool, and known as the School free bed. 
This can be doi.f . he says, at a very small 
cost to each individual boy; in fadl, no 
more than one week's aflowance each 
a year, and he hopes that the Sixth will 
take the matter up. W ith every part uf

Possessing 
as we do excellent arrangements for sick- 
ness, and a most convenient sanatorium 
witliin eas) rea> h of ,ill the houses, it is 
hard for us tu realize the fa<5l that many 
people in the town have no such advan- 
ta^^'es, and are driven to seek aid from the 
liosintal. W e art: sure that the small sum 
(>i .t shilling each pei .muum will not 
debar this projiosal lioiii beins^ rarrietl 
out; even if one dlow.ux > were slopped 
each term foi such a woithy objeifl, it 
ought nut to be grudged by mcmbetsof a 
School which spends so much annually 
on the leadiiifj confectioners of the town ; 
this would, if Dr. Dukes is right, support 
as nnich as three free beds. But tt is 

better on the whole to be ronteiit with 
one for the present, and not be carried by 
excessive ardour into extremes ; only we 
hope the allowance will be stopped rej(u- 
lariy by the Head of the School or some 
other constituted authority, and that the 
maintenance of the proposed free bed will 
not have to depend on the desultory 
benevolence of people who arc apt to be 
at one time profuse and another nigganl- 
ly. We hope that before the opening of 



> the hospital, members of the School who 
wish to see the new building, and have 
not done so already, will be allowed to 
visit the objeift of their future charity. 
The hospital itself, as we all know, stands 
in a charming position on the brow of the

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THE SPEECHES. 



The Speeches this year were a decided 

surre'ss. We wire rt»rtainly lurky in 
the weather, for though a few drops of 
rain disturbed Mr. Scott's garden party 
for a short time, and the sky occasionally 
looked rather threiitcning, yet it was 
mostly fine. Proceedings in the Town 
Hall were considerably shortened, as the 
Headmaster's speech was rather brief, 
and there were only three pieces for act- 
ing ; the recitations also were diminished 
by the absence of any KnuHsh VeraCt 
Latin Essay, Uppt r Htiich I.atin ProSC, 
and Fifth Latin Verse ; though the last- 
named fa<fl ought never to have occurred 
with so many scholars in the Srhool. y<'t 
this brevity of proceeding"' was a decided 
improvement, as the ventilation of the 
Town Hall i*; none of the best, and before 
long the atmosphere becomes very oppres- 
sivcespeciallyinhot weatlier. Theabsence 
of a scene from a Greek play. too. though 
perhai)s not quite ortho<iix. was yet cer- 
tainly little regrettetl. for as a rule but 
few of the audience understand much 
about it, with the exception of the Mas- 
ters. 

After the usual luncheon in Liig Sciiool, 
an adjournment was made to the Town 

Hall, which was fairly well filled. Amongst 
other celebrities present wi ie Lord I^ejgh, 
the Rarl of VVicklow.

"The Headmaster opened proceedings 
by expressing his p!e.i'^n: r at th( pr' st pre 
Of so many visitors, and n gietting tliat 
the Bishops of Worcester and Kxeter, 
Lord Norton. Sit G. Kickar»ls, and nther 
friends, had not been able to attend. It 
was very good of Lord L<'igh to have 
COnir, as well as Mr. Newdegate, Mr. 
Walrond. and .Mr. Kymu rsh y; we hoped 
too, to hear the Bishop of Lahore next 
day in Chapel. After remarking on the 
loss of Lord Hertford, Mr. Bromley Dav- 
enport. and Mr. f'.ildi rott. he went onto 
say that Mr. Hutchinson was leaving us 
after more than a quarter of a century of 
most fruitful service, and had arcepttd 
the living of Nackington, from the Arch- 



bishop of Canterbury, who had also ap- 
pointed him his chaplain. Mr. Lee 
Warner, too, had nearly succeeded in 

an attempt to commit suicide by putting 
twenty years of life into eight years of 
work m his house. Dr. Jex Blake then 
expressed the want of a new Big School, 
and dwelt upon the architedlural beauties 
and advantages of the buildings round 
the Close.

DINNER. 



Of this most social and interesting 
gathering we are deeply indebted tn an 
Old Rugbcian, present on the occasion, 
for a very fiilt and complete report. Of 
this, we much regret to state, we can 
give but a brief synopsis, owing to the 
want of space in our columns. 

This dinner took place at the Criterion 
on Weduesday evening, the 25tli of June 
last, when, thanks to the honorary sec- 
retaries, Messrs. W. H. CrnsH and \V. H. 
Bolton, the arrangements were such as 
hardly to be surpassed. Six long tables 
parallel to each other, placed at ri^'ht 
angles to a seventh, at which the Chair- 
man and most distinguished members of 
those prej^enl took their scats, accommo- 
dated upwards of 170 Old Ruglieians.

The Bishop of Exeter in responding 

The *Gnwemiog. Body should be altogether 
invisible in a Public School. The less it has any- 
thmgto do with the aAnal administration of tns 
school the better. The right coarse for the 
Governing Body is to appoint a Headntaster. to 
let him alone, and then to take care that the 
ac omts are all straight We generally see the 
I lea<linaster and find out what he wants, and pro- 
vide that ev rv thing he ;i-sks for shall l* si]pplir>l 
But although we hold aloof from the .ic^ual 
administration of the School we ne\' r fail to take 
interest in it* welfare Therefore, the othtr dav. 
when a vacancy ocmrre l we eliC^ed Theivlore 
Walrond ami no Mher jierson we could have 
electetl more entirdy ensure the success of 
the School hereafter. 

Much more in praise of the School 

from Dr. Temple, which our limited Space 

compels us to forego. 

Dr. Jex Blake, after a few preliminary 
sentences, said — 

I am sorry that more of my colleagues are not 
here, but my colleagues and I are one. and I am 
reedy to answer>fnr them to-night. We are 
eweiBively proud of the School, ami no Old Rug- 
beian who has been brought badi to the Head of 
bis old school could searcdy not be praod of it. 
We are prand : but our pride is qou^ed wh- n 
we thinli of the very high standard which must 
be maintained. A very high standard indeed. 
No school can claim, within half a ceninr\-, 
Headmasters like Arnold. Temple, noulbourne, 
and T.ait. or such Masters as the .Vrchbishop. 
I'rince I,pe. ("ptti n liMtiamv I'nue Siil^wick. But- 
ler. Rv.ans. and .sharp We have to work up tn a 
vcrv high stand.ard V\'e are proud n<>t onlv of 
our School, but also of the men it has sent out 
The teaching must have been good to pioduce 
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such men as are in the r<x)in now. Politidans, 
like Sir R Cross and Mr. (joschen. who meet 
here again as friends ; In<lo-Rugbeian« like Sir 
Richard Temple : Writers like Sidgwick and 
Hodnoa ; Poets like Matthew Anold, and Arthur 
HngB QoQgb. The School is no party school at 
all : Old Rvgbaiana of all opinioos aeDd us their 
tOM. ud the hof* Cue one another at football in 
the same way as, later m life, they will face one 
another in ue pdUdctl aieoa and etaewbere. 
Old Kugbeiana and iia their 8oiia,and we do the 
best we can for tbeQ, and we think those Old 
Rugbeians the best who send ns their sons. An 
evening like this seems to me delightful. By a 
gathering like this v/v arr cnaMu<l to keep touch of 
one another, just as "iir triM.ps ki'i't t' liich in the 
dark dtiring the m.-irrh iK-fon: the fall Td-el- 
Kebir. I value l>L'yon J anything the confidence 
and affci^ion of niy uld schoolfellows, ajul of niy 
old pupils, and in the nami-s of my collc-agues and 
myself. I thank you for the universal support i.vith 
which yuu have upheld mr for mort sh.iii ten 
years in that <<ld school in which I have passed 
more than half my life. 

H. Cr.iiy St.llcr, Esq., M.P., next pro- 
posed thetiiast of "The Indo-RugUeiaris."

Sir Richard Temple -a man who has done great 
thing^. and who has still greater duties to perform 
for his conntiy ; Sir Lewis Pelly. and many oihen. 

Sir Lewis Pclly K.C.B., K.C.S.I., re- 
sponded :

This (oast was responded to by Lord

disap|x>arcd under the milder regime. 

Horace Davey, Esq., Q.C, then re- 
sponded on behalf of the Bar as follows: 

Why I am called upon to respond for the Bar is 
a hhrtory in itself. It is because so few of my con- 
temporaries ate at the Uar ; because Arnold enter- 
tained a wholly unreasonable prejudice against the 
Bar at a pranssion. Dr. Arnold objedei to the 
voice ef an advncate. sod that iodvosd htm to 
exert all his influence to diasaade his pnpils firom 
entering that noble profession. He was not aUe 
to grasp that all 1 1- .< man proiiesses at the Bar» 
is. that he is prop<-i i> lualined to advise those 
who seek his counsel, and is prepared to aigtie to 
the best of his ability. This prejadice is dying 
away, and ami^K distinguished Rugbeians many in 
Uu r years have come to the Rar Ruglwians are 
sure to distingnish themselves at the liar Lord 

iiistice Itoweii '.s no lon>;ei a member of thi: Uar, 
.ut I must point to him as .an example In the 
higher ranks of the Har not nian\ b'lijil-eians are 
to be found hut there are manv amoii^; the junior

are sur<- to do I am limking f.-ruard to the time 
when RuKby shall be as ilislinuuisheil in the pro- 
fession <»f the l-aw as it already is in the Church 
anil in the Scholastic praflession. 

The reniaininf; toasts on the list were 
'• liugby Games, ' proposed by T. Hiiohcs, 
Esq., Q>C.. celebrated all ov( i the wotM 
as uie author of Tom Brown s School 
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Days," conpled with the name of T. Case, 
a name which has hitherto been handed 
down on Old Bigside iu connection wiih 
" Case's gallows." 

The conrlu<iin<^ toast, that of " The 
Chairman, " The Wry Kev. The Dean 
of Westminster. Dr. Bradley, was pro- 
posed by the K< V. A. G. Hutler. 

It was nearly one o'clock on Thursday 
morniuf^, June 25th, before this large, 
influential, and in every way friendly 
meeting of Old Rugbeians, finally broke 
up. 

A few words in conclusion. It is now 
perhaps impossible to ascertain the 
precise period vvht n the social iiu etin;,'s 
of Uld Kuiibciaus in Loiulon coiiniiciiced. 
It was sometime in the tnastersliip of Dr. 
Wooll. They were held at tlie Free- 
masons' Tavern, ni yucen Stnet, but as 
there were no railways in communica- 
tion with the country, and as they were 
not publicly advertised, they were con- 
fined rhiefly to those Olil Hugbeians, resi- 
dent in Londun. whom the Honorary 
Secretary, a well-known solicitor in Lon- 
don, might meet with and induce tO 
attend, being held yearly, tlie attend- 
ance was not large, and in one year, 
1827, eight guests only, including the 
Headmaster, were present. Thes«; meet- 
mys are now, \ery properly, triennial, 
and, through means of the railways, the 
country from many a distant mile fur- 
nishes its cjuota of Old Ku;;b< ians. l li- n 
there weie formerly meetings at Kugby, 
during the Sp>eeches in Easter week, and 
H piiblif (hnnei fur Old Ku^,'heians. at 
which stewards wer<- duly appointed to 
preside. These eotnim nr . 1 m 1M3, and 
wcTf discontinued in Dr. Arnolds mas- 
tership. Of these meetings the local 
newspapers took notice, and had their 
reporters present, but at no London meet- 
ing has it ever been customary for a rep- 
rest iitativf of the press to ri' t, the pro- 
ceedings. Foi the report of the nieetu.g 
three years ago. and that of the late din- 
ner, we are indebted to an Old Ktii,'h< ian, 
a junior memltcr of the liar, wlu» has out 
sincere wishes ftVi not an unlikely event, 
a speedy rising in his profession.

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EVBRYONE at the beginning of this term, 
ourselves included, lamented the paucity 
of the Caps, and the inferiority of the 
Flannels tnat had returned, and out of 
which the XV. had to be made up. Fa<!ls 
speak for themselves. We were ln-atcn, 
and that very badly, by the team that 
came from Oxford; but we could only 
have expe(fled that with their superiority 
in all departments of the game they 
should do so. But when we got the 
chance we showed that we could still put 
a good XV'. into the held. The Cam- 
bridge team was a good one ; still we did 
more than make a good match of it, and 
indeed, according to our rules, we beat 
them by one minor point. Now we don t 
in any way mean to say our XV, is per- 
feifl — £sr from it — ^but all we do say is, 
that with care and trouble it may b<: 
made as good as a school teatn can be. 
The tackling, more especially of the 
newer members to Bigsid--, is decidedly 
good; and th.Migh the bpeed of the 
behinds is all that could be desired, yet 
it might be made much rnote us<> of if 
the passing was more fre(iu< i)t and more 
certain. One great fault is the attempt 
to pass when tackleii, which is almost, if 
not quite, always a failure ; and always 
will be a failure till the lesson of unself- 
ishness is learnt. This is a fault with 
nearly every team, and the sooner indi- 
viduals cure themselves of it, the sooner 
will Rugby Football become a more per- 
fedl game. The forwards do not play 



quite so well together as one would like 
to see, but that, no doubt, is to be 
accounttnl for by the fa(5l that they have 
so little chance of playing as a team. 
Could they not play some of the other 
Caps with a few of the masters that are 
in the habit of playing Bigside ? We would 
also remind the scrummage that it is one 
of the worst faults to kick too hard —a 
fault by no means uncommon on Uigside. 
In our last Foreign Match this was well 
instanced by the opposing team, who 
where constantly letting our three-quarters 
get well away. The Football has im- 
prnvfd wonderfully during the term, and 
lliougii lliere is a decided want of energy 
about Racquets and Fives, and ftbout the 
Kitic Corps too, as it seems from our cor« 
respondent's accounts, still no one can say 
that our Football is inferior to former years. 

The House Tics, too, arc in a better state 
than we have known for a long time. 
Already Cock House Match is begun, and 
three Challenge Matches have been de- 
cided, and it really seems that this year a 
true and reliable order of Houses will be 
arrived at by the end of the term, rhe 
Belows, as usual, are in a very bad way.

As \car after year our WiniMcdoii VIII. 
go up to compete for the Public Schools' 
Shield; as year after year they return un- 
successful and (Hshrartcncd ; the columns 
of the Meteor are beset with a mass of 
correspondence from those who either 
think that they have hit upon the 
secret of our continued failure, or who 
have suggestions to propound which they 
consider condudve to our future success. 
It is not our intention in the present 
article to harp on the old excuses which 
are getting so familiar to Ruebeians ; it 
is, in fadl, with reludlance that we re- 
open the suhjecl at all ; but we consider 
that there is one point which would-be 
critics and r« fornn rs have almost entirely 
overlooked. W e emphatically assert that 
the secret of our contniued failures is due 
in the main to this facft : that tlu re is so 
little distintflion to be derived from shoot- 
ing that fellow s piefer to devote tlieir 
energies to pursuits less usefid, but more 
lucrative. It seems to us that this is a 
grievance not hard to remedy. Let the 
\\'imbledtin \'III. Ix* put on a level with 
members of the XL, or XV'. Let them 
have the privilege of assuming ,1 white 
straw StinuUaneoMsly with their colours ; 
let the Captain of the VII 1. be ex-ojfuio a 
steward at the Athletics : in a word, let 
them have every bit as much honour as 
our representatives at Football and 
Cricket. Surely it is no whit l< ss desir- 
able that we should have as good repre- 
sentatives at Shooting as at anything else. 
The eyes of England are quite as much 
upon us — perhaps more— at Wimbledon, 
as they are at Lords' or Princes'. We 
fetl confident that this is the primary 
cause of so little interest being taken in 
shotiting, and we can only eagerly await 
the day when our proposals shall be 
adopted. Then, and not till then, shall 
we find interest awakened and competi- 
tion becoming keen ; then shall we be 
enabled to wipe away continued reverses 
by continued success, and Ru^hy will 
once more take her proper position at 
Wimbledon.

Now that the winter is upon us. and the

I wards. Some extra employment then is 
provided for us cm every evening except 
Sunday, and it is this single remaining 
evening about which we would like to 
make a suggestion. At present Hcrr 
Pettersson gives short recitals during the 
week to several Houses, which means 
considerable trouble to him, with only 
limited audiences. Why not then have 
one recital every week open to the whole 
School, which everybody could enjov, 
and at the same lime spare Herr Petter- 
sson himself a good deal of trouble? We 
know that he would infinitely prefer such 
an arrangement, which would be a pleas- 
ant way of filling up a leisure hour. We 
hope, then, soon to seesome such arrange- 
ment carried out, which would be pe- 
culiarly suitable for next term, and could 
easily be dropped, if necessary, during 
the summer term. Hearing a good per- 
former play good music is a very good 
means of receiving a musical education, 
and so why not make use of this means?

NATURAL HISTORY SCKIETY. 



Mkktimo HBLD OcTOIU'R Stu. 
C. A. Nicholson (m.) lugan by reading 
a pa|)f'-r on Stained Glass Windows. 
Stained Glass was first found in the ruins 
of Pompeii, which of course would be 
Roman. The earliest in Knf,'l;ind was 
I2lh ccntiiry. Tliere were h\r Ivinds: — 
Norman, Early linglish, Decorated, Per- 
pendicular, and Modern. In our chapel 
there were 18 coloured windows: — i (on 
the left on entering) erccled to the mem- 
ory of the O.R.'s that fell in the Crimea ; 
2, Flemish, belonging to the Jacobean 
|)eriod. Modern : 3, Modern three-light 
window and by three different artists. 
4 and 5: very washy colours and quite 
spoilt when the sun shines through them. 
f>, by W'illemcnt, badly drawn and glaring 
colours. 7,8, 10 and 11, erected to the 
memory of Cotton. 9, supposed to be by 
Alb( rt Diirer ; at the top rathi r p.itrhed 
wUh modern gloss. 12, opaque from 
Nuremberg. 13, (rf the 14th century, 
from Rouen. 14, 15, even worse than 
numbers 4 and 5. 16, also from Nurem- 
burg. 17, Flemish, about 1700. 18, 
Modern. Calling on Mr. lilnxam to 
cone6k any faults he had made, he re- 
tircd. 

Mr. Huo.XAM j)resented to the Society a 
vase of Peruvian ware, taken from the 
tomb of one of the Incas of I'eru. 

G. E. Farkan (m.) then read Ins paper 
on Stafia and lona. Staffa was an 
island off the coast of Mull : it was noted 
for its three caves — Clanshell, Fingal's, 
and the Boatman's. Fingal's was the 
most remarkable. F'ingal was an old 
mythical giant. Clanshell cannot be 
entered, as the surge wduld instantly 
rrush any boat that attempted to do so. 
It lies opposite a steep rock, called the 
herdsman's ruck. The Boatman's cave 
can only be entered at certain periods of 



the 3rear. lona was anciently called 

bolinkil. It is half-a-mile from the 
coast of Mull, anil is three miles long by 
one broad. It is noted for its Nunnery 
of St. Mary, in which, amongst others, 
there is the tomb of the prioress Anna, 
date 151 1 ; also for its ancient crosses, of 
which there are but few left. 

E. F. Mblly (o.r.) then read a paper 
on English Coal Measures. Warwick- 
shire is the smallest coaltield in England : 
the chief ones are Northumberland and 
Durham, Cumberland anil Whitehaven, 
a large one in Lancashire and north-west 
Cheshire, South Yorkshire, Derby, Not- 
tingham and Warwickshire, Forest of 
Dean, and the Welsh. The coal lies in 
seams which in Warvvickshire lie at a 
considerable incline, viz., x in 5. The 
seams are 5, 7, or 8-fit. thick. The coal 
is first cut underneath and propped up ; 
then it is wedged or blasted tiii it falls, 
and afterwards cut up and rolled in tubs 
to tilt' shaft, where it is put in a cage and 
taken to the surface. The two great 
difficulties to be mastered in mining are 
gas and water. In Warwickshire there 
is little or no gas; water, however, is 
over-abundant. Fifty per cent, more 
weight of water is extraiited from the 
mine than coal : 600 gallons of water are 
pumped up per minute. Fngland pro- 
duces 156 million tons of coal per year ; 
France 40, and America only 30. France 
takes from England 6 or H inillion tons a 
year, and Holland also a gieat deal. 
One year there were 876 accidents and 
1 100 deaths : 250 by explosions, 468 by 
falls of coal from the roof, several in the 
shaft, and 300 other sundry. 312 tons 
were extra(^ted ^>er man, and there are 
500,000 miners in England. This gives 
an average mortality of i in 450 per 
annum. 

The Presidf.nt then desdribed the 

trap-door spider. There were two divisions 
of spiders: — Mygalidae (mouse weasels) 
and Terrilelariae (underground weavers), 
and to this latter the trap-door slider 
belonged. The one English specimen 
was the .\typus ; found m ar Ex' ter anil 
London. It was to be distinguished from 
other spiders by two special marks :-(i.) in 
all sjnders. below the eyes, arc some ]i\\v- 
like organs or fauces, which 111 other 
spiders are perpendicular and have a 
lateral motion, but ii^ the Tt 1 1 itelariae 
these projedl horizontally, aiui nave an 
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up and down motion : (ii.) on the abdomen 
there are exterior breathing apparatus, 

ail sacks or gills ; other spielers have only 
two such, but these have four. Of the 
' trap>donr spidere there are four types : — 
(a) single dtxn , which is in the shape of a 
cork ; (b) single door, which is in the 
shape of a wafer ; (c) double door and 
wafer; and (d) double door, wafer, and 
nest branches. The nest is 4 or 6 inches 
deep, circular in seClion and rounded at 
the end, silk inside. The door flies shut 
of its own accord, on its silken hinge. 
The silk lining is woven in patches. Most 
in Europe are found on the shores of the 
Mediterranean. In dass (c) there is a 
scroiul do >r, with a silk flap half way 
down the nest. In class (d) there is a 
branch to the nest. It is questionable 
whether this is for e^fgi or for refuge. 
Tile second dour in this case would be at 
the jun<flure, and would shut on to either 
passage. 

The meeting tlien ternunated ; number 
present, 50. 

Mf.RTINC held Nov. 22Nn. 
M. H. I'loxAM, Esq. (O.K.), read a long 
and interesting paper on British, Kciinan, 
and Saxon Antiquities, conneifted with 
Rugby, which he illustrated by a large 
nuniMr of valuable remains. After men- 
tioning that the beginning of his collec- 
tions was a few old coins giv< n hint at 
school, he began to comment on anc:i»-nt 
British local antiquities. The CDnstitic- 
tion of railways has brought to light 
many oKI relics. On the London and 
Birmingham line, near Brandon, a bar- 
row was cut through. A sepulchral urn 
found in it was broken, and of it he 
showi (1 a shred, a specimen of the prim- 
eval fictile ware of the country before i 
Roman invasion. In 1H35 another was | 
opened near Athersti uic, in which wert? 
urns antl drinking cups, while an Anglo- 
Saxon grave was also unearthed, contain- 
ing a boss of a shield and a spear-heatl. 
In 1M67 a labourer found, while digging 
at New Bilton, <me of the finest Celtic 
spear-heads ever discovered in this coun- 
try, which he exhibited, lieing 9} inches 
long, 2-^ iiicheii. broad, and ^ in. thick. 
Another spear-head was discovered at i 
Wolvey, and a Celt at Barton-on-the- 
Heath. Next to come to Roman remains : I 
some Samiaii ware was found in the park i 
at Coombe, near which there evidently I 



was a stillyard. The name of the potter 
Divix was on one specimen. At Cave's 

Inn, which he ha<l proved to be the Roman 
mansio of Tripontiuni, many relics have 
been found, such as glazed Samian ware, 
a stylus of bronze, a Roman fibula, a 
piece of flat glass, a silver denarius, a 
Roman fibula and key. These he showed. 
The burial place of tliis station has yet 
to be discovered. .\t i^rincethorpe Ro- 
man and Saxon remains have been dis- 
covered, a Roman key, coin, and a perfe«5l 
vase, as well as an Anglo-Saxon fibula. 
.\t Little Law ford sepulchral urns have 
been found, one of which is at Holbrooke 
Grange, Probably this was a private 
burial ground. lie showed a curious 
piece of ware found there, perhaps a 
lamp. At Brownsover a Roman cinerary 
urn was fountl, but broken by the spade. 
Dr. Thomas, w ho in 1730 edited a second 
edition of Dugdale's "Warwickshire," 
de.scribes the disrover\' nt Sawbridge of 
several curiously-polisiied Roman urns of 
grey earthenware, on a stone with a 
hole bored in it, in an emptied well. 
In 1843, at Newton, in the course of 
levelling a gravel pit, eit^ht or ten human 
skeletons were found with various jewels 
of gold and silver, beads, and an amulet. 
Such bea<ls have bet n found in T>erby- 
shire. Very few remains have adlually 
been found in Rugb)'. On his premises 
a small bronze hammer (Rouian-Hritish), 
and a bronze luiger ring with a (ireek in- 
scription, an armulus impUalis, have been 
unearthed. Next come Anglo-Saxon 
remains. In the making of the railway 
to Leamington, and in cutting through a 
hill near Marton, a plain urn, iron spear- 
heads, and a cormded fragment of an 
iron blade, a circular fibula of bronze, 
without the " acus," or pin, a saucer- 
shaped fibula, &c., were discovered. 
These are all v< ry early Saxon remains, 
tiating from bi fuie the close of the sixth 
century. In 1S24, <in Watling Street, 
between Pilgrim's Low -where the toad 
to Lutterworth crosses the Street— and 
Bensford Bridge, repairs were begun, as 
it was in a bad state, and then, below the 
surface, Anglo-Saxon remains were found, 
such as the bosses of shields, spear- 
heads, knives, and hbulas of crucial form, 
different to the Roman harp-shaped fibu- 
la'. These remains were at first thought 
to be Hoinan. but were afterwards de- 
clared by antiquaries to be Anglo-Saxon, 
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deposited between 450 and 600, a.d. Of 
the three nationalities, each severally 
pradlised the two modes of burial: (i) 
mhumatinn, (2) cremation. The British 
Imricd with their dead rude drinkiuf^ cups 
and stone spear-heads. Their urns were 
in shape nke flower-pots, ornamented 
with incised lines. T'lc K'omans ilid not 
bury weapons of waitart; will) the dead. 
Their sepulchral urns were plain, and 
turned in a lathe. The Saxons, before 
their conversion to Christianity, burii.-tl 
with the dead rude weapons of war, 
offensive and defensive — spear-heads, and 
sepulchral urns were often covered with 
luisses uf shields, &c. : with the females, 
hbuJae, beads, &c. The Anglo-Saxon 
sepulchral urns were often covered with 
rude urnanient, weie impel fcctly burned, 
and shaped with the hand, not the lathe. 
In conclusion, he urged the members of 
tile Soci< tv to profit by these meetinf,'s, 
and t'l iniikt- the enjoyment of their after 
life n. stiuius. such as Archajjlogy, of 
which tilt y lieard something in their 
school ilays. 

The President thanked Mr. Bloxam 
warmly for his paper, and assured him 
that the Society appreciated not only his 
dui p art liajological knowledge, but his 
profound love of his old School. 

The meeting then terminated. Num- 
ber present, 60.

BIG IDE LEVEE. 
At a Bigside Lev^e held on Saiurday, 
November 15th, H. E. Cobb, seconded 
by A. F. Wootten proposed " 1 hat Chal- 
lenge Matches be decided by one da^'s 
pl a y , u n less both sides are equal. Camed 
turn. con. 
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On Saturday, November ist, Mr. Sad- 
ler proposed ** That Trial by Jury is an 
unsatisfa(ftor>' method of procemire." The 
speech of the Proposer waa unfortunatdy 
lost. 

Mr. Wood considered the motion revo- 

lutiiiiiarv. Surclv nun of projK-rty and 
respectability were competent to form an 
opinion on faAs — all technical necessitiea 
were left to the jvuli^c However, jury- 
men possess common sense and k>cal 
knowledf^e : disagreement is rare among 
them. Besides, they always looked upon 
the judge's summing up as infallible. In 
conclusion, the hon. m^ber pointed out 
that twelve jurymen, compelled to agree, 
were less susceptible to venality than a 
single judge. 

Mr. Lea urged that the system was an 
intolerable nuisance for those compelled 
to servt; as jurymen. Moreover, if they 
merely agreed with the judge, what need 
of their services existed ? From per- 
sonal ex])erieiic'-. 'fic knew tlii'.t they 
were sometimes utterly uicapable. A 
system of paid jurymen was what was 
really required. 

Mr. Haywakij upheld the present 
system as the best possible. The re- 
sponsibility was too great to be placed on 
a single judge. Bacon's instance was a 
case m j^oiiit. romphiints nf unjust aii<i 
disproportionate sentences were even now 
frequent : they would increase if the 
same man gave the verdidl and the sen- 
tence. 

Mr. WooTTKN proposed as an amend- 
ment, " That juries should consist of men 
and women in equal nuinl)(.:rs." 

Mr. MlCHBLMORE pointed out that a 
jury summoned by lot ran little danger 
of being corrupted. The power of chal- 
lenging individuals was a great safcguaul 
lor the prisoner. A jury hardly ever 
convidl an innocent man, though some- 
times thty '•'•ill acquit a guilty one. The 
present metiiod of procedure was sure, 
even if slow. 

Mr. Woon condemned the amendment as 
frivolous, and unwnithyof consideration. 

The Pkoi'oSF.K. in conclusion, dwelt 
upon the fnc'l tliat the loss of time ensured 
by the pit- sent system was uns.it isfaOlory 
in the extrtme. If the summuig up is 
always to be takem as gospel, a jury is of 
no use.

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The question of Reynolds' Field has often 
been discussed in tlie Meteor from time to 
time: it has been coademned as an ex- 
pensive luxury, which ought to be made 
more use of; and indeed it cannot lie 
denied that we have hardly had our 
money's worth out of this field, for which 
we pay an annual rent of over fifty 
pounds. Of late years, of course, it has 
been very useful in the Christmas Term, 
furuishinf; four verj^good football grounds, 
which are chosen now even in preference 
to those in the Close, and an- very often 
used for counting Belows: but in the 
Summer Terra it has hitherto been used 
for nothing except Two Belows, and 
occasional *' ends " for one or two Houses. 
To this abuse, we are glad to sajr, there 
is every prospei.1 of a happy termmation. 
It has been proposed at times to stop 
allowances for more levelling, or to make 
Lawn Tennis Courts tliere, but such pro- 
posals have never coni& to anything, and 
indeed it would not have been wise to 
level with only a yearly rent. This term, 
however, owing to an increased feeling 
that something should be done, the 
Redtor of Rugby has granted us a lease 
for fourteen years at a slightly reduced 
rent, suhjei^ of course to the approval 
of his successor, should he retire before 
the expiration of the term. A few weeks 
ago, preparations were made and meas- 
urements taken, and it was decided to 
level a piece measuring 107 yards by 7o» 
or an acre and a-half, so as to make mom 



for about five more cricket pitches : the 
work was immediately begun, and is 
now progressing favourably. This de- 
prives us for the present of two football 
grounds, the other two still being in use. 
Next term we expert these two football 
grounds will still continue to he used for 
occasional Little-sides or IJelows, the 
Foreign Matches being played in the 
Close (provided th^ are early in the 
term). But now comes an important 
question : where is the money to be got 
from. At first it was suggested to stop 
an allowance, and make up the rest from 
next term's School subscriptions, the 
estimated expense being ^"44. Such a 
method was however rejecfled as undesir- 
able, and finally Mr. Michell very kindly 
offered to collet the money by voluntary 
subscriptions. More than £20 has already 
been subscribed by the Masters, and 
those who desire to help will oblige by 
communicating with Mr. Michell: any 
deficiency will of course have to be made 
up by School subscriptions. We liope 
in the course of a year or two to have 
quite a good cricket ground in Reynolds', 
and see l^-lows and even House Matches 
played oil tijere. 

At a very interesting meeting of the 

R.S.N.H.S., a report of which will he 
found in another column, a member of 
the Society read a most entertaining 
paper on the "Spider." In the course 
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of his remarks our attention was drawn 
to the faift that he was attacking; the 
Mettor for making mistakes in their re- 
ports.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 



Mrbting held Satusdav, Dec 6. 

The Pkksident began by calling the 
attention of the Society to the fact that 
a ))rize is given for the best essay on any 
subject on Natural History, which in- 
cludes Archaiology. lie also presented 
to the Society a case sent to him from 
Devon, cont. lining a specimen t)f the 
European Dipper, or Water-ouzel, shot 
on the Dart. He then called on G. C. 
Richards (m.) to read his paper on ''Brit- 
ish Spiders." 

He began by saying that his paper was inteaded 
to be a Keneral sketch, following up the interestin< 
leAutne given last meeting by the President on the 
Trap Door Spider. The first thing to be asked 
wat, whether the nider was aa iotea or not ; the 
ri);ht answer to which qnestioD was "No." la 
what points did it difler from aa inaeA? The is* 
aea, as indeed its aasM |m <o«os) implied, was 
divided into rings or leAions; the spider woold 
scorn to be so divicl'Mi. The insed has six legs; 
the spider as many as eight. It also has no as* 
tennae. The inteA has compound eyca included 
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in OIK- fii L-, while the spiijer has from two to etRht. 
but simple L-vfs It is m faift of a higher ortler 
than the insi-ct Spi lers are ilivi Ic 1 into three 
classes. acconlinK to the number of their eyes — 
binoculiiii, scHiXJuhua. and odocuhna. The in- 
sert itself consi.sts of three pwrtions, the thorax, 
elytra, ami abdomen ; but the first two in the 
spider are joined and are called the kephalothorax. 
The bices in the spider move horizontally ; and at 
the end of each falx there is a bag of poison which 
it squirts at its foes. On the legs are "calamis- 
tra." curling irons, which are ased to spinning the 
web. The abdomen is very varied in shape, and 
is peealiar for iu spionerets. from wliicli iasaes the 
silk, which io its nataral Mate is liquid, but on 
being eipoied to the air becomes hara: bat thei* 
are ghibolcs in it which do not harden. Of the 
mght-efOd class there are lo families, five of which 
live b)' hanting. and five by spinning snares into 
which their prey falls Of the former group first 
we have the Mygalidae (the trap do>>r spiders), 
secondly the Lycosi i.u'. or wolves, whus!- chief 
gcnuH is Lycosa. These are of the aernnaui tvpe, 
an 1 make themselves rafts of their conis and float 
aljuut in the air. .^mon^ these is the DoUxne ies 
Mirabilis. Thinliy c\.ine the S;iltii:iil.ic, or jiimpiTs. 
Of the Thomisul.ie the m.iin v;eniis is Tlioiiiisus, 
who possesses qiieerly j'liiiieil ie^s. msomuch that 
he can run sile.vays, siraikjhtfxruards, or back- 
wards. He also tloats at>;iut iii the air on rafts of 
Woven cunl. Of the 1 )r.issi l.ie. a remarkable 
s[i; !er is the .Xr^ynt'ta Aq^iatica. This ^enus liv«!S 
musily uiuler water. They are covere I with hairs 
which, when they dive, carry down wiili them a 
lot of little air bubbles, and thus they take with 
them under the water enou>;h atmosphere to 
breathe and to fill their cells with, into each of 
which they put a bubble of air with the young. 
Theie remains the second group of Ave, of which 
first we have the Ciniflonidae, which builds lovely 
w«bs. wbicb to the naked eye look dirty and ugly 
masaea, bat. nnder a micrasco{ic api>ear libe tm 
most exquisite lace work. Next the aoHaa qtfaler, 
Tagenana Domestica. The gcumetficima axe the 
Epeiridae. which are the laqnst sort of spider com- 
monly found, and are hnncbbacked. Iliey weave 
those f;nometrical weba, so familiar to tis; and 
these webs, when examined tbrouKh a microscope, 
are found to limk tike s(riii:;s of Urri ls The six- 
eyed clas.s of spiders IS not nearly so interesting, 
or so commonly found. Sever. il attempts have 
Ixren made to utilise the spi Ut s silk, but if li.is 
been generally found that the cost is greater than 
the gain, so f.ar are thev surp.issed by silkworms 
in the an of spinnini^ finisheil iiy (K.jnting 

out the want of uueiest in the S<K:ietv. fur the 
Arachin<la. which, w;l.l^l U. not so di(lii;ult as 
some branches of bntainolo(^-, would amply repay 
any eHoita made in its behalf. 

Mr. Lbb Warnbr then proceeded to 

read his paper on " Egypt,"' and was 
greeted with loutl applause. 

He wished to give a general idea of Egypt. Mr, 
Mackenzie Wallace \v;is one day travelling in 
Egypt when he suddenly saw projected in front of 
him the figure of a mao riding on a donkey. He 
did not immediately recognise himself and his ass; 
but as soon as he did undeistand i:. he m.tde a 
vow if ever be wrote a book on Egyirt. he would 
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descril>e K(;vpt as just such a distorted silhouette 
of an inhabitcil country as this grntesiju..' iiki':iess 
was of hinijelf an I his .ass Now as re;.;.irils the 
Size and shape of Kijypt ; wc can hardly believe it 
when wo are told that it is at most 8 miles broad 
by 1500 miles lon^ The course of the Nile niav 
Im? comparihl to a gigantic palm tree ; for, Lieginning 
in the South, where us affluents drain the highlands 
of e<iuatonal .\frica. it there resembles the roots; 
then for the next 800 miles it receives no affluent 
and resembles the trunk ; and lastly in the Delta 
it bursts out into foliage, as the ^dm into leaves ; 
and it is about these leaves chiefly that we shall 
now be ooocemed. First, then, we must ander" 
stand aometbing about the distaneaa : frpm Alei« 
andria to Cairo is aboat lao miles, while from 
Cairo to Kbartoom is laay miles. We may say 
there is no country so interesting as Egypt. This 
age. by its discovery of the reservoirs of tropical 
rain, from which the Nile comes, has solvau one 
mystery of past ages ; and M. I-csscps" Suez Canal 
had really carried out an attempt made jo >o years 
earlier, though then not cjuitc rcalizeil. English- 
men have now gone out there, to see if they can- 
not innke more use of tins river which flows down 
simply to fertilize this strip of land. Kgvpt. 
1 litherto matters have been checked, because the 
n.itive sovereigns always took care to s'c whether 
the propi>se<l improvement would help their own 
lands; but now, under English superinten leti :e. 
it is t > hr. hoped that the people s wishes will be 
considered Hut unfortunately the political prob- 
lems and the ge.);,^raj)hical are closelv interininglol. 
Oniv the other d.iv 'ieiieral Gord'Hi, on his wav 
to Kliarioum, could not think only of the interests 
of the Soud,in. but telegraphed to Col. Scott M >n- 
criefl, at Cairo, to ask whoihrrr he could affi>rd to 
supiKirt a nilometer .it K i.»rtoum, or whether he 
could do without it. But of all questions the 
most important is v^h.at is the nation.alny of the 
Egyptians? The Egyptians proper are the oldest 
people in the world of whom we have records. 
The more people dig. the more do they find skulls 
and busts, and so develops their idea of the type 
to which the ^ptiaas bdont : tb^ pro- 
bably not Soudanese, as Hendolua supposes, nor 
Arabians: but they came from the more distant 
regions of Asia— perhaps Ctreassiana, who have 
become darker and have faitermarried with Ara* 
bians. In spite of this, however. th<*y are instantly, 
at a glance, distinguishable from the Bedouin cr 
pure-blocKletl Arabians. The native Egyptian only 
desires to lie left alone to cultivate his fields, but 
the Hedouins retain their nomad char.ader. Hut 
to return to the P -Ita. which is to u* the m >*t 
interestin;; part of l-'^xpt. Egypt in oldirn tim.;s 
was ^ovenie i from v.inous capitals, bv which the 
dynasties .are ilistinguisheil First there is riu-brs, 
of which we have the best remains, then, two or 
three thous.in I years li . ML.-rniuiis, the capit.il of 
the first ,v. i; ku .mi kiti^;. who lin lmg the Nile 
flowing further w^tst th.m it does 11 ).v. ma.le a large 
dyke an I caused it to flow bet Ai'en liis ovvii city 
and ihe invaliiig Sainiiic peoples. Tlier<! were 
other capitals: Tanis, the capital of Kiraese*; 
Alexandria of the Ptolemys; and ,\'iydos Sais. 
In the Delta, at present, the Nile flows in three 
branches — acanallcl branch to AlexanJria, the 
Diraietta and Kosetta bran ;hes. K it of old there 
wer>] seven branches, viz., the Cinobic, the UjU 
bei.l. Ihe .S.Don i.ti.:. the prosjnt O i-ni^Hta br inoh, 
the raniie, and lastly tbu Fitlosiac. Of tb«M 
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branchfs. (uily tlic DamiLita ami Kns<^tta, or Hol- 
t'eiil. arc ill full aitinti now The nthcrs havr dune 
their work in makiiii; the I)rlta, thmiph ivH so 
1hi'roii>,'hly as rme coiili.1 wish : fur the land of the 
Dflla is cutitinuall) iuLiineii tn sink. The chief 
places of interest here are— Alexandria, Sais, Tanis 
— the oiil capital at the time of the Exodus, from 
which the Israelites started . T'etusium — the nu>st 
eastern part of the Delta, ancrntly called sin ; 
Pithom, Migdol and Goshen, which is on a fresh- 
water canal mDoinK thron^'h the land of (;oshen. 
which is now uncultivated. People are Kradually 
digging more and so finding more. Amongst the 
most important discoveries was the stone found at 
Roaetta, which is the key to the history of Plgypt. 
It was written in three languages—sacred Rg\p- 
tian. common Egjrptiao. and Greek. The names 
of kings and queens were found to be encircled in 
losenipi-shaped rings, and so working tana these 
they discovered how to read these hieroglyphic 
inscriptions. Mr. Percy Smith would soon snow 
(Mr. Lee Warner told us) slides of Alesiandria, 
whkb, however, is a my disappointing town. It 
was not Cunous ootil tbe time of Alexander, and 
glorious as it was in tbe time of Ptolemy, is tbe 
most modern of tbe towns in the Delta, and indeed 
it looks so. All Greek work of the time of Ptol- 
emy has disap(u:ared. The site alone of the 
temple of Serapis, and of the other great library, 
built by Ptolemy, is known : but there is Pompey's 
Pill.ir, so called, which, however, is not Pompey s. 
but was set up by a nami s.-ikc of bis in the later 
time of Iliocli tian The coast of ihe Delta is 
f. 'rnu-^! of saiidliills. aniori^sl which li'.iit- v:i;.i^;es 
havi- settle<! in such placi-s where siir.ijMii^ .iside 
the sand, thev ran find a liitif f«it:liiv, 1mi the 
rest Ihev sul'Mst on tish.

Sirabo. in the time of Augustus, 
went to .\.ss<iuan with an cx(K:dition to thrash the 
Nubians, who had caused trouble by interrupting 
the Nile works; and he states that people used to 
embark very near to Ismailia, in order to sail down 
the Retl Jiea. The Pyramids, of course, arc the re- 
markable objeAs ot iL(ivpt : there are about 84 in tol- 
erable preservation up the western side of the Nile, as 
liar as Thebes, and even further. But there arc three 
chief ones— • those of Chophra, Rujn. and Myceri- 
BUS (as Horace calls him). They wen bnilt first 
on a small scale, and then enlaiged, and wwe con* 
sidered very Impoftaot aaaffiaAtng tbe noeption tbe 
Kings' ghosts would get in the fntarewoila. Tbeee 
pyramids are said to have taken 100.000 men '14 
years to build ; and for ten years these men bad to 
make a causeway to bring the huge stones from 
the Arabian side of the Kile to tbe reonired spot. 

After Mr. Percy Smith had exhibited some magic 
lanteTH slides, which, in spite of a rather dull light, 
were very good and interesting, and which Mr. Lee 
Warner explained as Ihey appeared on the sheet.

At a meeting held Saturday, Nov. 2^, 
Mr. W ood proposed " that Barbarism n 
preferable to Civilisation." 

The Proposrk claimed for barbarism 

that it had done its work mnre success- 
fully than so-called civilisation, and as 
typical barbarism he took the Greeks of 
the Homeric age. In this old-world sj'S- 
tem everything; was on a grander scale 
than in modern times, virtue and vice 
alike ; then it was possible to find the 
siinple straightforward man, not disfig- 
ured by the petty vices of our times ; these 
men could endure hardships of all kinds 
without appealinff to art tor protetftion. 
Such barbarians, he iirf,u'd, were prefer- 
able to our civilised men. 

Mr. Lea, in opposing, contended that 
barbarians should be judged by the speci- 
mens we see in the present day. Bar- 
barism gave no advantages, whUe those 
of the civilised state were obvious and 
manifold : for example, security of Hfis 
and propertw and tenderness even to- 
wards lower animals. India would give 
a good example of barbarism in such 
customs as Suttee. Why, he asked, do 
we aim at improvement, if barbarism is 
the best condition for men ? 

Mr. WooTTEN wished to draw attention 
to the disadvantat,'i s of civilisation, both 
with regard to the li uly and the mind. 
The body was rapidly degenerating from 
undue cultivation of the brain, and work 
amidst nnwholesonie surroundings. The 
mind, though subtler, was no better than 
in the times of barbarism ; men robbed, 
murdered, and abused one another still, 
only in a subtler way. If further proof 
of our disadvantages were needed at the 
present day, we had only to look at the 
monstrous Style of clothing that civilisa- 
had introdticed. 

Mr. Richards objected to the line taken 
by the Proposer, which left his opponents 
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in the dark. Barbarians were really sav- 
ages, and must be regarded as such, so 
that the tMAiue drawn of them by the 
Proposer was really absurd. The exam- 
ples adduced of the evils of civiHsatiun 
were mere special instances, and in every 
state of society some could be found ; the 
important point was that the evils of bar- 
barism were radical and inherent, those of 
civiltsalioii only incidental, and as such 
they wotild disappear in the course of pro- 
gress. 

'Mr. Sadler rose to propose as an am- 
endment **that the Homeric age in 

Greece produced greater charaifters than 
those of the present day.** 

Mr. Wkstcott (hon. mem.) regretted 
that tlic Proposer had taken so strange 
a delinuion of barbarism, and had thereby 
precluded himself from advancing many 
plausible arguments in its favour. He 
then went on to show that an early state 
of society was pleasant only for the strong, 
and that, morally speaking, it was far 
inferior to our own, whatever the draw- 
back of the l.itlt r ini!,'ht be. Afti r proving 
that we were l>etter off than men who lived 
two centuries hack, he argued that to adopt 
the motion proposed, would be to accept 
a cn e<i of despair, and that civilisation 
nuist l><- better than barbarism if wc 
adiiiUtf d the reality of progress at all. 

Mi. Lkh \\'akm-.k (hon. mein.), wiiile 
allowing that dreek civilisation might 
be proved superior to our own, main- 
tained that it was not barbarism, which 
all must allow tu be inferior to any form 
of civilisation. 

Mr. Pavnb Smith (hon. mem.), while 
allowitig that ri\ ilisalion ha<l brought 
many grievous rcsultii in its train, yet 
claimed that it was a real advance upon - 
barbarism, as the latter had merely 
avoided these by its cruel checks upon 
population, such as infanticide, and inter- 
necilie wars, which civilisation had re- 
moved. It was ui the gentler, humaner 
spirit of civilisation, not merely in the 
external comforts it brought, that its real 
advance upon barbarism lay, and in view 
of this he felt that the motion could not 
be supported. 

Mr. stMBV deprecated the introdu<^ion 
of the Homeric age, as being altogether 
irrelevant. 

' Mr. Lba, in his reply, touched on the 

evils prevalent in the- Ilomeric age. which 
may be inferred from the descriptions of 



drunken orgies and brutal raids, which 
formed part of every-day life in those 
times. It the Proposer's ideal barbarians 
were of this type, it was needless to spend 
time in jjortraying the vices of the com- 
mon-place savage, who had been SO care- 
fully kept in the background. 

.Mr. Wood, in conclusion, complained 
that his desire to limit the meaning of 
barbarism had been disregarded by bis. 
opponents. The examples of the burning 
ol witches. Suttee, and the like, which 
had been advanced as barbaric practices 
by the op|>osite side, were only instances 
of the shortcomings of civilisation. Bar- 
barisai, as he had defined it, was manly 
and ooble, and did not become cruel until 
the onward march of civilisation had laid 
its contaminating grasp upon it. 

Mr. Sadlkk witluhew his amendment, 
and the original motion was put to the 
vote.

We are in iehted to a correspondent for the 
fnllovMHt; notice of a well known Old Kuj-beian, 
taken from Cncfut. issue of Nov 27th, 1884: —

" A ■ Man of Kent ' has sent us the following 
tribute to the memory of the popular Kentish 
Amateur, whose early death was briefly noticed 
by the writer of " Pavilion Gossip. " m CriOtt 
of oa. 30 :— 

" His bowling had the peculiarity of a distind 
curt in its flight from hand to pitch. So marked 
was this that on one oecashm, at Canterbury, 
both bateman and wichet-kesper icpealedly 
reached in vw'n for balls which appeaiM to curl 
nway from them and go to short slip. As he 
l>ec.ime more accurate and mors successful in 
putting on the ofl-breah. much of this curl 
<!is:)p]>eared, though it was still noticeable in 
ins list senson When he first came out he 
j;ave ^reai promise as a batsman, but. as 
frequently h.ijipcns with those who can both 
bat and bowl, he was not successful in both 
dr J .iriiiicnts in the same year. That, however, 
he could hnvr- been a really first-class bat h.id 
he confiiir 1 hts ,i;t. :itiHn tu lefence rather than 
att.ick, thuse who "i.Tw his innings of 37 not cmt 
and 47 a>;aiiist l)erlivshire at Maidstone, in 
1878. cm have no doubt Hickton, Mycroft. 
and Hay. all bowled their fastest, and the 
ground was as dangerous as the Mote can be 
in a dry season, but be never lost nerve, and 
those two performances of his. will long live m 
our mamorRS as two of the pluckiest we have 
ever seen. It is easy to call to mind the 
frequent occasions, taking into account his 
short career, ujion which he has helped his 
county with bat or w ith ball, and we can hardly 
realise that bis assistance is to be looked for no 
more. It is not so easy to remember that the 
bright smile, the cheery laugh that were always 
ready to congratiUate us in viObotj or cheer us 
in defeat, and the amiable friendship of which 
he was so lavish to all be knew, rsmain to as 
only as memories. Notwitbstandiagbtoill-liealth 
it could not keep him away from the cricket 
field, especially wherever there was a Kmt 
county match. He came to Canterbury for the 
We. k — the scene of almost his last great success 
for his county and was as ea^i r ,as if he had 
been one of the team, for a victory over the 
Australians; but none of his friends — and tbey 
were man v. fur he endeared himself to everyone 
he met — could entertain hojMrs of seeing bini at 
another C'anterbury Week. Kent has sutlerid 
several severe losses of late years, but by those 
who playerl at the same time not unewilibe 
nu>re deeply and truly regretted than that >)f 
their fellow cncki tor ami fru nd. Charles Mor- 
ton Cunliffe. He was m the Kugby XI. from 
1S74 to 1.S76. and was one of the b«t bowlers 
of late years.

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Tub Bigside Levee of Tuesday last came 
to some important determinations. First, 
as regards the Athletics, their date was 

fi\t d for March 19th and 20th, a date 
which the shortness of the term will 
bring round to us almost sooner than we 

are aware of: in facft, in a month's time 
the Athletics will be over for 1885. A 
slight change in the Athletics has already 
been ilcritUd upon by the Stewards: the 
rule ahout the startin<; of races is to be 
altered so as to run, " That all level races, 
the handicap included, be started by a 
pistol ; and that the starter," etc., etc. 
The reason for this change will he suf- 
ficiently clear to everbody. We cannot 
conceive how it has ever been p .ssible 
for the Stewards to take the exact time of 
a race, when the timekeeper at the win- 
ning-post had nothing to guide him as to 
the exa(f\ second of the startin)^ of a 
race, except the guess he was enabled to 
make by his eyes or ears ; and the odds 
must always have been against his getting 
the time perfectly right. In late years, 
also, some maliciously-disposed persons 
have cast doubts on the correctness of the 
stop-watch, affirming that the Stewards 
h id at times to bang it against trees to 
make it go. But we can promise that 
the times recorded of the Athletics of 1885 
will h(* thoroughly trustworthy ; we have 
a reliable stop-watch of our own, which 
is a great acquisition, and our races will 
be- started in such a way as to enable the 
timekeep<:r to hit the exacJt second that 



the runners overstep the crease. We 
request our readers, therefore, to cast no 
imputations on the times of any of the 

races in the Athletics, or any of the Big- 
side Runs, as we possesss the means of 
refuting them: of however dubious a 

charatfler some past records may have 
been, those of 1883 will be above all sus- 
picion. 

A motion, however, was passed by the 
Bigside Lev6e to which we refer, of 
much niore importance than the mere 
settling of the date of the Athletics : the 
rules for the condu<5l of business at Big- 
side Levee itself were properly defined, 
and have received the Headmaster's sane* 
tion : the bill has passed through Parlia* 
ment, has received the assent of the 
supreme authority, and is now law. The 
rules of Bigside Lev€e have hitherto 
been somewhat vague, the atlually re- 
corded ones being scattered about the 
Books in widely different places, so that 
when a point of order was raised, it was 
a work of labour and love to look all 
through the Books tO find tile particular 
rule referred to ; there were also others 
of uncertain tenour, which nobody cxa<5\ly 
knew. At last, however, the rid<-s, are 
properly drawn up, and entered into the 
Bigside B<ioks, and we publish elsewhere 
in this tiuniber a full list of, firstly, old 
rules, >'6fM imipjfnirrnt and secondly, those 
recently added for the better condutft of 
business. \\ ( hope tht-e luks {;ive 
general .satisfaction, and we lirijx? also 
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that for the future all doubt as to the 
proper course to pursue at Bigside Lev6e 
will be removed, and a prompt reference 
to the newly drawn up niks will put an 
end to any discussion that may arise on 
any point of order.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 



Meeting held Saturday, February 7th. 
Number present, 96. 

The President began by rongr.itu- 
lating Mr. Bloxam for being able to be 
present that night ; reminding the Society 
now Mr. Bloxam liad caught cold last 
term, which had been aggravated by his 
coming out to read a paper to the Society, 
and consequently he had been unable to 
go out for a long time after. 

He was pleased to see such an increased 
interest in the Essay competition this year, 
no fewer than eight Essays having been 
sent in. Of these, that of E. E. Austin 
(11.), " Birds of Kugby," had obtained first 
prise; the second priae was divided 
between J. H. Mander (m.), and H. E. 



S^bohm (m.) ; the former writing on 
" Some of the large Birds round Rugby;" 
and the latter on Gothic, Runic, and 
other alphabets." He then called atten- 
tioii to the collei-'linns. He wished tO 
form a colle<5tion of typical animals uturn 
bering forty. Of these the Society was 
already possesseti of eight. He thought 
a little co-operation of coUe<5turs was 
wanted, being far better than individual 
colletfling. 

Mr. Gumming then proceeded to dis- 
course on eleAricity. 

He began hy siatiriR that the experirnents he 
was illx)ut to show were inainlv such .is each of 
his .m licnce could r.■pt^-lt ami extend for them- 
selves, with SM''h npp tratiis as a Iwv's own siudv 
'vmi'ii .'ftcii :i.'t.)ri lie lirst rubbcl a sjlass nil 
With a silk h, ml kerchief, and showed that it had 
the puwer uf ;ittrLiotiug Hi^ht objeds. fragments of 
feathers for instance, .-ind that a rod of seaiinj^ 
wax rubl>ed with flannel had a similar proporty. 
These bodies, owing to this property, were said to 
be eledtriBed. He next presented the excited fi^xa* 
and sealing wax in torn to a skeleton ball made 
of strips of gilt pUMr, and suspende.1 by a stlk 
thread, showing tbat each first attraded and 
then repelled it. He pointed out that the repol- 
aioD was a phenooMmm which would bo cnplawwd 
later on. He alio showed that eoeb of Mm 
cited bodies wonM attraft a lath poieed on the 
Burfeoo of a watch claas. He oen showed that 
paper well dried and rabbed bjr a dothes brush 
became excited and adhefcd to Oe table or tho 
hands of the operator, and was lappoited when 
placed against a vertical wall. 

He next excited a glass tube and p^1ised it on a 
pivot, so that it would swing round freely On 

C resenting an excited ijlass rod to it. it was rep 'lle<j, 
ut on presentin.; a sealin){ wax rod, also exi:iicil. 
it was attra^e i This proved the existence of 
two manifesl.itioiis of electricity or two clcitneities. 
one iievelojie 1 in ^jlass when rul) "- ! wsth silk, and 
calls 1 ri.'>v.'ui or /"cs;/ eleilncitv. and the other 
developed in se.ilin.; w.ax when rubbeJ with 
flannel, and called itun 'ui or negattvt elet'tncitv. 
l . i. h of these ixjssesse I the pro(H.Tty of repelling 
elcikricity of tne same kind, but of attrartinj? 
eleAricityof the opposite kind He then mounted 
excited glass and sealing wax rods in paper stirrups, 
suspended by silk thread, and showed how they 
could tie used to test the nature of an eledrificatioa» 
(or it wonid be of the same sign as the glasi 
or sealing wax, whichever showed repulsion oo 
presenting the excited body to it. He in this wm 
tested the eleftrificstion of rubbed ebonite, iw- 
sulphur, vttlceaite, and silk. He oext took a silk 
ribooo and rabbed it severel times over the sor- 
fiueof a glaas rod. On anspeBdiag it bjr its niddie 
h« showod that the two halves lepelled each other, 
and diteifed ioMead of hanging side by side. On 
presenting the excited glass rod to the ribl|pQ the 
divergence diminished, bat on presenting excited 
sealing wax it incressed. showuDg that sacb an 
arrangement could be used as an eleAroscope to 
detert tHi nuiire of eletf>rifications. He also 
illustrattxi the same principle by cutting p^per 
into strips and eleAnqriag tt as befoie. sbowu| 
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that the strips rlivergpfl, just as the silk had done. 
He next nrnteeiifd to j oint out a class of sub- 
stances, III which the metals were the most familiar, 
which, when held in the hand and rubbed, showed 
no sign of electricity, but if insulated, u., placed 
on a glass rod. which could be held in the hand 
during the rubbing, tbey immediately showed tb« 
presence of ele^mclty. He next iatfOdnoed tlM 
gold leaf eloAriMcope. consisting of two gold leaves 
banging, wh«D nentral. side by side, but which, when 
charged, at once diN-erged. This was charged by 
flapping the brass cap with silk, or by toucniug it 
with an insolated brass ball, pmrioasly eledkrified. 
He next ihowed that the hmaaii body conld be 
■le ftrifi ed when placed 00 a itool withglaM legs: 
Mr. Kkhobra farrnioK tbe oUea ct aqmineat. 
He bdd bie band in ooatad wttb tbe dearoMope 
cap. and 00 broahtng his bair or rabbtag down bk 
cutbea with a silk handkerchief, the leaves im- 
mediately diverged He next pointed oat that 
these two opposite elev'tricities were always devel- 
oped together; that when the silk bad excited the 
glass with vitreous elc<irjcit\'. it was its<;]f found to 
be resinous. On rubbini< a ^lass plate with a silk 
rubber, he showed that wlu n both were held to the 
charged eledroscofie. there was no change in the 
divergence, but when prL-st iilcJ .separately, the one 
showed vitreous and the other resmous cle<;tricity. 
The same appeared when he rubbed a stick of 
scaling wax inside a tiannel cap titied to it. Mr. 
Nicln>!si>ii ai;ain mounted the insulaluiij stcMil. 
and rubbe<l his own hair with flannel, but on touch- 
ing the elc<;troscoj>e no divergence appeared, until 
he threw away the tlaniiel. and then tbe leaves 
separated instantly, lie next pointed out that the 
eledlrification was often determined by tbe minute 
diflerenoes in the surfaces of tbe two bodlaa. Thus 
two pieces of ebonite, of which one was ratber 
•moother than Iba otber. 00 beuig rabbei witb 
■illi. wen one vtlnoas and one rmnons ; while a 
wbite and black silk ribbon, wben rubbed together, 
were sbown to be in oppoeite states. He then 
introdaoed tbe eledrophoras. showing also a home- 
made one. consistioK of an inm plate for sole, a 
sbeet of hudianibber for cake, and a biscuit tin lid. 
beld by a stick of pttta percba,iBr Hd. and showed 
tbat by means of it sparks balf'ia-iitch Umg cuuld 
be obtained. Charging a brasa ball with tbe elec- 
tropborus. he explained the prodnAion of elec- 
tricity in a cylinder placed near it, and also by 
means of it the n£t'toa of the eledmphorus and 
tbe repulsion of tiie gilt ball, to which he had 
called attention earlier He next prccetrded to 
work the Holtz machni'^ (wlK>~.e attion. howL-ver. 
he did not attempt to cx[<l.ii;i;, showiiii; the spark, 
ami >;l'>w dischari^es Ho next i h.lr^;^ d a l.ey- 
den jar. admiuisteruij^ a>iio,_k tu cnclc-s of about 
twenty, f>'rini-d by the niembt-rs an i .i-isi h lati-s 
with jtuned hands, explaining the action l>y means 
of ajar with mnveaole coatiii:;s lie concluded 
by shc>wing the charge and discharge from tbe 
machine of a battery of four I^-ydeO jaiS, wbicb 
gave, on discharge, a loud report. 

It beinp now very late, the meeting was 
dismissed, all very interested in what 
they had heard, and some, no doubt, in- 
tending to repeat, or try to repeat, in 
their studies, some of the easier experi- 
ments that Mr. Cuniniing had shown 
them.

At a meeting held February 14, W. B. 
Wood propos^ " That the fall of Khar- 
toum is due to the vacOlating pcdicy ct 
the G<»vernment." 

The Proposer deprecated the objection 
that the Tories would have done no 
better, and that the Government were 
doing their best now. He declared that 
they had only exhibited tenacity in 
cowardicei ever since the bombardment 
of Alexandria. Gordon had been dis- 
gracefully used by the Government, who 
had refused to grant his requests, — wit- 
ness his message of April, 1884. They 
had shown incapacity in choosiii},' the 
Nile route, and had exasperated, not only 
the Mahdi, but all Ivurope. He con- 
cluded with the hope that they inif^ht be 
driven from oflice, as they deserved. 

A. F. WooTTEN, in opposing, gave a 
fuU summary of the fatfls conne^ed with 
Gordon's mission, from January 18, 18S4: 
these, he maintained, showeil that the 
mission was a peaceful one : that Khar- 
toum had been fiortiiied against orders ; 
that Gordon might have retired, and so 
saved many lives, and a lar^e amount of 
money. The Government nad sent out 
the expedition at the only possible sea- 
son : the route had been chosen by Lord 
Wolseley. The Government had aimed 
at peace throughout, so that the charge 
of vacillation could not be maintained. 

G. C. Richards contended that Gor- 
don's mission could not have been a 
peaceful one, as he had to deal with the 
M.iluli from tht; outset. The great 
blunder had been the failure to push on 
after the battles near Souakim, last 
spring : the Government had not seen 
that a vigorous war policy was often the 
most peaceful in the end : they had 
always waited, like Mr. Micawher, for 
something to turn up. The S )iidan must 
be held for the Safety of Egypt, and it 
would have been wise to employ Indian 
troops to do the work. But the Govern- 
ment all through had pursued a jelly-fish 
policy. 

E. H. Bradby deplored the choice of 

this time fir such a disCttSSioii, and the 
use of Gordon's name for political ends. 
The Government had rightly refused to 
give a handle t > foreign powers by annex- 
ing the Soudan. As to retiring ;*fter the 
campaign last year, th^ had aifled in 
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accordance with the best military advice, I 
which denied that Gordon was in any 
immediate danger. The Indian troops 
could not have been employed, in what 
was a religious war, against men of their 
own creed. He urged all pret^ent to view 
the matter without prejudice, and to 
believe the fa<fls. 

G. I. SiMBY lamented the want of 
aiigaments for the opposition. Gordon, 
it appeared, had not been made to under- 
stand what his duty was, and so he 
could not be blamed for his warlike 
measures. The fatal delay in the expe- 
dition was due to Mr. Gladstone, who 
enjoyed hin:^ If at home, while others 
were dying for England abroad. The 
Government must have known of Gor- 
don's danger, and ought to have sent 
help to him before. He ended by quot- 
ing from a French paper, to sliow the 
small esteem in which our Government 
was held in Europe. 

On the motion of H. C. Bradby, the 
debate was adjourned (mmk. «M.) till SatuT" 
day, February 28th. 



At a private business meeting, held 
Feb. 7th, the following rule was passed :

The exbitution of exanplea of Metal Plata 

Engraving, now being held in the Art Mnieom, it 
one of singular interest and high educational mtnc 
Tbroo^b the kindness of friends, the permanent 
coltodioB of prints has been greatly enlarged, so 
that together witb tbose lent for the presenl tenn. 
alnuMt tbe wbole of the varioni phases of metal 
plate engnviag are amply illustrated. These in- 
clude examples of Lbw Engraving. Dry-point, 
various kincfs of Etching, Mezsotint. Aquatint, 
and others which may be termed " Com{iosite." 
These have been arranf^ed so as to show the de- 
velopment and changes that have tKCurred in each 
r!ass In thr large revolver is shown a series of 
Sfiine fifty works, repruduftions (if early examples 
in the British Museum, .ind sufficiently indicates 
the pr(if;rf ss of the art of engraving both in Italy 
and Germ.iny, frum its discovery after the middle 
of the 15th. to the middle of the 17th century ; 
while in continuation, on the op(>osite wall, are 
hung choice examples of the English .ind Conti- 
nental Schools. This scries begins with a magnifi- 
cent first-state proof, by the celebrated Raphael 
Moiglien (1795-1831). aner (he ftaoo of " Pmebee 



and Aurora," by Guido Rent, lent by the Rer. F. D. 
Morice. and ends with a beautiful work, after 
Alma T.-idema, R.A., by Auguste Blanchard. one 
of the bt-st engravers of the present day There 
are also choice exam|)les by Sir Robert Strange, 
and other masters of the burin, presented to the 
Art Museum by A Sidgvvick, Esq.; and several 
fine plates by Bartnloz/i. lent by Mrs. Skipwith 
Parker. Matthew H Bioxam. Es^ .OR, lends 
a book of f-Lshions. engraved b\ W Hollar, in 
England : some examples of ptrhmt; by himself, as 
well as ajiparatus required for etchinj; pnrp>ses 
Among the Etchings are some g(K)d reproductions 
after Rembrandt, a series by Jacques Callot. and 
others by Dnjardin. Rc)ssini. Farren. Ac. R. Aspa. 
Esq.. contributes Dutch ships etched by Hollar, 
a street scene by Whistler, and a series of soft- 
ground etchinfps by Sam Prout. designed to imitate 
his drawings in chalk. Specimens of etchings 
printed on different kinds of paper an also shown, 
vis., platei. common French. Whatman, and India 
papers. A laive work by Gravier, after a land- 
aeape by J. E. Grace, and snnptnoiislr |»rinted 
on a sheet of veUnm. is lent bj G. Doaglaa, Esq. 

One bay is entirely dewCed to a SMwnifioent 
series of Mezzotints by Snnnel Consens. R.A.. 
after portraits of ladies and children, by Sir 
Toshna Reynolds. These are of the finest state, 
being " signed ■■ artist's proofs. Other mezzotints 
are by J Raphael Smith. I^artnlozzi. Cipriani. 
Ac On the s.mtli wall tw<* Imvs are deivted to a 
series of lar|,;'> Line T.ngraxTnus (proofs before 
letters), which have been presented by W Al:-i \v. 
Esq , M.P.. and H. firaves. Esq . of I' lli .M.ill. 
The remaining three bays are fillc<l with a large 
numl>cr of mezzotiiiLs from the •' Liber Studi- 
onim " Someof the'e indicate the several statjesof 
their existence. fr"m the vigorous prcliniinarv 
etching by Turner himself an l the fine impressi on 
of the matured plate, to the late print— a ghost, si 
to speak, of its former lieautv These have been 
ktnoly lent by S. W. Oscroft. Esq , of Nottingham. 
There are also photographs of th<> earliest known 
examples of engraving proper, done by pre-historic 
artists, and representing rude but effedivc por- 
traits of animals of tbe chase. An etching from 
an old " Niello " Pax. shows the step which led 
immediately to the discovery of printing from the 
engraved metal plate. A series of twelve largs en- 
gravings, by Volpate and Ottariano^ from the so- 
called Anbesooes of Raphael, in tbe Vattcaa. and 
lent by G. C. Hacasd^, esq., occapies the wbole 
end of the roon st tbe antranof. On tbe taUes 
are bound engraving by Hogarth and others. To 
render the exhilntion more intelligible then the 
mere labelling would permit, Mr. Lindsay has 
given a series of '• chats." in which he has traced 
the progress of the engraver's art from its sources; 
l>es;des giving a description of the sewral modes 
of )<rr>!iicin^; the enKravetl plate, and the aiysleries 
cuucernmg printing and papers.

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LECTURE IN BIG SCHOOL. 



On Tuevlay evening. Feb. igth. Mr. R. Stuart 
Poole gave the first of a course of four leiflarea 
00 Alexander, an.i his Meal After dwelling on the 
iOBportance of a Classical Eiiucation tieiu r.ilh , and 
tpeciallv of Greek, he explained how the great 
desire of all Greeks at the time of the birth of 
Alexander, was the conqaest of Asia. Both of 
Alexander s parents, though professedly Greeks, 
had barbarian tendencies, and the force of his 
charaAer was doe to the splendid education he 
received from Aristotle. His first policy was to be 
general of the Greeks. His desire to leave no 
enemies bebiod him wtaea he carried out his great 
p1.ins led bim to comnitt some ruthless acts : one 
of these was the destrudion of Thebes : after subdu- 
ing Thebes. Gtmco was qoita in bis power ; Sparta 
alone endeawMirad to mahrtain a liiula-banded 
contest with hiD. mwevar ha went. 1m eat Utm 
the Greek states from Fenia. pRfierrioK to etuiK 
the democracies rather tbaa the oligaRbiea. H« 
also carried out a wise mercantile JK>lkr< 
established one uniform coinage for ul Ao 
countries subject to him. Again, he ruthlessly aod 
cruellv punished Tyre on its capture : this harsh- 
ness \v.as, however, beneficient to mankind in gen- 
eral, as it enabled him with greater securitv to 
carry out bis si lu-mes. He was welcomecl by 
Iv^'vpt .iii't f ■uiuied Alexandri.i. where his Ho- 
nunc lumiiioss for literature .imi s u nrc led him to 
establish a Museum and Library. He b<-came 
supreme, an irrt s)>i'nsibU- tvraiK, on cajituring the 
Persian capital : he intermarried with the con- 
quered race. After his Indian expedition, he died 
imm intemperance at the age of 32. He was not 
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imsgiiuUive, because he was cruel ; but he was 
pradlical.— prafiical owing to the useful nhtlos- 
(.phy of Aristotle. He made a great use of exist- 
ing materials. He was fjifted with an extraordi- 
nary self-command, with the exceptn^n nf a few out- 
bursts of passKin His chivalry was remarkable, 
anil his treatJU' Tit of Darius' family noble : he also 
was very tolerant. His fatal vice was intemperance, 
which, however, heilid not allow to mar his schemes 
whilst they were beinR carried out. His (jreat 
achievements were (1) the re organization of the T'er- 
sian Empire : (2). the HcUenization of remote na 
tions, the effefts of which were prodigious; (3). 
the noble part which, for the fint time under him, 
moeii b^pa to pUy in Ufe.

side, the team has seemed quite as much 
at home on it as ever ; nor does the 
ground itself appear to have suffered 
much from the innovation, and if the 
weather at the Athletics is only respeiH- 
able, it will be possible next term to judge 
of the expediency of nmng Old Bigside 
in the Easter Term. 

To turn from Football to Racquets. 
We published a letter in our last number 
which decidedly deserves attention. In 
the first place, there is no doubt the 
School pair ought to be known earlier, 
and they would have been known con- 
siderably earlier this year, only, 
owing to an unfortunate accident, it 
has been impossible to play the 
final tie. We would suggest that in 
future the ties be played off in the 
Christmas Term, or at any rate the first 
two or three ties, in order that only the 
four or six best players should be left to 
play in the Easter Term. But it is not 
of this so much that we wish to write as 
of the latter half of our correspondent's 
letter. We have spoken often on the 
general slackness of the School in these 
matters, and have implored our readers 
to wake up; bat all in vain, it seems. 
We can only now suggest some remedy 
for the evil, — evil it is, if, in a few years' 
time, we are to have no representatives 
at Prince's, a thing which must come to 
pass if we have no beginners now. It 
some ties were arranged for those not in 
the Racquet Club, to be played in the 
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Old Court, and if the winners and 
seconds were given some privilege, such 

as becoming members of the Chib or 
having an hour allotted lo them per week 
in the Old Court, we might fairly hope 
to see some stimulus given to Racquets. 
There is too, moreover, not nearly so 
much energy and "^o" about Fives as 
there used to be; witness the smallness 
of the entries for the School Ties : would 
tint matches be conducive to increase 
them. Other schools have their matches, 
both against schools and their masters ; 
thongh it does seem absurd tJiat House 
Ties and House Handicaps are not suf- 
ficient to draw away from " grub shops" 
tlie voracious appetite of the small 
Rugby boy of 18H5.

But 
we remind our worthy friemi th.it a helping hand 
is more v.ilii.iMc an ! usflul than maii)' such criti- 
cisms J'.vcn if llicy i:,in .ilTuril lo siu*cr ;it " inevit- 
able literary articles " i f other p.ipcrs, it dr>t-s no 
good to criticise our " potraless poetry.' It "-vill be 
l>elter to agree not to pick out our several failings, 
of which we both, no doubt, can fiti l plenty. The 
office which they rather 1 nrtl\ n tnsr, ami < ftt r to 
US, we gladly accept, and hope to satisfy the Editor 

of tba SxoitlMt 

Now we wish, h la Demosthenes, first 
to clear ourselves of blame, and then to 
carry war into the enemy's cotintry. First 



of all, the Lea/Jet calls our criticism un- 
favourable. True, we began by saying 
that the Leapt was not so interesting as 
usual ; but. as our contemporary itself 
points out, the criticism partook more of 
the nature of praise than of blame, as 
we praised four of its articles, and found 
fault with the poetry alone : therefore it 
was mt unfavourable: why then^ be 
so sarcastic ? We wrote the review ki a 
spirit mildly su^^'estive of improvement, 
not one of malignant fault finding. VVe 
have often noticed articles in our varioos 
Contemporaries inviting School Papers 
in general to criticise and review each 
other more freely, with a view to mutual 
improvement, to the keeping up of friend 
ly relatiotis. and to giving an opportunity 
to each p.i}»er of airing its ideas of what 
a School Paper should be. Following 
this ail vice, then, we have lately resumed 
the practice of reviewitig our C'mtempo- 
raries, and to our opinion in each case 
we continue to adhere. The wrath of the 
LrrT/f*"/ rises because we have not bestowed 
on it unmixed praise ; but the essence of 
true criticism ts to bestow just blame as 
well as just praise: else we should rapidly 
degenerate into a mutual admiralum so- 
ciety, '* complimenting and ducking each 
to other " (as Milton hath it) "with their 
shaven reverences." We therefore dis- 
agree with the Leaflet's statement that it 
is better not to pick holes. We consi<ler, 
also, that if we review the LeaJUt at all, 
we have a perfetl'l right to tiiete out the 
due measiu'e of censure as well as of 
commendation, and we invite the Lm^, 
if it feels itself .nggrievcd by ovir remarks, 
to return the compliment in its next Dum- 
ber, and criticise us. If we thought tbe 
poetry " poor and pointless " (and we 
have no reason to change our opinion), 
surely it is just to say so by the side of 
the praise we bestow on it fiir its Other 
articles. Besides, the Meteor tS not in- 
fallible ; though we think otherwise, yet 
true judges of poetry may deem the con- 
tributions to the Leaflet to be first-rate: 
but apparently the Leaflet wmdd put a 
stop to the mutual reviewing of school 
pa]M'rs. 

Next, we are sternly reminded that " a 
helping hand is mure valuable and useful 
than many such criticisms." In answer 
to tliis. we ask the Editors of the Leaflet 
whether we have not given them a help- 
ing hand? Have not fovourable notices 
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of the LM/bl appeared from time to time 
in the columns of the Meteor? Have not 
the Editors of the Meteor themselves, 
past and present, sent contributions 
which have appeared in the Leaflet? 
Finally, has not the Mtkcrhten the cause 
of an additional gain to the Leaflet in the 
shape of a correspondence with the Ex' 
MM», which cannot fail to benefit the 
Leaflet, but which it accepts with so un- 
grateful an air? Seeing therefore that 
we do give the LmfU^ a helping hand, we 
may p> rhaps esrapp condemnation for 
giving in aiidition our views on the Leaf- 
let, though they may be worthless (as the 
Leaflet gently insinuates). 

Next, we are charged with sneering at 
the " inevitable literary articles " of other 
papers. Now, to sneer at other papers 
was very hx from our intent. Our opin- 
ion on literary articles in school papers is 
this : a school paper should register school 
Dews ; if it has any room left after so 
doing, let it insert literary articles, but 
the school news should have the first 
place. But when a school paper like the 
Leaflet lays itself out for literary articles, 
and records no (or very little) school 
news* far be it from us to sneer at it. As 
we have already observed, the Leaflet 
works on a higher plane than the Meteor, 
dealing as it does with the ideal, while 
the itfjifvr deals only with baser real: can 
we then sneer at our superior? 

Now we wish to turn the tables slightly: 
let not the Leaflet sneer at our misprints, 
as we, too, oould lay our finger on mis- 
prints in the Leaflet. Our contenip>orary 
also disclaims any intention to quote 
••Pickwick." and yet goes on to do so, 
thereby distincflly insinuating that the 
Meteor is the " worthless contemporary 
and •* false scurriloiis print " of which it 
speaks : it also twice goes out of its way 
to criticise the Meteor, and then proceeds 
to state that it is better not to i)ick 
holes : this inconsistency needs no criti- 
cism on our part. We do not think we 
"curtly refused" the suggestion of the 
ExoHian: would not "pohtely declined'" 
be a more appropriate phrase ? On re- 
ceiving the proposal referred to from the 
Exonian (which, if we may say so without 
incurring the charge of sneering, we con- 
sider a most excellent antl highly praise- 
worthy one), we put it into print, thereby 
portiaps giving it a bigger chance of suc- 
cess than it hoped for, and whilst con- 



fessing our own inability to carry it out, 
we took care to see that the office was 
properly attended to: is this curt? we 
appeal to the decision of our readers. If 
we had wished to be discourteous to the 
we should simply have disre- 
garded the request altogether. 

In conclusion, in spite of this slight 
passage of arms, we cannot refrain from 
saying that, whatever faults we may 
imagine we see in the Leaflet, we con- 
tinue to think it a most tfcellently written 
and well organized pajier, and we heartily 
wish it all success, and many more num- 
bers Hke the last one. We have really 
no wish to break off the friendly connec- 
tion we have hitherto kept up with the 
Leaflet: but we shall hardly dare to re- 
view it again after the decided " you shut 
up '* dl its last number.

The Prbsident proposed a vote of 
thanks to the Rev. F. D. Mnrire, fcjr sune 
birds' skins which he had presented to 
the Society; to C. E. Davis, Esq., for 
some dippers' eggs ; and to H. E. Allen, 
Esq., for a long-eared bat. 

He then called on L. W. Lkks (m.) 
to read his paper on Iron. He began by 
Stating that he intended chiefly to speak 
of the various processes for the produdUon 



of wrought iron from the ore, and the 
manufatfture of the wrought iron into 
bars, sheets, etc. Practically, all iron 
was found in the form of chemical com- 
binations with other bodies, and so the 
first process was to extrac*^ the metallic 
iron from the ores. One of the earliest 
methods of doing this, was the Catalan 
Hearth, in which was placed alternate 
layers of charcoal, and ore, through which 
the blast was driven from the bottom. 
The iron thus obtained was, however, far 
from pure ; and the next process was to 
extra(5t the cinders and other impurities 
in it. This may be done in various 
ways: — i., by the puddling furnace, from 
which it is taken in malleable limips to 
the " shingling hammer," by which the 
remainder of the dag is beaten out ; — ii., 
by the r^essemer process, by which the 
impurities are extracted in an iron retort 
by an intense heat ; but this prOOeSS 18 
not available fur ores that contain much 
phosphorus : — iii., a modification of the 
Hessemer process, by means of a patent 
basic lining for the converter, making 
possible the treatment of ores containing 
phosphorus. The iron is then ready for 
rolling into bars, or sheets ; and when 
this is dune, they are pickled in vitriol to 
remove the oxide. AH wrought iron is 
subjected to these processes before l)enig 
used for other purposes. 

J. H. Mandbr (m.) then proceeded to 
read his paper on the Larger Birds round 
Rugby, which consisted of an account of 
the kestrel and sparrow-hawk of the hawk 
tribe, and the ewvidot or crows, viz., the 
carrion crow, i ok, jackdaw, magpie and 
jay. The kestrel was the commonest of 
the hawks in this neighbourhood. He 
had himself found their eggs in old car- 
rion crows' nests on the IJarby hill. The 
sparrow-hawk came next, a sly and wary 
bird. It was said to build annually in a 
spinney near Thurlaston, and one or two 
had been foumi in Brandon Woods. As 
its name implied, its food consisted of 
sparrows and small birds, and, like the 
kestrel, it generally appropriated an old 
magpie's or crow's nest, in preference to 
building its own. Of the crow tribe, the 
carrion came first. Uidike the rook, it 
built its nest alone on the top of a tree. 
It lived generally on hares, rabluts, and 
also frc^s. With the rook all were familiar, 
from the rookery (last year a hundred 
nests) in the Close. The jackdaw, uidike 
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its brtthrtti, who were gcneralh- so shy, 
and wary, was the most sociable of birds. 
Its sombre and clerical appearance well 
suited the abode it had chosen for its 
nest : it generally built in church towers, 
but also in holes in trees, and < litis. The 
magpie, the most mischievous thief imag- 
inable, was reported to have stolen jewels, 
and silver spoons, and hidden them in its 
nest. It could be taught to speak, hke 
the parrot, and was considered a bird of 
evil omen if seen singly, or of good if seen 
in pairs. The jay closed the list, the 
most handsome of our English birds ; it 
also could, like (he rnagi>io, be taught to 
speak, and was a spii iuiul mimic. 

E. H. Bradbv (a.) was then called 
upon to tell the Society alxiut the Fortim 
of Rome. We enter the Forum by the Tem- 
ple of Castor and Pollux, of A liK h nowonly 
three pillars are standing. It has a com- 
manding position, with a flight of steps 
leading up to it. Ih-n- the Senate 
occasionally met, and in front of it the 
public assembly was held. At the foot 
we can see the Cloaca Maxima. Then 
we pass on to the Dasilica Julia, restored 
by Augustus, during whose reign the 
Centum Viri used to meet there. Its 
area accommodated a large audience, and 
there was also a gallery above. Then 
we come to eight fine granite pillars and 
three Corinthian columns. The former 
are the remains of the Temple of Saturn, 
and still retain the inscription, the latter 
of that of Vespasian. DIredlly behind 
the temple of Saturn is that of Con- 
cord, the House of Parliament of the 
ancient Romans. Next we see the arch 
of Septimus Severus, representing, at the 
top, in chains, the captives from Babvlon 
betng led in triumph. In the time of the 
Emperors the old Via Sacra, instead of 
going as before round the temple of Sat- 
urn, was altered to pass through this 
arch on its way from the arch of Titus 
to the Capitol. In front of this arch 
Stand, or are supposed to stand, the much 
disputed Rostra. Further on we see the 
Bascilica of Constantinc, a palace exceed- 
ingly beautiful, but on« \vhi( h has little 
justice done to it. Then wc pass un out 
of the Forum and reach the Capitol. 
The paper w as illustrated by two large 
photos of the Forum. 

A. Percv Smith, Esq., then proceeded 
to read his acrtjunt of the lUfthods and 
Significations of Hetaliiry. Heraldry is 



the shorthand of History. It was 
adopted generally in the I2th century, 
before which time we hear only of shields 
of one colour or of simply jiolished metals. 
Its origin still remauis but conjectural. 
It has very reasonably been attributed to 
the necessity of distinguishing the leaders 
during the crusade. The derivation for 
the term Herald is probably from the 
Greek *^4nt$, whose funcftions were 
in many respedls identical with the 
Heranet of the French. The shield 
alone first bore the armorial bearings ; 
but they were afterwards embroidered on 
the surcoat of silk. The Ground or 
Field «)f the shield was, at an early date, 
depid^ed in various colours, which were 
divided into three classes — metals, tinc« 
tures, and furs. Next to the colour, &c., 
of the held came the Ordinairies, or divid- 
ing the shield by bars, crosses, Ac. 
Then come the marks of cadency to dis- 
tinguish between tin- different branches of 
family ; the second son generally adopt* 
ing some mark to distinguish his arms 
from the paternal arms inherited by his 
elder brother. The account was illus- 
trated by A magnificently drawn pedigree 
of immense size, and by drawings on the 
black boartl, wiiieh Mr. Percy Smith 
drew as he proce<Hled.

Cooml)r 
Abbey Inke was the only place where the wiM duck 
was at all numerous, it was als-i tn Ik' tuiiini at 
Church I-awfiifil The snipe, if anywhere munil 
Rugby, was to be founil iii the Sewage I'anu, 
where, with a telestTopr. :t couM l;c scon iii>;sinK 
with Its bill in the mud fur fi>od. Its near relative, 
the jack soipe, was very rare indeed ; no authenti- 
cated iottance probably of its breeding in England 
having been produced. The water or moor beo 
was by far the commonest of our water birds : itt 
cry of "ooorook" resounding familiarly amaag 
the rushes. It even was k:i<>wn t» iccd. though 
bat timidly, among farm -yard fowls. It had extra- 
ordinary diving powors« which it frequentbr used as 
a method of escape : sometimes keeping for a long 
time aoder water with only the end of its bill 
above the snrfsoe. Though geeeraUy buildhig 
on or does to th* wntsr-fine, on* nest haa 
been found ten foot flpooi the ground in a 
tree. The king-6sher. one of the lovidiest of 
British birds, haunted the old canal and Avon 
at Brownsover : to see it fishinK was a most 
delightful sight. It made a rough s<irt of nest of 
ejeifted fish-bones in holeu in the lianks of streams, 
and laid there six or sevi'ii r-^^-s of a di lie it.- junk 
colour, which, however, wLcu bliuM:, bLtanie pui« 
white. The common heron we kiu w from the 
herony at Conmbe Abbey, but the Intu rii «e mdy 
caught sight of very seldom; it was a spK n h i i>ird. 
its chief charaderistu s bi-ir.,: its feathers down the 
front an. I sides of its iietk, biit u"! down the back. 
It ha<l only twice iM.x-n s<?en near Kugliv i f late years; 
in tile severe winter of i860- i at Newiun (a jHjor 
spe luiiiil ; ami the other List iJeceiiiber near 
XVolstMri, a splor.did bird, whii h wa.s iinw m his 
possession The bittern closed the interesting and 
well-written aci -nint of the water birds. The paper 
was illustrated by several stuffed birds, amongst 
wbieb the bittern figured con^icuonsly.

M. H. Bloxam Esq., (o.r.) then exhi- 
bited some relics of the ancient days of 
Rugby School : some txc'n:iscs 01 195 
years a£o; the plans for the School in 
days when ike master (there was only 
one), received from the found.itioii funds 
the astounding sum of four shillings and 
eight pence. He also showed a small 
picbire of a monument of an ancestor of 
Mr. Lee Warner's, an old knight of the 
Asllqr fomily. 

Thb President proposed a vole of 
thanks to G. E. Farran (m.) for his gift 



to the Society of a great quantity of eggs, 
some of which were rare, and filled up 
many gaps in the Society's cdlection. 
The meeting of 53 then terminated.

At a meeting held Satuxdav, Feb. 28. 
the adjourned debate, on the motion 
" That the fall of Khartoum was due to 
the vacillating policy < f the Govern- 
ment." was resumed by H. C. Bradby, 
who pointed otit that Gordon understood 
his instrutftions, but mistook the power 
of the Mahdi. Graham's force, he 
showed, was prevented from advancing 
on Berber by the lateness of the season, 
but when operations were begun, there 
was not the delay from August 5th to 
August 22nd, as Mr. Gladstone had 
clearly stated. There had been many 
misfortunes in this campaign, but they 
must not be attributed to the Govern- 
ment as faults. 

F. C. HURLE declared that the time for 
this Vote oil Censure was well chosen — 
they should strike while the iron was hot. 
The tr. lops ought to have gone earlier, 
but Mr. Gladstone would not allow that 
Gordon was in danger. The viAories of 
Graham were not followed up, and th* 
interval, till the end of August, was 
wasted. 

.\. A. ALt.FN supported the statement 
that Gordon s mission was a peaceful one, 
for he thought he couKl pacify the Soudan, 
till he found out his mistake, when he 
demanded an armed force. Graham's 
victories had not been f illowed up, because 
to do so would have required a vast trans- 
port service, which was not available; 
setting aside the heat of the season. It 
was because Khartoum had fallen, and 
not because of the weakness of their pol- 
icy, that the Government were attacked, 
but the fall was due to causes beyond 
their control. 

F. J. S.\ULiiK showed that Gordon's in- 
structions were precise : he did not carry 
them out, but tried to free the hand of 
the Government. The choice of the Nile 
route had been found fault with, but Lord 
Wolscley had decided for this, and he 
should be the best judge; anyhow it was 
a military question. 

G. A. Kendall urged that^Gordon's 
\ instructions had been considerably en- 
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larged by the clause which ordered him 

to und< ! take duties entrustctl to him by 
the Egyptian Government. Thus he was 
made Governor-General of the Soudan, 
and he was bound to keep troops to hold 
the roads. The vacillation of the Gov- 
ernment began over the question of 
sending Gordon in the first place. Later 
on, Mr. Gladstone had plans for a relief 
expedition before him for three months 
before it was sent. Mr. Gladstone had 
sown the wind and must reap the whirl- 
wind. 

N. Bonham-Carter discussed the 
two proposals as to Graham's advance 
from Souakim to Berber last Sj^ring. 
showing (1) that an advance in force was 
' impossible, owing to difficulties of climate 
and transport ; (2) that to send a small 
body of troops would have been useless 
and dangerous. The fall of Khartoum 
had^ probably been hastened by our ex- 
pedition ; natives who would be glad to 
have Gordon woidd imt want a Hritish 
army or Government at Khartoum. 

J. H. Lba protested against the ten- 
dency to wander from the point at issue, 
and declared that as Khartoum was in 
tin charge of the Government, and had 
fallen by someone's fault, that fault was 
the Government s, for they had been vacil- 
lating throughout, as the faif^s had shown. 

R. Keep maintained that it was only 
Gordon's presence at Khartoum that had 
given us an interest in it. the place was 
not in any way in charge of the Govern- 
ment ; now, he granted, we must get hold 
of the Mahdi, but we had been in it > way 
responsible for iChartoum beyond the res- 
cue of Gordon. 

F. D. North advised the opponents of 
the motion npt to crow before thc'y were 
out of the wood. 

J. C. Ki t IS pointed out that thou^^h 
Khaitoum had fallen by treachery, the 
Mahdi had not known of the traitor's 
plans beforehand, and therefore the argu- 
ment that the time of the arrival of the 
English relieving force was unimportant 
fell to the ground. He asked why Gen. 
Gordon had not had transports last March, 
was it not the fault of the (lovernment ? 
In his view Gordon should never have 
been sent, but he ought to have been res- 
cued whin otu e he was sent. 

A. F. W ooTTUN, in replying, stated that 
the only request of Gordon's that was 
refused was his demand for Zebebr, and 



that refusal all parties approved of. Gor- 
don's own idea had been that he could 
negotiate peacefuU), and he had tried to 
do so, a fatft which proved the really 
peaceful characfler of his mission. He 
repeated that the three points in the case 
for the Government were:— (1) that Gor- 
don's mission was a peaceftU one, (2) that 
the town had fallea by treachery, against 
which no j>rovision could be made, (3) 
that the expedition to relieve Gordon had 
been sent out as som as the condition of 
cliinat*! made it feasible, and on these he 
took his stand, and asked the House to 
support him. 

\V. B. Wool), in conclusion, justified a 
previous speaker in stigmatizing the Gov- 
ernment as having pursued a jelly fish 
policy, for, he said, they could hardly 
keep on the top of the water, and they 
irritated all with whom they came in con- 
ta(fl. Their condudt, he repeated, had 
been marked by feebleness and irresolu- 
tion in the matter of Egypt, from the very 
first, and this had culminated in their 
base desertion of Gordon, whereby they 
had sacrificed not only his precious life, 
but those of all his supporters in Khar- 
toum ; on these grounds he asked (he 
House to vote for the motion.

OUR. OXFORD LETTER. 

March 7th, 1885. 

Dear Sir, — After the very pressing re- 
quest 1 have receivt'tl from J'<ju, to tell you 
of the doings of the Rugbeian colony in 
Oxford, 1 feel in dntv Imuiid to indite to 
you a brief Utter, which you may insert 
in your c iluinus or not, as you please. 

A week has now elapsed since the con- 
clusion of the Torpids, and the excite- 
ment which they always cause, and the 
festivities which invariably follow them 
in those colleges on whom fortune has 
smiled, have well nigh fade<l out of mem- 
ory. Corpus and Brasenose maintained 
their positions as first and second respedt- 
ivi ly, but I regret to say that there was 
no Kugby representative in either boat. 
In fa<fl thcie were only three Rugby men 
rowing in the Torpids altogether, viz.. 
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A.J. Hart, who rowed bow in the Trinity 
boat, which went down one place and ts 

now seventh : B. B. Cubitt, who rowed 
seven in the Balliol i)oat, which went up 
one i)lace and ended next behind Trinity: 
and J. H. Hum, who rowed bow for 
Univcisity, 11 boat which started in 
rather a discreditable position, and which, 
partly throuflh ili luck, was bumped by 
Jesus', and thus ended twentieth. Besides 
these Rugby oarsmen, \V. D. Sargent was 
coxswain of the Mertun Torpid, which is 
twenty-fifth, or in other words, bottom 
but two on the river. It is renlly a 
matter of regret that we don't see more 
O.R.'s take to rowing up here ; but per- 
haps it is not to be wondered at, as the 
Avon affords but a poor chance for 
learning the noble art at Rugby. 

In Football, however, we have a very 
different story to tell. It was truthfully 
pointed out a short time ago in a i)apfr 
that devotes a good deal of its space to 
athletics of various kinds, that the "Var- 
sity team was composed almost entirely 
of old members of two schools — Rugby 
and Loretto. During the present season, 
E. D. Court, B. A. Cohen, K. E. Inglis, 
P. Coles, G. F. Bradby, and W. H. 
Souire have all played at times for the 
'Varsity ; while H. W. Cave has only 
been prevented from so doing through 
indisposition. At the same time wc very 
much regret to have to mention that on 
February gth the 'Varsity was defeated 
by I^ditibiugh University, after having 
sustained an unbeaten record for three 
years. Perhaps, however. Sir, it may be 
some consolation to your readers to know 
that there were only three Rugbeians 
playing for Oxford on that occasion. 

With regard to Athletic Sports, I am 
sorry to tell you that H. Rowland Brown 
has unfortunately been prevented fr tn 
running for the present, owing to a strain 
of rather a serious nature. In the Oriel 
sports, the only O.R. pri/e-winner was 
G. H. Aitken, who was second in the 
600 Yards Handicap, with 15 yards 
start ; but at the New College meeting 
Rugby was greatly to the fore. W. W. 
Vaugnan carried off the first prize for 
the Weight, putting 28ft. i|in. : W. 
Madeley won the 100 Yards, was second 
in the Quarter Mile, and third in the Half- 
Mile Handicap, with a start of 40 yards: 
finally, F. J. K. Cross, an O.R. who 
figured largely in Strangers* Races List 



term, was second in the Strangers' Race 
(One Mile Handicap), with a start of five 

yards — a very creditable performance. 

But to turn from Rugby physical to 
Rugby learning. It is nu })leasant duty 
to record the greatest s( liolastic honour 
we have achieved for some years, and to 
congratulate W. Miller on coming out 
third, and beine honourably mentioned 
in the Hertfiord. Only last December, 
he sf'ciired one the best firsts ever 
obtained in Moderations, and I trust that 
he will continue his career of success 
that his industry has begun for him, and 
that not long hence we shall hear of bis 
taking the Ireland. 

There are no Honour schools this term, 
but next term there will be both Honour 
Mods, and Greats, and I believe there 
will be a good many O.R.'s in.

The last fixture of the season was 
brought to a successful termination on 
Thurstlay, February 26th. After a very 
pleasant and evenly-contested game, the 
School succeeded in defeating their oppo- 
nents by four tries to nil. It is only just 
to state that some of the College behinds 
had hardly ever played outside the scrum- 
mage before, though Wordsworth was a 
host in himself, giving the School a con.

got away. Bradby kicked off finrni the

The ball was then passed to 
Withers, who made a very fine sprint along 
thetouch-line,beingonly shoved into touch 
at their twenty-five. On the ball being 
thrown into play, it was kicked out of 
Close bv the white gate. Sale dropped 
out, and a scrummage was formed in the 
middle of the ground, and chiefly owing 
to the dribbling of Meakin and Allen, the 
game was confined to the visitors' quar- 
ters. Bradby, Wordsworth, .ind Jessel, 
in their respei'tivc places, worked hard to 
prevent our scornig, and finally a g/OOd 
run from Wordsworth right across the 
ground, quite changed the aspect of affairs. 
Burnett, however, off a good pass from 
Kent, got well away to the Tree, before 
being driven into touch, and the scrum- 
mage more than held their own till the 
ball was thrown out to Withers, who, on 
being hield by Wordsworth, threw to Kent, 
who ran in some little way from goal : 
Meakin, liowever, failed with the place. 
After the drop-out, the balj travelled to 
the Walnut Tree, and North getting hold 
of it, threw to Withers, he passed to Kent, 
and Kent to Burnett, who ran right round 
all their backs, and got behind the line 
on the Pontines side of the goal : unfor- 
tunately. Withers sent the ball just over 
the post. On the ball being re-started, 
Nortn dropped back into Bradby's hands, 
who ran to the Tree: here a fjood deal of 
forward work was put in by Thorold and 
Ferguson-Davie, and as they managed to 
keep it tight, the home forwards were 
rather pressed . Wordsworth got off" a ga i n , 
but was prevented from doing sei ious 
harm by the good tackling of Kent. They 
now refused to allow the behinds to have 
a chance, and though the home forwards 
played up well, they gradually gained 
ground. However, as soon as the tight 
pack broke up, our forwards got away to 
the centre of the ground, and Madeley 
ran into touch for them by the trees. Kent 



made a long drop along the Pontines 
touch-line, and they touched down in 
self-defence. After the drop-out, Withers 
ran into their twenty-five on the Barby 
side, and their forwards again neutralized 
some of our advantage. Allen, however, 
recovered it by a good run to where Case's 
Gallows ought to be, and passed neatly to 
Ivcns, who tiiittiJ in behind the posts; 
the ball rolled from the place, so only a 
try was scored. After some desultory 
scrummaging, relieved by a smart run 
from Witliers, they touched down just as 
half-time was called. Withers kicked off, 
and Wordsworth, by a good run, got 
right through our forwards, and was not 
held till he got to the centre of the ground, 
from where their forwards carried the 
game to oar twenty-five on the Dun- 
church side. They th( n began to wake 
up, and gave us a gaud deal of trouble ; 
Madel^ carried the ball in front of goal, 
but Gaddntn and Balderson brought it 
back to touch. Wordsworth then made 
another gootl run along the touch-line, 
which Agnew and Batesou made of no 
account. Thorold and Cholmondeley re- 
covered the ground for them, and brought 
the game close under our goal, but, as 
they could not keep it tight enough, James 
dropped judiciously into touch on the 
Pontines side, Bradby then made a 
Strong run, and was only just held out- 
side the line. Both sides then tlid all 
they could : the New College forwards 
let the ball out to their behinds, but the 
combined efforts of West and Words- 
worth couhl not do more than get in front 
of goal. Our forwards managed to loosen 
it, and Oaddum and North landed the 
ball safely at the Tree, and Bateson car- 
ried it w< 11 into their twenty-five. The 
scrummage varied between theii twenty- 
five and the Tree for some time, till West, 
Bradby, and Wordsworth, rush«'d it down 
to our line, but Chilton and Hurle.bygood 
dribbling.pre vented their scoring; the for- 
mer then aided Balderson in carrying the 
game totheirtwenty-five again, and the ball 
being passed out to Withers, he ran clean 
round their backs, but was held some way 
from goal : Meakin failed with the place. 
.After a little more scruniina^Miig on ourside 
of the Tree, " No-side " was called. Thus 
we won, as stated above. There was a 
strong wind blowing, which considerably 
interlered with the place-kicking. 
For them Wordsworth (behind), and 
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Thorold and Ferguson Davie (forwards) 
played best ; while for the School Withers 
and Kent (behind), and Meakin, Allen, 
and Gaddum (forwards) were most con* | 
spicuous.

THE SCHOOL STEEPLECHASES. 



In spite of the dismal forebodings which 
many of us must have felt owing to the 
severity of the weather thioughout Fri- 

(l.iv, when it seemed likely that the 
Steeplechases would have to be run 
through the snow, yet Saturday, March 
7th, turned nut a bright and fine day, 
though a tritle cold. The course that 
was set may be fairly put down as an im- 
provement on past ones, as there were 
plenty of easy or possible jumps at the 
beginning, with no sharp turns, and 
more running in between the jumps : 
there were, however, some stiff hedges 
and regular " sousers " at the finish 

For the open event seven started. 
From the very beginning it was clear 
tliaf it woiilrl II !>e much of a race, as 
Kent drt w stt adily ahead, and kept 
always increasing his distance from the 
others, which he maintained to the end, 
winning easily, and jumping well. Of 
the others, Bengough ma. was second for 
some distance, but at length surrendered 
his place to Mott, who had hitherto made 
a good third. This order was maintained 
to the end ; Isaacs came in fourth : Camp- 
bell and Jessop also ran some consider- 
able distance, hut at last gave up. 

The event under 5ft. 7in. made a much 
better race. Ten started, of whom Sur- 
tees led at first, followed by Boughton 
Leigh. After a short distance, however, 
Boughton Leigh got in front of Surtees, 
who was followed by Wilson mi. and Sad- 



ler ; then Sadler, putting on a spurt, got 
in front of Wilson, who also gave way to 
Bradwell. At the Bnish, Boughton Leigh 
came in first, followed at a short distance 
by Surtees, Sadler, Bradwell, Wilson, 
Calderon, Dugdale, and Rendall: Melly 
and Guthrie also started, but failed to go 
the whole way. 

We could wish in future years to see 
the spectators kept back a little better 
from streaming across the course, and 
hindering the runners. True, the Stewards 
were very energetic with their canes, but 
there seemed to be far fewer of the Sixth 
present armed wHh canes than there 
ii;)^'lit tf) ]\d\i- been. Tlic bucolic ele- 
ment also rather prevailed, and at times 
became disorderly and rebdlious. Let 
us hope that next year a Strong bndy of 
Sixth posted at each jump will keep back 
all who try to run across the course.

Ptclcmy II. I I'hiladelphus), lovcj luxury and ease, 
hut was very (niici of literature. Ptolemy III, 
(KuerKftcs) w.as a great conqueror, and much be- 
loved : he perfetleil the Museum. This Museum 
w.os a sch.inl to tfdiicate teachers, and send them 
out to ti'aih others: not for pupils, as is proveil by 
the absence of games .\ priest was .d .vu . s head 
of the Museum, so that thus tlicv unitcii ttli|,'!on 
with education! It possessed a hii|.;e library, 
which contained, among other things, the ori^mai 
Copies of tnost of the best (ireek writers. It is a 
wonderful fa<fl that the teaching there was auite 
gratuitous. One interesting result of Alexandrine 
research was that they copied and collated the 
vanons texts and wrotis out good ones, thereby 
putting the Classics into proper form : they aln 
invented Greek accents. They were equally prooi- 
ioeat in mathematics : Euclid flourislMd there : 
tbe steam engine was discovered.lMit the invention 
was not applied, and ao died oat : poetry and tbe 
art of medicioa were alio itndied : they translated 
the " Sqptasgiot," the greatest event in tbe rriigjoos 
world ever brought about by any king. Smral 
oelabnted men flouruhed toera: Ptuio. Flavlss 
ClenMna, Oriitan. and Atbanaiiiw beteg the chief. 
Then came a iieathen re-aAion, followed Intwhy 
tbe jntrodoftion of peraecuiion by the CbrMsBS. 
This cansed tbe decliae of learning at Alesandria, 
which died oat with the mnrder of Hyftatia. Tbe 
chief debt we owe to Alexandria consists in the 
" Septuagtnt " and onr present editions of tbe 
Claaaics. 

LECTURE III. 
After remarking on tbe wideepread popniaritjr of 
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the Greek draaia eMtwtnl^ at proved by the 
dregful MCBe M the maniMe tetival in Parthk. 
after tb« battle of Cham. Mr. Poole told how the 
Arab Empire on its rise was hif(faly dviUaed and 
cultured, and in no way barbarian, and waa tbjB 
home of a iirxxi deal of nuble and cliivalrons aeati- 
ment. Then Mahomet came and greatly retarded 
the |iro>jrcss of the Arab Kmpirc. which he cor- 
rupteij and spoilt : h<iwcvcr, he added to it such a 
reliRiuus iiiipul^e. that smm after his df-ath the 
Aral) F.m| ire c.ttt ndeil cut-r a far larger dominion 
than that I'f Rome. < onsi.intinople btung the bul- 
wark of t luistiaiiiiy. The two great s<!.ns of 
ieaminf; were HaKhdad and Cordova, where the 
arts and sciences tlourishe<i. The Arab move- 
mimt, however, lasted only for a few centuries. 
The Arabs and Tartars hll up for us a iarge gap 
in the dark ayes Tlie .\rabs handed uu Eurlid to 
us: they made great progress in asinmoiny. and 
also reiidered later generations valuable services 
in preserving the classics and fosicnui; art. They 
faiMd in not being able to perfect wli.tt they ha<l 
iOMVDMd. by their s>istem >.( cooquering by law.

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Of the two gl«at Rugby festivals which 
come round every year — the Athletics in 
the Lent Term and the O.R. Match and 

Speeches in the SumiDer— the fui iiicr has 
just come and gone, and, save for the 
disappointment of m few here and there, 

the Sports have been a Considerable; suc- 
cess. The weather — we ought perhaps 
to apologise to our readers for discussing 
such a well-worn siibjc('^, hut it really is 
worth reconiint; in history — was the best 
that March could possibly afford, and 
consequently the "Grand Stand," if a 
composition of chairs and old cricket 
riiects can be designated by such a name, 
was well filled on both days by rejiresen- 
tatives of most of the leading families of 
the immi-diate iitighbi mrhood. The 
ground has not been in such good con- 
dition for running for many past Ath* 
letics, which accounts for the times being 
well up to the average : the Quarter Mile 
and Half Mile are especially noticeable, 
being quite the best we have on re* f)rd. 
All the arrangements were excellentiy 
carried out by the Stewards, and the out- 
come of their inventive genius acUled 
greatly to the comfi>rt and satisfac'lion 
both of speiftator and competitor. \\'<: 
very much, recommend the telegraph 
Iward to future Stewards, as well as a 
ro])ing off a space for the tun jumps and 
the Putting the Weight, but at the same 
time we would remind some of the mem* 
hers nf the School that the board was 
not put there for them to stand in front 



of, as in all probability the board was far 
more interesting to the visitors than the 
hideous conglomeration of most ill* 

assorted colours which adorned the hats 
of many. The Stewards, in their efforts 
to make the Athletics of 1885 a success, 
were ably seconded by the members of 
the VTth., and it did the Meteorological 
heart good to see all or nearly all the 
Si.\th laying about them with their canes 
in truly heroic fashion, and by the end 
of the second day, either because the 
shins were getting sore or because it had 
been discovered there was a likelihood of 
their being made so, people were gen- 
erally most amenable to discipline. To 
turn to the a^ual competitions, it seemed 
to us that, with two <<•: tli ree exceptions, 
there had been very little training tor the 
short distance races: in none of them 
were the tiuies good, while the Mile, Half, 
and Quarter were all very good. One very 
noticeable defe<fl was brought painfully 
before our ej'es in the km Yards, for 
which there was a good entrance, but 
when the race had to be run, only 
enough for one heat came to the start. 
It surely is a great mistake for fellows to 
put down their names iind tht:n not run. 
Fines may assist the Athletic exchequer, 
but they do not do any other good, nor 
do they seem to have the effect for wlii< h 
they are intended. Not only in the 
'* Hundred " was this fault apparent, 
but, in many races, heats, which on the 
card represented some dozen starters, 
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were run for the benefit of, in some cases, 
only three or four, two of whom had to 
run in the final. Now that we have pro- 
cured a stop-watch which does not 
require to be knocked ap^ainst the flag- 
staff or a tree to make it fjo, it was only 
natural to expect some records to be 
made: iiradby and Kent furnished all 
that WAS required, the former in the 
Quartr r. the latter in the Half Mile. 
Why the Jumps were so poor is probably 
to !)(■ accouiitetl for by want of practice, 
though the Little High Jump was a 
fairly good one, and a much better Long j 
Jump had been done, we believe, by 
Kent in praAice. As to ractDf, both the 
Open and the Little Mile were alt that 
could be desired : in the former Wilson 
went off with a lead, and ran well 
throughout, but. had there been a few 
more yanis. tin rr is but little doubt that 
the end would have been different, as 
Kent came alonj? the straight at a tre- 
mendous pace; in the latter, all the three 
who went the whole way ran very well, 
Ixit the jiace was too forced for Welkins, 
who had to give way to Sitwell in the 
last 100 yards and never recovered his 
place. It was one of the most jilcasing 
sights in the Sports to see such a large 
field as nine come to the start for the 
O. R. race, which, if we remember right- 
ly, had to be omitted last year for the 
want of the most necessary article. The 
Weight was rather a stirprise to every- 
one, as it was generally understood that 
the wnmer had not pri viously done more 
than 29 ft. Neither of the Hurdle Races 
were veryexciting, and the usual rabble** 
races brought a most enjoyable Athletics 
to a close. 

•*» 

As we look back on the season of winter 
from which we have just emerged, and 
which is always the chief business-time 
of our two Societies, it seems to us that 
one of these two Societies has hardly 
done its <\\'A\ for tlic st-ason of 1884-5. 
The meetings of the Debating Society 
have neither been so frequent nor so 
wll atferulpd during the pa^t season as 
we could wish. During the two terms, 
there have only been seven meetings, 
anti six debates (one lu-iiig adjourned), 
whereas there was certainly room for 
two, and possibly three mort . Now as in 
other respeifts, so we certainly do not 
wish the energy oi oar readers to fall off 



here. The Debating Society is most 
useful in teaching fellows how to speak 
without losing their self-possession, and 
is certainly capital training for those who 
intend to take any public part in life ; in 
this respe<ft it is to be classified with the 
Sixth Ffeading in Chapel, and the Rt ci- 
tations in the Speeches, only that it 
possesses kn addnional advantage over 
tlu^in in encouraging fellows to think for 
themselves and read the papers. There- 
fore any falling o'T of our energy in so 
important a branch of education is high- 
ly to be deprecated. It is true that the 
Debating Society is somewhat too exclu- 
sive, being too fond of the black-ball, but 
it is not this point on which we want to 
lay stress. We would like to see more 
energy displayed next season by the 
members themselves. Nearly the whole 
of the burden of getting up the Debates 
nuw invariably falls on the officers, who 
find it exceedingly hard to get fellows to 
put down their names to speak on any 
subject. The three officers form in them- 
selves just enough to constitute a Debate; 
and after thev luive spoken, and perhaps 
one or two or the less slack of the mem> 
bcrs, a dead silence is (or rather was) 
too apt to prevail in the room for some 
time, simply because the general run of 
members were too lazy to get up the snb- 
je(fl at all, or too indolent to speak. 
This has necessitated the passing of 
two rules with a tendency to compel 
members to get on their legfs, thereby 
adding to the work of the officers, though 
not carrying out their desired obje<ft as 
well as could be expected. We know for 
certain that there are several members of 
the Society who have never spoken, and 
thereby forfeit their membership, while 
still more just manage to struggle on to 
their legs once, make a few platitudes or 
deliver a written speech (composed by 
someone else), and so save themselves by 
the skin of their teeth, leaving, as before, 
most of the work to fall on one or two 
luckless individuals. And generally 
speaking, we may condemn the languid 
spirit which often pervades the debates, 
of which perhaps that on ** Trial by Jury" 
— a very good sul^edt for dd>ate — ^was 
the worst. 

Next season let us hope to see a 
mariied change. Rugbeians seem at thn 
period to want a good shaking up all 
round; every member of the School 
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ahould go in for something, and go in 
vigDTOuuy, in addition to the oommoQ 
round of his daily work in school, and 
some compulsory games or runs. We 
are certain that more fellows could in- 
terest themselves in the Debating Society 
if they liked, and tJiat the majority of the 
members mi^ht rouse themselves from 
the lethargy mto which they have fallen. 
This temporary torpor is exemplified by 
the extinction of House Debating So- 
cieties. These excellent institutions, 
which give the junior members of Houses 
the nerve to speak in the School Debat- 
ing Society, have of late entirely col- 
lapsed ; and their revival is earnestly to 
be hoped for. They have flourished in 
two Houses ; why shnuld not the same 
two Houses re-start them ? It is surely 
better for fdlows to be doing themselves 
some good by training themselves to 
speak or getting instruction in politics 
than to waste time in bending over their 
fires with the latest trashy novel in their 
hands. 

Finall3% we must bestow a word of 

]»aisc on many of the speeches when 
they did come. The quality of our 
spiders is, we hope, in no way degener- 
ating, even though their Quantity may be 
diminishing. 'Hiough the season has 
not been a succt ssfu! one on the wliole, 
the animated debate on the fall of Khar- 
toum, which closed it, showed great 
promise, and \v<- hope to see more of our 
youthful speakers display their talent 
next Christmas Term.

The hordes are under {bnrteen hands, but of mar- 
vellDMs endurance. In China there are no large 
ilrnui'it horses, and so occaaiooally very mixed 
li-ains art: met with. He had once seen, he s.iid. 
a teatu of 'Uie hnrse, two mules. aTi l :i ci i\v ; and 
on one Decision a farmers \\a.\\x pliiiii„<h hiil l>een 
drawn bv his wife and a ja<-kass On ri im mstrat- 
ing with the farmer on his crueltv. he receiveii the 
replv that, onlv having one wife and one jackSM. 
there was no hi-lp for it. The first day s journey 
is brought to an end at an inn Mere there is mie 
large be<J made ol bricks, and hollow, so that on a 
cold night a fire of straw could be lighted under- 
neath. The only covering over the lincks is a 
piece of greasy felt. On remarking to the inn- 
lieeper. bow many insets' boles there are in the 
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muiJ walls, he answers th it tin le is no cause 
for alarm, as it is a v.-ry gentle sticcics The 
monoy is put in the cart. This will oot 
api^Kr strange, if this /ad is considereil. that the 
only I .image used in China consists of brass coins 
larger than the English halfjjenny, tweotv-five of 
which go to a penny, and 300 to a dtilling. A 
pound's worth would be too heavy for a roan to lift. 
The rest of « ne'» money is in silver lumps, from 
which a portion is cat iDd changed at the niok (or 
the brass coins, when a Dew nipply is wanted. 
The next day s journey proceeds past the great 
wall of China, where it goes straight up a preci- 
nice, until at last, after many mooQUUD passes and 
lords, the Emperor's buatiag groundto aie reached, 
where a lodging can be got. 

TIm Qiioamaa shoots with the stock of bis gun 
stnight bl fiPOM of his nose. but. as be uses nu wad 
of any kind to keep his powder and his shot tight, 
thete is little fear pf his gun kicking In a verv 
few days, nu-re Rame ha^ bei n shot than is «aiii< <'l.

As for the N.itural History of China, the gre.it

room he had kept an eagle owl. which hail thrived 
for some timt\ and had grc'-wi .jim i. and domesti- 
cated, It stool two !\et high. It had at last died 
of eatiii<; to., much hemp .\ black bear had 
si>orted in his verandah, until it became v) savage 
that he had to shoot it He had kept in his grounds 
two grey herons The rest of his menagerie he 
had not time to describe, but he had been given 
a pair of tiger cubs, which be had reared with 
great care.

THE GYMNASIUM COMPETITION. 



This took place on Thursday after- 
noon, March 26th, Major Fox, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Aldershot gym- 
nasiam, having kindly come down to 
judge-. 

The two Houses competing were the 
Rev. P. Bowden Smith's, horaers of the 
cup, and F. A. Scott's Fsq.. and the four 
from eacJi were rcspccUvcly, Bunhani 
Carter, Latham ma., Cartwright mi., De 
Candolle, and Kent, Kingsley, Baker mi., 
and McMuDcn. 

The exercises, which were for the 
most part of an arduous charadler 
throughout, were on the whole performed 
in excellent stylf, so much so, that Major 
Fox expressed' himself much pleased with 
what he had seen, and complimented the 
instrutftors on the result arrived at. The 
competition began with the bridge ladder 
*' bent arms foiward by the span,** 
where Latham. Kent, and King^sl^ dis* 



tinguished themselves; then followed 

several exercises on the parallel bars, 
where Bonhani Carter distinguished 
himself (and, as it turned out, obtained 
a lead in the marks which just won him 
the gold niedalj by an acinuialil' jierlorui- 
ance of the ** arm balan i i .alk,"no 
other competitor succeeded in this exer- 
cise, though Kent could not l)e surpassed 
in his performance of another on the 
same machine. The useful accomplish' 
ment of rope climbing was next shewn, 
and here Bonham (";uter was again best. 
On the pair of rings De Candolle shewed 
some very good form, as indeed he did in 
several exercises, being imicli applauded 
for the way in which he worked. The 
" short arm balance " exercise was very 
well done, not otily 1)v him, but also by 
Honharn Carter ami Kent. 

Other exercises followed : the horse, 
where Kingsley distinguished himself; the 
the pair of poles, where Latham and Kent 
were very go xl : the row of rings, where 
all did well ; the trapeze, where Bonham 
Carter, Kent, Kingsley, and McMutlen 
performed some very ( i* i]ital)le feats; 
and the horizontal bar. On the latter 
machine, Bonham Carter did the grand 
circle," and Kent the " angel " exercise, 
both in excellent style. Almost immedi- 
ately after the conclusion of the com* 
jietition, the results were read out by 
Major Fox, and were as follows: — Mr. 
Scott's house, 464 marks, Mr. Bowden 
Smith's, 448 marks ; Bonham Carter* 
i6ii marks; Kent 157 marks. Mrs. Tex- 
Blake then presented the gold medal to 
Bonham Carter, and the sUver medal to 
Kent, as representative of his House. 
There was a g>;n li attendance in tlie gal- 
leries, and the whole thing passed otf very 
well, the only doubt left in the spectators' 
(anil especially the ladies') minds l)eing 
whether the number of exercises might 
not be somewhat curtailed on account of 
the evitlent fatigue experienced tO}Vards 
the close by the competitors. 

We should add that both Bonham Car- 
ter and Kent showed admirable form 
throu^;hout, but Kent was at a disadvan- 
tage, ownig to a had finger, which pre- 
vented his doing himself full credit.

Rev. P. D. Moike's Hoose Concert 10 s 6 
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(From our Sudden Correspondent.'^ 
On Saturday, March 21st, the School 
Rifle Corps went out to Holbrook Graiij^f, 
the rcsidoncL- of Col. Caldccott, who kindly 
gave permission for us to use his ground 
for a sham fight with a formidable force« 
which was reported to be inarching on 
Rugby. Mustering over sixty strong at 
a. 30 p.m., the two armies proceeded soci- 
ably to the scene of the combat, to the 
martial strains of the Steam Shed Band, 
and or. our arrival, h ith conipaiiifs were 
drilled for a short time, the Town by Sergt. 
Miller, and the School by Capt. C<dKns. 
Presently the batth bcf^iin: a small party 
from both companies, under Sergts. Dou- 
gen and Sykes, were told off to repr<>sent 
an army coming from Newbold, the re- 
mainder were under the conunand of 
Captain Collins (School Company), and 
Sergt. Miller (Town ('ompany). On the 
eneujy opening fire, the Town Company 
was sent forward in skirmishing order, 
but finding the enemy posted in a very 
strong position, they were forced to retire. 
The commanding officer (Capt. Si ,il ':n]w 1 
then sent an order for the School to move 
to their right front, cross the bridge, and 
extend, and immediately open fire, which 
was done in a very steady manner. This 
flank moveni<nt caused the enemy to 
rt tin'. ItMvinf,' hehiml tlunn large numbers 
of dead; and the School gaining ground, 
lined the river in order to allow the Town 
to pass over the second bridge, which they 
did very smartly, in pursuit of the dis- 
ordered enemy. The School kept up a 
brisk iire, but the Town Company had 
again to retire with heavy loss, owitig to 
the enemy hnding a strong sh< Iter. Un- 
fortunately we lost the assistance of the 
boats, which, in spite of great exertions, 
were unable to get higher than the second 
catara(fl. Again the School were onlered 
to the front foi a left flank movement, and 
after getting well mider cover, fired a suc- 
cession of withering volleys, by sections, 
from right to left, which lievastated the 
enemy's ranks, whilst the Town engaged 
the enemy in front, which gave them a 
cross fire. While the Town tiieil the 
right flank of the enemy, Captain Collins 
with three sedlions of the School (the re- 
niainiiig section, under Lieut. Ho<lgcs, 
engaging the right flank of the enemy) 
slipped off to work round the rear, which 



was efie(5tively done, after a double of 
about a mile,tne enemy being then under 
fire from three points : .it last their loss was 
so severe that they were obliged to take 
shelter in a pit, and we were on the point 
of completely annihilating their force, 
when " no-side " — we mean '* cease firing " 
— was called, and the battle of Holbrook 
was at an end. 

The efleifls of this important engage- 
ment will be most sensible. Besitles 
repulsing a large invading force, which 
was advancing on Rugby, we have gained 
at least a hundred yards alon<,' tlic river 
Avon, and will doubtless soon be enabled 
to push forward to raise the siege of Little 
Lawford Mill, which is being gallantly 
held against countless forces of Arabs. 
Both officers and men showed a most 
adniiralile coolness and indifference while 
under lire, s >ine of them seeming in their 
ardour to despise the most serious wounds, 
and even death itself. After the conclu* 
sion of an armistice between the conflirfl- 
ing forces, th<.- dead and wounded of both 
sides were brought to life and health by a 
most rapid and satisfa(5lory process of 
ti siiscit.ition, and tlie wliolc force pro- 
ceeded with undiminished energy toattack 
a new enemy in the form of various pro- 
visions, with which they were conflicfted, 
and finally, after three cheers for Colonel 
Caldecott, proceeded home merrily : the 
armoury was re.iclutl about 6.30 p.m., 
after a bloodless victory and a most enjoy- 
able day.

THE SCHOOL HOUSE CONCERT. 



Chiefly, we presume, owing to the able 
exertions of Miss N. Jex*BIake, which were 

well seconded by some of the more j ironi- 
inent members of the House, the School 
House gave a very pleasant entertainment 
indeed on Saturday (.vemng, March 21st. 
The programme, which we give below, 
cotitained some highly attractive items, 
and tlie number of encores showered on 
the performers testifies to tlie appreciation 
of tne audience The chief piano part 
was taken by G. L.Calderon, who deserves 
great credit for the efficient way in which 
he performed his duties ; to say that the 
strings were all that could he desired is a 
truism. 

Puni^ually at seven o'clock the Conci-i t 
opened with an Overture by Boildieu, a 
piece of good writing, which was rendered 
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in the masterly manner it deserved. This 
was followed hy Franz Abt's Cantata, 

" Richard rff iir <le Lion." The com- 
pilers of the bch<>ol House Concert shew 
great sense in seleifiing such a piece for 
pfrforrnatu f, which, thoiipli bv no means 
first-class music, was well suited to 
the capabilities of the Chorus, and pos- 
sessed several pretty passages, of which 
the melody touching " the power of song" 
maybesele^edaftoiieof tnemost attracf^- 
ive: any improvement for which there 
was room in the performance of the Can- 
tata might have been effec'^ed if the Chorus 
had aung with a little more spirit and 
confidence. This somewhat long item 
was succeeded by a proportionately short 
one : we hope, indeed, that VVason will 
give us a solo at the Midsummer Concert, 
certainly he sliowcd promise of doinf; so 
on Saturday evening. We were sorry 
t that Walrond was sunering from a severe 
cold at the Concert : in his rendering of 
Haydn's " Mermaid's Song "' he showed 
that he possessed a very accurate ear, and 
the strength of hia voice might have 
shown better under more favourable cir- 
cumstances. Next c.iine a Neajxjlitan 
duet by Miss N. Jex-Blake and North, 
which nad the well-merited honour of the 
first encore of the evcninf^. The first 
part was brought to an end by a part 
song, nicely sung by the Chorus. 

The second part bepan with a striiiij 
quartett by Mozart, the perfoiinance of 
which was, of course, above criticism. 
This was followed by a song of Molloy's, 
London Bridge," which Nortli sang in 
a style which secured him a return ; he 
acknowledged the encore by singing the 
well-known "KinRs Highway." Then 
Mr. Donkin j^ave the favourite of Herr 
Pettersson's last Concert, Handel's 
" Gavotte," which was eq na II y a ppreciated 
by the audience. The S(!ries of encores was 
kept up through the next three items : 
Messrs. C. F. and P. A. Wilkins were 
re-calletl with a verj' lively ami capti- 
vating dialogue-duet by C'aldicott; Cho- 
pin's famous Nocturne " wa» rendered 
in his usual style by Herr Pettersson; and 
Messrs. Hurlc, Bengough, and North once 
more 'were encored in singing " A little 
Farm well tilled," an amusing trio which 
discusses the advisability of taking to 
oneself a suitable wife, the celibate view 
being supported by North. This long 
string of encores was succeeded by Weber's 



Gipsy Chorus from " Preciosa," which 
proved an effective finale to a very pleas- 
ant evening.

REV. F. D. MORlCliS HOUSE 

CONCERT. 
On Thursday, March 26th, the nvni- 
bers of Mr. Morice's House gave tlieir 
I first concert in their Hall. Before pro- 
ceeding to discuss their programme, we 
wish to congratulate them heartily on the 
success of their d6but, and hope that 
they will continue it in future years. To 
give credit where it is due, we cannot re- 
frain from pointing out how much praise 
is deserved by Simey, as trainer, organ- 
izer, and pianist, and how its success 
was aliniist entirely owing to his energy. 
The choice for the First Part was a Can- 
tata by George Fox, a setting of the 
amusing tale of the "Jackdaw of lih ims," 
from the IngoKisby Legends, wlucli we 
believe was prae'tised some five or six 
years ago by the School Choir in the 
Easter Term. The music is not very 
first-rate, but very bright and taking, and 
the instrumental part was all that could 
be desired. Of the merits of such per- 
formers as Ilerr Pettersson (violin), Mr. 

I Donkin ^'ccUo), and Mr. Edwards (double 
bass), it IS quite superflnoiis for us to say 
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anything ; suffice it to say that the ac- 
companiments on the piano were most 
charmingly played by Sitney throughout, 
and the harmonium, played by Mortimer, 
was at times very «flWtive. Of the solo- 
ists in tile Cantata, we woulil sinf;le out 
for praise G. Blunt, C. M. Blunt (tenors), 
and Mortimer (alto). The vocal part 
was at first rather wrak. neither snloists 
nor chorus seemed up lu the mark, though 
afterwards they warmed to their work. 
A lively instrumental introduction was 
effecftively rendered. C. M. Hlunt, an 
old favourite with a Rugby audience, 
rendered his solos pleasantly. We were 
very glad to see a new tenor voice in G. 
Blunt, who rendered well the air " There's 
a cry and a shout." A chorus of 
cursing was very emphatically given 
by the basses. .After a solo by C. M. 
Blunt, which told how " the poor little 
Jackdaw feeblj' gave vent to the ghost of 
a caw," and recitatives, came an instru- 
uieutul Dead March, a distinctly gootl 
composition. The final qttartett and 
chorus was next snng with great s}Mrit 
and effecl, and the canonizing of the 
Jackdaw by the name of Jim Crow com- 
pleted the Cantata. 

The Second Part began with a very 
pKtty part-song, "Jack Frost," by A. R. 
Gaul, the Binningham composer. It was 
well rendered, and showed very careful 
training. Simey then lirnu^ht tinwn the 
house with MoUoy's " To-iuorrow will be 
Friday," and acceded to a well-deserved 
encore. One of the best things of the 
evening was a quintett (instrumental), 
" Milodie Rdigieuse," by Berthold Tours, 
in which the vi,»lin and harmonimn u ( re 
articularly eflTeClive. Evers sang " l iu n- 
am Toll" next, but as he was suffering 
from a severe cold, was unable to du him- 
self justice. Herr Pettersson played with 
his invariable delicacy and charm i f 
execution Wieniawski's " L^gende," a 
fiavourite with him, which one can never 
hear t< o often. The efTert > f the mute in 
it is very striking. For encore he gave a 
bright melodious pieceof Hauser's, " Hun- 
garian Airs." Certainly the best perform- 
ance of the Chorus was Pearsall's well- 
known part-song, Who killed Cock 
Robin." The audience appreciated it 
much, and it was loudly encored. Gill- 
son (soprano) and Mortimer (alto) ren- 
dered their short solos much the best. A 
very curious and laughable catch uf Call- 



cott's, " Aldiborontiphosc<^homio," sung 
by Messrs. C. M. Blunt, Brandram, and 

Simey. which of course they had lo re- 
peat, brought to a close an enjoyable pro- 
gramme.

MEMORIAL TO ARCHbiSHOP TAIT 

HlADHASTSB OP RVCBT. lfl4X— 185O: 

Died Ahvent Sunpav. Dkc. 3, 1S82. 

It has been decided that there shall be 
two Scholarships, a Senior Archbishop 
Tait Scholarship of ^35, and a Junior 
Archbishop Tait Scholarship of ^ 23, or 
as near those amounts as the income 
permits, after providing a fee trf ^10 for 
an Examiner to adl with one of the 
Masters of the School, both to be nomi- 
nated by the Headmaster.

The 
suggestion which I wish to make it this— fli at» m 
future, natcbea be amMfad for the Sm»4 Elewea 
in the School. There it no doubt that. atpccseDt, 
the prospea of a very food Eleven in 1885 is not 
very lively, but that is all the more teaaoo why 
there shoaki be greater endeavours to hnprove tbe 
cricket for after years. Many fellows. I am toM. 
for I have never triad myself. a«e afliftod with a 
most painful fn^IinK of nervousness when they 
make their </.■/>«/ in a foreij;n match . this. I suppose, 
can iint\ i<i ovtrcitnie b\ usf. and, if a fillow has 
s4)iiu- c\|H-i ieiKc of matches, even though second 
rlevi n in.uchcs. uni! vtar. it will surely dtcrease this 
feeling whi u ht j>',,i\ s !> r tirst i lt vcii the next. 
At prcsein the iiicmlit^i s i>t s^li.tt isrc.illv the Second 
Klcvcn, I t., thdsc- who areloiex-.l 1.> (>l.i'. hiysiiies 
all thriiii>:h the term. ha\c M iy hii'.c m liu cnicnt 
to irive Cricket, for they nuist ( l.iy Hiusiilf twice a 
ucL-k, with very little prusptcl nl a ilecent inniiifis. 
iir [n rhajis with a certain kii<>wle<lKe of ftclditig 
lon^; leg all (lay. neitlier of which are to me, pcr- 
M.iialU, \er\ lively, but I tlo think even Higsidcs 
\v<iiil.l be tolerable if tlu re was a liniu e s.iy after 
a fortnight s har<.i wcrk on liigsiik;. of [iLtmiii; a 
match of some sort I think that nmU-rthe present 
systetii a .WII has a very jH.or time of it, ami there 
is very little doubt that some little stimulus would 
be exceedingly good for many. There arc, I l>elieve, 
such things as College Second Elevens, or at least 
some of our very kind O.K.'s, who may have felt 
the same want as myself, would be good enough to 
raise a team which a second £leven mi^bl defeat. 
Moreover, a match is a much better gukle to real 
merit than an ordinary Bigside. a UA wbteh I think 
might to have some weight.

High sad low, ridt and poor, men are very mnch 
alike all tbe world over, and after all man is moat 
interested in bis Cdknrs. Many a Rugbeian leaves 
school snd enters aa oflica to find bimaelf cut off 
from the society aad fan of men of Ma own afs. 
Every evening hia ataid boma, when tba life ie 
arranged to meet the needs of an older generation, 
strikes his fresh and vmproas spirits as mora tama. 
Hut he would, after afew days ibynan, fiad b)m- 
s'-lf h. 'th welcomed by and weicomiag tba aiembeis 
of one of the numerous boys' clnbs and racfsation 
rooms springing up on parochial and Other Hues.

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Of the vark-ty of interesting subjetfts 
which present themselves before us at 
the beginning of the Summer Term, the 

most obvious, and the one which needs 
attacking most, is that of Racquets. 
Once more we have to tdl the '* old, old, 
the very old story " of defeat : it is getting 
ahiiost superfluous for the Meteor to an- 
nounce the fa(ft of our returning empty* 
handed from Prince's, as it orriirs now 
year after year with tlie regularity of 
clock*work. As we pointed out last year, 
there is no exctise for us now; we cannot 
say that we do not possess an adequate 
Racquet Court : tiie new Racquet Court 
has been in existence now long enough to 
remedy any defedls in playing which the 
olil tiiit' rniiijht have caused. Why, then, 
have we lately added one more to the long 
list of defeats? The simple reason is the 
nervousness of our representatives; as it 
will be seen in our account below, the 
play of one of them was quite spoilt by 
this defe<fl. And why were they nervous? 
Because not a single Racquet Match had 
been plajred bef h.md in the term to 
give tncm self-confidence, and therefore 
self-confidence they could hardly be 
expe«5^ed to have. All this was jminted 
out by the corresponding Meteor of last 
jrear, and if only the suggestion then 
made to arrange for more Racquet Matches 
had been carried out, we might have at all 
events beaten Cheltenham, whom we ought 
to ha^e beaten, which would have linen 
some i;nprovemcnt. Hut no, the Meteor's 



remarks were neglet'^ed, and so far from 
prediifting that this will be the last of our 
defeats at Prince's, we confidently tMrm 

' that wc shall continue to be defeated year 
I after year until some more Racquet 
Matches are arranged ; at present it is an 

j utter farce our putting in an appearance 
at Prince's at all. Now next year there 
will be a splendid opportunity to distin- 
guish ourselves : the jjair will probaltly be 
the same as this, and if only they are 
enabled to pradMce well together and play 
matches, we may do something creditable. 
We therefore intreat Racquet-playing 
O.R.'s to get Matches up; and let us not 
put it off till the Easter term ; it is time to 
think about it now, already. If Matches 
were arrant({ d new, we might play off a 
good many before next Easter, which 
could not mil to improve the play of our 

' pair. All other Schools have Matches 
arranged for them, and amongst otliers 
Charterhouse played ttventy-five during tliis 
last season, while Rugby played — none! 
How utterly absurd it would be if the XI. 
never played a single Foreign Match, and 
then were expe<5led to beat Marlborough ? 

Another cause of our ill-success is the 
very small interest which is now taken in 
Racquets. W hile Rugbeians, past and 
present, troop up to Lords' for the Cricket 
by scores— we mif,'lit aliin^st siy hun- 
dreds, — the attendance at Prince's was a 
meagre half-dozen in all ! And why do 
not more fellows play Racquets ? Now 
is the time to begin, and if we wish the 
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season of 1885-6 to be good, it is impera- 
tively necessary that our players should 

begin at once. The building wf tlic Xi w 
Kacquet Court was intended to encourage 
Racquets, ami not throw cold water on 
them. \\'<' till rt-fori- uv^<.- ;is many of our 
readers (who w ill be slauduig at the School 
School gates and reading this numlier 
when it appears) as conveniently can, to 
start Racquets immediately themselves, 
and not to wait for othi^rs to set them 
the example. We see with the greatest 
satisfa<5lion that two Houses have already 
started Racquet handicaps, and we wish 
that more could be induced u> folluw their 
praiseworthy example. And above all, 
let the Racquet authorities for one*- adopt 
our suggestion of tieqmrnt Matches, and 
then perhaps we m.i y return from Prince's 
with credit, if not glory and a Challenge 
Cup (provided another one is presented). 

(Since writing the above, our attention 
has recently been attra<fted by a letter in 
last Saturday's FieU, signed A. H. B.," 

whic h ( iiunK.-r.atcs tht- following points in 
lavour of Marrow and Eton especially, 
which consequently set other schools at a 
disadvantatje. They are as follows: (i) 
The game is a ricii boy's game, and many 
at less luxurious schools than Eton and 
Harrow cannot afford to play it. (2) 
Harrow and Eton, being near I^ondon, 
can constantly g« t first-class playeis to 
pra<5lise with. (3) They can get far 
more pradlice on the match court during 
the holidays (if not during the term) than 
any other school. The writer also sug- 
gests that no boy should be allowed to 
use the match court more than a fixed 
number of times (say three) previously, 
and calls attention to the advantage 
Harrow derives from its peculiar game of 
squash ball. He also states that Eton 
and llairow have also had the good lurk, 
and proposes that each school should be 
in\*ited to appoint someone to draw for 
it, and to name an umpire. This letter 
seetns to us to demand some attention.)

Now that the end of May is drawing 
near, when Reynolds' field is to be 
regularly used for cricket, it seems not 
inappropriate to recall the conditions 
upon which we hold it. Last year we 
received from the Relator a fourteen 

{rear's lease, with the requisite leave to 
evH it for cricket, and this year he has 



put the gates and fences in good repair, 
and has abjlished the footpath, except 

for church purposes: it remains only with 
the Sixth to enforce its privacy, and pre- 
vent anyone, either School or Town, from 
climbing the fences. At the same time 
it seems a good opportunity for abolish- 
ing what no-one can claim to be a satis- 
fa<f\ ?ry arrangement : we refer to the 
system by which cricket grounds are 
taken. If a house happen to have a 
fellow in a particular set, it he happen 
to be fleet of foot, and if that set happen 
to be dismissed a minute before time — 
on these and many other such chances 
depend the employment of the half- 
holiday afternoon. Our suggestion then 
is this ; there will be three good grounds 
in Reynolds' besidtrs the four in the Close, 
and the Chapel piece, by dint of watering 
an(i rolling, might, for this year only, be 
made into an eighth : why, tlvn, should 
not the Head of the XI. arrange and 
post up at the banning of the week a 
list of grounds, allotting one to each 
house for every half holiday afternoon— 
a plan which succeeded so well with 
football grounds last term? Next year 
it IS hoped that Reynolds' will furnish six 
go >d grotmds, and so the use of the 
Chapel piece wfll be unnecessary ; but 
for the present surely any arrangement is 
preferable to the existing chaos.

The 
six games played between these schools 
formed one of the best contested" rubbers " 
ever witnessed for these cups, and lasted 
one hour and ten minutes. Rugby was 
most fancied, and was expected to have 
won, but, as will be seen by the games 
below, we were beaten by four games to 
two, although we managf d to score mure 
points, viz., 00 to 87 scored by Chelten- 
ham. For the winners, B. G. T. Baines 
plaj'ed a very good game, and the returns 
of A. L. Jackson were frequently ap- 
plauded. For us, W. Bowden Smith 
played very indiflerently at times, and 
seemed very nervous at times, missing 
some of the very easiest of strokes, while 
P. M. Sykes seemed quite at home, 
especially the last three games, playing 
very safely, and serving the greater num- 
ber of aces scored by us. 

Cheltenham won the first givne at 15 
to 12, although we went away with a 
succession of aces until the game was 
called 12 to 3.

A BIRTHDAY GIFT TO RUGBY 

SCHOOL. 

Mr. Matthew H. liloxam, O.R., com- 
meiii' )i atcd his eightieth birthday on May 
I2lh, by some miinificPDt souvenirs to 
Rugby School. A list of his presents to 
the Temple Reading Room and the .\rt 
Museum is given below. Not the least 
valuable are a number of his own Mono- 
grajihs on .\rc:ha'ological subjei^s, scvcr.il 
designed to throw a vivid li^ht on matters 
of English History, especially those in 
which there has been some dispute atnong 
the learned. Many of the rare volumes 
he has also presented to the Library have 
their value enhanced by the insertion u{ 
maps, engravings, &c., and drawings 
from his own hand. Among his gifts to 



the Art Museum, already so numenMIS 
and valuable, in the best sense of the 
word, are two Models in Wax, by John 
of Bologna, renowed as a sculptor, for 
his own work, and also as one whose 
genius was inspired by that of his master, 
Michael Angelo. These were the original 
sketch designs for bronze pands in the 
pi'di-stal of the Statue of Cosmo I., at 
Florence ; they were formerly in the col- 
le<ftion of Sir Thomas Lawrence, Mr, 
liloxam's uncle. Some curious and inter- 
esting examples in Etruscan Pottery, 
brought from Italy by Mr. Samuel Rogers, 
and from the spot where they were iound, 
form a very acceptable addition to the 
matci i.ils of study in the critical period 
when Greek Art was in its infant sta^^e of 
development. That these gifts, so precious 
in themselves, and so gratifying, as prov- 
ing Mr. tiluxain s life long interest in 
Rugby School, are appreciated, it is need- 
less to add, any more than that it is 
hoped by all Rugbeians that our 0«ftage- 
nanan may be spared another decade of 
a happy and benificent life.

Report for 1884. 

We are glad to be able to congratulate 
the Editors on the good (jii.ilily "f their 
Report, which shows the continued pros- 
perity and usefolnras of the Society, in 
spite of the somewhat demoralizing 
eftt'i'i which a rather frequent change of 
President must produce. 

The first and foremost paper is on 
Rugby Antiquities of the period before 
the conversion of Egbert, by Mr. Bloxam. 
To criticize this paper is impossible, to 
to praise it would be impudent. It shows 
us that those people are quite wrong who 
think that no relics are worth looking at 
unless they come from Rome. or Pompeii. 
It tells us also how Mr. Bloxam became 
an Archseologist ; we think that the 
** abraised silver pennies " which first 
attra<5\ed his nttention to the sul>je(fl, 
though " intrinsically worthless. deserve 
a place of honour in the Art Museum, if 
they still exist. From one of the excel- 
lent iliustraliuns that accompany the 
paper we learn that the Romans invented 
the safety-pin, though of course they 
Called it a fibula: we also notice with in- 
terest a somewhat elaborate cruciform 
brooch (Anglo-Saxon) of pre-Christian 
times. After reading this paper, we 
wonder, as often before, why there is 
no mention of Archaeology in the title 
of the Society, — though perhaps 
R S.A.A.N.H.S. would look a Uttle 
strange. 

Mr. Lee Warner contributes some sug- 
gestive remarks on the painful, hut fasci- 
nating subject of Egypt, after which Mr. 
W. F. Don kin refreshes us with an 
account of his adventures in the more 
invigoratmg climate of Switzerland. 

From a paper on British Quadrupeds 
we learn that we may expe<fl to meet 
with twelve kinds of Bats in England. 
Now we had a vague idea that these 
" creepy things with wines " came under 
two heads, viz., (x) the Common or Gar- 
den Bat of temperate regions, and (2) the 
Vampire of the Tropics, and we are sorry 
to be undeceived. Where ignorance is 
bliss, 'tis folly to be otherwise. 

The most versatile of present Rug- 
beians gives us a lively introduiflion to 
the Spider — very lucid and pleasant 
reading, if you miss out the long names ; 
we observe that in his anxiety to make the 
subjedl attradlive, he does not mention 



the faifl that hen spiders frequently eat 
their husbands. An account of Rugby 
Trout by E. E. Austin, and a paper on 
Stained Glass, by C. A. Nicholson are 
not rendered indigestible by these long 
names and deserve more attention than 
we canf,'ive them. 

In reading the Zoological Seclional 
report, we thought we noticed a pun ; 
we went a little further and we saw 
another : this is not scientific ; we pro- 
test. This Seiflion is very energetic ; it 
it has made several additions to the old 
list of Rugby Birds, published years ago, 
and has drawn n{) new lists of the Quad- 
rupeds and Fish of the distri<5l : the 
latter includes twenty species, of which 
one, however, the Gold Fish, scarcely 
deserves a place. We don't agree with 
the Curator of the Aquarium that running 
water is necessary' to its prosperity, but 
wc think it has always been kept too 
much in the dark. Our own flourishes 
in a north window, without any fountain. 

The Curator of the Eggs prints a some- 
what arbitrary list of 156 birds; the 
Society possesses just half that num- 
ber of eggs, and only two groups are at 
all complete, the Buntings, and Tits, but 
it is a better colledlion than we have had 
for some time. 

Why no re[)ort of the Entomological 
se<5tion ? Surely " first appearances " are 
always worth noting, even in the case of 
common insei'^s, such as the BufT ermincs 
on the Head Master's wall, and the 
Yellow Underwing, that adds to the 
excitement of goin^ to bed. 

Perhaps the best way in which we can 
show our good will towards the Society 
is by repeating its appeal for records of 
uncommon birds and beasts in the nei^di- 
bourhood, and for the skins of some of 
the wingless birds for the type coUeclion, 
(this is addressed especially to our Colo- 
nial friends) and lastly, by sayin;^' that 
our readers should buy it for themselves, 
and they will not repent it.

In 1848. be 
was api>ointe 1 by the Crown Regius Professor 
of Mo<iem History at Oxford. In 1861, or soon 
afterwards, he was appointed Secretary to the 
I'ublic Scliools' Commission. Having been 

called to the H.ar. he held for aoaw ysai* p»- 
vious to his death, the office of CleTk of Antse 
of the South Wales Circuit. 

In the Ttms Newspaper of the 28th April 
last, the following notice of him, written appar- 
ently by one of his School associates, appears:

Sir,— The death of Hr. Halford Vaughan 
revives the memory of a career which opened 
with gre,it <lislinCtion, though its latter years 
".sere s}>ent in .1 n-liremcnt rcgretttNl by all who 
knew his remarkable powers. We were im- 
mensely proud of him at Kugby. where his 
name heailed the Kmn list of Exhibitioners in 
the great Scho'i'l. and where the fame nf his prize 
exercises and ri-ciiations on Sf>eech-day long 
sur\ive 1 hiir. llisl'irst ("lass in a Celebrated 
year, his Oriel Schol irshij) in the palmy days of 
that College, his pr .found English Flssay. but 
still more the cii.um of his convers,ilion. and 
the iinpressi.in of his j'owi i fti! intellect, iii.idc 
him line of the tUri in >sl nu n of his U'niversitv 
generation, and Kd us ail lo anticipate fur him 
a hritli.ml success in professional life W lien. 
some xears later. I-ord ralnur-,toii apjinuitrd 
him kegius I'rofess'>r of Mo<iprn History, he 
altrafted crowds of listeners from Uvmdoii. as 
well .as Oxford, by the interest of his lettures. 
and the beauty of his delivery. Let us hope 
that bis early retirement, caused partly by un- 
certain health, and still more by an insatiable 
love of knowledge, may prove to have been 
fruitful in work left behind him to benefit us 
who survive, and to justify the promise of bis 
e.irUer liie.

The former shows 
a vessel with close-reefed sails, making for the 
hartx)ur against a heavy wind and s< a. with a strong 
tide running. The latter, a most iiuLiri suve work, 
represents an old-fashioned wooden fn^.itc after an 
action ; all her top masts have gone, but the ensign 
still remains nailed to the foremast head. She is 
surrounded by smaller craft, evidently rendering 
assistance : in the distance her enemy may be seen 
io as pitiable condition.

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Okce more the onerous task of discussing 
tiM Cricket prospe<5l8 of the year de- 
volves on us. We have received a good 
deal of correspondence on the subject, in 
which all agree to make as much noise 
as possible about what is hardly fit to 
give an opinion on at present. At the 
end of the term, in our last number, we 
nay presume to prognosticate our suc- 
cess aeainst Marlborough, but till then 
we will only pick the necessary holes, as 
they appear to us, in our XI. We have 
not yet amassed a big total in a match, 
but then it must be remembered what 
sort of wickets we have had to hat on. 
In the match against B. N. C. the wicket 
was slow in the extreme, and coming to 
play where the hill almost stuck in the 
pitch after batting oii very fast wickets 
for a fortnight before, can easily account 
for the smidlQess of the score. Moreover, 
it was pradHcally our first match, since 
most of the members then playing had 
not batted before, and want of sufficient 
confidenoe had. no doubt, a great deal to 
do with it. Against Balliol the wicket 
was a very bad one to score on. and gave 
the bowlers a great advantage, as the top 
was just nice and dry enough to get 
plenty of work on the ball ; and slow 
ixmhng was almost unplayable, a Ui€i 
made apparent on both sides, as can be 
seen from the analyses of Dent and Ben. 
gougli. To ^'ct a strong hatting team like 
Balliol out under the loo is a very good 
performance, and speaks volumes for the 



bowling : last year, if we remember 
rightly, very much the same team made 
well 00 to 300. So for we would say the 

bowling is a stronger point than the 
batting, which can easily be improved. 
To turn to the fielding : it is bad undoubt* 
edly, hut was it, we ask, much better last 
year at this time ? This always has been 
a sore point with us, and Eleven fielding 
was started to remedy it ; this, we are 
glad to see, is begun in good time, 
though none too early. Stopping the ball 
is not by any means all that is required : 
picking up the ball and throwing it in to 
the wicket without a lot of fumbling an«l 
winding up are quite as much necessaries. 
A good field is every bit as valuable as a 
gotwl bat, for he saves a lot of runs, and 
may get rid of a very good wicket by 
throwing up straight : but as a rule it is 
not thought ao much of, as it does not 
appear in print tike a big score, and so 
there is not half the attention paid to this 
branch that there ought to be. It isadefe<^^ 
noticeable all through the School, and 
heads of house elevens ought to see that 
their house can field properly, and in 
years to come there would not be any 
just cause for complaint at the fielding on 
Bigside. In the House Matches we have 
noticed time after time catches missed, 
which fellows in Two Belows ought not 
to have missed. The only explanation 
of the fact seems to he that there is a 
want of effort ; if people really try to do 
a thing wdl, unless they are hopelessly 
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incapable, they must in time succeed ; they 

may not becDiiie perfetf\, yet, at any rate, 
they will not he disgraceful. We can't 
think ninety-nine per cent of the present 
KuglK;ians are incapable of throwing a 
ball straight, so let us hope to see a little 
effort displayed, and a marked improve* 
ment at the same time in the field. 

This term an old nuisance has been 
revived, which, for the last twi> years, has 
been almost entirely unseen: that miser- 
able praAice of ** let pass " at all times 
of the day hns been on the increase, and 
very few steps are being taken to put a 
stop to it. A quite recent School rule 
forbids this praflico anywhere at any 
time, but it appears that a great many 
fellows don't know the rule, while at the 
same time a g^ood Jnany ignore it. W'e 
would remind the former with a word ; 
we wish the latter would be reminded 
more frequently with a fine. Some, we 
know, have been fined ; but we arc also 
compelled to state th.it owing to indefen- 
sible slackness on the part of some of the 
proper colle(flors of the fines, the money 
has not yet all been paid in. It is absurd 
that a punishment should spread over 
any length of time in such a way that it 
is not felt at all ; it should cotnc sh irt 
and sharp, and if the chief otfenders were 
put down at once, the species would very 
soon become exfiiicT. ,\s it is. a few of 
the less sleepy bij;t;er fellows exert them- 
selves, after a supreme effort, to demand 
a fine, but all authorities should exert 
themselves and not allow their sleepiness 
to be calculated on for a bad purjiose. 
We don't knjw that the deniocratical 
fieeling is so stronn^ that the natural lords 
do nut like to kfv.p those of lesser degriic 
in order. Bad example has no doubt 
something to do with this amusement; 
we liave seen some df the magnates of 
lielows setting the e.>;aniple, but these arc 
just the people who can and ought to put 
a stop tu it. .\iid let us. in conclusion, 
hope in future to see people spending 
their money on a more noble pastime 
than " let pass."

The time, we hope, is past, when 
to be in the Volunteers was r^arded as 
merely playing at soldiers : they are now 
a real force, and as such, likrly at no very 
distant date to be of great importance to 
our British Empire. .\part from its 
national charadler, the Rifle Corps is one 
of tho v(-ry best of School institutions: it 
at) I I exercise by its marches out and 
shim tiL^hts. encourages the excellent 
habits of puticluahty. neatness, and dis- 
cipline, and in no way can a fellow better 
prepare for the army than by joining the 
School Volunteers. What we would point 
out then is this: no-one will deny that the 
ranks of tlie Kide Corps are much fuller 
at the beginning of May than at the 
beginning of September; in other words, 
that many become acftive members only 
that they may enjov the outing at SteHie- 
leigh. Now this snmild not be ; besides 
the usual marches out, which are arranged 
for nearly every fortnight in the term, a 
further enrouragement has been added, in 
the House Challenge Sluchi for Rifle 
Drill. Why is it, we would ask. that this 
has hitherto been monopolised by three 
out of eight houses ? Surely the rest do 
not acknowledge any inherent superiority 
in their drill. We should like next term 
to see each Honse send in its two separate 
squads for competition, not necessarily 
expe(^ting the second to have a chance of 
the Shiekl, though a second squad have 
before now obtained "a place," but re- 
membering that the earlier they begin to 
pradkice, the better chance they have of 
success later on. Of this, at all events, 
we may be quite sure. that, after Cricket 
and Football, the Rifle Corps is the thing 
with which Rugby would find it hardest 
to dispt^nse in the Athletic line.

communication sijfned by himself and the member* 
of your Society, of a most frien ily and conji^ratu- 
latory nature. No wo.dg can enutjle ine to express 
the <leep feelin g nf regard I entertain towards all 
of you. I have iin'rv-d much reason to lie thank- 
ful that I have attained an age wh-.ch iiuiv f.iirly be 
considered an old A)>e. with this remark one not 
of boasting, but of heartfelt thankfulness to iJivuic 
goodness — that 1 have experienced s*) little illness 
during the course of what I may consider a long 
life, that I cannot recall to remem irance the fa^ 
of my having been confined to my bed for a single 
day. I ha%-e now enteral into the ranks of those 
Rogbeians, under a dozen I think in namber, who 
may be fairly entitled to be called Old RugoeianB. 
the age of each of whom exceeds tke general limit 
of human life, the age of fonncore years. Though 
the yovngest at praeeat of that body. I may in one 
fea|Ml cfaiim oraaadflooei,— I have lived in Rogbjr 
all my IHis. and kave ooneaoently aeao mnpuwe 
ehaafea in the Sehool. wnieh cttlier Kagbeiana 
older than myaelf iMwa not. 

I consider myeell in tone napatt m ooecon- 
oeAing the paat with the present. I have traaa- 
aAed buaineea with a Rugbeian who entered Rugby 
School in the reign of George the Second— lay 
)ears ai<o. I entered Kut;by School nigh 72 years 
ano, atid left the Schtxil 64 years ago ; but whilst I 
was at KiiKby S<:hi>ol a retired Master of thn 
School died who w.is l«)rii in 1718. early in the 
rmgn of Georiie the First, 167 years a«t). The 
Rev Henrv Holvoak was Master of Kugby School 
in tlji boyhoik! of th.'il old retired Master, and Mr. 
Holyoak was alive in the lifetime of a nephew of 
Lawrence ShcriflT, the Founder of Ku^by School. 
Now I^wrence Sheriff died 31S years .ago : such is 
my knowledge of the past. 

L.Astly, in again returning you (hanks in words 
most inadequately expressive of my feelinKS 
towards you for your kindness. I take the liberty 
of addressing you with a few woids of exhorta- 
tion, that in your after lives you will never foraei, 
but ever retain a deep and sincere feeling of ame- 
tion for vour good old Scho, 1 ,-,t F<ugbv.

He then proceeded to e.\hil)it his sav- 
age curiosities, and read the following 
paper:— 

la 179S. now 107 Man ago. that graap of iaiaada 
in the North Paeine Ocean, known to oa aa tha 
Sandwich Islands, was diacovomd by tbecelebrated 
circumnavigator. Captain Cook. Them was at thai 

lime a prevalent lielief amongst the islanders that 
Rono, a former monarch who had left the islands 

at a foriniT and very early })criiKl in a boat of a 
peruli.'.r < i iii3tru(5lion. h.i l promised that he would 
reti:rn in lifter tinirs on a lluating island liearing 
ccun.i nut trees W hen, then, Captain Co.ik s ships 
ma le tlieir appearance oH one of the islands, this 
tradition, as the islanilcrs imagined, was fulliUcil, 
the masts of the ships appearing to them to lie 
cocoa nut trt?es .\ccordingly, on landiiiK, Captain 
C'oiik was ai > i)->ted as Orono, as a kind of deity 
returning 10 bless the islands, and rites of adora. 
tion — though at the time he diil not un<lerstand 
them —were offeretl to him. Again, on the shore 
of a bay. called Kearakckua Hay. he was con- 
duced to the chief morai, or heathen temple of the 
iaiandtt sad there, a plan behig B w lg w H 10 bin 
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between the two priiiuipa] i(l>U. or wiioilen goiis of 
the islatxlrrs, one <'f uhicli I now exhibit, offcrinRS 
in ih«! nature of niohitrous rites, were maiie to him. 
His untimel) but uupi crnc-Jitattxi ileal I; * \ .i^sassi- 
nalion ori^inati li m a sn>iii<'n fray, ami w.is subse- 
quently bewailed bv the natives, who at the same 
time entertained the belief that he would re appear. 

I'orty-si.x years intervened between tl. j '.is' uvery 
of these islands by Captain C.tnik and the vuyaj^e 
thilher of the Blonde frigate, sent expressly there 
by the British Government in 1824. During that 
period numerous ships of different nations had 
viiiiteU these isiaods. for the purpose of trading, 
and had imparted a oeruia degiee of civilization 
' to the natives. 

In the year 1807, Tamehaineha. the then King 
of the Sandwich Islands, sent to the then King of 
Enfciand. George the Third, by the Comwallts fri- 
gate, a magnificent feather war cloak. This present 
was fjracioasly received, and in reiurn, and as an ac- 
kno\vied|{cnient of the hospitality and kindness 
shewn to all English ships touching at the Sand- 
wich Islands, a vesiiel 4miU at Port Jackson for the 
pnrpose. was presented to Tamebameha, in the 
name of tbe luog of England, a letter of thanks 
having been prewoaaly fonvarded to the foUowiag 
purport: — 

" King George of England aenda to his MiQesty the 
Kiac of the Sandwich lalands his rinoefc thanks for 
IhelBather cloak sent to him hv the frigate Coni- 
wallia. He aaawm bim of Ma wiendship. and aajrs 
that ha has ouamanded all his Boi^itb navy to n- 
SMCt the sl^ trader the Bag of his Majesty. King 
Tamehaneha." 

In the year 1824. the then King of the Sandwich 
Islands. Riho Ribo and his Qoeen. 
came to England for political reaKons. namely, to 
place those Islands under the prutecflion of this 
country. They were Well ree< i\ed. Lut whilst here 
fell il! of the measles, oi which they b»>ih died, the 
Queen .'ui the '^rli ■ Jir.%. 1^24, and the .Khig on 

the I41I1 oi the sauu: nmuth 

As amongst tlieir suite w< re Mime of the principal 
cliiefs v( the Sandwieh Islainis. it was resolved by 
the Hritish Government to sen<l their remains back 
to the Sandwich Islands, anrl the Blonde, a new 
46-nuii frigate was commissioned for that purpose, 
under the command of C'aptain I^)rd Byron, who 
had recently sueceedi-d to the pci.Tane, on the death 
of his cousin, the fameitis Lord Bvron. the poet. 
Two (Jid F<u>;lKiajis received appointments in the 
Blonde : my eldest brother that of ("haplaiii, anoth<-r 
ot u:v brothers, the Rev. Andrew Bloxam, late 
Hector of Great Harborougb. near Rugby, received 
a special appomtment fran the Gowemment aa Nat- 
uralist. 

Early in Septi mber. 1824, the Blonde frigate, 
then lying off Woolwich, having received on board 
the bodies of tbe then late King and Queen of the 
Sandwich Islands, sailed to Spit head. and. on the 
29th of September, proceeded on her voyage. On 
the 3rd of May, 1825. Owhyhee. one of the princi- 
pal of the Sandwich Islands, was reached. On the 
nth of May, the bodies of the King and Queen 
were removed from the Blonde, and taken on shore, 
where the funeral procession was formed, twelve 
native chiefs, clad in their feather war cloaks, going 
first, the funeral service, according to the rites of 
tbe Church of England, being periotmad by tbe 
Chaplain of the Btonde, my eldest brother, aa Old 
Rugbeian. On the iStfa of Jtdy, i8a5, the Blonde 
frigate left the Sandwich ttlfliids on her voyage 
homewards. 



During the stay of the Blonde at the Sandwich 
Island, my eldest brother, as Chaiilnin, l<..id peculiar 
opportunities afiorded him foracquirinKinformation. 
He had leamt something of the language on the 
voyage thither, from the suite of the late King, aiid 
waf> able to speak it a little. On one occasion. 
Kahumanu. the old Queen Recent, widow- of T.am- 
ehameha the first, an.l (irandmother to the then 
voung King, who succeeded his btuther. Kitio Kiho. 
being pleased at '■-ninetliini.; ir.;. eldest bro;l;er h.ad 
done, sent for and pre'.er:ti'.l ium w ith ihevalu.ablo 
feather war cloak 1 11 'W exhibit 

The weapons of the Sandwich Islanders, before 
their discovery by Captain Cook, were slings and 
spears, clubs, and daggers formed of bard wood. 
W li. :i the chiefs took the field they attired them- 
selves w ith the war helmet and cloak. The helmet, 
shaped something like that of the ancient Greek 
helmet, was framed of wicker work, and covered with 
the beautiful red feathers of the Hehivi, or Drepa- 
nis Vestiarius, the Certhia Vestiarius of Lathom, 
mixed with the scarce yellow feathers of the Nec- 
torina Niger, or Uho, also called Meropo Niger, and 
GraculaLoRgirostra. One of these Helmets isfignred 
in that very intersstmg work by Lady Brassey. " The 
Voyage of tbe Sunbeam." vdiicb I have little doubt 
some of you may have seen and read. The feather 
war cloak is a long garment, cniioasly woven of 
feathers, like those of the helmets, red. yellow, and 
sometimes black i adoak entirely yellow conldonly 
be worn by the King. 

Not only was the tune employed ia the miking 
of one of theee doaka to be computed by many 
years, but the cost thereof, teclnding the materials, 
was enormous, the yellow feathers alone were con- 
akiered 5 as equivalent to a dollar, or nearly one 
sh il l in g each. The cost of tbe cloak you now see 
has been computed at 1.000,000 dollars, or some 
£aoo,<Kx> sterling. The time occupied hi making it. 
some 50 years. 

This feather war clo.ak was not the unlv royal 
gift my eldest brother received whilst at the Sand- 
wich Islands, The I'rincess Nahcinaheina, sister 
of the young king Kianki.inli presente<i him. I for- 
get on what occasion, with a magnificent feather 
tippet; this m\' brother, on his ariival m EngUmd. 
presentixl to Sliss (?roker. daughter of Mr. John 
Wilson Croker. at that time Secretary to the 
Adiiiiialty, through whose inthieuce txjth my 
brothers obtained their appoiutiiu'nts In Mr. 
Croker s diar\, rLiently published, but which I 
have not yet come across, I expert to find some 
notice of the vuya^;< ol the Bhrnde. 

Some ten or twelve years .a^'o the Bishop of 
Honolulu, then in this country, told mv eldest 
brother there was but one featlier war cloak left in 
the Islands. A late King of the Sandwich Islands, 
who died about eleven years ago. was arrayed pre- 
vious to his burial in a feather war cloak, and was. 
1 believe, adualiy buried in it. 

Of Lady Brassey's celebrated feather war cloak, 
exhibited at the Fisheries Exhibition, and bow it 
was obtained, I will now read to yon from a primed 
account which has been sent to roe. 

Whilst at Owyhee, my brother bavingthea|ipoctli- 
nity. paid a visit to tbe great volcanic crater 10 tbe 
island, that of Peli: the journey was not accom- 
plished without difficulty. Tbe crater is perhaps 
tbe largest in tbe world, being goo feet deep and 
eight miles in drcumfecenoe. I nave both a view 
and a plan of It. I simply mentioo it. as I have 
an implement to show yw formed from a bhKk of 
lava from this volcano. 
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At ft cartaia b«r.eatlad Kandcakum Bay, tba offi- 
om of the Blonde were aUomd to enter a morat 
or tMBple. the chief oaa ia the Idaade— the West- 
minler Abbey of the Sandwich Irianda— where 
the bones of the kings had for generations past 
beea deposited, and where the two great wooden 
images, which, before the conversion of the 
islanders to Christianity, were esteemed as the 
chief deities of the Islands, were kept, and between 
which Captain Cook was placoil whilst satritkial 
(iffi rin^'s were made t<> him, um onst nnis .is hr w,ts 
at tho iiine of the honour thus ili-.p< scil in hiiu. 
1 hfse tuo ^reat w<K)den images wcri' nl!owL-ii to 
be- t.ikin away. Christianity having becomr the 
s«-ttlcd religion of the Islamis. but the remains of 
the kin^s were left umlistiirbeii in this their se- 
pulchral fane. One of thi sc im,i^;(rs ft-ll to the lot 
of my eldest brother, the Chnolaiii to the Hlonde. 
but for the l.isl \'-ars a has been in inv pusscs- 
sion. It was at Kar.ikaku.i H,iv th.it Captain ('iM)k 
met with his untimely an.! lanu nte'l death I'dpIn- 
seven years had elapsed, t \v. two of the oKi chit-fs. 
whi> had witnessed that sa l (i.mHaCtHin. were stdl 
alive- An old priest, the ir.ii.in of the niorai. 
told ni) eldest brother that the woimUt. da(;t;cr, or 
" pohoa," I now produce, and which was taken 
from the morai, w.-is one of thoae with which Cmj^ 
tain Cook u,as stabbed. 

I also exhibit a ■• I'araoa." or polished ornament, 
former*!. I believe, from a whale's tooth, in old times 
highly valued by the natives, and worn on the breast, 
eaepended by a necklace of human hair, curiously 
braided The number of braids in this one is 
upwards I if ^70, When a chief was killed in battle, 
the oppx&ito party all crowded round him, and cn- 
dea%'oured to tear this ornament from him. Lady 
Braaeejr. in her intereatiiig " Voyage of the Sun- 
beam." thtt* atliides to these articles in her des- 
eriptioii of a good tbougb small museum at Hooo- 
lalu : — " Tbm were aome moat intereating, tliongh 
aoBtewhat horrible, nociciarw . made of baadnda of 
braids of bamaa bair, ctit fran the beadaof viOina 
slain bjr the chiaii thamaelvea: Irom tbeae braids 
was snmeaded a moaatroas booii. carved from a 
large wbale's tootb, called a " Paloola." regarded 
bjr the aati«ca aa a sort of idoL" 

I have also here »aaiatt wooden idol, the bead 
of which resembles that of a bird, with a rude re- 
semblance of the human body attached to it. 

In the voyage homewards on the 4tb of Septem- 
ber, 1825. the Blonde frigate passed close by the 
island of Juan Fernandez, at the rate of eleven 
knots an honr. The adventures of Alexander Sel- 
kiik, the siOitary human inhabitant of this island 
for many years, led to that must favourite pro- 
duction of all the numerous works. ]Hilitical or 
otherwise, of Daniel I>efoe Who amongst you 
has not read • Robinson Crusoe." For the last 
165 years that work has proveil to be ll;e most 
popular tale of secular iidion in the F.nglish lan- 
guage The first edition of this work I presented 
some tune ago to your School Library. 

On the voyage homewards the Blonde frigate 
touched at St. Helena. The tomb of Na|>oleon. 
inclosinR his remains (they hail not at that time 
Ik e-n removed to France) was •. isittd |)y my brothers. 
Whilst at the tomb, my brotht-r .\ndrew was h.ailed 
by his Christian name by an old schoolfellow, need 
I say an Old Kugbeian. who happened to visit the 
tomb at the same time.

Dk kh SiK U'ilh the summer term again comes 
the question of uinj)iriiig m House Matches and 
Belows. There is no doubt that there is something 
wrong in the present system, as a match may be 
lost by a small umpire being flurrietl when askeii. 
A great many who umpire in House Matches 
harilly know what to do. or where to stand, being 
as comp'tcnt to give a decision for l-b-w as anyone 
at th(' other end of the Close. I have looked on 
at one House- Match, and one counting Belows 
this term : twice was a palpable catch at the 
wicket given in favour of the batsmen, ouce a man 
was run out, and no one could have had any doubt 
about it, save the small and wretched umpire. 
I was ii'jt li> ikiii.,' on the whole time, and how many 
more niist ikes may h.ive been maiie 1 cannot s.iy. 
I wish to m.ike a suggestionn: m t rtiore than three 
Ib)us<! .Matches can possibly Lie going 011 at the 
same tunc , s.ive ui a term like the present it is 
generally to be assume.1 that there will be three 
XXII. 's. or Blue Hands, lu each of the Houses 
not playing ; why should they not umpire ' That is 
an extreme casca-; a rule only two House .Matches 
are going on, .Tnd then there wouhl be no difficulty 
in getting XXII s to umpire. Caps give their ser- 
vices in the Foi^tball term, for two or three House 
Matches. lasting in all four or five days; why 
should not the same be done in Cricket ? There 
are six House Matches in the term (Cix:k House 
Match always has umpires provideti). seven lielows 
and say six Challenge .Matches (a large allowance), 
allowing three days for each match, makes 57 days. 
By the end of the term, there are 33 fellows admis- 
sible to Digside : if each of these gax-e up two 
half-holidays in the term, there would be a great 
diminution in the display of House feeling.

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Thb celebration of our Dionysiac Fes- 
tival, occurring as it does almost exa(5\ly 
in the middle of the term, divides it nicely 
into two eaual portions, of which the 
former is dediceted to the demon of ath> 
leticism, and the latter to that of intelleeft.

It is greatly to be 
regretted that all the Woods round Rugbv 
are being shut up, and it was only with 
great difficulty that the President was 
able to obtain leave, as the half-dozen or 
so of pheasants in the Woods am being 
carefully preserved. From fifty tO sixty 
members and associates mustered at the 
Wood, most of them having left Rugby by 
the 2.15 train, and having walked up nom 
Birdingbury Station, some, however, 
having bicycled (i\ cr from Rugby. The 
weather was charming, and the Woods 
were never more prontable. The bird 
cgf^ hunters only found a few jays and 
thrushes and wood pigeons eggs, as it is 
almost too late, but the botanists found 
an ample field. The butterfly orchis 
{habenaria chloraniha) was in splendid pro- 
fusion, also the spotted, and purple 
orchids {wckis wmniaia and masciUa)^ and 
epipaetttt latifaKa. The biid's nest orchis 
(neottia nidus avis) was also observe<l, the 
find uf the day, it has only been seen near 
Rugby twice in the last ten years, and has 
never before been observed in Frankton 
W(xxis. The blue bells were almost over. 
The entomologists did not find the five 
spot bumet again this year, which last 
yearwassopIentifiil.butP Sylvanus (large 
skipper) and several moths were caught. 
The little willow weevil (phyllobius argen' 
IsfMt) was also found. At 5 p.m. the party 
assembled for lea at the keeper's lodge, 
and mostly returned by the 6.37 train, 
though a few walked back. Mr. Hodges 
and Mr. Gumming took charge of the 
excursion, and a moat enjoyable day was 
spent.

His name 
first appears in the School list 14th February, 
ibot). ill the I.ijwer Fourth Form. At Christinas, 
1809, his name appears in the I'ppitr Fourth 
Form, and he would in the latter half yerar of 
i8(K), have figured in the 240 who walked two 
aii i two in procession from the Schix>l to the 
Church, when the Jubilee was celebrated 

In the School list for December iSio. his 
name appirars at the bottom of the Fifth Form, 
and he must have undor^one the schoolboy 
ordeal of those days of IxMn^' buffettird on his 
entry into the Remove, and of l>cinK cUxlded 
on his entry into the F'ifth Form. In Oecemljer 
18x2. his name tirst appears in the Sixth Form 
In December 1813. his name appears as sixth in 
the School. In Jime or July 1814 he left School, 
after being there for a pericHl of five years and 
a half, being the third Rugby Exhibitioner for 
that year.

Hv way of prcf.ace, let one point be distindly 
uiiiicist "1 It is a point which has not been 
sulhcienily borne in mind by some of yoar corres- 
pondents, who will, I trust, take to heart the aeo- 
sible a<lmouitii>ns adilre-ssetl to them by " E.H.F.B." 
in your ! ls- nuuilKr It is this, that it is one thing 
to critici/.i- ,1 ^'jiiL-r^l svstom. quite another thing to 
make cruili- .^n ■ iisli. .irn-nini; attacks on our 
present i r:( kct auihuiuRs ,-inii players. Anyone 
who luis st-cn the i iicrgy .iiid vigour of the present 
rigimt. and the marked improvement thereby pro- 
duced in our present team, will be still less in- 
clined to enter on the latter ungracious course. 

All I lefer to. then, is the gHMfal ayalaai aod 

method of Cricket at Kiighy. 

I —Obviously such system has two objeils : the 
one, to produr.e year by year a good XI. to repre- 
sent the Sch>K)l : the other, to make Cricket a 
really good vigorous ScIkmiI ^ame. in which all 
who are not jih\ si. .Ul> m. .'ipacitated nr dcli iiitely 
devoted !■> htJiiie other jiuisuit, shall t.ike part ; 
which shall ensure the improvement of all who 
have an\ idea of playinj; and which, by its business- 
like method and sj)irit. shall read favourably on 
the general spirit and moralt of the School. At 
Rugby, the second of these two objeits is not 
proi>erlv held 111 view, nor is it duly recognised that 
the success of the first point is most closely con- 
oe<fted with the successful attainment of the 
aecond 

II.— For, lei us take some of tbejphenomena of 
Cricket as worked hen : (i.) nolarioaaljr. a waiy 
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larite naraber of feltows, who ought to play, seldom 
or never play. Ifaajr fellows come here «ttb fmr 
ideas of Cricket for yoangster*, aad alinost or quita 
give it up. (ti.) Much of the Cricket ia the kwer 
games is of a very poor kind. Then ie Ktle 
clunoe of fellows feAming mueh or gettbg fenlts 
eomOad in the Mod of play which ehaiaderixei 
Two and Three Belows. Yet crickeim araaot 
like poets in the old adage ; to a great extent Fdmt 
noH uamittur—ibey are nadi; by praOioe and 
teaching, not hom, cricketers, (lii.) Tbere is very 
little praaioe for smaller iidlows which la sot per- 
nicious. A fellow goes on a Mid-School and. tea 
or a doMn bowling at him as hard aa th^ can : he 
has ao tine to play; amid a bail of halu, he goes 
in ibr ft few BMny hits, all over the ^aoe, and 
coDtnte in a term baits of style wbieh it will 
take him long to mend, (iv.) Th(-r<< arc now plenty 
of gronnda : rat already it has happened that only 
one pitch io three has been in use in Reynolds' 
before CO. on a half ; while fellows seldom know 
till a few minutes or so before (such is the quaint 
way of taking grounds and arranging games) 
whether they will have a game, and at times go up 
to play an arranged match, and find there is no 
ground for them. Is it wonderful that with such 
a haphazard system many prefer to make plans of 
all kinds fur their half holidavs, in preference to 
Cricket? (v | Ends have often to be put up where 
rough places have been by n<> meatis ma le smrioth, 
while large pieces of fairly K"'J 'uii are kept to 
be looked at. (vi ) I,m ik on at niic ni the lj>wer 
games: you st-e fellows all m orJiiiary heavy black 
b>M>ts. perhaps a furtive sj.iki here and there, 
slippine anJ <;liiJini» aU)ut when the ground is hard 
an I slip(>r-r> . half of them perhaps in flannels— 
aiiythnu' l>iit an encour.aging sight.

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THE SPEECHES. 



Saturday, June 20th, was Speech day. 
The weather, on the whole, was tolerably 
&vounble to both the Old Rugbeian 
Match and the Speeches, for though, 
showery, yet there were bright intervals 
of sunshine in between, and, considering 
the fact that earlier in the week the 
weather had shown signs of breaking up, 
and that it poured incessantly during the 
earlier part of the week after, we may 
oonfin'^tulate ourselves on not having it 
worse. A goodly company mustered ! 
shortly before 1.30 in the Headmaster's 
garden, and then proceeded to lunch in 
Big School. Among those present were 
Lord Leigh, Lord Norton, Sir R. Lingen, 
Mr. Newdegate, M.P., Mr. P. A. Muntz, 
M.P., and Mrs. Muntz, Mr. J. A. Darling- 
ton, Mr. Dugdale, Q.C., Mr. A. Bougfaton 
Leigh, .Mr. and Mrs. R. H. Shuckburgh, 
Gen. Radcliffe, Gen. Trevor, Col. Green- 
away, Col. and Mrs. Rawlins, Mr. and 
Mrs. nn[ner<^ue, Rev. R. Hickman, Mr. 
Tom Huijhes, Q.C., Col. Lowndes, Rev. 
L. Elmhirst, Col. Caldecott, Rev, R. B. 
Lynch. Rev. W. H. Benn. Mr. H. T. 
Rhoades, Mr. and Mrs. H. P. Cobb, Mr. 
T. S. Townsend. J. P., Rev. J Murray, 
Rev. J. A. Cheese, etc., etc. Many other 
ladies and visitors were also present : but 
the attendance on the part of the School 
was smaller than usual, .\fttr the lunch 
was over, the " pomp " procct-Jod to tiie 
Town Hall, where they were duly ushered 
into their seats. The Headmaster opened 
proceedings, as usual, with a speech. He 
regretted the absence of the Bishops of 
Worcester and London, also of his late 
colleague, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and of Archdeacon Holbeche, Mr. Mayor. 1 
and Sir George Rickards. But he was 
glad to see there Lord Leigh, who s > ably j 
represented Her Majesty in this county, | 
and could now be almost looked upon as | 
a certain attendant on Speech Day I 
(applause). He was also pleased to see 
I>on! Nort m, and Sir Ralph Linj^en, as 
well as Mr. Dumergue, who, as secretary 
for the Tercentenary Fund, had done s ) 
much for the School; and last, but not 
least, that typical representative of Rugby 
School, who had described Rugliy at 
play and work — Tom Hughes (loud 
and prolonged cheers). Tom Hughes 
had written the best boy's hook ever 
written in the English language, and bad 



made Rugby the sole subje(5l of that 
book, making it a household name on both 
sides of the Atlantic liipplausc). He 
thanked the visitors, both from Rugby and 
from a distance, for their presence on that 
occasion, and could have wished that 
many of them had been in* Rugby on the 
two previous days, when they would have 
witnessed some of the best cricket he had 
ever seen. He would have liked Mr. 
Newdegate tn have seen an old Rugby 
boy carry out his bat for 140 (applause). 
He would have liked them to nave seen 
the boys follow immediately and show 
some very fine cricket ; though himself an 
O.R., he was very glad to see two of the 
School make 200 before they were parted 
(applause). He would have liked those 
present to have been in the close and 
viewed the perfect turf and trees and 
buildings concentrated within 20 acres of 
ground, resources such as no other public 
school in England possesses. They would 
have seen the carpet of turf spread right 
up to the School House, the Ch.Tj^el, and 
the rauf^e of schools. They would have 
witnessed at the Swimming Bath the com. 
petition for rescuing and resuscitating the 
drowning. They would have seen the 
Workshops, the Gymnasium, the two 
Racquet Courts, and the Fives Courts. He 
pointed out how different things were 
forty years a^^o. when there was none of 
these things to keep boys troin idleness, 
and contra«fting lazy habits. Besides, 
there were the two Sanatoria with their 
admirable system, the Temple Museum, 
an 1 .VriiiiM Library : there was, besides, 
the School Chapel with all its beautifully 
blended colouring; hut this was all bricks 
and mortar. He would like them still 
belter to understand the heart and spirit 
of the place, the perfeift harmony between 
himself and his colleagues, the seldom or 
never abused freedom. Defers, however, 
they had ; and whilst English society had 
much to do with formmg the charad^er of 
public schools, they also had a great 
deal to do with forming the chara(5\er of 
English society. In conclusion, he called 
attention to the fa«5l that the Rugby 
Register had now been published down 
to 1 850, and asked all O.R.'s who wished 
for it to write for it, either to their late 
House Master or Mr. Steel (applause). 
He then read the honour list, oonl ined, as 
last year, to honours gained at the two 
Universities. 
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The proc^mme was then proceetled 

witli : ur are glad to see that in the 
opuih I. lit Miie of our contemporaries the 
pi i/,r n < itaiions were exceptionally 
and clear. They began with Kent's 
English Essay on the English Revolu- 
tion : on receiving the Queen's Medal, 
Dr. Jex Blake told him that any of the 
three essays sent in would have b«en well 
worth the i)rize. Next caoie Simey with 
a Latin I-Issay on " Lepos Horatianus," 
which was followed by the first of the 
dramatic pieces from Shakspeare's 
Winter's Tale," in which Lees, as Auto- 
lycus, and Hurle, as the Clown, were 
pre-eminent. This was succeeded by 
three more recitations: Richards and 
Siniey were equal in the Alcaics; Robin- 
son received his prize for the Lower 
Bench Latin Prose, and Simey for Greek 
lambirs in which, in the opinion of the 
Midland 1 lines, the uiisertes of the solitari- 
ness of the great were well expressed 
(here, by the bye, we may remark that 
the piece began not at *' Prometheus 
s.tw, aiici waketl the legioned hopes," but 
at " Then Prutnetheus gave wisdom, 
which is law, to Jupiter "). Next came a 
selcctiiin from Goldsmith's "She stoops 
to Conquer." " Meakin was admirable as 
Tony Lumpkin ; Keep personated Mr. 
Hard>-astle with great dignity, and Wood 
was an irrepressible Diggory." The 
Fifth Form Prose and Verse were then 
duly given, both of which Furness carried 
off; and last, but not least, of the recita- 
tions, came Seebohm's English Verse on 
Iceland, the whole of which he recited, 
and which seemed far above the usual 
average a " shnrt. but swet t " poem, of 
some foiirtt (11 stanzas, with sundry deep 
references at the bottom of the page to 
the Eddas (printed as usual by Mr. Law- 
rence). The linale was the passage from 
" Les Femmes Savantes," which was, per- 
haps, the most successful of the dramatic 
pieces. Weeden made an obsequious 
and sniilin;^ Trissotin ; the three blue- 
Stockings were effective in their parts, 
and the final quarrel between the 
"savants" was amusingly represented, 
and appreciated by the autliencc. 

After the conclusion of the Speeches, 
many of the visitors repaired to Mr. 
Scott's garden party; others inspected 
the Bath, Workshops, and other Close 
buildings: and the Assault-at-Anns in 
the Gymnasium at 6.0 p.m., brought an 
enjoyable afternoon to an end.

HOW 



DID THEY GET 
SCHOOL? 



TO 



It is a problem very difficult to solve, how, two 
centuries ago. nay even a century a^o. boys were 
accustomed to come from a distance to Rugby 
School. The roads were intolerably bad. and the 
flying coach from Coventry to Ix>ndon, took, in 
the middle of the seventeenth century, four days 
to accomplish the journev. the night of one of 
whicb was spent at Hillmorton. A wonderful feat 
of horsemar. iiiji .vas that, undertaken by Robert 
Catesby oa the 5th of November. 1605. when, 
leaving Lotjiion at 11 a m he «as enabled, by 
means of rel,iys of horst:.. to reach Ashby 
I-edi;(?rs and Dunchurch on the same evenin>;, and 
this in the vvinlor se.isim. It reiiuiru i, however, 
a guide to con liu't a small party oi ii irsenicn from 
Rugby to Disn. iiurcli the same day at nightfall. 
But 1 have t > ^.pan o%'er a considerabie space of 
time. In i<'ebruary, 1776, William Hevrick, aged 
six jwuB, canm fioia Le i casts r to Rugby School. 
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The journey took the whole of the day : he rode 
on horseback hither, seated on a pillow before a 
guide well acquainted with the qu .i^tn in s and 
marshes on Dunton Heath, between Lli i -ilt and 
Lutterworth. Mr. Hcvrick died in [■^s'^ 's^d SS 
years. An Old Kui,'l>eian, who entered Rugby 
School in iSofi, who is still living and is now in 
his 88th year, informed tne. in a letter written a 
few months a^o. that he remembered the arrival 
of a new boy, nine years of age. at School, the son 
of a Baronet in Staffordshire, who came riding to 
School, sitting on a pillion, bthintl his father's 
groom. This was in 1807 Now I think very few 
at the present day of the ase of fifty years and 
under, have ever wen a pillion They were not 
uncommon in my younger days, but were then 
gradually giving place to vehicular couvt-\ .tiicls 
One who entered Kugbv School in 1777. told me 
that in his time most of the lM)ys nxie to School 
OQ Welsh [.Kinies. As thev must have had s imeone 
to accompany them to take back the p<>n:< s. u is 
possible that s.addle-bngs may have Itcen inadt' u.sc 
of to carrv' their clothes 1 unf.irtun;ilc!y did not 
inquire of him whether tins was so. Ordinarily 
one postcbaise only made its appearance in Kugby. 
at the cominencement of each scholastic half-vear. 
This btl-ti^cd to the l:iriai..r..! <■{ the Wheat Sheaf, 
at Davcntn,', a ridted inn on the Ix^ndon Uoad, and 
w.as emplovei to bring and take hi.s two .sons, 
William Clerk and John Clerk, to and from 
School. These entere.l the School in 1774 With 
one of these I have transacted business, and 
entered into chat with him about his Sch jol J;i\s 
Hetween 6u and 70 years ago. a strange vehicle, 
if it might be so called, a new invention, made its 
appearance in Rugby, brought hither by some 
commercial traveller, one of whose employers had 
evolveil from his brain a discovery he was fain to 
hope would make his fortune. As far as my recol- 
le(^tion enables me to describe this simple piece of 
mechanism, it consisted of a slender but sufficiently 
stout bar of wood, with a wheel at each end and a 
handle in front by means of which the first wheel 
OOald be turned from side to side. About midway 
Mi the bar a rude saddle was fixed ; on this sat the 
occupant, with his feet dangling on the gronnd and 
poshing forwards the vehicle, on which he sat 
•stride, with them. The exercise on a good and 
level road was capital, but there might be t<K> much 
of a good thing, and in going up hilt the work was 
as bad as the treadmill. This wondrous invention, 
as b was then constdered. iras let out to members 
of the School at one ahilliiig per hour, and for a 
time this wooden p«gaau was in full employ, but 
after a time the novelty fell off. This highflyer 
bore the high-fiowing name of " the velocipede." 
It was. ia iad, the pcecar so r of the bicycle, whidi 
baa, however, undergone as auny improveaeota 
as tbe old locomotive four-wbeem steam engiaes, 
when tbey made their first appearance on the 
London aad Binninghani railway, as I remember 
them, 50 years ago.

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A LONG, but fine, and we hope pleasant 
Summer Term has at last come to an end, 
and once more it is the Meteor's duty, 
before the School breaks up, to cast a 
parting glance over the events of the 
term, and pronounce judgment on the 
doings of the School. First and fore- I 
most, our attention is directed to consider | 
how Cricket has progressed, and whether 
we are likely to retrieve our last year's 
defeat at Lord's. Looking back at the 
Foreign Matches we have played this 
term, we see that out of nine matches 
we have won one and lost two, no less 
than six being drawn ; in these latter the 
chances of vi^ory have been very evenly 
balanced, for two were left quite unde- 
cided, two were drawn in our favour (one 
very much so), and two were against us. 
The Brasenose match was the only severe 
defeat we received, as we were almost 
equal to our opponents in the Ballinl 
match, and were playing without our best ! 
man ; while the one viiHory we achieved, 
against the iJuttc-rilifs. was quite decisive, 
and that, too, when we had to face pro- 
fessional bowling without our Ml strength. 
Viewing the season as a whole, then, we 
may call it fairljr successful, thou|[h not 
brilliant : there is no doubt that m the 
first few matches our plav was rather 
weak, the Eleven being made up almost 
entirely of new hands ; but also there is 
no one who would deny that our £leven 
has improved immensely in all respects 
since the banning of the term, and that 



we may at all events be sure of making a 
good nght for it against Marlborough. 
Further into the question whether we shall 
win or not ^ve do not wish to go: the 
freak fortune played us last year has 
proved that all speculations are vain, 
even though they may seem to be most 
safe and cautious ; we cannot even assure 
our readers that if we have the better 
Eleven we shall probably win. As to the 
merits and defccfts of our Eleven, our 
strong points are batting and bowling — 
of the former we have had abundant 
proof in the matches against the Rugby 
Club, Old Rugbeians,and Free Foresters; 
the bowling has been uniformly good 
throughout, and is a marked improve- 
ment on last year. Our weak point is 
the deep fielding and the wicket keeping, 
which is only natural, considering the 
way in which the positions have been 
changed* With these remaiks, then, let 
us leave our Eleven to contend against 
the powers of Marlborough at Lord's. 

Clossly connected with Cricket is the 
question of the Caldecott Fund. We are 
very glad to be able to publish in this 
nund)cr a letter from Mr. Bolton, giving 
us definite information as to the progress 
made. The acquisition of the ground 
now occupied by Cross would be a great 
gain for the School ; but we wcndd first 
like to see the Heads of the Houses organ- 
ise their Two and Three Belows better, 
and make « better use of Reynolds' than 
they have made this term; no one can 
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now say that there are not enough 
grounds for Cricket, when sometimes a 
ground remains unoccupied throughout 
an afternoon. We still want more ground 
for Football, and by having " Caldecott's 
piece " for Cricket, we shall be able tO USe 
Keynoids' to a greater extent. 

Next comes the Rifle Corps, and as far as 
all accounts go, the shooting sc >res seem 
to have been much higher, and the V'lII. | 
better than in past years. j 

About their doings at Wimbledon, 
however, the less said the better. As ! 
usual, they thought before they went up 
that they had some chance of doing 
something: and, as usual, tiiey fell to 
pieces on arriving there. It is vain to 
ask the cause any more; it is not ours to 
reason why : Rugby stems destined never 
to win the Shield, which we may conse- 
quently cut out entirely from our pro- 
gramme. 

As regards the portion of our com- 
munity whose labours are more congenial 

to the Muses, we have little to say. The 
Clioir is much the same as usual, and still 
we hear on all sides tlie (juesiion "Why 
don't the trebles sing " while there is 
none to answer; otherwise, let the School 
Concert speak for itself. Of our two 
Societies, one, as usual, has lain dormant 
this term, in preparation, we hope, for 
new exertions next; while the other has 
given constant signs of its activity by 
expeditions to different parts of the 
country, and indulging in its usual scien> 
tific researches. 

And now, we are once more separating. 
The School, when it meets a^in next 
term, will have many gaps in its ranks, 
and many will never retain as mein!>ers 
of the School. May those who are leav- 
ing us always look back on Rugby with 
pleasure, and those who are coming back 
do their utmost to maintain the reputation 
of the School in their respective posi- 
tions.

\Vc started on Wednesday at 1.30 and 
reached our destination at 5. We set off 

at unee for the ("ommon, where we had 
some practice — five shots at 200 and hve 
at 5<.x) yards. No one was very success- 
ful at either range, as there was a difli- 
cult wind. Two of the team, however, 
succeeded in getting " bulls " at 2< >u, 
which meant 10/6. It was only a 4-inch 
buirs eye» instead of 8 inches, which we 
are accustomed to. After jn u tice, some 
went and tried llieir hauii al liie " Pool," 
but soon the gun was fired, aihl all firing 
had to cease for the night. We then 
went to our hotel, and had a simple tea, 
so that all might he in gooil form in the 
morning. Afier tea, we strolled <jn the 
Common for an hour, and then retired for 
the night. Breakfast was at eight the 
next tuorning. and after that meal we 
proceeded to the Comm >n at 9.30. The 
weather was magnificent, and the wind 
seemed light an<l steaily. All the Scho<ils 
paraded in front of tlie lv\< rutive tent at 
10.30, and were then told oif to their 
respective targets. 

Firing began at eleven. We made a 
l>ail start, and only succeeiled in making 
2o^ at the short range. We finished at 
twthe o'clock, less hopeful than we 
began, but still hopeful. We lunclu'd at 
one o'clock, and al 2*30 firing began at 
the long range. There wc found a very 
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difficult " choppy wind," and our success 
at that range is greatly due to the Rood 
••coaching" of Richardson (O.R.). who 
very kindly coached us the whole day. 
Woiattea began with 30, and several 
Others shot ytell, especially Astley, who 
made 32, and Baker |o. We made 193 
at 500 yards, which with 206 at «oo yards, 
m.uk- a grand total of 399. We were 
fifth out of seventeen Schools, which is a 
considerable improvement on previous 
years, hut scarcely as good as we wished.

Walsingham. Essex, aged 12, April 12 The 
name of the county. Esspx. has been inserteil 
by mistake for Norfolk. Placed in the Ijjwer 
I'ourth Korra. the lowest form m the; Upper 
Schixjl, ho had for his tutor tiic Rev. P. B. 
Homer, the master of that form. In the list 
of the School for October, iMo. his name 
first appears in the sixth form. In 1820, he 
obtained the Schcxjl prize for the liest English 
Euav. the subjc^ bemg, " On the Assistance 
which Art derives from Nature," In iHia he 
was eleifled an Exhibitioner on the Rugby 
School Foundation, and proceeded to St. John's 
Collega, Cambridge. Sabaequenlly. residing 
at a diataiiiBe. we are nnable to follow 
his career as we could wish. The appointment 
of a Honorary Canonship to Norwich Cathe- 
dral ia suflkieBt to show the estimatioo he was 
held in as a Oivlae and Clecgjmao io that 
Diocew. 

Th« Noifolk and Norwidi Arebaokgical 
Society was eatablisbed ia 1846 ; that be was 
one 01 the most pramuMot membera of this 
Society, we nay fatriy assDHie. in the abeence of 
the HMral volumes of that Society, to which 
we are therefm anabte to refer. Bat. apart 
from the Provincial Society, it ia to to the trans- 
aaions of a moie pabUc Society, the Rnval 
Archaeological InstltHle of Great Britain ami 
Ire land, that we find him. during the space of 
a ijiiarter of a century and upwanls. a frequent 
and most acceptable contributor 

At the annual meeting of the Arcli.volo^ical 
Institute, held at ("Cambridge in July. 1854. which 
meeting was attended by the late Prince Con 
sort. Sir. Lee Warner real an exhaustive 
memoir on Walsinnham .Alibey, Norfolk, and on 
the curicus metrical \crsionuf the Walsin^ham 
I^Send. printed by Pyns^n. of which a copy 
existed in the Pepysian I.ibr.irv. He also 
related the results of excavations made undi-r 
his direction, and chiefly In- his own hand, 
with the view of traciii.; thi; ;>osition 
of the conventual buildin;;s at Walsiii^hain. 
This most mterestin^ disM-rtalutn was pun;. 1 
with piaiis an l ilUistrat: tis ;ii liie Joiirii il 1 
the .Xrcinr; iloi^ical Iiistiliue. for June, iSjd. 
This p.ipi I iiin;;ii lo be considered as a Worthy 
supi>Ieineir, to tlic account given by Erasmus 
with his h.irdly d:smiised sceptical feelings, in 
his pilgrimage thither, in the early part of the 
sixteenth century. 

It was after the meeting at Cambridge that 
the writer of this paid a visit to Mr. I^ee War- 
ner at his tlieu hospitable residence at Walsing- 
ham, and was enabled, under his guidance, to 
obtain a more thorough insight into the existing 
remains of that once famed locality, than he 
could otherwise have possibly done. 

But. previous to the meeting at Cambridge, 
vis., at that of the Archzological Institute.' held 



at Bristol, in Jnly. 1831. Mr. Loe Warner read 
a paper on the first 8vo editioo of Tyndall's New 
Testament, which he considered to have been 
printed at Worms in^ 1535. With the early 
versions in the vernacular of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, Mr. Lee Warner was indeed well acquain- 
ted, and on any disputetl points might well be 
considered an authority. 

At the .innual meeting ol the Institute, held 
at Peterborough in Julv, iS^.i. lie read a paper 
on the MS Chronicle and (^hartulary of Robert 
Sw.ipliam, preserved in the Cathedral Library. 
Some .iccount of the edition of the Scriptures, 
in the vernacular, published by Miles Cover- 
dale, in 1535. and of a copy jireserved in the 
Cathedral Library at Gloucester, written by 
him. appHjars in the Journal of the Arclix-ological 
InstituiL' for June, i8^")i 

At the meeting at Rochester in July. 1H63. he 
read a paper on a hitherto unpublished passage on 
the Life of John Warner. Hish<ip of Kix hestcr, 

.\t the meeting of the Archieologic.il Institute, 
held at lUiry-St -luimunds. in July, tsfxj, Mr. 
I^e Warner drew attention to the urgent want 
of a general index to the Joum.al of the Insti- 
tute, and suggested that such should be under- 
taken by volunteers, members of that Society ; 
his suggestions were subsequently acted upon, 
and a copious index to the first twenty-five vol- 
umes of the Journal was published in 1878. 

At the annual meeting of the Royal Arcbseo- 
logical Institute, held at I^'icester in July, 1870. 
Mr. Lee Warner read a le.irne>l paper on *' John 
Wycliff. " A vote of thanks to him was proposed 
by an Old Rugbeian and old schoolfellow, who 
took occasion, however, to differ from him on 
one point, viz.. on the authenticity of the pseudo 
portraits of Wycliff there exhibited. 

At a meeting held at the Society's Rooms in 
London, April. 1873. be read a paper, 
" Remarks on a Charter of Cathwalf. Bishop 
of Hereford, in the tine of Berhtwulf, King of 
the Mercians. A4>. B4a" A photo of this docn- 
raent appean in VoL XXX. of the Joamal of the 
Royal Archaological Insiitute. 

At the annnal meeting held at Baetar, in J uly , 
iSt3. • vote of thanka waa awarded to Mr. Lee 
Warner fbr the labonr and attentioa he had 
bestowed on the Index. He was present at the 
Canterbory meeting, hdd in July. 1875. and 
also at that held at Hereford m August, 1877. 
where he made some critical observations on the 
monument attributed to Humphrey de Bohun 
The last meeting of the Royal Arcbxological 
Institute, of which I can find any mention of 
his name was that lieKl at Taenton in 1879. 

As one of the s<:nior memU^rs of the Insti- 
tute, his presence al the annual meetings was 
always wont t<.> exc.te atleiiliau. .lad no member 
was blotter known, or met with a more c< rdi.al 
reception. 

All we have attempted has been to give a 
sketch, though slight, of his career, as presen- 
ted to us at those arch.Tological gatherings at 
which we have met. As a deep reader, an apt 
scholar, and one well versed in the various 
topics an which from tKiu- ti> time he dwelt, ho 
availed himself of opportiinitn s of giving to 
the world that peculiar kii i .vh hf p >ssessr d, 
which otherwise might have been lost, and his 
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memory is Curly entitled to be enrolled in the 
list of tboM Rngbeiana, now passed away, who, 
in one way or otber. have done credit to their 
School and to their Goantrjr. 

Mr. Lee Wanwr outniad. in 1835. Mlas Ann 
Astley, of the addMt fiunUy of toe Astleys of 
Norfolk and Warwieiaritim, aoaie of whose 
sepulcfanl elites MB to be Ccmnd intiieneiKh- 
boiuing cburoi of Hillnorton. One of bis 
sons, Mr. H. Lae Warner, is. and bnt bean for 
twenlj jwara put, one of the nuslen of Rngby 
Scbo(M.

■■ The dea:li is aniiuunced. :it tl;e age of 8j, 
of the I(c!v, H, J I,ee Warner. Hon. Canon of 
Norwich C.uhcJral Mr. I.j>e Warner was born 
in 1S02, at bliiiitod St. <,)utMiiin. Wiltshire, of 
which viDa^e his father was curato Shortly 
after his birth, his grandfather succeeded to 
the Walsingham Abbey estates in Norfolk, and 
in 1807 his father .accepted the charge of the 
parishes iif WalsinKham and Houghtonde-Dale. 
In 1S25 he took double honours, both in Clas- 
sics and Mathematics, at Cambridge. Subse- 
quently he was ordained by Bishop Bathurst. 
and in 1834 he succeeded his fattier in the 
charge of the parishes of Great and Little Wal- 
singnam and Hon^hton-le-Dale. He resigned 
this plurality of Itviogs. and devoted hinuelf to 
the parish of Little Waliingbam. on n atipend 
of about /90 per annum, .\fter a quarter 
of a century thus spent, he retired to his estate 
at Tborpland, where he died. He deservedly 
acquired the reputation of a faithful and self- 
denying minister of the Church of England." 

The death is also announced of Jakb« Xbn- 
hbdt Wo>tkinoxom, who died July 15th. at 
Sale Hall, Mancheelsr, aged twenty-two yenra.

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" Herb we are again I " the full ma- 
chinery of the School in motioii, and 

everyone by this time shaken down into 
thetr new positions. Only, as this is an 
age of advance and improvement, the 
machinery has beeti renovated and 
altered to suit the times. Nay, more, 
there is even a well-founded rumour that 
an eutirely new system is shortly to be 
introduced. Of the minor changes that 
have been put forward, perhaps the most 
important is the new method of taking 
grounds. The old " cut and run " system 
was evidently inadequate, and rather 
barbarous. The new one claims *' that 
by it the best (i.e., the most important) 
games will obtain the b^st grounds. Now 
if it succeeds in this, and fulfils its claim, 
it will find general favour, fur, as far as 
we can see, it is not more complicated 
than the present system. Next to this in 
importance, is the introdui^^ion of umpires 
for Uglows. This has long been simmer- 
ing, and ought to have been introduced 
at the same time that below Ties were 
drawn. We see a new ground has been 
put up on Punt-about, and alsu that a 
touch-line has been run along the bank of 
the " Gym " piece, whereby it is made 
much safer. 

As to our Cricket at Lord's, a full 
account appears in another column, 
so we shall content ourselves here by 
hoping that, another year, more attention 
will be paid to the fi< KHng of the team, 
as, this year, the general opinion is that 



we made a lamentably poor show in this 
department. Our Football prospc(fts an*, 
we think, on the whole, bright ; and we 
conhkiently expe<5l to see Rugby put as 
good a team into the field this year as 
last. To conclude our leader without a 
mention of New Big School would be a 
grave omission : well, as far as we car 
see at present, it bids fair to be the han> • 
somest building of any we poiisess. Tli 
new Schools have got on apace, and W«U 
doubtless be finished by next term. 

Now for the rumour spoken of abovi . 
Rugby is to have a Mt)dern Side. Th 
full details of this will be found on anoth. i 
page. Doubtless the first effect of tJ.c 
change will be to materially increase our 
numbers; but, thanks to the Caldec tt 
piece, we shall well be able to accomn* • 
date another hundred or so without being 
uncomfortably crowded. Apropos of the 
Caldecott piece, a suggestion was ma«.«c 
in the last Meteor of last term that the 
School should start a fund to help defmy 
the expenses of putting the ground iu 
order, paying an extra ground-man, . 
Now though this was a really cxcelli i,; 
idea, and would prevent the expense oi 
the new ground — perhaps a rather hea\y 
oncat first — from making itself obtrusively 
fell in subscriptions, as lar as we know ii 
has not as \ el lieeii aCted on ; and migla 
we suggest that the commencement < . 
the term is the fittest time for starting 
anything of this kind— everyone is n^oi.. 
soU-hearted. 
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EvERV (Ifpartment of our School system 
inevitably feels the wule gap \v.ft in our 
midst by the lari^e number of those who 
leave at the end of the Midsummer term, 
btit none more so than the Debating 
Sorit ty, and never mure so than now, at 
the beginning of the " autumn session " of 
1885. Of some 40 members who swelled 
its ranks at the emi nf last Christinas 
term, only ten are left to us, and ol these 
only five put in an ap|ieanince at the first 
private business meetii^^. The reason of 
this great redudlion in its numbers is not 
far to •ivck: for the Debalinfj Society, 
though open alike to fellows situated in 
all parts of the School (and we can recall 
cases where some of tts most eloquent 
orators have hailed from the ranks of 
Lower V. and Upper Middle I.), is no 
doubt in the main composed of the Sixth 
Form, and they it is who form the bulk of 
the "leavers." Hut still, disheatening as 
it may seem, even this desertion has its 
advantages ; new members mean new 
ideas, and new ideas again import a tone 
of freshness mto our Debates. That the 
Society has not been crushed by its loss is 
amply proved by a notice which we publish 
in another column of this number. Rising 
like a phtenix from its ashes, the Km 
remaining members have speedily in- 
creased their numbers to twenty*three, 
while thf announcement of a dil^atef irlast 
Saturday, though unavoidably postponed 
at the last moment, showed the School 
plainly enough that they mean business. 
One objedion to the Society, the 
closeness of eleClion of members, has 
now been dune away, and no one 
who is willing to speak, need fear that 
his claim to membership will not be 
speedily satisfied. Topics for considera- 
tion are in no danger oS running short 
this term, and, were not the Meteor pro- 
hibited politics, except in so far as per- 
si iiified ill O.R s, we should not find it 
diihcult to dictate a very extensive pro- 
gramme. But this we will leave to the So- 
ciety.only venturing, befort; we wisli them 
a successful term, to remind the Schotjl 
that if perchance novels and supper 
begin to pall on their appetites, they can 
always find an hour of intelle«5tual 
relaxation — somtimes even amusement — 
at the meeting of this worthy Society. 

It has lier.imc a custom of late years for 
the Metii/r, at the beginning of every 



term, to do its best to stir up the Rugby 
Racquet world fn^m an eternal lethargy. 
Hitherto our attempts have been almost 
entirely disregarded: but at last, it seems, 
we are not to have struggled in vain. 
Rugby is awaking! \Veh<;ar rumours of 
matches arranged for this term — only 
three, it is true — but still, that is some- 
thing, and we heartily congratulate those 
wh<) have effcdlcd it. Now that it has 
once been realized that Racquet matches 
can be arranged* just as much as Cricket 
or Fr>otba11 matches, the rest will be 
easy. L<f the Head of the Racquet 
pair regularly invite C^.R's, or any other 
players be can obtain, to come down once 
a week, if possible, on half-holiilay after- 
noons ; Racquet players can be enter- 
tained in the Houses just as much as 
Football players. When this is once 
brought about, we are confident that 
Rugby will go up to Prince's with a 
better chance of success than has fallen 
to her lot for the last five years.

RUGBY MARLBOROUGH. 



The high cxpecflations in which we 
indulged last term can scarcely be said 
to have been fully realized at Lord's. 
This may of course be attributed in part 
to the absence of uur next year's captain, 
Bengough. Of those playing in this 
match only five were old colours: on the 
Marlborough side, Meyrick, Ashfield. 
and Meyrick-Joncs ; on ours, E. H. F. 
Bradbyand North. 

We won the toss and ele<fled to bat. 
E. H. F. Bradby and Gaddum went in un 
a fast, hard wicket, against the bowling 
of Hay hurst and Miller, respeiflively a 
fast and a slow bowler. At first runs came 
easily. When 40 had been knocked up 
in somethmg less than half-an-hour, the 
bowling was changed ; and at 43 our 
captain was dismissed by an easy catch 
at deep mid-off, for a fret ly hit 26. The 
next two wickets gave but little ditUculty : 
but when Bateson joined Gaddum, a 
stand was made. These two led the 
score from 52 up to iii, when (iadduni 
unluckily ran himself out. Bateson was 
finally caught at point for 40. When 7 
wickets had fallen, we had scored a total 
of only 140. In the latter part of the 
innings, however, an unexpeiftetl st;iiici 
was made. H. C. Bradby and Wreford- 
Brown added 47 runs for the eighth wicket ; 
then the latter was bowled by Bett for 
33. A still more remarkable resistance 
was offered when Wilson joined H. C. 
Bradby ; these two succeeded in putting 
on no less than 82 runs during their 
partnership, through various changes of 
bowling. Then Bradby was run out for 
a careful 64 ; making a total of 369. H. 
C. Bradby's 64 included six 4's, two 3's, 
and five a's. The fielding of the Marl- 



borough XI. can only be commended 
when we contrast it with our own, and 
when we take into consideration tlwir«X> 
ceptional fielding at point and cover>point. 
Bett, a fast right-handed man, was, as the 
analysis will show, the only M.irlhurian 
who offered really formidable bowling. 

At about ten minutes past five. Marl- 
borough went in to bat. The commence- 
ment of their innings was promising, for 
their two first wickets fell for 17 runs. 
Then Meyrick-Jones joined Meyrick, the 
Marlborough captain : these two, through 
an unparaUeled run of bad fielding on our 
tide« stayed in for the rest of the after- 
noon, adding to the score too mns before 
stumps wt:re drawn. They presented a 
most striking contrast of style. Meyrick, 
the captain, played with almost ludicrous 
steadiness ; scoring only 27 runs in an 
hour and 50 minutes : Meyrick-Jones, 
however, hit ab'jut with it freedom ; 
and must, but for the most extraordinary 
luck, have been diamtsaed almost imma» 
diately ; for he gave 5 or 6 chances, and 
indeed narrowly escaped being '* snapped ** 
his hrst ball, off Wilson's bowUng. 
When the stumps were drawn our oppu> 
nents' score stood at 117, for two wickets. 

The next day Meyrick-Jones was dis- 
missed early from the wicket by Blunt, 
for 90 runs. His go included ten 4*8, 
three 3*«;, and seven 2"s. When he left 
the wickets the score stood at 156. Then, 
so easily were the others dismissed, that 
for the next four wickets no more than 
22 runs were added, making a total of 
12H. Then, however, a stand was made. 
Browning remained at the wickets till 
the total liad reached ao7. Then Hay- 
hurst, hitting freely, helped Meyrick to 
add 56 for the next wicket ; and finally 
Miller assisted in carrying the SUm total 
to 299. They did not, however, stay 
long enough to enable their captain to 
make his century. So Meyrick succeeded 
in carrying his bat through tbe whole 
innings. In about 4 hours and 50 
minutes he made 92 runs. 

Vastly different was the play of our 
own captain, E. H. Bradby. He did not, 
indeed, offer such an exhibition of 
patience ; nevertheless he cannot be said 
to have given a single chance during the 
whole of his second innings, although he 
was hitting freely. When we went in it 
was obvious that the game could not be 
finished ; but, in spite of this, no part of 
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the match was so interestintr as mir second 
innings. This was because the feature 
of the match was our captain's batting : 
for though our XI. did not, on the whole, 
distinguish itself by its play, it was dis- 
tinguished by the possession of Bradby. 

With 30 to the bad, £. H. F. Bradby 
and Gaddum opened the innings. At 53 
Gaddum was bowled for 19. North took 
his place, and remained while 40 more 
runs were put on, of which he con- 
tributed 12. BoughtoM- Leigh, Bradby 's 
best supporter, then followed in ; and the 
Marlborough bowling was severely pun- 
ished. After an hour and a quarter's 
play, the century was telegraphed ; 50 
rninutos afterwards the second hundred 
was posted. Various bowlers were tried 
without success, and 92o was up when, 
at 5.40. Bradby was struck by the ball in 
the face, and was obliged to retire f ir a 
time. Boughton Leigh was bowled for 
70, including seven 4's, six 3's, and six 
3*s. Bateson, who had taken Bradby's 
place, was not long in contrihiitlr,^' t - 
the score. Then the score stood at ^Hg 
for four wickets. H. C. Bradby joined 
his brother, and jcmi was posted at 6.35. 
Thiity-tivc more runs were added before 
E. H. F. Bradby was caught off Hay- 
hurst 's bowling. He had scored a bril- 
liant 170, including as many as twenty- 
three 4's, seven 3"s. and f >urteeti 2's. 
Blunt s wicket was the last to fall, and 
H. C. Bradby and Jackson remained in 
until the stumps were drawn, the score 
then stauiling at 33S for si.x wickets. We 
were therefore 308 runs ahead, with four 
wickets to fall, — not quite a viAory, in- 
deed, but far removed from a defeat. 
The score was as follows : —

NOTES AT LORD'S 
(by an old rugbbiam). 

For two successive years Rugby haa 
put a better eleven into the field than 
Marlburough. and yet on neither occasion 

has she won the match. Last year our 
defeat was due tu bad luck ; this year 
the draw was due to bad play. Last 
year it was Oiir l>owling and Beldint; that 
was f^o )d, and our batting which col- 
lapsed, owing to the wretched light in 
which we hati to play, through no fault 
of ours. This year the case is just the 
reversi;, ami we have ourselves, n >t 
f>>rtune, to thank fur not winning the 
match. As regards our batting, little 
need he s.ii<l ; it was f]:iilc as <.,'oi>il as we 
could prissihly wish : our Captain him- 
self is a brilliant bat — we may safely say 
the finest Rugby lias had since Leslie; 
to this fatfl not merely his performances 
in the Cl.ise last t«-rm amply ht^ar witness, 
but also hi:i two centuries at Lord's itself ; 
which I do not remember any previous 
Captain achii viii^ ; and he was ably 
supported by most of the t>ti)er members 
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of the Eleven, some of the most promising 
of whom, I believe, will represent the 
Schix>l again next year. There was only 
one really striking fault in our inninps, 
that was, a certain iiulecisioii on the 
part of the batsmen in the case of doubt* 
fill runs ; occasionally tlicy would even 
be standing,' out of their ground, deliber- 
ating whether to go or not, when they 
would have easily been run out, had the 
ball been neatly picked up and thrown in. 
This, h>>\sev<-r, is a minor and «Hsiiy 
remedied fault, and 1 hope it will vanisii 
before next July. Next, as rcfjartls our 
bowlin),'. In this, we were un ioubtedly 
weak, but here criticism is hardly fair, 
as we most unfortunately lost at the last 
moment the services of our best bowler, 
which, to a certain extent, accounts for 
the heavy score made by Marlbor' nif^li, 
and the unsatisfactory state in which the 
match was \eh. Lastly, I have to deal 
with a very sore ^oint. the ficlditif^. One 
of our contemporaries, in rejiorting the 
match, stated that " had Rnyhy fielded 
better, she would undoubtedly have won 
the match," a remark which I entirely 
endorse. The fit l<!iii^', and t sficcially the 
deep fielding, was gi nerally wretchedly 
bad: it is true that even the worst 
occasionally redeemed themselves by a 
fine piece nf picking up or stopping, but 
many st emed ignorant of the very rudi- 
ments of the art ; over and over again, 
bad the ball been sharply fielded and 
thrown in, we ronld have run one of 
their men out : the Marlborough fielding, 
slovenly as it was in places, was much 
superior to ours. The catching also was 
very interior: Meyrirk-Ji iies was missed 
(I am not exaggerating! at least four or 
five times, niistukes that proved most 
disastrous ; for had we fielaed up really 
well, w< should not only have prevented 
Marlbi. rough from passing our total, but 
also have made them follow on ; and then 
we should certainly have won. 

\\ itli this failure in view, then, I 
cannot too strongly recommend assiduous 
attention to fielding next year. Let the 
head of the Eleven have eleven field- 
ing" constantly, and refuse to give any- 
one his colours who cannot field decently. 
Let our bowlers take pains to improve 
themselves, and let our batsmen learn 
not to throw away our most useful wick- 
ets by running each other out ; and then 
we may safely hope next year to avenge 



ourselves for this year and last, fay a 
brilliant vidlory.

M. C. C. V. RUGBY. 

This Club opposed us with a team ex- 
clusively composed of amateurs. Against 
them we can scarcely boast of success. 
In fa<ft, if only the first day's cricket 

be taken into account, we distincftly 
failed to prove ourselves worthy of 
our opponents. But, in this game E. H. 
F. Bradby came to the rescue, and saved 
us from an ignominious defeat. Not 
much interest was shown in the game, 
either by members of the School, or by 
outsiders, and yet it was remarkable in 
its way- During the first day i6 wickets 
fell, and 545 runs were scored. This 
number b^ts the aggregate previously 
obtaine<l at fiord's in one day. The 
M.C.C. hit our howling all over the field ; 
and were not all out until 5.45. Their 
total was 483. Nine of their men reached 
double figures. In the remaining hour 
we only succeeded in scoring 63 runs f<»r 
6 wickets. 

On Saturday we were all out for 92 ; 
and w< re therefore obliged to follow on. 
In our Second innings E. H. F. Brailby 
a;,'ain distinguished himself, by contri- 
buting 102 to our total of ^04. When he 
had almost completed his century, his 
knee succumbed to a sud<ien strain ; but 
he colle<^ied himself sufficiently to attain 
his three figures before retiring.

— "James, son of the al)<»vc. a^cd 13," A Rur- 
beian who knew him on entering >he School, 
writes aa follows : — " I reincmL>er him, a small 
boy, ta 1833. When I was m tlie fifth form, he 
was an unplaced bov under Mr. Loggia, and 
sittint! in the tifih fi rm school. He was an 
attraiftivc boy, and I atadc acquaintance with 
him. anil liked him, and he used to come to my 
stndy. I thmk his elder brother got into a 
scrape, ud they both left school. I fancy that 
h« went to the Charter house, bnt the papers 
say to Westoinster." Uis~taame first appears 
ia the L«iwer Fourth, ia the School list for 
Odoher. iBaj. Ia tlw list for April. 1825. his 
name appears ia the Uppor Remove ; as bis 
name does not aahaeqneatly appear ia the 
School Hats, he probably left in the snmner of 
1823. On bis anally leaving tlie School, he 



studied in Paris and in Hume, He filled 
various positions at Court, until the death of 
William the Fourth, during the whole of his 
reifiD. On one occasion, however, he fell 
under the displeasure of his royal m.astcr. 
W hen William IV suddenly dismissed his Prime 
Minister. I-ord Melbourne, Sir Robert Peel being 
then abroad, he sent Mr. Hudson in search of 
Sir Robert : be found that statesman at 
Rome, and was scolded by him for n>>t arriving 
a day earlier. Returning to EnghuiJ with des- 
patches, he was so exhausted when he arrived in 
London, that, instead of immediately carrying 
then to the King, he went to bed; The King 
was so aagry at the delay, that Mr. Hudson did 
not venture to appear before him for three nooths. 
After the death of the King, he devoted hinudf 
to a diplomatic career. He served as Secietai-y 
of Legation socossstvely tijt Washington 1838, 
the Hague 1843 and Rio de Janeiro i8h(5. at 
which capital be beeaow Envoy in 1^0.

The scarcity of Old Rug- 
beians cast a damp on the whole pro- 
ceedings, and we believe we are cnrre(5\ 
in stating that there were only five down 
altogiether. Of course we cannot expe(5t 
to sec so many for the Sixth match as for 
the Old Riiglieian match or Cock Houses 
—the time is not so convenient, Football 
has not yet well begun, no one as yet has 
returned to OxSard or Cambridge, — but 
still such a niarkcd fallinf? off is very disap- 
pointing to us, who are always so glad to 
welcome any number who choose to come 
down. However, measures have been 
taken to prevent this occurring on the 
occasion of the Old Rugbeian match, 
fresh and more numerous invitations 
have been sent out, and we hope in con- 
sequence to SL-e a goodly array of Old 
Rugbeians marshalled to meet — and per- 
haps to beat — the School. The younger 
members of the School oupht now to de- 
velope their powers of Football earlier 
than they used to do, for by the present 
arrangement of grounds, nearly everyone 
in the School can he playing at once; 
we are sorry, however, to see that it is not 
often that more than four grounds are 
taken on those days when there is a Big- 
side, and Two B^WDws should be playing. 
If there are not enough in a House for a 



good game, let the licad of House Twenty 
ask some fellows fmn^ the town or other 
houses to fill up the teams, for they would 
be only too glad to get a game. It is a 
great pity that the grounds should not be 
used when they are there, especially as, 
if they are not used, so many small fellows 
are left with nothing to do out of doors for 
the whole aftem<K)n, but to loaf al>out. 

It is to ber^etted that House Matches 
and Belows arc so behindhand this term ; 
no doubt it is partly due to the abnormal 
number of sprains and such like trifling 
accidents that have occurred throughout 
the School; but whatever happens, let us 
have the preliminarv lies finished olT, so 
as to leave ample time for Cock House 
Match, and all necessary Challenge 
Matches. Nothing ran be so unsatisfac- 
tory as not having time to finish Cock 
House Match, as has been the case within 
recent years, and nothing so unfair as that 
one house should l>e placed above another 
merely because there is no time for Chal- 
lenge Matches. 

Now to turn to the XV., we think that 
we have quite as good material as usual, 
but to jutige from the last foreign match, 
it wants a great deal of moulding before 
it will make a good team. We will men- 
tion the points which struck us most 
forcibly in Tuesday's play. First, the 
forwards must play more together: doubt- 
less we have some brilliant players in the 
team, but individuals never win a match, 
and each one must play for the lean), 
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rather than for himself. For the first 

half-hour the School played well, but 
after that they seemed to lose heart. 
Second : the three-quarters must con- 
siderably improve in their passing, and 
be much quicker in getting off when they 
have got the ball ; and, most important 
of al£ they must not, after failing to 
** col&^ " ail opponent, stand and watch 
him run in, but follow up hard, and as 
likely as not they will be able to bring 
him down when he is trying to dodge the 
full back. Third : the halves must not 
play so much with their legs, but use 
their hands more in passing out to the 
three-quarters. 

At the end of last term it was our 

?leasant duty to announce that the I 
Icadmaster had secured Bryant's Nur- 
sery Gardens, nearly eight acrcsof ground, 
for the use of future generations of Rug- 
beians, and that the Committee formed 
to conunemorate Mr. Caldecott had deci- 
ded that no more fitting memorial could 
be found for that great supporter of Rug- 
beian Cricket, than the purchase of this 
great addition to our School plajring* 

S round. But all is not done : the money 
as still to be collected for the purchase, 
and the Caldecott Memorial Committee 
must bestir themselves. Of ;^2,5oo re- 
quired for the purchase, only 1,000 have 
as yet been raised, and this includes a 
hufic donation from tlie Governing Body. 
Oi^ce more, too. Old Rugbeiatts must 
htsiii themselves — once more, and, wc 
hope, ior the last time for many years to 
come, Rugby appeals to her sons. Will 
they answer to her call? or will they show 
themselves worn out by her constant de- 
mands on their pockets? Wc are unwill- 
ing to believe it. Art Museum, Reading 
Room, and new Big School have all in their 
turns risen by the beneficence of those 
O.R. s who support our intellectual edu- 
cation- now there is a chance for those 
who believe in the influence of Cricket 
and Football on the future man. Surely, 
old members of the Rugby XI. will not 
be backward at this juncture. We hope 
we are right in attributing the slight 
p.-uisc in the in-pouring of subscriptions 
rather to \%ant of energy in the London 
committee than to want of readiness od 
the part uf the proverbially generous — 
we say it from experience--^ boys of 
Rugl^ School. 



The old complaint i We never remember 

seeing the touch-line worse kept than it 
was at the foreign match on Tuesday 
last, in spite of letters and notices in 
these columns and elsewhere. What do 
the Sixth think they are armed with canes 
for ? Merely to give them an air of supc- 
riorit)r? We sliould not be far wiong if 
we said that the majority of those across 
the touch-line was composed of Sixth and 
Caps, the one body whose duty it was to 
keep the ground clear, and the other who 
ought, if anyone, to have known the 
inconvenience their presence caused.

Mr. Payne Smith (h.) read an interest- 
ing paper on Canterbury Cathedral. The 
first cathedral was built in xo70, the 
greater part of which was burnt down fn 
1174, but the nave Listed till ijSo. The 
rebuilding was begun by William of Saons, 
who met with a severe accident, which 
prevented his any longer superintending 
the work, and William the Englishman 
continued it. 

Mr. Elsbb (h) then exhibited a Mexican 
beetle, like those which the Mexican 
ladies wear, allowing thein to crawl about 
their shoulders and arms. 

The Prbsidbnt thanked Mr. Payne 
Smith, and expressed a ho}ie that we 
should have the rest of his lecture another 
day.

The President exhtlHted an egg of the 

Stormy Petrel, sent by Kennedy (O.R.) 

to the Society. 

J. E. Kelsall read a paper on Hats and 
Mice. Rats and Mice may be di . i.l il 
into three classes, acc rding to tJie sliapc 
of their noses, (i) The arvicoles or 
voles, which have blunt noses, very small 
ears, and short tails ; they consist of the 
water vole, field vole, and red field 
vole. (2) The genus nius, which includes 
the rats and mice proper, viz., the black 
rat, the brown rat, the common mouse, 
the fiel l mouse, and the harvest mouse; 
all til I ive large eyes, long tails, and 
ears plainly visible. A species of rat 
called the Alexandrine rat is occasionally 
seen in seaports, but is always destroyed 
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by the brown rat. (^) The shrews, 
which urn not really mice at all : they 
are insectivoroas, not rodent animals ; 

they have all very sharp pointed noses. 
In this class are the common shrew, the 
little sbrew, and the water shrew. 

Mr. Gumming (h.) then gave an inter- 
esting lecture on Glaciers. They are 
causM by the accumtilation of snow on 
the mountain tops. The prepsiirc of the 
masses of snow causes the lower part to 
melt, although it is below the freezing 
point of water ; therefore, as soon as the 
water escapes, it freezes again, and gla- 
ciers are formed. 

The Pkesident thanked Mr. Gumming, 
and showed to the Society another Badger 
which had hcci! sent bv Mr. Parnell.

DEBATING SOCIETY. 

At a Meeting held Oi^tober 17th, A. F. 
WooTTBN proposed 

'* That in the opinion of this meeting 
any scheme for the reform of the Land 
Laws of Great Britain and Ireland should 
include the removal of the restri(ftions 
imposed by the existing laws of primo- 
geniture, entail, and settlement, and the 
adjustment of relations between landlord 
and tenant, so as to protect the property 
and interest alike of owner and occupier ; 
and, further, it should facilitate the sale 
and transfer of land, and afford oppor- 
tunity f'T tlu- j^'radual acquirement by the 
agriciilt ual population of some j)ortion 
of th< s >ii tht-y cultivate." 

The Proposer dealt with the various 
points of the motion in detail, and, after 
discussing the question of primogeniture, 
urged that the claims of all three parties 
interested in the land should be consid- 
eretl, the shares of landlord, tenant, and 
labourer iieing more equally adjusted. He 
advi.sed the establishment of Land Courts, 
and the sinii>lification of land transfer by- 
means of distiict registration. Above all, 
the labourers should be assisted to rent or 
purchase land round the towns in allot- 
ments : and the peasant-proprieter, and 
not the pheasant prt^rietor, should be 
supported. 

G. A. H. Rbndall, in opposing, defended 
the system of entail, and urf,'('d that if, 
with similar ena(5^ments, really had little 
effect after Lord Cairn's Act. Primogeni* 



tttce be thought good, as it gaTe younger 
sooB an incentive to make thdr way in 

the world, and prevented small holdings. 

.-Vgricultural labourers were not otten re- 
duced to dependence on public or private 
charity, and their grievance was not a 
great one. He maintained that, while 
small allotments paid well, larger ones 
would fail, peasant proprietCHrs having 
neither capital, machinery, nor botse 
power, so that their introduction would be 
a curse and not a blessing to the country. 

F. J. Saulbk wished to see the yeoman 
farmer reappear, and quoted Switzerland 
as an instance of thtt success of peasant 
proprietorship. Allotments in Wiltshire 
were rented at three or four times the 
price paid by the farmers for their laiul, 
an injustice that ought to be done away 
with. 

H. E. SuEPPAao maintained that the 
present Land Laws as to entail and 

settlement kept land out ttf tlu hands of 
mere capitalists, who knew nothing about 
its management. He threw doubt on the 
supposed migration of labour to the tdwns, 
and warned moderate Liberals to beware 
of such a measure as the motion would 
involve. 

P. M. SvKES declared that i>easant pro- 
prietorship implied infinite and absurd 
subdivision of the land ; we should cling 
to our system of entail to save us from 
the evil?, (if small hi Klines. 

The I'resident, while feeling that the 
land question was a great and pressing 
one, was not certain that the solution 
proposed in the motion would be found 
better than that given by some system 
of co-operation in farming, which would 
do away with the evils of our present 
double landlorilism, and, by turning the 
tenant farmer into a manager, assimilate 
our land system to that prevailing in all 
manufac^luring industries. 

G. H. Wilson appealed for considera- 
tion for the tenant farmers, and urged that 
as bad seasons and foreign competition of 
late had ruined them, so they would 
ruin, and more quickly too* the proposed 
peasant proprietors. 

After replies from the propoeer and 
opposer, the House divided, with the fol*

Dicil (in the 6th of OAobOT, 1885, John 
HiJWAKii Wai.kkk, of 83, Queen's G:itc, Soutli 
Kensington, liarristcr at Law, fonnorly I'tllow 
of Oriel College. Oxford, aged 77. Mr. Walkfr 
entered Rugby School in February, 1822. In 
the School Register, his name is thus 
recorded : — " Walker loha Edward, son of 
J. Walker. Esq., Mancbeater. aged 13. 

.AURUSt 28." 

He was placed on his entry, as hi^'h as the 
rules of the School would permit, n.iiiicl) , in the 
Upper Remove, in rank the third form in the 
School. In the list for O^ober, 1822. bis name 
appean io the Filth Form. In the list for April, 
1824. his name appears last in the Sixth Form. 
At Eaater, 1825, be obtained the prize, value 
/33s. od., given by an Old Rugbeian, for the 
best Latin Essay. In 1826. be obtained a prize, 
value, £2 25. od., and for a second time, 
the prise for the best Latin Eaaay. In April. 
t8ao, hm saoM appean autb in the School. 
In April. i8«9. he carried off tba nriacipal 
prixe^ vnlae, /to loa. od.. for the Latn Poem, 
and alao for the third or fourth time, the prize 
for the Latin Baaay. The previous year, he had 
competed for the principal prize for i ntin 
Veiae, hia chief competitor heing the present 
Biah^ of St. Albao'a,ThoaMa Leigh Qaughton. 
who waa the sQcoeaafol randidrte. the subjed 
being FaHuM WttimoiuutiritMt. In intro- 
dncing into his snttjed the Conmatioii, he nn- 
wittii^jr made tlte champion on horseback to 
ride into the Abbey, instead of Westminster 
ilall. and this destroyed bis chance of success, 
for he was considered a most competent Latin 
sc!iLil.ir. l)oth in prose as also in versification.

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Alas for Rugby Fives ! To all appear- 
ances it has been slowly dying out, and 

is already at its last g.isp. Nnw-a-days 
after third lesson there is no running for 
courts, or indeed any taking of courts at 
all ; and if after dinn<-r we \\p to the 
Racquet Court, we hiui — not a crowd of 
fellows all eager to get on courts, but 
perhaps two, or at the most four, small 
boys, slowly preparing; for a game 
of squash racquets. Of course, in a way, 
it is true that this is not the term tor 
Fives, in so far as there are no prizes or 
cups to be won. But. surely we do not 
play the game merely for pecuniary 
advantage, so that, when that induce* 
nicnt is withdrawn, w«^ should cease to 
play altogetlier. No ore can .say that 
Football hinders iiu ^.une ; for that 
takes up no more of our time than paper 
chases, and house runs, in the Easter 
Term ; and if two or tint e years back, fel- 
lows found time to play in tiie Christmas 
Term — for then they played far more 
than now sukIv we can do so now. 
But, whatsoever be the cause, whether 
the present generation of Rugbeians 
cares less for healthy exercise, or has 
softer han<lsthan its predecessors, neither 
of which explanations seem very probable, 
let us try by some means to arouse the 
latent energies of our Fives pl.iyers. We 
see from the Onf!. tb.it, at Bedford 
Grammar School, the six best players in 
the School are allowed to wear ".colours," 
and that a representative pair play 



matches against other schools. If it were 
possible to make some such arrangement 

here, no doubt it would go a long way 
to achieve our objeift, but we fear it is 
beyond our reach. Failing this, though 
we be unable to give the game a per- 
petual impetus, by the powerful lever 
of School feeling, we might still do much 
by House feeling, if we could institute 
atuuial House matches in Fives, to be 
drawn and played as any other House 
matches are ; so that there might be a 
Cock House in fives, in the Easter Term, 
just as there is in cricket and focitball, in 
the Midsummer and Christmas Terms. 
There can be no reason why this should 
not be attempted next term ; its insti- 
tution would entail but little additional 
trouble for those who arrange the School 
ties now, and uo additional expense to the 
other members of the School.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 



At a Meeting held Saturday, Nov. 7, 
Mr. BuncAM (h.) presented to the 

Society a bronze Roman lamp, said to 
have been found at Swords, near Dublin, 
and another, of fidlile ware, from Pom- 
peii : he added that on December 5th he 
hoped to be able to read a paper on 
Mediajval Antiquities. 

E. Solly, Esq. (o.a.) then gave an 
interesting le<fhire on Microscopic Fun- 
gi. Tills siilijri'l does not s<>un<l very 
attradive, being generally associated with 
putrefa<5lion and decay. Bacilli are the 
smallest living things; i( is uncertain 
whether they are ani.nals or plants — pro- 
bably the latter. Wherever decay is 



going on they are to be found ; but unless 

they existed no putrefaction would occur ; 
they are called bacilli because those first 
discovered were shaped like rods. He 
then pointed out diagrams representing 
Ihe dinerent members of Ihis ^oup, such 
as th-i bacillus that causes consamption ; 
the spirilum, which is supposed to be the 
cause of cholera ; the bacillus of splenic 
fever, foiiml on the hides of sheep from 
Persia an 1 Bokhara, and the bacilli that 
form mould upon jams, 6:c. 

The Prbsiobnt thanked him for his 
leifltire.and added that his own microscope 
was ready for anyona «ho«liase to study 
this subject. 

S. J. HousLSV (m.) read a paper on 
English Architecture. Of English .-Vrchi- 
tecture before the Conquest we know 
nothing ; that after the Conquest may be 
divided into four periods: (i) Norman, (2) 
Early English, (3) Decorated, (4) Perpen- 
dicular. |i) The features of Norman 
Architecture (io66- 1 187) are round arches 
with very Httle decoration or moulding, 
square doorways underneath round ai clit s, 
and windows like the doors. (2j In the 
Early Knglish style (1187-1372) we have 
pointed windows, and clustered pillirs 
with marble shafts. (3) In the Decorated 
(i272-ii|77), windows with flowing or 
geometrical tracery. (4) In the Peri^en- 
dicular the arches are rather flat, and 
there is a great deal of panelling. 

The Meeting then terminated; number 
present, about 30.

W. H. Blabrr (a.) read a paper on 
British Lepi loj)tei a. Butteitln s are to 
be distinguished from moths by their 
antennae, and the position of their legs 
while resting. In rearing larvae, a sprig 
of flower fur the animals to feed on should 
be placed in a bottle of water with cotton- 
wool to prevent the larvae falling into the 
watfcr. 

C. A. Nicholson (m.) then read a paper 
on the Athenian Acropolis. All the build- 
ings were finished before the fifth cen- 
tury n.c, the chief of them being the 
Propylaea, Ereclitheuni and Parthenon. 
Both Ionic and Doric styles are fi>und on 
the /\cr <p lis. The Propylaea (or gates^ 
were built ot marble ; a carriage road ran 
between them, and there were flights 
steps on each side. The Parthenon was 
divided into two parts, viz., the cellar. 
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which contained an ivory and gold statue 
of Athena, and the treasury ; this build- 
ing was used by the Turks as a powder 
magazine, and was blown up. 

G. E. Farran (m.) read a paper on 
British Birds, for W. £. Harding. 

The meeting then terminated.

occasion of each ]ir»;sidenlial election. 

H (• llKAlJliV demurred to the way the nn'tion 
had been treated, .irnuniK that it aiineil. n<>( at the 
abolition of mon.^rchy in Fln^'ianil, but the curtail- 
ment of itsprcseut extravagant expon l tun;. .Vfter 
quotini^ figures to show the e-\i'ensiveiie^s of .ur 
lueeeni Royal F.amily. an*l pointing out the evils 
arrialng from the secresy that surrinin<led the 
person and functions of the lintish monarch, he 
compared monarchy in Great Britain to the gol.l 
he.-ul of a cane, which, while givmg an (-W^ani 
finish, cost more than it was worth. 

E. A. Spsbd asked if the Proposer iin anl the 
Prince of Wales to work for bis living, an I. if the 
motion were destrutftive. what would he substitute 
for Monarchy. Our y ueen s power he declared to 
be a reality. The iirilish monarch, too. he 
thought, prevented friftion. in a&itm as an intcrme. 
diacy between the two parties in tbe State, in case 
of a chaafB of government, while himself alymi 
politics. 

F. J. Sasua mintain^d that it was piotcAion. 
and not the PresideMlal eleaions. that harassed 
American trade. As to Royalty being above 
politics, he protested that the existence of a 
siroug politic-il leaning wu notorious, tn tbe case 
of many royal persunagn ui England. 

A. r. Fowler pointed <mt that it was believed 
that the sums paid on accoaat of Royal marriafse* 
were compensated for by the friendly relations with 
foreign nations that those marriages cemented, 

G. n. KiiNUALL hehl that our Monarchical sys- 
tem was useful, even if expensive. Taking up the 
simile of the RoUl headed cane, he drew attention 
to the part played by the knob, in keeping the end 
of the stick from rmining into the hand. As for 
our (Jueen. lu r liberality was great, anil if sin was 
not atxtve p<^>litics. no other head of the Slate could 
be fonod moieaa 
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H. C Sbbppard maintained that tbe greatness 
of the monarch's office made it neoessarily expoi- 
sive : a President would be still more costly. The 
House of Commons was ready to allow grants to 
n yal |>ersons. Why then should this Home pew 
this unpatri'itic anfl nipublican motion ?

THE ART MUSEUM. 

The exhibition of the " Bayeux Tapestry ' comes 
in most appropriately this term, as the whole 
School has bten en>;.n;''(i an the study of Early 
English fJistorv The work winch surrounds the 
Art Musi l^ an excellent ci\p\ of the original, 
dntie hv nif.ir.s nf photographv. the Colours In-iiig 
laiil Mil ir. h.iii 1 The original is a strip of coarse 
linen. iiS feet long, and 20 inches wide, em- 
broidered with coloured worsted, of the same ile- 
scripticm as the crewels of the present day. The 
Tap«-slry. by the way, is not a tapestry in the true 
sense, as it was not meant for hangings to shut out 
the cold draughts of a Norman chamber ; it is a 
veritable picture in needlework, recording fifty- 
eight distine^ scenes conncded with the lift of 
William the Conqueror. Some question has been 
raised aa to its dale, biM it appears certain that its 
pro<ludtion was contemporaneous with the events 
which it so forcibly depicfts ; mdeed it is probable 
that tbe old tradition which ascribes it to tbe deft 
finf^ers of Queen Matilda and her maidena, ia per* 
fedly corre^, and that it was worked as a present 
fur 6do. the King's ancle, bishop of Bayeos, who 
assisted WilUam aot only with nooejr. own. and 
adtrice. bat was also bjr bis side in the thick of the 
fighting, armed with a stout club, as may be saeo 
in tbe Tnestry. Formerly the Tapestry belooged 
to the Abbqr at Bayeua. to which it drew omwda 
of pilgrims. It is DOW at the fntaOUm, wheve 
it was seat by Napoteon L 

As an historical record of the events oooaeAed 
with the Norman in\asion and subjugation of the 
oouniry. the Tapestry is of bingular interest. It 
gives in minutest detail the life and movement of 
tbe time : and though many of the fif^res are some- 
what grotesque, there can be no mistake as to the 
adlion and expression intended to be represented. 

The rest of the exhibition is €■ 'mjn'seil of nther 
Works belonging to the School, and Kngbeians. 
past and prestrnt, have reason to l)e proml of this 
<lispl.-iy of our artistic belongings Four of the 
bays are devoted to autoiypes and photographs of 
tbe Works of Michael Angelo. and from the large 
numbi r shown a good idea of this master's jxiwers 
as a sculptor and painter may l>e obtained They 
have been carefully arranged in series, so that the 
development of tbe artist's method may be seen, 
beginning with tbe ainple, boyish St. Jobo. and 



eotfiBg with the extnordiaanr fignraa from the 
" Resarredioa." Ofajedioa has been aude to 
Michael Angeto's CsBMle igures. on acoooat of 
their a^ressive aod nasomoe appearaaoe, but 
the two Madonnas are chamiBg coooeptioDa. sweet 
and womanly, and gracefnl to a o sgree. 

The other bays are filled with paintings in oil 
and water colours . among the latter being three 
new examples by living artists. 

Tbe glass cases and revolvers are always a 
source of instru<ftion, and one is sure to find some- 
thing fresh and interesting every term. We notice 
a new bronze reproduction of an antique wine- 
warmer of the Greco- Rom an }H.Ti;>d Ucside this 
lies a capital explan.it' irv iintr from the hanil of the 
Hcadmasicr. On the staircase leading' to the Art 
Museum are some excellent br.mzes. fac simile 
copies from anii<juc originals, notably the 
" Hertnes Tins li^iire. sitalcd on the stump of a 
tree, is remarkable as a p<'ifei;i tvpc of inanlv gr.-ice 
and vi(.;our The original, like so many other 
examples of antique art, was found at Hercu- 

laneum. '■ potted ioT posMrity " «a some wfiter lias 

well said. 

In one of the large glass cases arc arrangwl a 
numl>er of objects in ivory, which have Ix-eii pro- 
duced on the lathe by the Kcv. C C Ellison. O K 
They are remarkable examples of the n hnement t>f 
turning, some of them being exquiMieiv clclicate. 
and all the result of great mecliaiiicil skill Tbe 
lender of thes*- valuable and interesting articles 
is entitled to tbe thanks of the whole Sch<Mi| 

Among the gifts to the Art Museum this term is 
a collet ion of Indian Pottery, from I^>mbay, the 
gift of I. L. Latham. Esq . O l< , Judge AiiviHiale. 
Thougn these are examples of modera work, (tbe 
potters and painters being students at the B4)mbay 
School of Art.) the sliafies and decoratinos are 
taken from older examples, and certainly tbe way 
in which tbe ancient s yle has been preserved, 
with ito cnrious fums. quaint devices, and soft, 
hannoaioim ooloaring is moat admirable.

mends itself must wliielv, is the acquisition of 111. ire 
ground for Scluxil ( ■.nr.is 

The necessity for aii lilional ground, and esj>fcially 
for Cii' ki t, IS prob.ibly obvious to many, but 
the following (acts are worthy of note : — In the first 
place, m.anv Ijoys pass through the ScbcH)! without 
having hail an oppi>rt unity of learning to play 
Cricket 2nd. The C.losi? only affords accommo- 
dation for about half the Schotii if every pail of 
the ground is used 3rd. Old Bigside is so crowded 
as to be not only dangerous to life and limb, but 
abaolately fiMal to good bowliaf orfieidiag. 
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Considerable difficulty was f>)und in ncquinng 
desirable ground. The price a.ski:il for Ktynolds" 
Field, 5^ acres in extern, and at present rr:i!ed by 
the Schoiil upon a short and precarious was 
prohibitive. But the Nursery Ground, formerly 
occupied by Uattey. then by Bryant, and now by 
Cr<<ss, 8 acres in size, has been secured or ^2.500, 
As other parties were neKoliating for this ground 
it was necessary to take prompt measures. At 
present the only aixess is irom the Hillmurton 
Koad. but Dr. Jex Blakc has bought an addilional 
access frutn the Crescent, thus bringing Um IWW 
field into communication with tba Clow. 

Some outlay will be nqnirad to render the 
ground fit for pUy. 

It it boped that this favourable opportanity of 
confeniDg a very great boon upon toe School by 
increaaiDK its Recreation Ground by one half, and 
at the same time commemorating C. M. Calde- 
cott's devotion to theScbool. and to its games, will 
induce Okl Rugbeiaoa to aabacribe prooptiy tbe 
neceeaarjr fiuda.

Now that realities have taken the place 
of prophecies and expe<5latioQS. and we 
have reached the end of the bnnest term 

of the year, it is but natural that we 
should pause for a moment to review the 
main events of the past three months. 
Of our thrc<: foreign matches, we lost the 
first two, but were successful in the third. 
Without doubt the Oxford team was an 
exceptionally strung one, and our defeat 
at their hands was no disgracp. Against 
Watson's Oxford team wt; made a good 
stand, and though after a hard and even 
game, we were finally beaten, we showed 
that we hnd plenty nf material, which 
only wanted more practice to develope 
into a good team ; and this was proved 
when the Cambridge O.R.'s came down, 
and received a marked defeat at our 
hands. Si tends the record of OUf Foreign 
Matches for 1885, and our only regret 
is that we have no more to chronicle. 
Now let us turn to tlie I'^ifteen themselves, 
and as their charaiiters are given in an* 
other column, we shall here only deal 
with generalities. Our forwards, though 
as a whi'le light, made up a good deal for 
this ii( fuiiency by the dash and spirit with 
which they played : we were pleased to 
notice that they went in well at the back 
of the scrummage, and showed 1IO incli« 
nation to hang about on the wings, where, 
perhaps, orte may reap the reward fijr 
another's hard work, but is of no real ser- 
vice to the team. Our backs, taken as a 
whole, were quite up to the average, 



though perhaps rather wanting in pace ; 
their passing is better, and they also seem 
to have mastered the art of dropping and 
punting more successfully than the backs 
of former years. 

House Matches, alas! are more behind* 
hand this year than usual ; for this we 
have to thank the evenness of the Houses 
and the frost. We are left in the dis- 
agreeable position of having two equal 
Cock Houses, for Cock House Match has 
not been able to be finished. Whitelaw's 
have to thank their last year's Caps and 
Flannels principally (or their position; 
whilst Scott's, on the other hand, relied, 
and, as has been shown, with good rea- 
son, on a team composed almost entirely 
of untrif^l players : for they started the 
year with one Cap. Both Houses were 
very goo<l in the scrummage, and very 
fair behind. Donkin's, a house with good 
forwards and good three-quarters, but 
rather weak elsewhere, were beaten, after 
a hard three days' struggle, b^ White- 
law's, with whom, at the beginning of the 
term, they shared the place of favourites. 
Bowden Smith s play all round we must 
say wo very much admiretl, and the House 
woiiM (Irjutitless, but for the loss of its 
captain and other prominent members, 
have been higher in the list. Elsee's, 
with a fair scrummage and very fair 
outsides, beat the School House, whose 
good forward play was entirely neutralized 
by an utter deficiency of running power. 
Morice's diared with the School House a 
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want of back players. Micheirs were 

unfortunate in meeting such a -strong 
House as Whitelaw's in their first ties, 
but they are as yet a young House, and 
their day is yet to come. 

The new method of taking grounds has 
workL'il well : but we were snrry to see 
thatM^kium were mure than fcHic. grounds 
occupfed. It is for the Head of the XV. 
next year to see if this cannot be reme- 
died, for we fear that it means that the 
small fellows don't get their share in the 
games. 

We cannot stay our pen without con- 
gratulating the winner of the "Crirk," 
who succeeded in beating all previous 
records on a day by no means perfeA 

for running.

Bordcslcy Abbey in Worcestershire.

found in the church ct Lajiworth : a 
hand-bell, discovered with a corpse in the 
foundations of the old church, at Church 
Lawford ; and two jugs of red ware, one 
of which was found near High Street, 
Rugby.

OUR OXFORD LETTER. 



My of.ar^Meteor, 
The thaw having set in most oppor- 



tunely for letter-writing, I take advantage 

of a leisure hour to inform you a% to what 
everyone Rugbeian has been doing up 
here this term. 1 may, however, remark, 
Ml Aiuaff^, that had I endeavoured to fill 
half a sheet of note pa}K;r when you pub- 
lished as it were a rebuke of laziness to 
your Varsity corre^poode^ts, you would 
have receivwi little or no news from Ox- 
ford Term did not liegin till the i8th of 
0<:lobcr, which being the case, everything 
has been much later — in fad the Fresh- 
men's Sports did not come oiT till the last 
week of November, owing to the path 
being frozen hard, and therefore ust;less 
for running. Cross, an old member of 
Lee Warner's, won " the Mile" in a can- 
ter, and will certainly get his " l)hie " 
next term for that distance, as he bids 
fair to outrival even the old representa- 
tives. In the Quarter and Hundred, E. 
H. Bradby ran extremely well, taking 
second p )t in both events. And although 
unplaced, Kent's form over the Hurdles 
was generally admired. The season 
opened with the University meeting on 
November loth. Kowland-iirown winning 
the Quarter, and taking second place in 
the Hundred, though penalized in both 
events, while Wigan accounted for the 
300 Yards Handicap. In the Que-n's 
College Sports, A. G. B >scawcn was 
second in the Walking Race ; and the 
w -c^k b..'fore. in the Pembroke H i!f nile 
Handicap, C". W. Hatch secured tlie 
premier position. This, so far as 1 know, 
closes our Athletic record, and is by no 
means a bad list of successes. 

Of course the real interest of the 
Michaelmas term is divided- between 
Rugby Football and the River. No Rug- 
beian, however, was included in the two 
"fours" that competed for the Challenge 
Cup, which Magaalene won after one of 
the best races on record. Nor was any 
scat in the Trial Eights filled by one of 
our representatives. In the Football 
held, hjwever. Coles, Bradby, and Bos- 
well have all d6ne yeoman service 
throughout the term, and all three will 
play at Bldckheath v. Cimln id^^'e, on the 
1 6th. The new Rugbs l .< l^ds fair to 
be a great success, and will fill a very 
generally desired want amongst our com- 
munity up here. The old colours — light 
blue and chocolate — have been re- 
adopted, and we start next term with a 
long list of fixtures, including, I believe. 
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given, while in 1870 tlie compulsory 
system had added the limbs. The expense 
of the chanfve was greatly exaggerated, as 
four fifths of the cost was paid by the 
State already. 

S. I. HoosLBY objedled that so-called 
Free Education would not be free, as the 
cost would fall on the rates. The richer 
classes would have to pay double, and 
this was unjust. 

P. M. SvKKS took stroni^ exception to 
the words "At the mercy of the clergy- 
man." Many clergymeu were devoted 
men who did their work, which was unre- 
munerative. As to Education, you might 
have too much of it. If all were well 
educated, who would plough ? 

E. A. Si'Ki u held that Free Ethu atinn 
meant pavnu iit liy ail, as the State was 
ma le up of its numbers. \lr i>\y\c6\ed to 
such bribes to the people. J-et the 
Liberal Parly educate itself, for of that it 
Was much ui need. 

G. H. VVti^oN objecJted to Compulsory 
Education as a system. If " H(*dge '* was 
so cnlitlhtenc 1 \v' would need no C' im- 
pulsion He feared that the free system, if 
brought ill at the bottom, would be 
pushed upw.inls. 

J. H. M anphk quoted statistics t.» show- 
that in A;iKri<:a, where th<- fne system 
prcvaileii, only ro per cent, attended 
sch")ol, wlv n-as in England 12 per cent, 
came. H 'W should we gain then by the 
change to Free Education ? 

G. E. Farram contended that under 
preseiil Conditions all was done that was 
needed to help children from the 1<; \e>,t 
grade schools up the ladder of our 
Educational system. He strongly ob- 
j. rted to the statement that liducation 
w.i^a right. Wiial right had a man to 
bring children into the world and claim 
that others should educate them for him 
free of cost. 

F. .Martlev (o.r.) wished to see the 
blessing of Education given to all, ami 
put within easy reach of the poorest. It 
was a great b Kin to gue men a start in 
life, and he could not see how Education 
would rum the country as the Proposer 
held.— After replies from the Opposerand

DEBATING SOCIETY. 



At a Meeting held Saturday, November 
14th, G. H. Wilson moved "That the 
return of the Conservative party to pxiwer 
at the General Election, coupled with the 
adoption of the principles of Fair Trade, 
is desirable in the interests of British 
Industry." 

The Proposer held that whereas Pro- 
tection thought too much of the producer. 
Free Trade was too much in favour of 
the consumer. He urged the adoption of 
( 1 ) Retaliatory duties with America, (2) 
Commercial union with our Colonies, (3) 
Prote<flive duties on luxuries. 

VV. ]',. Thompson, in opposing, spoke of 
the state of protected countries, which 
was much worse than that of our own, 
will r- IVee Trade prevaileil ; no return 
then to any form of Pn'tection would 
remove the evils complained of. 

G. H. Ren DAI. I urged that our home 
corn growers should he protected, for fear 
that, if we went to war, we should lose 
our food supply from abroad. The cheap 
loaf meant low wages, and was not a 
benefit to tlie labourer. He would put 
duties on imports, to give work at home, 
and bring in revenue. 

A. F. W'nOTTRN deprecated the adop- 
tion of retaliatory duties ; in such a case, 
England, with her many dependencies, 
would be the biggest combatant, and 
the most easily hit. Proted^ion would 
benefit monopolists, and encoura^t labour 
only iu small fa(5turies, which must soon 
die out, as being artificial. A tax on com 
would be the same in its effects as a war 
with Russia or America. Such a proposal 
as this was not Conservative but retro- 
grade. 

H. E. Sheppard argued that Free 
Trade was harmful for us because it was 
80 lop-sided ; universal Free Trade was

A. J. KuvvLRR, who was in favour of 
taxing all foreign floods, except food and 
raw materials. 30 per cent., and of keep- 
ing out foreign labour, and so raising 
wages ; to the farmer he would give 
a bounty of £\ per arre. 

G. L. Calderon protested against this 
outcry for producers at the expense of 
consumers. He rejoiced in foreign boun- 
ties, as they lowered prices, while cus- 
toms, priiposf'd by tlu* I'air Traders, 
would raise them. If England adi>pted 
Fair Trade, she would justify Coleridge's 
simile nf the suicidal pig, tn his famous 
" Devil s Walk." 

J£. A. Spbbd declared that all articles 
were too cheap. Free Trade had never 
answered, and never wouhl ; he con- 
cluded with a vehement denunciation of 
the late Liberal government. 

E. E. Gaddnm pointed out the evils 
that Protection had caused in England 
after ib2o for many years: he maintained 
that Retaliation would bring the same 
result. 

J. M. FuRNESS contrasted Free Trade 
in theory-, which was universal, with the 
same in practice, which was one-sided. 
Fair Trade seemed the only remedy. 
Moreover, tl>e prosperity of the last forty 
years was due not to Free Trade but the 
discovery of gold. 

F. P. Evers held that we could and 
should get corn from India and our Col- 
onies, in case of war with iiussia and 
America : hence this scare of starvation 
was groundless. 

riie Pki sii>KNT would support Free 
Trade, on the ground that it was gtiod for 
the producer, in giving him raw materials 
so cheap, an<l fv)r the consumer, in pro- 
viding cheap necessaries. He quoted the 
eX[)eiieMce of the country clergy and the 
small farmers, to show the grievous 
dearth of bread fifty years ago, and urged 
that on higher grounds, too, than those of 



mere utility, England should refuse to 
sacrifice the principles of Free Trade, 
which, more than anything else, would 
lead to that brotherhood of nations which 
was, be trusted, the ideal of all of us.

The Proposer asked where Free Edu- 
cation would stop, as the proportional 
cost was the same in all classes. It 
would raise the rates, and encourage the 
I'hitisli workman in impri '\ idence ; it was 
a mere party cry to catch labourers' votes. 
Reforms the Conservatives would be will- 
ing to carry out. 

F. E. Gaudum held that it was unjust 
to force Education on the parents, and 
then call on thera to pay for it. Com> 
pulsory Education should be free like 
vaccination. .At present, the dissolute 
took advantage of the relief allowed, 
while the honest struggling poor were 
al>ove doing so. Education, as a blessing 
to the State, and the individual, ought to 
be bestowed gratis on the poor. 

W. H. CioscHEN said that at present 
the prepayment of fees acted as a stitniilus 
to parents who wished to get their mon- 
ey's worth. Relief to the working man 
would better- be given by raising his 
wages. The great cost. too,was an objec- 
tion to Free Education. 

F. Ji. Sadler protested against the 
manner in which the Nati 'iial Schools 
were now at the mercy of the clergyman. 
Education, he held, was the right of every 
citizen, and he should have it free. 

A. j. Fowls R said that the {Kesent 
svsteai gav(r competition between Board 
and Voluntary .Scho >ls, which it would be 
bad to do away with. He feared the ex- 
pense of Free Education, and the en- 
couragement to improvidence. 

A. P. WooTTKN claimed that we ought 
now to put the head on the statue of 
National Education, whose body was 
fonned in 1846, when grants in aid were 
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was a failure. Haworth dropped out for them, 
and their forwards, following up harA, prevented 
McF.wen from dropping, and compdwd Dt to 
tonch-down in self-defence.

In the Fisherman's Chorus the basses and tenors 
were more sulwrdinate to the other parts, and the 
whole Went wTth deliKhtful swing an<l smoithncss, 
"God s.ive the Queen/' in which many of the 
audience joined, formed the time-honoured con- 
clusion to one of the best and most pleasing con- 
certs we have heard in Ru^by. Such a performance 
reflects much credit on the House, es[»ecially on the 
Choir, and on those who helped and traintkl them 
with such untlaj{){inx zeal : and when we give our 
grateful thanks to the Misses' Bowden Smith. Miss 
Booham Carter, and the other performers, we not 
only express the feeling of the audience and <>f the 
School, but also of thoM others, aliens indeed 
by race, but bound to os by the links of old kiud- 
nesaes, and by many oaminoa iotwuta, for whose 
bemfit tba tnn« and ttrouble in ptneparing far tba 
Concert were spent.

IN MEMORIAM. 

We regret to have to reoord the death of 
Henry Maraball Foster m April but. He 
entered the School House in S^tombor. tSya, 
and when be left in July. 1877, he had been a 
year in the Sixth Pom. He obtained his Cap in 
1^75. and his Twenty-two in tba snae year, and 
played at Lord's as twoHUl aMO ia 1877. His 
kmdty and aasdfiali diipoaition made him 
popabu* alike with mastecs and boys, and 
endeared him macb to bis many friends. In 
Oaober. 1877. be entered Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and he took his degree in January, i8St, 
standing at the head of the Second Claris, in the 
Law Tripos. After leaving Cambridge, he 
studied lor a year at the Wells Theological 
College, and on being ordained, he became a 
Curateof St Mary's, Reading, a very iM>puk>us 
parish. Here he threw himself into his work 
with very great earnestness, exemplifying in his 
daily life the Rugby motto. Orando Liftk^ranJi 
in April last he visited a severe cnsc of ty(K>i<l 
fever, caught the infcdion. and died within a 
few days. 

We may truly say that few Ku^jbeians have 
served (j - l -.nxro f.iuhfuliv m \iic. or died more 
ly than Henry .M.irsiiall Foster, 
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
